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GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 


Gentlemtn  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

In  this  communication  I  wish  to  put  you  in  possession,  as  fully 
and  clearly  as  I  can,  of  the  present  financial  condition  of  the  State, 
and  of  the  management  of  the  State  institutions,  and  of  the  several 
State  offices  during  the  past  two  years.  For  detailed  information,  I 
roust  refer  you  to  the  several  reports  herewith  submitted, 

STATE    EEVENUES, 

The  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  lands  and  improvements  in  the 
State  in  1875  was  |621,416,973 ;  of  railroads,  $38,436,919;  ot 
other  corporations,  ^4,045,503  ;  of  telegraph  companies,  1 173,241; 
and  of  personal  property,  $233,667,147,  making  a  total  of  the  taxa- 
ble property  of  the  State,  $897,739,783.  This  shows  a  decrease  in 
value  of  $57,117,692.  The  appraisement  of  real  estate  made  in 
1875  will  remain  unchanged  for  live  years,  under  the  act  of  Febru- 
ary 11,  1875.  The  assessment  of  personal  property  and  corporate 
property  made  in  1876  shows  a  decrease  since  1875.  The  returns 
naade  in  1875  show  two  hundred  and  eighty-two  thousand  three 
hundred  and  ninety-one  persons  in  the  State,  who  are  subject  to  a 
personal,  or  poll,  tax  of  fifty  cents  each.  The  assessments  of  prop- 
erty amounting  to  $897,739,783,  and  the  personal,  or  poll,  tax  con- 
stitute our  important  sources  of  revenue, 

RECEIPTS    AND    EXPENDITURES. 

There  was  in  the  treasury,  October  31,  1874,  $244,203.78.  Dur- 
ing the  year  ending  October  31,  1875,  there  was  received  for  State 
purposes  as  revenue  $1,393,029.78.  During  the  year  ending  Octo- 
ber 31,  1876,  there  was  received  for  State  purposes  $1,277,678  73. 
During  the  same  years,  there  was  received  on  account  of  the  benev- 
olent institutions   $334,042.55.     This  sum  was  realized  from  the 


labor  of  the  intuates  and  from  individuals  and  counties  pursuant  to 
law.  The  payments  from  the  treasury  during  the  two  years  ending 
October  31,  1876,  for  revenue  refunded,  for  ordinary  expenditures 
and  for  benevolent,  educational  and  penal  institutions  amounted  to 
$2,408,718.25.  During  the  same  two  years,  pursuant  to  the  act  of 
December  12,  1872,  sixty-five  bonds  with  their  coupons  have  been 
surrendered  and  paid,  amounting  to  $73,679.00.*  Twenty-nine  are 
yet  outstanding,  some  not  having  become  due  and  others  not  pre- 
sented for  payment.  For  a  more  particular  description  of  the  bonds 
and  coupons,  which  have  been  paid,  I  refer  you  to  the  detailed  lists 
thereof,  which  accompany  the  reports  of  the  Auditor  of  State  for  1875 
and  1876.  For  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  on 
account  of  the  several  trust  funds,  I  refer  you  to  the  same  reports.

The  indebtedness  of  the  State  to  the  School  Fund  is  evidenced  by- 
five  non-negotiable  bonds  payable  by  the  State  and  amounting:  to 
§3,904,783.21.  That  is  known  as  the  domestic  debt  and  represents 
that  much  of  the  School  Fund  which  was  used  by  the  State  author- 
ities and  tor  which  the  State  is  responsible  to  that  fund  under  the 
constitution.  For  a  particular  description  of  the  bOi:ids,  their 
dates  and  amounts,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Auditor  of 
State. 

In  obedience  to  the  requirement  of  Section  4  of  an  act  entitled 
"  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  issuing  certificates  in  cases  of  the  casual 
destruction  of  outstanding  State  bonds  and  of  duplicates  in  cases 
of  the  casual  destruction  of  State  certificates  of  stock,"  approved 
March  1,  1855,  I  have  to  report  that,  on  the  21st  day  of  April, 
1875,  the  Governor,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  State  authorized 
payment  to  be  made  to  A  Goettel  &  Co.,  in  the  sura  of  ten  thous- 
and dollars  in  discharge  of  original  certificate  No.  956  of  Indiana 
State  Stock  shown  to  have  been  destroyed  while  outstanding. 

PUBLIC    PRINTING. 

Under  the  Act  of  March  13,  1875,  the  Bureau  of  Public  Printing 
was  organized,  with  Charles  P.  Hutchinson,  Esq.,  as  its  clerk. 
During  the  sixteen  months  after  its  organization,  the  cost  of  public 
printing  amounted  to  $13,881.57,  and  the  stationery  for  the  {)ublic 
offices  to  ^1,287.48,  making  the  total  for  printing  and  stationery 
^15,169  05.  The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State  gives  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  expenditures  for  printing  and  stationery.  His 
statement  and  estimate  for  the  balance  cf  the  year,  as  com.pared 
with  the  expenditures  for  eleven  years  preceding,  shows  a  saving  to 
the  State  in  two  years  of  over  seventy  thousand  dollars.  I  call 
your  attention  to  the  statements  and  recommer.dations  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  in  relation  to  the  proceedings  for  the  sale  of  certain 
State  lands  under  the  Act  of  March  11,  1875;  in  relation  to  obtain- 
ing the  original  records,  or  copies,  of  the  patents  made  by  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  of  the  lands  conveyed  to  them 
by  the  State  and  by  them  sold  to  citizens;  in  relation  to  indexing 
and  supervising  the  printing  of  the  Senate  and  House  Journals  by 
his  ofhce;  and  in  relation  to  the  establishment  in  his  office  of  a 
bureau  of  statistics.  His  recommendations  should  receive  your 
careful  consideration. 

Your  attention  is  also  called  to  the  financial  statements  carefully 


and  accurately  made  by  the  Treasurer  of  State  in  his  able  reports. 
The  reports  of  the  Attorney  General  give  elaborate  and  satisfactory 
statements  of  the  proceedings  of  his  office  and  of  the  moneys  col- 
lected through  its  instrumentality. 

There  are  many  duties  devolved  upon  the  State  Librarian.  His 
report  shows  that  they  have  been  carefully  and  efficiently  dis- 
charged. 

THE    SCHOOLS. 

I  ask  your  careful  examination  of  the  report  made  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction,  and  your  consideration  of  the  sug- 
gestions and  recommendations  made  by  him.  The  condition  of  the 
schools  and  of  the  revenues  by  which  they  are  sustained  is  clearly 
and  accurately  stated.  Original  tables,  the  result  of  much  and 
careful  labor,  present  in  succinct  form  the  results  of  our  system  of 
common  education  in  every  locality  of  the  State,  and  add  greatly  to 
.the  interest  aud  usefulness  of  the  report.  The  enumeration  of  1876 
shows  the  total  number  of  white  children  668,969,  and  of  colored 
children  10,261,  making  a  total  of  679,230,  being  an  increase  since 
last  year  of  11,494.  The  number  of  white  children  enrolled  in  the 
schools  is  509,307,  and  of  colored  children  6,963^  making  in  all 
516,270.  There  are  9,434  school  houses  in  the  Stale,  and  their 
aggregate  value  is  $11,548,993.67.  There  are  13,317  white  teach- 
ers, and  94  colored  now  employed,  making  in  all  13,411.  Of  the 
teachers  7,852  are  males,  and  5,559  are  females.  The  school  fund 
of  the  State  is  as  follows :

This  statement  shows  an  increase  during  the  past  two  years  of 
$159,552  83.  The  revenue  realized  during  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1876,  to  be  used  in  the  support  of  the  schools  is  distinct  from 
the  foregoing  permanent  fund,  and  is  as  follows:

This  is  probably  the  last  message  which  I  will  address  to  the 
Legislature,  and  I  beg  to  repeat  what  T  said  in  my  inaugural 
address  four  years  ago  :  "  I  need  not  urge  you  to  extend  a  protect- 
ing and  fostering  hand  over  our  free  schools,  and  to  guard  with 
anxious  care  the  funds  that  support  them.  Coming,  as  you  do,  from 
among  the  people,  you  can  not  be  indifferent  to  an  influence  so 
important  to  their  welfare  and  to  the  true  dignity  and  strength  of 
the  State."  I  would  not  now  abate  anything  from  any  sentiment 
which  I  then  expressed,  but  my  observation  since  coming  into  office 
convinces  me  that  the  danger  to  our  policy  and  system  of  common 
school  education  is  not  to  be  apprehended  from  any  want  of  popular 
interest  therein,  nor  from  any  reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  people 
or  their  representatives  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  thereof,  but 
from  a  discontent  which  is  sure  to  arise  should  there  be  carelessness 
and  extravagance  in  the  expenditure  of  the  moneys  provided  for  its 
support.  The  permanence  and  prosperity  of  the  common  schools 
require  economy  and  efficiency  in  their  management. 

STATE   NOliMAL   SCHOOL,. 

The  appropriation  made  by  the  last  Legislature  for  the  completion 
of  the  Normal  School  building  has  been  carefully  and  economically 
expended,  and  the  work  well  done.  For  a  full  statement  of  the  ex- 
penditures of  the  institution  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  Judge 
Scott,  the  treasurer  of  the  board.  Of  an  indebtedness  contracted 
by  the  former  management  the  sum  of  $4,543.25  remains  unpaid. 
I  recommend  that  provision  be  made  for  its  payment.  The 
grounds  upon  which  the  building  stands  should  be  fenced,  and  an 
appropriation  sufficient  for  that  purpose  should  be  made. 


INDIAJ^A    UNIVERSITY. 

For  a  statement  of  the  management  and  condition  of  the  State 
University,  and  of  the  expenditures  in  its  support,  I  refer  you  to 
the  reports  of  the  trustees  and  officers  of  the  institution. 

PURDUE   UNIVERSITY. 

In  a  statement  so  brief  as  I  would  be  compelled  to  make,  the  his- 
tory, organization  and  present  condition  of  Purdue  University  could 
not  be  given.  In  each  of  these  particulars  the  report  made  bj 
President  White  is  very  full  and  exact,  and  I  refer  you  to  it  for  the 
information  necessary  to  guide  your  action  in  respect  to  that  institu- 
tion. I  will  repeat  what  I  said  to  the  last  Legislature  :  "  I  have 
taken  much  interest  in  this  institution  and  have  given  to  its  manage- 
ment all  the  attention  I  could  bestow.  Good  faith  and  policy  require 
that, it  be  made  successful  and  to  accomplish  the  beneficent  purpose 
of  the  grant.  'In  the  language  of  the  grant^,  it  is  intended  to  '  pro- 
mote the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in 
the  several  pursuits  and  professions  of  life.'  It  is  the  people's 
university,  and  I  commend  it  to  your  watchful  and  fostering  care." 

HOSPITAL   FOR   THE    INSANE, 

The  last  two  reports  of  the  commissioners  and  superintendent 
cover  a  period  of  two  years,  from  November  1,  1874,  to  November 
1,  1876.  At  the  commencement  of  that  period  there  were  four 
hundred  and  eighty-two  patients  in  the  institution,  and  at  the  close 
six  hundred.  During  that  period  six  hundred  and  ninety  six 
patients  were  discharged  and  nine  hundred  and  twenty-seven  ad- 
mitted. During  the  first  year  there  were  forty-seven  deaths  and 
during  the  last  seventy-nine.  Of  those  discharged  during  the  two 
years  five  hundred  and  sixteen  were  discharged  as  recovered,  fifty 
as  improved,  one  hundred  and  five  as  not  improved,  and  two  as  not 
insane.  The  expenditures  during  the  two  years  for  maintenance, 
including  clothing,  salaries  and  wages,  amounted  to  $290,033.24. 
I  call  your  attention  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent 
for  an  appropriation  to  construct  a  telegraph  line  connecting  the 
institution  with  the  fire  department  of  this  city.  It  is  important 
to  prevent  serious  loss  by  fire. 

Under  the  act  of  March  11,  1875,  providing  for  the  coustructioB 
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upon  the  hospital  farai  of  additional  buildings,  I  appointed  Dr, 
James  S.  Athon  as  one  of  the  commissioners  of  the  Provisional 
Board.  His  great  experience  in  the  management  of  the  Hospital 
enabled  him  to  render  valuable  service  to  the  State,  especially  in  de- 
ciding upon  the  plans  for  the  new  building.  Upon  his  death,  which 
occurred  October  25,  1875,  I  appointed  Dr.  Robert  N.  Todd,  of 
Indianapolis,  as  his  successor.  The  Provisional  Board  has  given 
close  attention  to  the  duties  imposed  by  the  law.  All  the  plans, 
propositions  and  contracts  were  carefully  considered  and  scrutinized. 
The  plan  adopted  was  presented  by  Dr.  Everts,  and  is  of  a  building 
of  six  distinct  hospitals  of  L-shaped  sections  connected  one  with 
another  by  means  of  towers.  Ventilation  and  light  in  every  part 
of  the  structure  and  security  from  fire  are  carefully  provided  for. 
The  walls  are  nearly  completed.  The  work  is  well  done,  of  good 
material,  and  at  economical  rates.  The  expenditures  amount  to 
$295,038.54.  For  the  details  in  the  progress  of  the  work,  and  for 
the  amount  necessary  to  complete  the  building,  I  refer  you  to  the 
reports  of  the  superintendent  and  architect,  and  I  recommend  that 
you  provide  for  its  completion  during  this  year..  This  is  called  for 
by  the  wants  of  the  unfortunate  class  for  whom  it  is  intended  to 
provide, 

THE    INSTITUTE    FOR    THE    BLIND. 

The  entire  number  of  pupils  enrolled  at  this  Institute  during  the 
year  ending  October  31,  1875,  was  one  hundred  and  sixteen;  and 
during  the  year  ending  October  31,  1876,  one  hundred  and  six. 
The  reports  do  not  enable  me  to  say  with  accuracy  what  has  been 
the  average  attendance,  but  it  has  probably  been  about  one  hundred. 
It  is  stated  in  the  Trustees'  report  of  1875,  that  an -attendance  of 
one  hundred  and  three  "fully  exhausts  the  proper  capacity  of  the 
Institute  with  its  present  building  accommodations."  The  expen- 
ditures for  the  years  1875  and  1876  each  year  closing  October  31, 
amount  to  $65,515.86,  of  which  |1,974.34  was  for  construction  and 
repairs.  Assuming  that  the  average  attendance  has  been  one  hun- 
dred and  three,  the  expenditures  have  been  equal  to  three  hundred 
and  eight  dollars  per  annum,  and  nearly  six  dollars  per  week  for 
each  pupil. 
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INSTITUTION    FOR   EDUCATING   THE   DEAF   AND   DUMB. 

The  average  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  during  the  past  two 
years  has  been  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine.  The  expenditures 
during  that  period  amounted  to  $121,028.27.  The  report  of  the 
Superintendent,  for  1874,  stated  the  fact  that  the  increase  of  deaf 
mutes  in  the  State  was  in  a  ratio  exceeding  that  of  the  increase  of 
the  population.  The  number  of  applicants  for  admission  to  the 
Institution,  as  shown  by  the  reports  for  1875  and  1876,  justify  the 
opinion  that  such  increase  does  not  continue.  The  malignant  sick- 
ness to  which  he  attributed  the  increase,  has  been  less  prevalent  for 
a  few  years  past,  and  we  may  indulge  the  hope  that  the  number  of 
deaf-mutes  entitled  to  an  education  from  the  State  will  not  increase, 
but  for  a  while  may  decrease. 

THE   soldiers'    ORPHANS'    HOME. 

This  institution  is  an  asylum  for  the  orphan  children  of  deceased 
soldiers.  It  is  also  a  school  for  their  education.  It  also  seeks  to 
provide  for  them  permanent  and  good  homes  among  the  people.  It 
is  an  object  of  public  interest  and  I  am  gratified  at  being  able  to  say 
that  during  the  two  years  ending  October  31,  1876,  its  general  man- 
agement has  been  admirable  and  its  schools  now  compare  well  with 
the  better  class  of  schools  throughout  the  State.  During  that  period 
the  number  of  children  provided  for  in  the  institution  has  averaged 
two  hundred  and  ninety-four.  About  fifty  have  been  admitted 
each  year  and  a  like  number  discharged,  making  in  all  for  each 
year  three  hundred  and  fifty.  The  judgment,  skill  and  kindness  in 
taking  care  of  that  number  of  children  for  a  period  of  two  years  is 
shown  in  the  fact  that  but  three  deaths  have  occurred  at  the  institu- 
tion. The  expenditure  is  regulated  by  permanent  law,  fixing  it  at 
two  dollars  per  week  for  each  child.  The  salaries  of  the  officers, 
amounting  to  $2,960  per  annum,  are  paid  under  authority  of  the 
permanent  appropriation  in  the  law  establishing  the  Home. 

I  call  your  particular  attention  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
Auditor  of  State  in  respect  to  the  management  of  the  benevolent 
institutions.  I  agree  with  him  that  they  should  be  much  more 
economically  administered.  Tlie  expenses  should  be  reduced  at 
least  ia  proportion  to  the  reduced  cost  of  the  supplies  aud  to 
correspond  somewhat  to  the  habits  of  close  economy  which  the  peo- 
ple have  been  compelled  to^  adopt  in  their  private  expenditures 
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These  institutions  should  be  maintained  in  the  spirit  of  the  consti- 
tutional requirement  and  w'th  no  abatement  of  care  and  expendi- 
ture that  would  impair  their  usefulness  or  lessen  the  substantial 
comforts  of  the  unfortunate  classes  for  whom  they  are  provided. 
The  Hospital  for  the  Insane  and  the  schools  for  the  blind  and 
the  deaf-mutes  are  the  three  great  benev^olcnt  iuslitiuions 
of  the  State.  The  proper  management  of  the  insane  requires  the 
constant  care  of  a  large  number  of  faithful  attendants  and  the 
supervision  of  physicians  of  good  professional  attainments.  The 
inmates  are  to  be  cared  for  as  diseased  persons  under  treatment  for 
their  recovery,  and  the  food  must  not  only  be  nutritious  but  suited 
to  each  particular  case.  A  hospital  for  the  cure  of  the  insane  is 
necessarily  an  expensive  institution,  and  I  am  not  prepared  to  say 
that  Dr.  Evarts'  estimate  of  |4.50  per  week  for  each  patient  is  too 
high.  But  it  will  be  the  duty  of  your  appropriate  committees  to 
make  a  thorough  examination  and  ascertain  whether  any  proper  re- 
duction can  be  made,  any  surperfluous  expenditure  struck  off. 
This  is  now  the  more  important  because  of  the  fact  that  before  the 
next  legislature  will  meet  the  new  hospital  building  will  have  been 
Completed,  and,  probably,  six  or  eight  hundred  added  to  the  num- 
ber of  patients,  and  increasing  the  annu  il  expenditures  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

The  institutions  for  the  blind  and  for  deaf-mutes  are  schools  for 
their  education  and  for  teaching  them  some  useful  trade  or  business 
that  may  make  them  independent  of  the  charities  of  society  in 
future  life.  The  education  of  the  blind  and  the  deaf  is  difficult, 
because  they  are  each  lacking  in  an  important  sense.  They  require 
greater  care,  because  they  are  less  able  to  take  care  of  themselves 
than  other  children,  and  more  teachers  are  required  than  in  ordi- 
nary schools.  I  take  these  facts  into  consideration,  and  yet  the 
expenditures  appear  extravagant. 

The  children  are  at  the  institute  but  forty  weeks  each  year. 
During  the  twelve  weeks  of  vacation  in  the  summer  they  are  at 
home.  The  State  is  at  no  charge  for  clothing  or  transportation. 
For  these  expenses,  provision  is  made  by  the  parents  or  the  coun- 
ties. By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Institute  for  the  Blind,  you  will  see  that  the  cost  of  the  care  and 
education  of  the  blind  children,  f)r  the  forty  weeks  of  attendance, 
is  about  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  week — about  three  dollars 
per  person  more  than  the  expenses  of  the  insane,  and  three  times 
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greater  than  the  care,  education,  and  clothing  of  the  soldiers'  child- 
ren at  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home.  It  is  proper  to  suggest  that 
the  number  of  pupils  is  much  less  than  that  of  those  provided  for 
in  other  institutes,  being  but  an  average  of  one  hundred  and  three, 
and  that  the  expense,  per  capita,  must  necessarily  be  somewhat 
greater.  JSIr.  Maclntire,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Institution  for 
the  Education  of  Deaf  Mutes,  estimates  that  your  appropriation 
•should  be  two  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  for  each  pupil.  That  is 
at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  and  thirty-seven  cents  per  week  for  the 
forty  weeks  of  attendance.  Tliat  is  largely  above  the  estimate  for 
the  Insane  Hospital,  and  more  than  two  and  one-half  times  greater 
than  the  per  capita  expenses  at  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home. 

The  boards  ot  trustees  in  charge  of  the  benevolent  institutions  do 
not  give  that  protection  to  the  State  which  was  intended.  They 
make  stated  visits,  hastily  examine  the  vouchers  and  accounts,  and 
look  through  the  wards  and  rooms,  but  generally  receive  their 
views  and  opinions  from  the  superintendents.  There  is  not  that 
thorough  investigation- and  rigid  control  which  should  prevail. 

I  had  thought  of  recommending  that  the  institutions  in  the 
immediate  neighborhood  of  this  city  should  be  placed  in  charge  qf 
the  State  officers,  but  it  has  been  suggested  that  such  a  control 
might  introduce  party  politics  into  their  management,  which  I 
would  regard  as  an  intolerable  vice.  By  some  change  a  more  direct 
control  and  responsibility  for  the  economical  and  proper  manage- 
ment of  these  institutions  should  be  placed  upon  the  Governor  and 
State  officers.  They  are  State  iustitutions,  supported  directly  from 
the  State  treasury,  and  should  be  under  State  control.  Perhaps  it 
will  be  sufficient  to  place  them  under  one  board,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor  with  the  approval  of  the  Senate,  forbidding  any  par- 
tisan organization  of  the  board. 

It  has  been  and  is  the  practice  for  the  superintenlents  and  assist- 
ants to  maintain  their  families  in  the  institutions.  I  suppose  it 
may  be  necessary  in  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  but  not  in  the 
other  institutions.  The  expenses  of  private  establishments  should 
not  be  mingled  with  the  public  expenditures.  Like  other  public 
officers,  the  superintendents  and  assistants  should  provide  their 
homes  and  expenses  entirely  separate  from  and  outside  tl  e  public 
expenditures.  That  would  result  in  a  large  reduction,  as  I  believe, 
in  the  expenditures,  and  would,  also,  allow  a  large  increase  of  the 
number  of  children  to  be  educated,  by  converting  the  apartments 
used  for  family  purposes  into  rooms  for  the  inmates.     It  can  not  be 
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necessary  that  it  shall  cost  $30,000  more  to  take  care  of  and  educate 
two  liLindred  and  ninety-nine  children  in  the  Institution  for  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb  for  forty  weeks,  without  any  charge  for  clothing, 
than  to  clothe,  educate  and  take  care  of  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
four  children  in  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  for  fifcy-two  weeks. 
It  is  due  the  commissioners  and  trustees  to  say  that  their  expendi- 
tures have  not  been  in  excess  of  the  appropriations. 

THE    STATE    PRISON    NORTH. 

On  the  fifteenth  day  of  December,  1875,  there  were  five  hundred 
and  eleven  convicts  in  the  Northern  Prison,  and  on  the  fifteenth 
day  of  December,  1876,  there  were  six  hundred  and  three,  being  an 
increase  during  the  year  of  ninety-two.  During  the  two  years  end- 
ing December  15,  1876,  the  revenues  of  the  prison  amounted  to 
$145,712.59,  no  part  of  which  was  from  the  State  Treasury.  Dur- 
ing the  same  period  the  expenditures  for  current  and  ordinary 
expenses  amounted  to  $130,059  IQ.  The  revenues  of  the  prison 
have  exceeded  the  ordinary  expenses  in  the  sum  of  $15,653.43. 
Some  expenditures  have  been  made  out  of  that  sum  in  payment  of 
a  former  indebtedness,  and  in  making  some  necessary  permanent 
improvements.  For  a  statement  of  the  expenditures  out  of  the 
appropriations  made  by  the  last  Legislature,  for  the  construction  of 
a  new  work-shop  and  an  additional  cell-house,  I  refer  you  to  the 
reports  of  the  Directors.  The  work  has  been  well  done  and  at 
economical  rates.  I  call  your  attention  tj  the  recommendations 
made  by  the  Directors  fur  the  early  completion  of  the  cell-house, 
and  the  construction  of  another  work-shop.  The  appropriation 
necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  cell-house  should  be  made  at 
once,  so  that  the  house  may  be  ready  for  use  early  in  the  spring. 
The  Directors  estimate  that  by  the  close  of  the  spring  terms  of  ihe 
courts  the  number  of  convicts  to  be  provided  for  will  reach  seven 
hundred.  With  but  three  hundred  and  eighty-five  cells,  it  is 
impossible  suitably  to  provide  for  that  number.  I  repeat  what  I 
said  to  the  last  Legi.'ilature  that  "  it  is  hurtful  to  health  and  disci- 
pline  to  confine  more  than  one  prisoner  in  a  single  c.ll."  I  repeat^ 
also,  that  "there  are  constantly  insane  convicts  in  both  prisons. 
T,hey  should  not  be  kept  with  the  other  prisoners.  I  concur  in  the 
recommendation  of  the  Wardens  and  Directors  that  provisions 
should  be  made  for  their  separate  confinement." 

The  contractors  for  the  prison   labor  have  been  paying  prices 
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varying  from  fifty  to  sixty  cents  per  day  for  each  man.  In 
November  last  they  gave  the  directors  written  notice  that  they  could 
not  continue  their  employment  at  those  prices,  and  that  they  would 
abandon  tlieir  contracts.  On  the  seventeenth  of  that  month,  with 
the  Lieutenant  Governor  and  State  officers,  I  attended  the  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  at  the  prison,  and  I  concurred  with  the 
directors  in  the  opinion  that  it  was  necessary  to  consent  to  a  modi- 
fication of  the  contracts.  The  depressed  condition  of  the  business 
of  the  country  had  diminished  the  value  of  the  products  of  the 
labor  and  decreased  the  demand  for  the  same.  For  an  abandon- 
ment of  the  contracts,  suits  upon  the  bonds,  or  against  the  contract- 
ors personally,  would  furnish  a  wholly  inadequate  remedy.  I  was 
satisfied  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  find  employment  for  the 
labor  at  nearly  the  same  prices,  and  whilst  the  prisoners  rensain  un- 
employed it  is  impossible  to  maintain  prison  discipline  or  promote 
their  reformation.  The  experience  at  our  Southern  Prison  .had 
shown  that  employment  for  the  men  could  not  be  obtained  at  prices 
above  forty-five  cents  per  day.  The  contracts  were  modified  and  the 
prices  reduced  to  forty  five  cents  per  day,  but  an  additional  number 
of  men  was  taken  by  the  contractors,  so  that  the  loss  of  revenue  is 
not  so  great  as  it  otherwise  would  have  been,  and  the  number  of 
unemployed  men  was  decreased.  I  call  your  attention  to  the 
recommendation  of  the  directors  that  the  law  giving  the  prisoners 
the  benefit  of  good  conduct  in  the  reduction  of  their  terms  be 
amended  so  as  to  give  still  greater  encouragement  to  good  conduct. 
Good  discipline  has  been  maintained,  and  the  health  of  the  prison- 
ers has  been  good.  But  eight  deaths  have  occurred  in  the  two 
years. 

STATE    PRISON    SOUTH. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  in  this  institution  during  the 
year  1875  was  four  hundred  and  fifty-five,  and  during  the  year 
1876  five  hundred  and  thirty-one.  On  the  15th  of  June,  1875, 
Col.  Shuler,  Warden,  Capt.  Luke,  Deputy  Warden,  and  Dr.  Gilpin, 
Clerk,  resigned  their  several  offices  and  were  succeeded  by  Capt. 
Andrew  J.  Howard  as  Warden,  John  Craig  as  Deputy  Warden,  and 
H.  T.  Sage  as  Clerk.  The  prison  was  at  that  time  in  many  respects 
in  a  bad  condition,  as  appears  by  the  reports  of  the  directors  and 
present  Warden.  Improvements  and  repairs  had  to  be  made  and 
the  prison  supplies  were  exhausted.     The  convict  labor  of  the  prison 
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was  then  employed  under  contracts  with  the  Southwestern  Car  Com- 
pany at  sixty  cents  per  day.  That  company  was  then  insolvent  and 
inarrear  with  the  State  in  the  sum  of  $22,723.58.  That  indebtedness 
has  since  been  contested  upon  the  ground  that  the  discipline  of  the 
prison  had  not  been  maintained  as  the  contracts  required,  and  that 
therefore  the  labor  was  less  valuable.  The  question  of  liability  is 
pending  in  the  Clark  Circuit  Court.  Subsequently  the  company 
made  further  defaults  in  payment  for  the  labor,  and  by  virtue  of  a 
provision  in  the  contracts,  they  were,  on  the  10th  of  January,  1876, 
declared  cancelled.  The  car  company  has  gone  into  bankruptcy. 
The  attorneys  for  the  State  claim  that  if  a  judgment  be  recovered  for 
the  balances  upon  the  labor  it  may  be  collected  as  a  preferred  claim 
under  the  bankrupt  law.  The  failure  of  that  company  left  the 
entire  labor  of  the  prison  unemployed.  Every  effort  was  made  by 
the  Directors  and  Warden  to  obtain  employment.  On  the  21st  of 
March,  1876,  a  contract  was  made  under  which  twenty  men  have 
been  employed.  The  residue  of  the  prisoners  remained  unemployed 
until  the  10th  of  June,  1876,  at  which  time  a  contract  was  made 
for  the  employment  of  four  hundred  men,  at  forty-five  cents  per 
day,  in  building  five  hundred  cars.  That  work  required  about  three 
months  for  its  completion.  Perrin,  Gaff  &  Company  have  since 
contracted  for  the  labor  as  follows :  One  hundred  men  from 
November  1,  1876  ;  one  hundred  from  December  1^  1876,  and  one 
hundred  from  January  15,  1877,  for  five  years  at  forty-five  cents 
per  day,  all  to  be  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  shelf  hardware. 
These  are  advantageous  contracts  on  the  part  of  the  State,  because 
they  are  made  with  parties  of  ample  means  and  established  character, 
and  because  the  business  will  not  come  in  conflict  with  outside  labor. 
The  shops  used  in  the  manufacture  of  cars  were  not  suited  to  the 
new  work  nor  adapted  to  the  complicated  and  costly  machinery 
being  erected  for  its  prosecution.  The  machinery  will  represent 
nearly  one-half  million  dollars.  The  great  cost  of  preparation  for 
the  new  work  is  an  assurance  to  the  State  of  permanent  employ- 
ment for  the  prisoners.  More  than  one  hundred  men  fit  for  work 
yet  remain  idle.  Could  all  be  employed,  at  forty-five  cents  per 
day,  the  institution  would  meet  its  ordinary  expenses  at  the  reduced 
cost  of  supplies.  Expensive  repairs  were  made  and  additional  shop 
room  provided  for  the  new  machinery.  That  work  required  a  large 
expenditure  by  the  Directors.  The  indebtedness  of  the  prison  at  the 
time  of  Col.  Shuler's  resignation  was  $67,277.14.  The  present 
Warden  has  paid  thereon  $13,234.21.     The  indebtedness  which  has 
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since  accrued  in  consequence  of  improvements  made  and  the  want  of 
work  for  the  prisoners  is  $64,297.68.  For  further  Retails  I  refer 
you  to  the  reports  and  ask  your  attention  to  the  recommendations 
made  by  the  Directors  and  Warden. 


HOUSE    OF    HEFUGE, 

I  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  commissioners  for  the 
purchase  of  additional  farm  lands.  It  is  necessary  to  give  employ- 
ment to  the  boys  and  to  provide  supplies  for  the  institution.  I 
understand  that  the  purchase  can  now  be  made  upon  favorable 
terms  I  also  concur  in  the  recommendation  that  an  appropriation 
be  made  sufficient  for  the  construction  of  a  chapel  and  hospital. 
The  commissioners  estimate  that  it  will  require  $5,000  to  construct 
the  chapel  and  hospital  and  make  improvements  in  the  other  build- 
ings necessary  to  give  proper  ventilation.  I  am  gratified  to  state 
that  the  estimates  for  current  expenses  for  the  next  two  years  are 
upon  a  reduction  of  twenty-five  per  cent.  I  call  your  attention  to 
the  report  of  the  superintendent,  which  gives  a  most  saHsfactory 
statement  of  the  general  management  of  the  institution,  and  also  of 
the  details  of  its  management  and  expenditures. 

THE     REFORMATORY     INSTITUTION     FOR     WOMEN    AND     GIRLS. 

The  repairs  and  improvements  upon  the  building  and  grounds 
contemplated  by  the  appropriation  of  March  12,  1875,  have  been  com- 
pleted.  The  work  has  cost  more  than  was  estimated  and  the  excess 
over  the  appropriation  has  been  paid  out  of  the  appropriation 
for  expenses.  The  managers  believed  themselves  justified  in  going 
beyond  the  special  appropriation  because  the  improvements  upon 
the  adjoining  streets  and  the  construction  of  a  portion  of  the 
fence  required  the  grading  of  a  part  of  the  ground  and  they  found 
that  the  symmetry  of  the  work  as  well  as  economy  in  its  prosecution 
required  that  the  whole  should  be  prosecuted  and  completed 
together.  The  greater  part  of  the  work  inside  the  building, 
providing  adequate  drainage,  sewerage  and  an  improved  mode 
of  heating,  may  be  classed  among  the  necessary  expenses  of  the 
institution,  because  they  were  required  to  preserve  the  health  of  the 
inmates.  For  a  full  statement  and  description  of  the  improve- 
ments made  and  the  cost  thereof,  I  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the 
managers.     The  management  of  the  institution  under  the  charge  of 
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Mrs.  Smith,  -as  superintendent,  has  been  in  a  high  degree  successful. 
Its  influence  is  seen  in  the  improvement  in  the  character  and  con- 
duct of  the  inmates  of'  both  the  Penal  and  Reformatory  Depart- 
ments. The  expenditures  for  the  ordinary  expenses  have  been 
carefully  and  economically  made. 

STATE   BOAED  OF  AQRICULTtJRE* 

I  call  your  attention  specially  to  the  financial  report  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  and  to  a  communication  by  the  President,  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer  to  myself  touching  the  condition  of  its  financial 
affairs,  which  I  lay  before  you.  I  need  not  say  to  you  that  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  is  an  institution  in  which  the  people  take 
great  interest,  it  is  intended  to  promote  their  welfare  by  the  en- 
couragement of  the  most  important  interests  of  the  State.  It 
should  be  sustained,  if  possible.  I  do  not  favor  making  it  a  burthen 
upon  the  State  treasury,  or  encouraging  its  management  to  look  to 
appropriations  for  its  support.  The  fairs  and  exhibitions  are  useful 
mainly  because  they  are  maintained  by  the  voluntary  efforts  of  the 
people.  The  present  embarrassment  of  the  Board  is  the  result  ot 
causes  not  likely  again  to  occur,  and  the  relief  required  is  tempo- 
rary. The  Board  estimates  its  property  at  $280,000.  Its  indebted- 
ness is  $89,500.  I  can  not  say  that  mistake,  or  mismanagement, 
may  not  have  contributed  somewhat  to  this  indebtedness,  but  in  the 
greater  part  it  is  attributable  to  causes  which  the  Board  could  not 
control.  In  1873  the  Board  undertook  the  construction  upon  the 
fair  grounds  of  a  spacious  structure  for  a  State  exposition.  Respon- 
sible citizens  of  Indianapolis  gave  their  guaranty  for  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  against  loss.  It  was  not  supposed  that  its  con- 
struction would  cost  more  than  that  sum.  In  ray  message  to  the 
last  legislature  I  said  of  that  enterprise :  "  Tlie  most  important 
movement  of  the  Board  during  that  period  (1873)  has  been  the 
erection  upon  the  State  fair  grounds  of  a  beautiful  and  spacious 
structure  for  a  State  Exposition.  To  induce  the  Board  to  enter 
upon  that  work  four  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  business  men  of 
the  city  of  Indianapolis  gave  their  guaranty  in  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  against  loss.  The  guarantors  have  paid  a 
large  sum  u])on  the  cost  of  construction.  The  exposition  has  added 
greatly  to  the  importance  and  attractiveness  of  the  State  fair.  To- 
gether they  constitute  an  attractive  and  useful  institution  dedicated 
to  the  exhibition,  promotion  and  improvemant  of  the  agricultural. 
Gov.  Messa-qe — 2 
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mechanical,    mineral    and    productive   industries  of  the  State."     I 
thought  the  Board  did  its  duty  in  its   efforts  to  unite  in  one  State 
exhibition  the  products  of  the  mechanical  skill  and  the  agricultural 
enterprise  of  our  State.     Agriculture   and   the    mechanic   arts   are 
mutually  supporting.     They  should  stand  side  by  side  in  our  exhi- 
bitions.    That  was  the  policy  in  the  State  and  National  legislation 
under  which  agricultural  colleges  have  been  established.     Provision 
was  equally  made  for  the  promotion  of  the  mechanic  arts  and  tiie 
encouragement  of  agriculture.     It  did  seem  that  the  Board  of  Agri- 
culture could  not  possibly  sustain  a  loss  in  the  exposition  enterprise 
after  the  guaranty  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  had  been  made, 
but  causes  tending  to  produce  failure  have  attended  every  State  fair 
and  exhibition  since  that  time.     The  first   exposition  in  connection 
with  the  State  fair  was  in  1873.     Soon  after  its  opening  the  finan- 
cial panic  swept  over  the  country  and  the  Board  sustained  a  heavy 
loss      The  financial   and   business  depression  which  has  since  pre- 
vailed has  contributed  to  defeat  the  efforts^  of  the  Board  for  success. 
The  disastrous  floods  which  prevailed  during  the  growing  and 
harvesting  seasons  of  1875,  carrying  away  immense  agricultural 
wealth,  and  the  absorbing  interest  in  the  political  contest  of  1876,  in 
connection  with  the  prevailing  business  depression,  made  the  fairs 
and  exhibitions  of  those  two  years  a  failure,  and  greatly  added  to 
the  embarrassments  of  the  Board.     I  have  made  this  somewhat 
full  statement,  because  the  interest  is  an  important  one,  because  its 
misfortunes  could  not  have  been  wholly,  or  in  any  large  degree, 
avoided,  and    because  for  these   considerations  I  thought  it  your 
duty,  and  that  it  would  be  your  pleasure  to  give  the  application  for 
temporary  help,  your  careful  consideration. 

INDIANA    HORTICULTURAL   SOCIETY. 

For  the  financial  condition  of  the  Indiana  Horticultural  Society, 
including  the  expenditure  of  the  annual  appropriation  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars  from  the  State  Treasury,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of 
the  Secretary. 

STATE    BOUNDARY    LINE. 

By  the  act  of  February  27,  1875,  I  was  empowered  and  directed 
to  select  a  commissioner,  resident  of  this  State,  and  a  practical  sur- 
veyor, who  should  act  with  a  similar  commissioner  to  be  appointed 
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bj  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  to  make  a  survey  of  the 
line  dividing  the  States  of  Indiana  and  Kentucky,  so  fdr  as  the 
same  is  opposite  to  Green  River  Island.  In  pursuance  of  that  re- 
quirement, I  appointed  August  Pfafflin,  "who  was  the  county  surveyor 
of  Vanderburgh  county,  as  such  commissioner  and  surveyor  on  the 
part  of  this  State.  By  said  act,  it  was  provided  that  the  commis- 
sioners should  consult  and  be  governed  by  the  surveys  origi- 
nally made  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  that 
their  survey  should  be  established  and  marked  by  proper  mon- 
uments along  the  line.  It  was  further  provided  that  a  written 
description  of  such  survey  should  be  recorded  in  the  offices 
of  the  recorders  of  the  counties  of  Vanderburgh  and  Warrick, 
and  that  the  original  should  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  and  that  the  same  should  be  conclusive  evidence, 
in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  State,  of  the  boundary  line  between  said 
States  opposite  to  said  Island.  During  the  progress  of  the  survey, 
I  learned  that  the  commissioners  had  adopted  as  the,  only  surveys 
made  by  the  United  States,  the  lines  commonly  known  as  meander 
lines,  and  that  such  lines  did  not,  in  fact,  conform  to  the  true  bound- 
ary line  of  the  State.  Because  of  its  importance,  I  felt  it  my  duty 
to  make  a  personal  examination  of  the  survey,  and  for  that  purpose, 
in  company  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Auditor  of  State,  the 
Treasurer  of  State,  and"  the  Attorney  General,  I  visited  the  locality, 
and  carefully  examined  the  survey.  Green  River  Island  lies  a  few 
miles  above  the  city  of  Evansville,  near  the  Indiana  shore,  and 
opposite  to  the  counties  of  Vanderburg  and  Warrick. 

The  survey  was  made  in  conformity  with  the  meander  lines  of  the 
Uniied  States  survey,  and  is  for  much  of  the  distance  upon  the 
Indiana  bank,  and  is  in  many  places  a  number  of  rods  above  low 
water  mark.  Could  the  boundary  line  become  thus  established,  the 
effect  would  be  to  throw  a  narrow  strip  throughout  the  greater  dis- 
tance of  the  survey  into  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  at  one  point  a 
number  of  acres,  and  to  disturb  the  rights  of  individual  proprietors. 
The  low-water  mark  of  the  Ohio  river  is  the  established  southern 
boundary  of  the  State,  a"nd  can  not,  as  I  believe,  be  changed  by 
State  legislation,  even  if  both  States  concur  therein.  But  I  thought 
such  a  survey  so  made  might  become  the  occasion  of  a  conflict  of 
State  jurisdiction,  and  bring  confusion  into  the  claims  and  rights  of 
individuals,  and,  therefore,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  State  officers, 
I  directed  the  commissioner  on  our  part  to  proceed  no  farther.  The 
survey  had,  in  fact,  been  made  and  paarked,  but  no  record  thereof 
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had  been  made,  nor  has  any  record  yet  been  made  in  the  counties 
of  Warrick  and  Vanderburgh,  as  I  understand,  nor  has  the  origi- 
nal survey  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  boundary  line  at  that  locality  should  be  surveyed 
and  marked,  but  it  should  be  in  accordance  with  the  established 
rights  of  the  State,  at  low-water  mark.  I  recommend  that  the  law 
be  so  amended  as  to  provide  for  a  survey  in  accordance  with  the 
true  boundary  of  the  State,  and  that  the  survey  already  made  be 
declared  null  and  void.  I  will  refer  to  your  bodies  a  communica- 
tion addressed  to  me  by  citizens  of  this  State,  who  claim  that  they 
are  likely  to  become  involved  in  expensive  litigation  because  of  the 
surv'ey.  They  are  owners  of  lands,  the  boundary  of  which  in  part 
is  the  same  with  the  State  boundary.  I  ask  your  consideration  of 
their  petition,  and  should  it  be  found  that  the  action  of  the  State  in 
authorizing  the  survey  has  confused  their  rights  and  involved  them 
in  litigation,  it  is  but  equitable  and  just  that  the  State  should  be  at 
the  expense  of  employing  counsel  to  represent  them  in  that  litiga- 
tion. 

A   NEW   STATE   HOUSE. 

The  Legislature  of  1873  directed  that  steps  be  taken  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  State  House.  Many  plans  and  specifications 
were  accordingly  presented  to  the  Legislature  of  1875,  but  no  ac- 
tion was  taken  thereon.  The  question  is  now  for  your  considera- 
tion whether  provision  shall  at  once  be  made  for  the  prosecution  of 
the  work.  Upon  that  subject,  I  repeat  what  I  said  to  the  Legisla- 
ture of  1875: 

"  It  can  hardly  be  questioned  that  a  new  State  House  should  be 
built.  This  house  is  neither  suitable  nor  safe  for  the  transaction  of 
the  public  business.  It  does  not  correspond  with  the  greatness  of 
the  State.  It  is  not  creditable.  No  other  State  in  the  Northwest 
has  such  a  house.  These  halls  are  not  fit  for  your  sessions.  Your 
constituents  when  they  visit  the  city  can  neither  see  nor  hear  your 
proceedings.  They  are  much  better  provided  for  in  your  court 
houses.  You  have  no  suitable  committee  rooms.  You  are  depend- 
ent upon  rented  rooms  over  the  city.  You  are  thereby  hindered  in 
that  personal  consultation  among  yourselves  which  is  so  important 
in  legislation.  The  people  do  not  desire  this.  But  they  will  expect 
you  to  avoid  that  prevalent  fault  in  public  buildings  of  extravagant 
ornaments.  The  building  should  be  plain,  tasteful,  substantial  and 
permanent,  adapted  to  its  purposes,  and  sufficient  for  the  growing 
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demands  of  the  public  service.     Several  years  will  be  required  in 
its  construction,  and  a  small  special  tax  annually  will  be  sufficient." 

INTERNATIONAL   EXHIBITION. 

In  my  message  to  the  last  Legislature,  in  respect  to  the  Centen- 
nial Exposition,  I  said :  "  The  act  of  Congress  has  committed  our 
country  and  the  people  to  the  celebration.  A  failure  would  cause 
us  national  humiliation.  Success  will  gratify  our  national  pride, 
and,  at  the  same  time,  promote  our  prosperity  by  attracting  the 
people  and  wealth  of  other  countries.  I  recommend  that  you  make 
such  provision  as  will  secure  to  the  people  of  Indiana  and  their 
interests  a  full  and  advantageous  representation."  In  accordance 
with  that  recommendation,  an  appropriation  of  five  thousand  dollars 
was  made,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  and  advice  of  the 
Governor  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  State  Geologist,  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  the  expenses  of  collecting,  forwarding,  and 
arranging  the  specimens  of  the  manufacturing,  chemical  and 
mechanical  industries  of  this  State,  and,  also,  of  the  coals,  ores, 
clays,  wcods,  stones,  agricultural,  horticultural  and  floral  and  other 
products  of  this  State,  to  the  Centennial  Exhibition  at  Philadelphia. 
Prof.  Cox  gave  great  attention  to  and  bestowed  much  care  upon  the 
disclxarge  of  the  duty  thus  devolved  upon  him.  The  appropriation 
was  not  sufficient  to  secure  to  the  varied  interests  of  our  State 
a  full  and  proper  representation  at  the  Exposition,  and  our  display 
M-as  not  as  diversified  or  extensive  as  was  desirable,  but,  in  most 
respects,  it  was  creditable.  A  number  of  enterprising  citizens  con- 
tributed their  time  and  means  to  promote  the  success  of  our  display 
at  the  Exposition,  and  I  can  not  too  highly  appreciate  the  value  and 
importance  of  their  eflbrts.  The  display  made  by  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Public  Instruction  of  the  progress  and  achievements  of  our 
schools  was  in  the  highest  degree  succersful,  and  the  occasion  of 
gratification  to  all  the  people  of  the  State.  The  expense  of  that 
display  was  borne  by  the  schools.  In  respect  to  the  exhibit  of  a 
high  attainment  iu  common  school  education,  I  think  it  proper  to 
say  that  no  State  surpassed  Indiana.  With  all  the  people  of  the 
United  States,  we  have  occasion  to  be  gratified  at  the  greatness  of 
our  Centennial  Exposition,  and  to  rejoice  at  the  honorable  position 
our  country  was  able  to  take  and  maintain  in  the  comparison  of 
our  natural  resources,  and  of  our  progress  in  those  arts  which  benefit 
mankind,  with  those  of  older  nations. 
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THE   ELECTIONS. 

In  my  inaugural  message  I  said : 

"The  laws  regulating  our  electiotis  require  your  special  attention. 
They  do  not  restrain  the  corrupt,  nor  protect  the  vetes  of  the  people. 
Our  elections  must  not  become  a  reproach.  Their  result  must 
express  the  will  of  the  people.  Our  system  must  be  made  so 
efficient  as  to  guarantee  purity  in  the  conduct  and  management  of 
the  elections,  and  also  to  inspire  and  establish  public  confidence. 
When  the  people  know  that  a  political  result  has  been  fairly  brought 
about,  all  discontent  disappears;  they  cheerfidly  acquiesce  and  yield 
entire  obedience  to  the  authority  thereby  established.  I  can  not 
now  attempt  to  suggest  all  the  provisions  that  may  be  essential  to 
an  efficient  system,  but  without  the  following  no  system  will  prob- 
ably prove  efficient : 

1.  A  fair  and  real  representation  upon  the  board  of  election  offi- 
cers of  all  political  parties  having  candidates  to  be  voted  for. 

2.  Voting  places  so  numerous,  and  the  precincts  so  small,  in 
respect  to  the  voting  population,  that  all  who  offer  to  vote  may  be 
known  by  the  people  of  the  neighborhood  as  well  as  by  the  officers. 

3.  A  reasonable  period  of  residence  in  the  election  precinct  as 
a  qualification  to  vote,  so  that  persons  may  not  pretend  a  residence 
not  real,  in  fraud  of  the  law. 

You  will  find  an  amendment  of  the  second  article  of  the  consti- 
tution necessary  to  enable  the  Legislature  to  prescribe  such  period 
of  residence.  The  Constitution  wisely  provides  for  its  own  amend- 
ment, by  a  convenient  and  economical  proceeding,  which  renders  it 
unnecessary  to  throw  upon  the  people  the  expense  of  a  convention, 
and  avoids  the  possibility  of  changes  not  desired  by  them. 

4.  The  exclusion  of  money,  as  an  influence  and  power  from  the 
elections.  If  in  the  contests  for  power  money  shall  become  stronger 
than  the  people,  we  will  have  the  worst  government  possible.  It 
will  be  a  reproach  to  us  all,  when  wealth  can  buy  what  the  loftiest 
talent  and  the  purest  virtue  can  not  attain." 

Most  of  the  States  have  now  adopted  the  Tuesday  next  after  the 
first  Monday  in  November  as  the  time  for  their  general  elections. 
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Our  general  elections  should  lake  place  at  the  same  time.  I  need 
not  give  the  reasons.  They  are  obvious.  I  recommend  that,  with- 
out any  delay,  you  take  steps  for  the  amendment  of  the  constitution 
so  that  our  elections  shall  occur  at  the  same  time  as  in  the  other 
States,  and  so  as  to  require  a  residence  of  at  least  sixty  days  in  the 
election  precinct  as  a  qualification  to  vote. 

STATE   BOARD   OF   HEALTH. 

I  have  been  asked  by  a  large  number  of  the  most  eminent  men 
of  the  medical  profession  of  this  State  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
importance  of  providing  by  law  for  the  establishment  of  a  State 
Board  of  Health.  For  the  present  the  cost  need  not  be  consider- 
able, perhaps  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  whilst 
the  benefits  may  be  made  very  great.  The  object  of  such  a  board 
would  be  to  make  intelligent  inquiry  into  the  causes  affecting  the 
health  of  the  people  in  the  different  localities  of  the  State,  and  to 
collect  and  utilize  information  on  that  subject;  and  to  collect 
arrange  and  preserve  statistical  information,  in  relation  to  the  effects 
of  particular  employments,  conditions,  habits,  circumstances  and 
local  influences  upon  the  general  health.  Many  of  the  States  have 
established  such  boards,  and  with  good  results.  The  legislation  in 
the  State  of  Michigan,  and  the  reports  made  by  the  board  of  that 
State  give  satisfactory  information,  in  relation  both  to  the  plan  and 
the  advantages  of  the  organization.  I  ask  your  attention  to  this 
subject. 

INSURANCE. 

In  September,  1875,  and  again  in  September,  1876,  I  appointed 
John  A.  Finch,  Esq.,  as  special  commissioner  to  represent  this  State 
in  the  National  Convention  of  Insurance  Commissioners.  He 
accepted  the  appointment  without  any  compensation  from  the  State 
and  I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to  say  that  he  occupied  a  conspicuous 
position  in  both  conventions.  The  people  of  this  State  are  specially 
interested  in  such  legislative  measures  as  will  make  them  more 
secure  under  their  policies.  Tiie  extent  of  their  interest  is  shown 
in  the  fact  that  during  the  two  years  from  July  1,  1874  to  July 
1,  1876,  the  premiums  paid  to  companies  outside  this  State 
amounted  to  $6,010,956.89,  a  sum  exceeding  three  dollars  for  every 
person  in  the  State;  and  that  the  sums  received  from  the  same 
companies  during   that   period   upon   their    policies   amounted   to 
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$3,079,917.68.  In  the  conventions  Mr.  Finch  gave  special  atten- 
tion to  the  proposition  that  insurance  policies  should  be  made  more 
reliable  nnd  valuable  to  the  insured ;  and  I  ask  your  attention  to 
his  report  as  an  intelligent  examination  of  the  questions  and  your 
consideration  of  the  legislative  measures  which  he  recommends. 
'Ns^  The  business  in  the  Supreme  Court  has  so  increased  that  it  is  im- 
possible for  the  judges  to  meet  the  constitutional  requirement  that 
justice  shall  be  administered  "  speedily  and  without  delay."  The 
enormous  labor  performed  by  the  judges  is  shown  in  the  fact  that 
the  decisions  made  during  the  past  six  years  fill  twenty  volumes  of 
the  Reports.  The  first  twenty  volumes  of  Reports  cover  a  period 
of  forty-three  years.     If  a  remedy  can  be  provided,  it  should  be 

^done.     The  long  delay  of  justice  is  often  worse  than  its  denial.     I 
think  the  court  might  provide  a  remedy  in  part  by  a  modification 
•^'  of  its  rules  so  as  to  strip  the  legal  questions  of  the  voluminous  re- 

cords of  facts.  In  many  cases,  perhaps  in  most  cases,  it  would  be 
quite  sufiicient  if  the  record  presented  the  questions  of  law  that 
arose  on  the  trials  and  the  ruling  of  the  court  thereon,  with  a  state- 
ment that  the  evidence  made  the  same  material.  Such  a  provision 
by  law,  or  by  rule  of  court,  would  greatly  relieve  the  court.  I  ask 
your  attention  to  this  subject. 

I  herewith  report  all  cases  of  reprieve,  commutation  and  pardon 
which  I  have  granted  during  the  past  two  years,  and  all  cases  of 
fines  and  forfeitures  which  I  have  remitted,  with  a  statement  of  the 
facts  and  considerations  which  have  governed  me  in  each  case. 
The  increase  in  the  number  ot  prisoners  has  increased  the  number 
to  whom  it  was  my  duty  to  extend  executive  clemency. 

In  my  message  two  years  ago  it  was  my  duty  to  refer  to  the  in- 
vasion by  military  force  of  free  representative  government  in  the 
State  of  Louisiana.  I  asked  your  predecessors  "to  protest  against 
and  denounce  the  usurpation  as  a  crime  to  be  detested  and  not  a 
precedent  to  be  respected."  An  outraged  public  opinion  compelled 
,5^  a  partial  correction  of  that  wrong.  It  is  my  duty  now  to  refer  to  a 
/^  similar  outrage  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina.  Although  it  was 
the  constitutional  right  of  each  branch  of  the  legislature  of  that 
State,  without  hindrance,  to  meet  and  to  judge  of  the  qualifications 
and  election  of  its  own  members,  yet,  in  the  recent  attempted  or- 
ganization of  the  legislature,  members  were  required  to  enter  the 
State  House  between  armed  men,  and  were  admitted  or  refused  at 
the  pleasure  of  those  who  had  no  legal  right  or  authority  to  intei-- 
fere,  but  who  were  supported  by   the  troops  of  the  United  States. 
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Members  duly  chosen  were  refused  admission,  whilst  others  not 
members  were  admitted.  Not  even  the  pretext  of  domestic  vio- 
lence can  be  urged  as  an  apology  for  the  outrage.  It  was  the  at- 
tempted overthrow  of  civil  authority  by  military  power  and  an  un- 
mitigated wrong  against  the  people  of  that  State  and  of  the  whole 
country.  Accompanying  that  transaction  and  forming  a  part  of  it 
was  the  interposition  by  a  federal  judge,  supported  by  the  military, 
to  overawe  the  State  judiciary  and  defeat  its  judgment  upon 
questions  resting  wholly  upon  local  and  State  law.  The  constitu- 
tional and  independent  authority  of  State  courts  and  legislatures  is 
endangered,  if  not  now  supported  by  a  patriotic  and  liberty-loving 
sentiment  so  strong  among  the  people  that  party  and  partisans  dare 
not  defy  it. 

During  the  four  years  of  my  administration,  our  State  has  not 
been  wholly  free  from  domestic  troubles.  The  public  peace  on  more 
than  one  occasion  has  been  threatened.  Strong  bodies  of  men, 
moved  by  some  real  or  supposed  wrongs,  have  threatened  to  assert 
and  vindicate  their  rights,  wholly  independent  of  the  remedies  and 
proceedings  provided  by  law.  In  no  instance  has  the  authority  and 
power  of  the  United  States  been  invoked  against  them.  But  in 
every  instance  have  the  people  preserved  the  public  peace  and  main- 
tained the  authority  of  the  State  and  the  supremacy  of  her  laws. 
A  people  so  careful  of  their  own  institutions,  and  so  capable  of  pre-  's^ 
serving  them  and  of  maintaining  the  constitutional  rights  and  pre-  i?^ 
rogatives  of  their  own  State  government,  can  not  be  indifferent 
when  other  States  are  threatened  with  overthrow,  or  the  destruction 
of  rights  and  privileges,  without  which  no  free  State  can  exist. 

In  the  summer  of  1875,  disastrous  and  unprecedented  floods 
destroyed  property  in  our  State  of  immense  value,  and  left  behind 
them  causes  of  very  general  sickness.  These  calamities  seriously 
checked  our  prosperity,  but  nature  has  returned  to  her  ordinary 
habits ;  the  people  are  again  blessed  with  general  health  and  with 
encouraging  crops.  For  these  returning  blessings  we  should  thank 
Heaven,  and  invoke  the  continuance  of  a  kind  providence. 

I  trust  that  your  proceedings  will  be  harmonious,  and  that  the 

laws  you  may  enact  will  prove  a  blessing  to  the  people  whom  you 

represent.

INAUGURAL   ADDRESS. 


Genilemien,  of  the  Seriate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  : 

I  have  no  words  at  my  command  with  which  to  express  my 
thanks  for  the  proof  of  confidence  with  which  I  have  been  honored 
in  placing  me  in  the  highest  position  in  the  gifc  of  the  people  of 
our  beloved  State. 

The  regular  message  enjoined  by  the  constitution  having  already 
been  submitted  to  the  present  Legislature  by  my  predecessor,  it  is  at 
this  time  inappropriate  for  me  to  submit  specific  recommendations. 
As  the  powers  delegated  to  the  Executive  are  calculated  to  affect 
interests  of  vital  importance  to  the  whole  people,  I  may  be  per- 
mitted to  give  a  brief  view  of  some  general  principles  which,  in 
my  judgment,  lie  at  the  foundation  of  our  prosperity  and  should 
regulate  the  administration  of  our  public  affairs. 

Our  State,  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  Union  and  especially 
of  the  Western  portion,  is  experiencing  the  distress  and  embarrass- 
ment consequent  upon  a  system  of  over-trading  and  deceptive 
speculation.  Our  consumption  having  exceeded  our  'income,  the 
balance  must  be  restored  by  a  corresponding  excess  of  our  receipts 
over  our  expenses.  We  have  been  lured  to  the  embrace  of  Debt 
under  the  flattering  guise  of  Credit  and  we  can  be  extricated  only 


by  the  joint  aid  of  Industry  and  Economy.  We  should  again  sect 
the  ancient  land-marks  of  frugality  and  republican  simplicity 
from  which  too  many  have  unwittingly  strayed.  Labor  is  the 
prime  source  of  wealth  in  a  State.  No  eommunity  can  prosper 
without  it.  Commerce,  the  business  of  which  is  only  to  exchange 
the  products  of  the  industry  of  one  place  for  those  of  another^ 
highly  advantageous  as  it  is  to  a  community,  can  not  exist  without 
the  life-sustaining  breath  of  labor.  It  is  gratifying  to  see  fro.ni 
recent  indications  that  this  opinion  is  gaining  ground  in  unexpected 
quarters.  This  should  serve  as  an  encouragement  to  the  advocate 
of  trutli  under  adverse  circumstances,  proving,  as  it  does,  that 
sooner  or  later  her  right  will  be  vindicated  and  her  supremacy- 
aeknowledged.  Our  position,  soil  and  climate,  as  well  as  the  habits 
of  our  people,  all  point  to  that  branch  of  labor  which  is  devoted  to 
agriculture  as  our  chief  reliance  for  lasting  wealth  and  returning 
prosperity.  This  calling  should  rank  with  us  first  in  respectability, 
as  it  unquestionably  is  first  in  importance.  The  principal  and 
indeed  almost  the  only  assistance,  which  can  be  rendered  to  this 
vital  interest,  the  removal  of  indirect  impositions,  the  more 
dangerous  and  oppressive  because  unseen  and  stealthy  in  their 
operation,  is  beyond  the  reach  of  State  lep^islation.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  a  growing  distaste  exists  in  too  many  quarters 
agaiust  this  nursery  of  virtue,  this  surest  guaranty  of  comfort  and 
independence,  this  sheet  anchor  of  our  common  prosperity,  as 
exhibited  in  the  increasing  numbers  of  our  youth  who  are  crowd- 
ing the  other  professions  to  seek  a  livelihood  on  the  accidents  of 
human  life. 

The  true  principles  of  economy  in  the  administration  of  public 
affairs  are  essentially  the  same  as  those  which  obtain  in  indi- 
vidual transactions.  No  expeoditures  should  be  incurred  for 
official  services  or  otherwise  unless  found   necessary  or  useful,  andi 
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then  at  the  lowest  amount  compatible  with  fall  and  intrinsic  value 
and  ample  ability  of  performance.  Tested  by  this  rule,  all  unnec- 
essary offices,  if  any  are  found  to  exist,  should  be  abolished.  Public 
officers  should  be  held  to  the  strictest  accountability.  Excessive 
legislation  is  an  evil.  The  increased  burden  thereby  imposed  upon 
the  treasury  is  but  one  of  the  evils  growing  out  of  it.  The  laws  by 
frequent  changes  become  complex,  vague  and  uncertain.  This  unfits 
them  in  a  great  measure  for  being  a  known  and  safe  rule  of  action 
in  a  community.  It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the  welfare  of 
the  people  that  the  laws  should  be  generally  known  and  well  under- 
stood. For  this  purpose  they  should  be  maturely  considered  in 
their  inception  and  be  fully  tested  by  time  and  experience.  This 
would  tend  greatly  to  insure  harmony  and  certainty  in  their  execu- 
tion and  check  a  fruitful  source  of  litigation,  which  tends  to  foment 
evil  passions,  to  excite  social  discord  and  operates  as  a  heavy  tax  on 
the  community. 

Cheap  transportation  is  a  subject  of  great  importance  to  the  pro- 
ducing classes.  Especially  the  local  rates  charged  on  railroads  are 
oppressive  at  all  points  except  wliere  there  is  competition.  It 
would  be  well  to  give  it  your  earnest  consideration. 

I  can  not,  on  this  occasion,  suffer  the  subject  of  our  common 
school  system  to  pass  without  some  notice.  We  have  a  fund  equal 
if  not  superior  to  that  of  any  other  State  in  the  Union.  See  that  it 
is  managed  in  the  interest  of  the  rising  generation. 

You  should  guard  the  right  of  suffrage  and  shield  this  inestima- 
ble privilege  against  all  encroachments,  whether  exhibited  in  the 
shape  of  fraud,  illegal  voting,  or  lawless  violence.  Vain,  indeed,  is 
the  establishment  of  our  free  government,  if  such  abuses  are  suffered 
to  exist.  The  ballot  box  would,  in  that  case,  cease  to  reflect  the 
will  of  the  majority,  which  is  the  essential  privilege  of  a  republican 


government.     Illegal    voting   and    frauds   in    elections   should    be 
severely  punished. 

Article  four,  Section  five,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  reads 
as  follows  :  "  The  number  of  Senators  and  Representatives  shall,  at 
the  session  next  following  each  period  of  making  such  enumeration, 
be  fixed  by'law  and  apportioned  among  the  several  counties  accord- 
ing to  the  number  of  white  male  inhabitants  above  twenty-one  years 
of  age  in  each."  On  the  16th  day  of  December,  1872,  a  bill  passed 
by  a  strict  party  vote,  fixing  the  number  of  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives to  the  General  Assembly  for  six  years.  The  same  became 
a  law  by  the  lapse  of  time,  December  27, 1872.  It  failed  to  receive 
the  approval  of  the  then  acting  Governor,  although  he  was  a 
member  of  the  dominant  party.  I  would  not  recommend  the 
passage  of  an  entirely  new  law,  but  would  recommend  some 
amendments  so  as  to  do  equal  justice  to  all  sections  and  injustice 
to  none. 

We  have  just  passed  through  one  of  the  most  exciting  and  bitter 
campaigns  I  have  ever  witnessed.  None  have  had  more  bitterness 
and  unjustifiable  scandal  heaped  upon  their  heads  than  myself. 
Notwithstanding  all  this,  I  shall  be  pleased  to  co-operate  with  you 
in  any  measure  calculated  to  make  us  a  united,  prosperous  and 
happy  people.

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SPECIAL  MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  oj  Representatives  : 

I  regret  that  my  official  duty  has  required  of  me  the  act  by  reason 
of  which  you  are  detained  at  the  Capital  and  convened  in  this 
special  session.  The  service  of  the  people  of  our  State,  when  once 
undertaken,  must  be  completed  to  their  satisfaction.  Your  constit- 
uents have  made  you  their  agents  for  a  limited  period.  They  have 
given  you  power,  under  constitutional  restrictions,  to  express  their 
will.  The  laws  which  they  are  bound  to  know  and  obey  during 
the  ensuing  two  years  are  to  be  such  only  as  you  leave  upon  the 
files  of  the  Executive  Department  of  the  Government. 

You  have  now  been  engaged  upon  the  business  entrusted  to  you 
for  the  full  constitutional  period  of  sixty-one  days.  The  results  of 
your  labors  have  been  certified  to  me  by  your  presiding  officers,  as 
provided  by  our  organic  law.  They  consist  of  fifty-six  bills  origi- 
nating in  the  Senate,  forty-five  originating  in  the  House,  and 
several  joint  resolutions  originating  in  each.  I  congratulate  you 
upon  the  passage  of  the  joint  resolutions  proposing  amendments  to 
our  Constitution.  They  will  doubtless  commend  themselves  to  the 
people  and  recommend  you  to  their  favor  upon  your  return  to  your 
homes.  A  large  number  of  the  bills  which  you  have  enacted  and 
presented  for  my  consideration,  are  designed  to  legalize  acts  sup- 
posed to  have  been  unwarranted  by  law  and,  possibly  in  some 
instances,  without  merit  in  themselves.  While  I  have  in  each 
instance  yielded  my  judgment  to  your  expressed  opinion,  I  depre- 
cate this  frequent  resort  to  legislation  after  the  fact.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  you  have  now  so  fully  anticipated  the  wants  of  the  com- 
munity in  this  respect  that  the  statutes  left  in  force  will  prove  to  be 
certain  rules  of  action  prescribed  for  the  guidance  of  our  people, 


and  that  in  the  administration  of  our  public  affairs  such  great  care 
may  be  exercised  by  public  servants  in  pursuing  the  path  marked 
by  you,  that  both  the  letter  and  the  spirit  of  the  law  may  be 
adhered  to  closely  and  neither  be  violated. 

Another  large  part  of  the  bills  received  from  you  are  designed 
to  fix  the  terms  and  times  of  holding  our  courts.  I  am  unable  to 
see  why  this  branch  of  the  labors  of  your  department  may  not  be 
disposed  of  once  for  all  by  a  permanent  general  law  authorizing 
the  judiciary  to  fix  the  return  day  of  process  needful  to  the  exercise 
of  their  powers.  I  am  sure  that  under  such  authority  the  courts 
could  always  be  open  and  that  a  suitor  would  be  certain  to  obtain 
his  remedy  by  due  course  of  law,  freely,  completely  and  speedily 
administered.  A  step  in  this  direction  has  been  taken  by  you  in 
your  act  by  which  the  plaintiff  may,  on  the  filing  of  his  complaint, 
fix  the  day  upon  which  his  adversary  shall  meet  him  or  make 
default  at  the  bar  of  the  court.  A  like  step  has  been  taken  to 
insure  the  speedy  preparation  of  the  evidence  necessary  to  the 
information  of  the  triers  of  the  issue.  The  convenience  of  each 
party  to  the  suit  is  met  by  an  order  of  court  fixing  the  time  of 
taking  depositions.  You  have  also  enacted  a  change  in  our  law 
concerning  mortgages,  by  which  the  party  bringing  an  action  is 
afforded  record  evidence  of  the  ownership  of  all  obligation  secured 
by  the  mortgage  with  provisions  that  the  mortgaged  premises  shall, 
when  sold,  be  discharged  of  the  liens  of  unrecorded  assignments, 
and  that  assignees  and  transferees  shall  have  the  usual  period  to 
redeem  the  mortgaged  premises.  You  have  provided  additional 
courts  by  erecting  a  Superior  Court  for  each  of  the  populous  coun- 
ties, Allen,  Cass  and  Vanderburg,  an  additional  judge  for  the 
Superior  Court  of  Marion  County  and  by  increasing,  by  one,  the 
number  of  our  circuit  judges.  You  have  provided  for  the  better 
management  of  the  finances  of  our  cities  and  have  afforded  to  the 
Capital  city  an  opportunity  for  greater  development  and  more 
enduring  prosperity.  You  have  so  amended  the  act  for  the  govern- 
ment of  towns,  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  thereof  have  enlarged 
powers  and  more  clearly  defined  rights   of    local   self-government. 


You  have  provided  for  greater  security  to  life  and  property  upon 
our  railroads.  You  have  enacted  a  system  of  road  supervision. 
You  have  insured  the  construction  of  a  better  quality  of  gravel 
and  macadamized  roads.  You  have  consented  to  a  measure  of  jus- 
tice by  which  the  burdens  assumed  by  friends  of  good  roads,  in 
their  speedy  completion,  are  to  be  shared  by  their  unwilling  neigh- 
bors in  equitable  proportion.  You  have  given  attention  to  our 
harbors  and  wharves  and  have  consented  to  the  use  by  the  General 
Government  of  so  much  of  our  territory  as  may  be  needful  to  works 
for  the  improvement  of  our  navigable  rivers.  You  have  so  far  con- 
sidered the  matter  of  our  public  expenditures  as  to  provide  for  the 
levy  and  collection  of  a  reduced  annual  tax  of  twelve  cents  upon 
each  one  hundred  dollars  of  property  and  fifty  cents  upon  each  poll. 
These  act'have  met  my  official  approval  and  I  trust  will  not  be 
censured  by  the  people  whom  we  mutually  serve. 

In  passing  these  acts  you  have  done  well,  and  as  chief  executive 
I  thank  you  for  them,  but  a  very  important  duty  remains  with  you. 
That  you  may  discharge  that  duty,  I  have  exercised  the  power  con- 
ferred upon  me,  and  by  proclamation,  convened  you  for  a  brief 
special  session  to-day. 

Our  Constitution  provides  that  "  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from 
the  treasury  but  in  pursuance  of  appropriations  made  by  law." 
Having  set  in  motion  the  machinery  by  which  the  revenues  are  to 
bederiv3d  from  the  people  and  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  treasury 
officers,  it  seems  but  the  work  of  a  few  hours  and  of  diligent  and 
respectful  attention  to  the  recommendations  of  your  own  committees 
to  have  formed  and  enacted  a  full  and  particular  directory  statute 
applying  the  moneys  received  to  the  payment  of  our  acknowledged 
indebtedness'as  a  State,  and  to  the  support  and  proper  enlargement 
of  our  several  benevolent,  penal,  reformatory,  educational,  and 
industrial  institutions,  and  the  fair  remuneration  of  public 
officers  and  employes.  During  twentyxfive  years  existence 
of  the  constitutional  provision,  many  laws  have  been  passed, 
by  virtue  of  which  permanent,  continuing  appropriations  have 
come  into    force    as    channels   conveying    from  the     treasury    to 


designated  branches  and  departments  of  the  public  service, 
the  means  necessary  to  their  sustenance.  These  general  statutes 
have  become  so  numerous,  and  their  place  in  the  books  so 
far  unknown,  as  to  occasion  unmerited  criticism  of  the  faithful  and 
authorized  expenditures.  After  two  years  careful  study  and  reform 
of  the  treasury  system  of  the  State,  the  present  officials  presented  to 
you  the  result  of  their  efforts  to  bring  order  out  of  the  confusion 
which  had  existed.  It  was  plainly  shown  that,  with  a  few  unim- 
portant exceptions,  all  departments  of  our  service  are  provided!  )r 
and  that  the  biennial  acts,  making  appropriations,  have  not  so  much 
served  to  fix  the  payments  authorized  by  them  as  to  add  to  their 
existing  indefiniteness.  Your  committees  fully  examined  the  recent 
reports,  reviewed  the  existing  laws,  and  conferred  freely  with  the 
officers  immediately  charged  with  their  execution.  After  full  con- 
sideration of  the  facts  thus  learned,  and  a  deference  to  the  reports  of 
other  committees  charged  with  the  duties  of  investigation  and 
report,  your  committees  framed  and  reported  to  you  the  bill  for  an 
act  which  would  meet  all  requirements  of  the  Government  during 
two  years  and  seven  months  from  April  1,  1877,  and  effectually 
limit  payments  from  the  treasury.  This  bill  failed  of  its  passage. 
It  is  not  for  me  to  assume  that  a  want  of  confidence  in  your  com- 
mittees, or  a  distrust  of  officers  acting  as  yourselves,  under  oath,  or 
a  want  of  familiarity  with  the  subjects  presented,^ or  even  that  a 
disregard  of  the  public  welfare,  induced  your  adverse  action  upon 
the  proposed  law. 

At  a  late  hour  last  night  I  was  made  aware  of  your  probable 
adjournment  without  final  action,  and  requested  your  attendance  in 
this  special  session  to  complete  the  unfinished  business  of  public 
importance  remaining  on  your  files.  Without  further  enactments 
than  those  which  you  have  left  in  force,  the  benevolent,  and  possibly 
the  penal  institutions  can  be  supported  as  enjoined  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  in  general  the  ordinary  expenditures  can  be  lawfully 
made.  It  is  more  particularly  for  expenditures  of  an  extraordinary 
character  that  you  are  asked  to  legislate. 


Our  indebtedDGss,  foreign  and  domestic,  permanent  and  tempo- 
rary, costs  us  in  interest  nearly  $300,000  annually.  For  the  pay- 
ment of  this  an  appropriation  is  needed. 

An  enlargement  of  our  Hospital  for  the  Insane  has  been  prose- 
cuted nearly  to  the  enclosure  of  a  spacious  and  well  planned 
department  for  women.  An  appropriation  of  $300,000  is  asked 
for  its  speedy  completion.  Completed  it  will  provide  for  the  female 
insane  of  the  State,  and  by  relieving  the  present  building  of  the 
women  who  are  now  inmates,  afford  ample  room  for  the  insane 
men. 

The  large  and  rapidly  increasing  number  of  convicts  in  the 
Prison  North,  and  the  inadequate  provision  made  for  their  care, 
have  already  been  fully  brought  to  your  notice. 

The  Prison  South,  while  entering  upon  a  more  promising  system 
of  contracts,  is  under  the  cloud  of  a  heavy  indebtedness,  held  in 
large  measure  by  persons  in  the  immediate  locality.  It  is  for  the 
credit  of  the  State  that  I  ask  you  to  do  something  for  this  class  of 
indebtedness  contracted  for  supplies  furnished  upon  faith  of  pay- 
ment by  you.  It  is  worthy  your  consideration  that,  without  special 
appropriation,  the  Female  Prison  and  Reformatory  Institution 
would  be  seriously  affected  in  its  pioneer  work  of  decently  execu- 
ting the  sentences  of  imprisonment  of  vicious  and  depraved  women, 
and  of  educating  wayward  girls  into  a  better  life.  So  long  as  we 
undertake  to  punish  crime  by  separating  the  criminal  from  the 
immediate  society  of  the  members  of  community  whose  laws  he 
has  violated,  and  do  not  remove  him  by  banishment  to  a  distant 
country,  let  us  provide  for  our  convicts  such  accommodations  as  will 
secure  them  within  the  limits  imposed,  and  not  violate  the  first 
principles  of  man's  humanity  to  man. 

Our  agricultural  interests  have  claimed  recognition  by  you  and 
greatly  need  some  assistance  at  your  hands.  Your  committees  have 
gained  for  you  full  information  on  the  points  to  be  considered,  and 
I  sincerely  trust  that  you  will  adopt  their  recommendations  and 
make  an  appropriation  of  at  least  $25,000  to  enable  the  Board  of 
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Agriculture  to  save  their  property  from  great  sacrifice,  while  pro- 
viding adequate  security  for  its  repayment  to  the  State. 

I  leave  the  propriety  of  any  further  legislation  to  you,  hoping 
that  you  will  leave  nothing  undone  which  the  public  welfare 
demands,  and  that  when  you  shall  have  completed  your  labors  here 
you  may  return  to  your  homes  in  the  full  assurance  that  your  acts 
will  meet  the  approval  of  your  constituents.

By  direction  of  the  Governor,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  here- 
with a  transcript  of  his  record  of  decisions,  constituting  the  report 
of  pardons,  commutations  and  reprieves  and  of  remissions  of  fines 
and  forfeitures  granted  by  him  during  the  two  years  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1876,  required  by  section  seventeen  of  article  five  of  the 
Constitution.

PARDONS. 


1.  William  P.  Smith,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Burglary,  and  sentenced 
on  the  9th  day  of  January,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for 
the  period  of  two  years.  Pardoned  January  12,  1875,  and  released 
from  confinement  in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  North.  Decision  : 
By  the  Gqveenoe.  The  accused  was  under  sixteen  years  when 
convicted  and  was  probably  under  the  influence  of  others  in  the 
act.  He  has  served  one-half  his  time,  and  has  been  a  good 
I'risoner.  Judge  Test,  who  tried  the  case,  and  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney,  many  of  the  county  officers  and  some  of  the  citizens  rec- 
ommend his  pardon.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

2.  William  Connoes,  who  was  convicted  in  the  St.  Joseph 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter,  and  sentenced  on  the 
19th  day  of  April,  J  872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  six 
years.  Pardoned  January  18,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement 
in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Gov- 
EENOE.  The  prisoner  and  Peter  Krier  were  jointly  indicted  for 
manslaughter  for  killing  Thornbury,  whilst  they  were  acting  as 
night  watchmen,  in  Plymouth,  Marshall  county,  where  the  offense 
was  committed,  and  was  sentenced  to  two  years'  imprisonment. 
Connors  was  tried  in  St.  Joseph  county  upon  a  change  of  venue, 
and  sentenced  for  six  years.  Judge  Stanfield,  who  tried  both  cases, 
wrote  me  the  following  letter  ; 

La  Poete,  Ind.,  February  19,  1874. 

Gov.  Thomas  A.  Hendeicks: 

Deae  Sie: — About  two  years  ago  William  Connors  was  con- 
victed before  me  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter,  in  St.  Joseph  county, 


and  sent  to  the  State's  Prison  for  six  years.  The  crime  was  com- 
mitted in  Marshall  and  tried  in  St.  Joseph,  on  a  change  of  venue, 
Peter  Krier  was  tried  in  Marshall,  on  the  same  indictment,  as  one 
of  Connor's  associates  in  the  crime,  and  was  convicted  upon  the 
ground  that  he  induced  Connor's  to  take  up  his  quarrel  and  do  his 
fighting.  Connors  was  under  the  influence  of  liquor  at  the  time, 
and  I  have  no  doubt  struck  a  harder  blow  than  he  intended.  I  do 
not  believe  that  he  intended  to  kill,  or  had  any  idea  he  was  striking 
so  severe  a  blow  as  he  did.  Yet  the  jury  in  Marshall  county  sent 
'Krier  to  the  State's  Prison  for  only  two  years.  The  punishment 
being  so  unequal,  and  Connors,  in  my  judgment,  being  the  best  man 
of  the  two,  it  seems  to  me  that  his  is  a  fair  case  for  executive 
clemency,  after  he  has  served  two  years.

The  Warden  reports  Connors'  conduct  good,  and  enclosed  the 
following  letter  from  the  contractors : 

Michigan  City,  Ind.,  January  14,  1875. 

Chaeles  Mayne,  Esq., 

Warden  Indiana  State  Prison  North  : 

Dear  Sir  : — We  would  say  in  regard  to  the  conduct  of  William 
Connors,  convict,  working  on  our  contract,  that  he  has  been  in  our 
shop  since  he  came,  and  we  have  always  found  him  a  most  trusty, 
careful  and  obedient  man.  We  think  him  one  deserving  a  pardon 
and  would  cheerfully  recommend  him  for  such  to  his  Excellency, 
Governor  Hendricks.

When  at  the  Prison  North  last  fall,  I  saw  the  prisoner  and  talked 
with  him,  and  did  not  think  him  a  vicious  man.  The  officers  of 
the   Prison   spoke   well   of  him    in    every    respect.     Krier's   term 


expires  on  this  day,  he  having  served  his  two  years,  and  Connors 
has  served  nearly  three  years.  I  think  it  proper  to  allow  them  to  go 
out  together.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

3  Charles  May,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Vigo  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the 
17th  day  of  April,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two  years. 
Pardoned  January  18,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the 
Indiana  State  Prison  South.  Decision:  By  the  Governoe, 
Charles  May  was  sentenced  November  17,  1873,  by  the  Vigo  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  for  two  years  for  grand  larceny  in  stealing  a  cow. 
The  evidence  went  to  show  that  in  the  day  time  he  drove  the  cow 
from  the  commons  in  front  of  the  owner's  house,  and  put  her  in  a 
pasture  near  by,  where  she  remained  until  the  next  day,  and  that  it 
was  in  full  view  of  some  of  the  witnesses  in  the  case.  The  testi- 
mony of  medical  witnesses  showed  that  for  more  than  a  year  prior 
he  had  used  intoxicating  liquors  to  such  an  extent  as  seriously  to 
injure  his  mind.  Prior  to  that  time  his  character  had  been  good. 
He  has  served  more  than  half  his  term  in  the  prison,  and  his  con- 
duct has  been  good.  The  facts  stated  in  the  petition  make  this  case 
almost  like  that  of  Frederick  Gilderman,  whose  sentence  I  com- 
muted February  7,  1874,  from  two  years  in  the  State  Prison  to 
thirty  days  in  the  county  jail.  (See  report  of  commutations,  Jan- 
uary 7,  1875,  p.  57).  It  is  not  clear  to  my  mind  that  the  act  was 
more  than  a  trespass.  The  conduct  indicated  more  of  folly  than  of 
crime.  Judge  Long,  who  tried  the  case,  and  who  is  very  careful  in 
his  recommendations,  recommends  the  pardon;  also,  the  present 
Prosecuting  Attorney,  the  county  officers  of  Vigo,  and  many  citi- 
zens.    The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

4.  Hiram  Lindley,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Forgery,  and  sentenced  on  the 
1st  day  of  April,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  January  20,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement 
in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. Hiram  Lindley  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  and  sentenced  April  1,  1873,  for  two  years  on 
an  indictment  for  forging  the  name  of  Deloss  Hoot  to  a  note  as  his 
own  surety,  upon  which  he  obtained  $1,000  from  Judge  Rand. 
The  petition  for  his  pardon  is  numerously  signed  by  the  business 
men  of  Indianapolis  and  asks  his  pardon  because  the  punishment 


already  suffered  has  accomplished  all  that  the  full  sentence  would 
secure,  and  his  wife  and  six  children  are  dependent  upon  the 
charity  of  their  friends  for  support.  Judge  Rand,  Mr.  Root  and 
the  other  parties  injured  by  his  offense  write  letters  earnestly  urging 
his  pardon.  The  Moral  Instructor  of  the  Prison  says,  that  "after 
having  frequent  communication  with  him  upon  the  subject,  I  am  of 
the  opinion  he  is  sensible  of  his  error  and  that  he  would  not  be 
likely  to  to  commit  a  similar  offense  again."  The  Warden  reports 
his  conduct  in  the  prison  as  good.  I  grant  the  pardon  in  this  case 
because  it  has  been  urged  by  the  business  men  against  whose 
interests  the  offense  was  committed  ;  because  of  his  good  conduct 
and  probable  reformation ;  because  the  term  of  his  sentence  ha& 
nearly  expired  ;  and  because  his  wife  and  children  are  most  worthy 
and  have  suffered  severely  so  that  the  punishment  for  his  crime  has 
been  greater  than  in  many  eases  of  longer  imprisonment.  The 
pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

5.  Nathan  Randall,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Wayne 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the 
1st  day  of  June,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two  years. 
Pardoned  January  20,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the 
Indiana  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
The  defendant  was  jointly  indicted  with  Jordan  White  and  George 
Woodfork,  for  stealing  three  turkeys  and  eighteen  chickens,  worth 
seven  or  eight  dollars,  and  on  the  1st  day  of  June,  1874,  was 
convicted  and  sentenced  to  the  Prison  for  two  years.  He  is  a 
colored  boy  of  weak  understanding,  is  not  "  vicious  or  depraved," 
but  was  probably  induced  to  participate  in  the  offense  by  Jordan 
White.  White  was  tried  on  the  same  indictment  and  was  acquitted 
and  the  indictment  was  non  prossed  as  to  Woodfork.  These  facts 
are  shown  by  the  statement  of  ten  of  the  jury,  which  statement  is 
dated  as  of  the  date  of  tbe  conviction.  The  ten  jurors  recommend 
a  commutation  to  confinement  in  the  jail.  The  officers  of  the  city 
of  Richmond,  of  the  counties  of  Wayne  and  Randolph  and  many 
citizens  of  those  counties  recommend  his  pardon.  I  think  he  has 
been  sufficiently  punished.     The  pardon  is  granted.        T.  A.  H. 

6.  Charles  Ani>eeson,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Putnam 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on 
the  11th  day  of  September,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  .'or  the  period  o£ 


two  years.  Pardoned  January  22,  1875,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  South.  Decision:  By  the 
Governor.  The  prisoner  was  convicted  in  the  Putnam  Circuit 
Court,  September  11,  1874,  of  stealing  a  horse  and  buggy.  At  the 
time  he  was  in  jail  there  were  several  jther  persons  in  the  jail  charged 
with  high  crimes.  They  were  desperadoes,  and  by  some  means 
obtained  a  pistol  with  ammunition,  and  other  weapons  and 
conspired  to  make  their  escape,  contemplating  the  death  of  the 
sheriff,  if  necessary.  Anderson  got  possession  of  the  weapons  and 
informed  the  Sheriff  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  the  con- 
spiracy and  prevented  its  execution.  Judge  Turman,  who  tried  the 
case,  Col.  Matson,  who  was  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  the  Clerk, 
Sheriff,  Auditor,  Recorder  and  Treasurer  of  Putnam  county  and 
the  prosecuting  witnesses,  whose  property  was  taken,  urge  that 
a  recognition  of  his  fidelity  as  a  prisoner  and  the  valuable  service 
rendered  by  him,  he  should  be  pardoned.  For  such  fidelity  on  the 
part  of  prisoners  in  the  State  Prisons  I  have  granted  pardons, 
at  the  request  of  the  officers  and  I  think  it  proper  in  this  case. 
The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

7.  John  Knight,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Allen  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to  murder 
and  sentenced  on  the  2d  day  of  June,  1866,  to  be  imprisoned  for 
the  period  of  twelve  years.  Pardoned  January  22,  1875,  and 
released  from  confinement  in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  North. 
Decision:  By  the  Governor.  When  I  first  visited  the  Prison 
I  was  informed  by  the  officers  that  this  prisoner  had  come  to  the 
Prison  under  the  impression  that  his  sentence  was  for  ten  (10) 
years,  and  when  he  learned  that  the  term  was  twelve  years  he 
became  depressed  and  was  becoming  insane.  I  saw  him  and  con- 
versed fully  with  him  and  became  entirely  satisfied  that  the  officers 
were  correct.  I  then  assured  him  that  if  his  conduct  remained  good 
I  would  pardon  him  at  the  expiration  of  ten  years.  His  mind 
became  very  much  restored ;  but  when  he  learned  that  he  might 
not  have  the  benefit  of  his  good  conduct  under  the  act  of  1861,  the 
trouble  returned,  and  when  next  at  the  Prison,  I  was  urged  by  the 
officers  to  give  him  the  assurance  of  pardon  when  the  term  of  ten 
years  should  have  expired,  giving  him  the  benefit  of  good  conduct. 
He  has  been  quite  calm  and  rational  since.  His  conduct  as  a 
prisoner  has  been  good,  except  at  periods  of  excitement  about  his 
term.  His  term  of  ten  years  has  expired  and  I  therefore  pardon 
him.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 
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8.  William  Dickerson,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Mont- 
gomery Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter,  and  sentenced 
on  the  20th  day  of  March,  1869,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of 
sixteen  years.  Pardoned  January  25,  1875,  and  released  from  con- 
finement in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the 
Governor.  The  testimony  of  Mrs.  Replogle  states  the  case  as 
correctly  as  that  of  any  of  the  witnesses.  Henderson  and  Heftuer  and 
her  husband  were  in  her  house.  Dickerson  rapped  at  the  door  and 
when  the  door  was  opened  he  said  ;  "'  Damn  you,  if  you  want  to 
talk  about  me  come  out  into  the  street  and  talk."  They  had  not 
been  talking  about  him.  When  invited  into  the  house  he  refused. 
Henderson  then  asked  him  whom  he  was  speaking  to,  and  he  said  : 
"  You."  Henderson  then  took  a  chair  and  went  out  toward 
Dickerson  saying  :  "  I  am  not  afraid  of  you."  Dickerson  retreated 
and  Henderson  advanced  with  the  chair  raised,  and  said :  "  Don't 
you  draw  a  revolver  on  me  or  I  will  kill  you  with  this  chair."  He 
then  struck  at  Dickerson  and  witness  thought  the  chair  was  checked 
by  something  in,  its  descent.  It  is  possible  that  Dickerson  was 
struck.  Henderson  again  raised  the  chair  as  if  to  strike,  and  then 
Dickerson  shot  him.  Another  witness  testified  that  as  Henderson 
stepped  out  of  the  door  he  said  :  "  Put  up  your  pistol,  I  am  not  afraid 
of  it,"  and  just  then  Henderson  struck  at  him  with  a  chair. 
Dickerson  was  backing  at  the  time.  Then  the  pistol  was  fired. 
The  jury  held  Dickerson  guilty,  but  there  was  fault  on  both  sides. 
The  quarrel  would  not  have  occurred  had  he  not  gone  to  the  door 
and  called  Henderson  out.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  not  probable 
that  he  would  have  fired  the  pistol  had  he  not  been  pursued  by 
Henderson  with  the  chair.  The  conviction  was  probably  right,  but 
the  punishment  of  sixteen  years  was  severe.  He  has  served  nearly 
six  years,  and  his  conduct  has  been  good-  Hon.  Henry  S.  Lane, 
Gen.  Lew  Wallace,  Gen.  M.  D.  Mansou,  J.  M.  Butler,  Judge  Ristine, 
Major  Elston,  M.  J.  Lee,  Judge  Cowan,  Hon.  M.  D.  White,  Hon. 
S.  C.  Willson,  Judge  Thomas,  the  County  Commissioners  and  other 
county  officers,  and  a  large  number  of  citizens  of  Crawfordsville, 
earnestly  urge  the  pardon  of  Dickerson.  I  have  declined  to  grant 
the  pardon,  but  the  Physician  of  the  Prison  has  written  me  the  fol- 
lowing letter ; 
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Hospital  Indiana  State  Peison  North, 

January  14,  1875, 
To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks: 

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  to  say  that  William  Dickerspn,  who  has  been 
an  inmate  of  this  Prison  for  the  past  six  years,  is  in  bad  health. 
When  you  visited  the  Prison,  I  mentioned  his  name  to  you  and 
described  him  as  being  a  victim  of  Nostalic  Melancholia  or  Home- 
sickness, He  is  also  badly  affected  with  Nasal  Catarrh  and  Bron- 
chitis, two  diseases  which  are  not  amenable  to  successful  treatment 
in  a  prison.  He  claims  that  he  will  die  if  not  soon  released  from 
confinement,  and,  considering  the  nature  of  his  diseases,  he  has 
much  reason  to  think  so.  He  is  low  and  emaciated,  and  looks  like 
the  confirmed  invalid  that  he  is.  He  has  been  unable  to  do  work 
of  any  kind  for  some  months.

The  failing  condition  of  the  prisoner's  health  taken  in  connection 
with  the  mitigating  circumstances  of  his  case,  and  the  very  strong 
recommendation  of  the  people  who  are  well  informed  in  relation  to 
the  case,  justify  me  in  granting  the  pardon.     It  is  granted.

9.  Samuel  Marley,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and 
sentenced  on  the  31st  day  of  January,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned 
for  thft  period  of  two  years.  Pardoned  February  1,  1875,  and 
released  from  confinement  in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  North. 
Decision  ;  By  the  Governor.  The  prisoner  was  married  in 
January,  1872,  and  was  then  about  twenty  years  of  age.  His  con- 
viction was  for  stealing  about  forty  dollars  from  his  wife's  sister.  I 
understand  that  his  prosecution  was  urged  by  his  wife's  family  with 
much  bitterness.  A  jury  found  him  guilty  and  sentenced  him 
for  five  years;  but  upon  an  understanding  that  he  would  plead 
guilty,  the  verdict  was  set  aside  and  upon  plea  of  guilty.  Judge 
Test  sentenced  him  for  two  years.  Judge  Test  says,  "  the  whole 
case  is  one  of  circumstancial  evidence,"  and  upon  the  facts  as  stated 
by  him,  I  think   his  guilt  is  doubtful.     "The  circumstances  rest 
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upon  the  evidence  given  by  his  wife's  family,  who  are  bitterly 
hostile  to  him.  I  think  the  evidence  was  not  sufficient  to 
justify  his  conviction.  Judge  Test  recommends  his  pardon; 
pardon ;  so  also,  the  Clerk,  Sheriff,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of 
Marion  county.  The  petitions  for  his  pardon  are  numerously 
signed  by  citizens  of  Indianapolis  and  the  neighbors  of  the  two 
families.  Quite  a  number  of  the  near  neighbors  have  called  upon 
me  personally,  and  assured  me  that  the  prisoner  from  childhood  had 
behaved  well  and  that  the  people  that  know  all  the  parties  think 
him  innocent.  He  has  now  served  one-half  the  term  of  his  punish- 
ment, I  think  it  very  doubtful  whether  he  be  guilty,  and  the 
application  for  his  pardon  by  the  judge  and  officers  and  others  is 
very  strong.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

10.  Robert  Taekingtox,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced  on  the 
18th  day  of  June,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  February  1,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement 
in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  North.  Decision  ;  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. When  at  the  Prison  in  October,  1874,  I  saw  this  man  and 
thought  him  an  honest  looking  person.  No  petitions  have  been  filed 
for  his  pardon,  but  Judge  Test,  who  tried  the  case,  wrote  the  follow- 
ing letter,  upon  which  I  grant  the  pardon: 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  6th  October,  1874. 

To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks  : 

At  the  January  term  of  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court,. 
1873,  Robert  Tarkington  and  Walter  Yernoy  were  jointly  indicted 
for  Larceny  and  on  the  18th  day  of  June,  the  same  year,  judgment 
and  sentence  was  pronounced  against  said  defendants  on  said  charge. 
Vernoy  has  heretofore  very  properly  been  pardoned  by  your  Excel- 
lency and  is  conducting  himself  with  great  propriety,  as  I  am  in- 
formed and  believe.  The  same  causes  exist  for  the  pardon  of  Tark- 
ington. He  was  led  into  the  commission  of  the  crime  of  which  he 
was  convicted  by  his  habits  of  drunkenness,  having  formerly  been, 
as  I  am  informed,  rather  an  industiious  and  reputable  man,  with  a 
respectable  family.  I  believe,  under  the  circumstances,  it  would  be 
expedient  to  pardon  him  as  he  has  served  out  the  larger  portion  of 
his  two  years'  sentence.  Yours,  etc.       Charles  H.  Test. 

The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H., 
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11.  Daniel  Caemichael,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Hancock 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced  on  the 
13th  of  November,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  six 
months  in  the  county  jail  of  said  county.  Pardoned  February  13, 
1875.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The  defendant  was 
indicted  with  three  others  for  stealing  wheat  of  the  value  of  about 
ten  dollars.  One  of  the  parties  was  convicted  and  sentenced  to  the 
State  Prison.  The  other  two  have  not  been  arrested.  The  State 
relied  upon  the  confession  of  defendant  for  his  conviction  and 
upon  his  testimony  for  the  conviction  of  his  associate;  and  must 
rely  upon  his  testimony  to  convict  the  others,  if  arrested.  The 
defendant  is  a  minor,  and  was  led  into  the  transaction  by  the  others. 
He  took  no  part  beyond  holding  the  team  whilst  the  others  took 
the  wheat.  He  received  of  the  money  realized  from  the  sale  of  the 
wheat,  $3.85.  He  is  partially  blind  with  disease  of  the  eyes.  This  is 
the  first  offense  with  which  he  has  ever  been  charged.  Because  of  his 
age,  his  diseased  condition  and  because  he  was  led  into  the  crime  by 
others  and  because  he  has  rendered  the  State  service  by  appearing 
as  a  witness,  I  think  it  proper  that  he  be  pardoned.  His  pardon  is 
recommended  by  a  large  number  of  citizens  of  Hancock  county  ; 
by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  the  county  officers.  The  Sheriff 
says,  that  his  conduct  indicates  reformation.  His  sentence  was  for 
six  months.  It  is  now  one-half  expired.  He  was  in  jail  two 
months  before  his  trial,  making  in  all  five  months  imprisonment. 
The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

12.  William  Hughes  and  Henry  Kinney,  who  were  con- 
victed in  the  Parke  Circuit  Court,  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter, 
and  sentenced  on  the- 16th  day  of  February,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned, 
the  former  for  the  period  of  four  years  and  the  latter  for  the  period 
of  six  years.  Pardoned  February  19,  1875,  and  released  from 
confinment  in  the  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the 
Governor.  These  parties  were  jointly  indicted  with  George 
Ralston  in  the  Parke  Circuit  Court  for  killing  George  W.  Taylor. 
Ralston  was  acquitted  and  Hughes  and  Kinney  convicted  of  Man- 
slaughter. Hughes  was  sentenced  for  four  years  and  Kinney  for 
six  years.  They  were  sentenced  at  the  February  term,  1872. 
Hughes  has  now  served  three-fourths  of  his  term,  and  Kinney  one- 
half  of  his  term.     The  facts  were  substantially  as  follows : 

On  the  evening  of  the  homicide  the  three  parties  went  to  the 
house  of  Taylor,  on  the  railroad,  in  the  outskirts  of  Rockville. 
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They  were  somcswhat  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquor. 
They  remained  for  some  time,  were  social,  but  did  no  act  of  violence 
or  rudeness.  Taylor  asked  them  to  leave  as  he  wished  to  retire. 
Ralston  went  first.  The  other  two  remained  a  short  time  and  then 
went  out  together.  As  Kinney  passed  arround  the  corner  of  the 
house  he  picked  up  a  dead  sugar  tree  limb,  five  or  six  feet  in  length, 
and  strcuk  the  corner  of  the  house.  The  stick  broke  in  the  centre 
and  the  detached  portion  flew  through  the  door  into  the  house,  and 
struck  Taylor  who  was  standing  several  feet  inside.  The  blow 
caused  his  death. 

There  was  no  purpose  in  striking  the  corner  of  the  house  other 
than  to  startle  the  inmates.  Kinney  neither  intended  nor  expected 
that  the  stick  would  break,  or  that  injury  would  result  from  it.  So 
far  as  the  parties  intended,  the  blow  that  killed  Taylor  was  acci- 
dental. The  act  could  be  held  criminal  only  because  it  was  unlaw- 
ful to  strike  the  blow  upon  the  house.  Hughes  seems  not  to  have 
known  that  Kinney  intended  to  strike  the  house,  but  was  held 
criminal  because  he  was  of  the  company. 

The  facts  are  fully  and  carefully  stated  by  Hon.  James  L. 
Johnson,  Senator  from  Parke  county,  who  was  the  attorney  for  the 
parties  on  the  trial,  and  asks  that  they  be  pardoned.  Seven  of  the 
jurors  unite  in  urging  the  pardon.  The  Judge  and  Prosecuting 
Attorney  who  tried  the  case,  the  county  officers  and  a  large  number 
of  the  citizens  recommend  the  pardon. 

The  Prosecuting  Attorney  says :  ''  The  evidence  at  the  trial  of 
Kinney,  Hughes  and  Ralston  developed  the  fact  that  they  were 
guilty  of  merely  involuntary  manslaughter.  In  fact,  it  was  scarcely 
anything  but  an  accidenlal  killing.  Kinney  struck  the  corner  of 
the  house  with  a  club,  evidently  to  make  a  noise  merely,  and,  the 
club  breaking,  the  one  piece  passed  in  at  the  open  door  and  the 
sharp  end  striking  Taylor  on  the  head  caused  his  death.  Owing  to 
the  fact  of  their  good  character,  as  proven  on  the  trial,  and  the 
attached  petition,  which  contains  the  names  of  all  the  prominent 
men  of  Rockville  and  vicinity,  together  with  the  facts  as  above 
stated,  I  fully  concur  with  Judge  Patterson  in  recommending  their 
pardon." 

These  young  men  were  minors  at  the  time  of  their  trial ;  they 
have  been  industrious  and  well  behaved,  and  their  conduct  has 
been  good  in  prison.  1  think  they  have  been  severely  punished 
for  their  folly.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 
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13.  Frederick  William  Koehler  who  was  convicted  in  the 
Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and 
sentenced  on  the  18th  day  of  February,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for 
the  period  of  two  years.  Pardoned  February  22,  1875,  and 
released  from  confinement  in  the  State  Prison  North.  Decision: 
By  the  Governor.  Koehler  was  convicted  of  stealing  a  pocket 
book  containing  eight  dollars,  and  sentenced  for  two  years.  The 
defendant  was  a  minor,  and  prior  to  this  charge  had  sustained  a 
good  reputation.  The  pocketbook,  with  its  contents,  was  returned 
to  the  owner.  Koehler  and  the  owner  of  the  pocketbook  had  been 
drinking  together  during  the  evening,  and  were  intoxicated.  They 
were  in  a  restaurant  and  several  persons  were  by.  The  owner  of 
the  pocketbook  went  to  sleep  by  the  stove,  and  defendant  shook 
him  to  waken  him,  and  the  pocketbook  fell  out  of  his  pocket.  The 
defendant  picked  it  up  and  said :  "  I  have  got  his  pocketbook." 
Policemen  then  came  in  and  arrested  him  and  two  others.  The 
three  were  indicted  on  the  charge  that  they  had  conspired  to  take 
the  pocketbook.  One  of  the  parties  was  first  tried  and  verdict 
returned  against  him,  but  Judge  Test  would  not  render  judgment 
upon  the  verdict;  and  as  to  the  other,  the  indictment  was  non 
prossed.  Mr.  Parker,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  states  these  to  be 
the  facts  of  the  case,  with  the  addition  that  there  was  some  evidence 
tending  to  prove  the  conspiracy  between  the  three  parties  indicted, 
and  that  one  policeman  testified  that  the  defendant  took  the  pocket- 
book  from  the  pocket  of  the  owner  while  he  was  asleep.  I  think 
the  defendant's  guilt  doubtful  upon  the  facts.  All  the  jurors  unite 
in  a  petition  for  his  pardon. 

Judge  Berkshire,  who  presided  at  the  trial,  Mr.  Parker,  the 
Prosecuting  Attorney,  Gov.  Baker  and  Judge  Test,  recommend  the 
pardon.  Many  prominent  citizens  of  Pennsylvania,  who  are 
endorsed  by  the  Governor  of  that  State,  earnestly  ask  the  pardon. 
More  than  one-half  the  period  of  his  punishment  has  elapsed. 
The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

14.  David  Oliver,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced  on  the 
20th  day  of  November,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period 
of  two  years.  Pardoned  March  1,  1875,  and  released  from 
confinement  in  the  State  Prison ' North.  Decision:  By  the 
Governor.  The  defendant  was  convicted  and  sentenced  for 
stealing   forty  pounds   of  lard    of  the  value   of  nine   dollars.     I 
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am  told  by  some  of  his  neighbors  that  until  within  a  short  time 
before  this  offense  he  had  been  industrious  and  had  borne  a  good 
character,  that  for  a  short  time  he  had  fallen  under  bad  influences, 
and  that  this  was  his  only  crime.  tSome  benevolent  ladies  have 
taken  much  interest  in  his  case  because  of  the  very  hard  condition 
of  his  family.  His  mother  is  very  aged,  disabled  and  wholly 
dependent  upon  him.  His  wife  is  an  excellent  woman  and  has 
labored  to  support  her  mother-in-law  and  three  small  children,  but 
is  now  much  broken  by  sickness  caused  by  premature  confinement 
since  his  sentence.  A  large  portion  of  the  Grand  Jury,  the  Judge 
who  tried  the  case,  and  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  urge  his  pardon. 
The  pardon  is  granted. .  T.  A.  H. 

15.  Hiram  P.  ProciSe,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Johnson 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced  on  the 
20th  day  of  September,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period 
of  three  years.  Pardoned  March  20,  1875,  and  released  from  con- 
finement in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. Precise  was  convicted  and  sentenced  for  stealing  a  horse. 
He  has  now  served  one-half  his  term  of  three  years,  and  his  con- 
duct in  prison  has  been  good.  The  following  statement  has  been 
made  to  me  by  the  officers  of  the  association  in  Johnson  county  for 
the  detection  of  horse-thieves:  "In  addition  to  the  facts  already 
before  the  Governor  in  this  case,  we  think  it  proper  to  state  that 
the  farmers  in  our  section  of  country  had  sustained  heavy  losses  by 
a  band  of  horse-thieves  and  that  made  it  necessary  to  organize  our 
detective  company;  that  after  young  Procise  was  arrested  and  since 
his  conviction,  he  has  made,  what  we  believe  to  be,  a  full  statement 
of  all  he  knew  about  the  band  of  thieves,  and  that  information  has 
been  the  cause  of  breaking  up  the  band  to  a  great  extent,  and  since 
then  no  serious  losses  have  been  suffered  in  that  section  of 
country.  The  convict  has  been  in  correspondence  with  our 
company,  through  the  president,  since  he  has  been  in  prison,  and 
his  statements  have  been  proven  to  be  true,  and  from  the  tone  and 
spirit  of  his  letters,  we  believe  he  has  repented  and  reformed." 
This  statement  is  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
association,  Hon.  Mr.  McFadden,  representative  from  Johnson 
county,  was  formerly  secretary  of  the  association.  He  confirms 
the  statement,  and  recommends  the  pardon.  Judge  Banta,  who 
tried  the  case,  favors  his  pardon.  Petitions  for  his  pardon  numer- 
ously  signed   by  highly  respectable   citizens   of  Johnson   county, 
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including  the  county  officers,  are  filed ;  also,  from  Edgar  county, 
Illinois.  The  warden  of  the  Prison  recommends  the  pardon. 
The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

16.  Frank  Bryant,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court,  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sen- 
tenced on  the  15th  day  of  December,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for 
the  period  of  two  years.  Pardoned  March  22,  1875,  and  released 
from  confinement  in  the  8tate  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the 
Governor.  Bryant  was  convicted  of  stealing  old  brass  of  the 
value  of  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  from  the  Indianapolis,  Cincin- 
nati and  LaFayette  Railroad  Company.  Pie  was  an  employe  of  the 
company,  was  a  minor  and  I  do  not  learn  that  he  was  before  guilty. 
The  president  and  superintendent  of  the  company  ask  his  pardon 
on  the  ground  that  he  has  been  sufficiently  punished.  I  agree  with 
them.  He  is  young,  has  behaved  well  in  Prison,  and  the  amount 
stolen  was  trifling.  The  sentence  was  two  years.  He  has  served 
one  year  and  three  months.  I  think  the  punishment  sufficient. 
The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

17.  Pleasant  J.  Eldridge,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Elkhart 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced  on  the 
21st  day  of  May,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two  years. 
Pardoned  April  3,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the  State 
Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Convicted  of 
stealing  harness  and  sentenced  for  two  years.  He  was  but  eighteen 
years  old  and  has  behaved  well  in  prison.  When  at  the  prison  in 
October  last,  I  talked  with  him  and  by  his  manner  was  led  to 
believe  his  statement  that  the  fault  was  more  with  another  party 
who  was  not  arrested.  Many  of  the  citizens  and  nearly  all  the 
business  men  of  Goshen,  where  the  crime  was  committed,  ask  his 
pardon.  The  judge  who  tried  the  case,  the  present  judge  and  the 
prosecuting  attorney  recommend  his  pardon.  But  a  few  days  of  his 
sentence  now  remain.  A  pardon  may  be  an  encouragement  to  good 
conduct  and  help  to  restore  him  in  public  confidence.  With  that 
view,  and  because  of  his  tender  age,  his  good  conduct  in  prison  and 
because  it  is  so  strongly  urged  by  the  citizens,  judges  and  officers, 
I  grant  the  pardon.  T.  A.  H. 

18.  James  Ferguson,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Shelby  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced,  on  the  13th 
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clay  of  July,  1870,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  six  years. 
Pardoned  April  12,  1875,  and  released  from  coufinemeut  in  the 
State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  James  Fer- 
guson was  sentenced  for  horse  stealing.  He  has  now  served  four 
and  three-fourths  years.  He  was  but  about  twenty  years  of  age,  and 
there  is  no  evidence  before  me  that  he  was  before  a  criminal.  Judge 
Banta,  who  fixed  the  sentence,  says  that  ho  had  but  recently  gone 
upon  the  bench,  and  that  his  experience  as  a  judge  since  that  time 
satisfies  him  that  he  made  the  punishment  too  severe  and  more  than 
the  juries  usually  fix  in  such  cases.  He  and  Mr.  Love,  who  pros- 
ecuted the  case,  some  of  the  county  officers,  Mrs.  Ensley,  whose 
horse  was  stolen,  and  many  of  the  substantial  citizens  of  Shelby 
county  urge  the  pardon.  The  warden  and  moral  instructor  of  the 
prison  report  his  conduct  good,  and  that  he  is  a  reformed  man,  and 
that  it  would  be  proper  to  pardon  him.  Because  of  his  tender  age 
when  the  crime  was  committed  and  his  good  conduct  during  his 
imprisonment,  I  think  the  punishment  already  endured  sufficient, 
and  grant  his  pardon.  T.  A.  H. 

19.  Benjamin  F.  Edwards,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Wabash 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  manslaughter,  and  sentenced  on  the 
26th  day  of  September,  1870,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of 
twelve  years.  Pardoned  April  13, 1875,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  the  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
Benjamin  F.  Edwards  was  convicted  of  manslaughter  in  killing 
Joseph^J.  Oswalt,  and  sentenced  September  26, 1870,  by  the  Wabash 
Circuit  Court  to  twelve  years  in  the  Prison  North.  He  was  about 
20  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  homicide.  The  facts  are  briefly 
as  follows : 

On  the  forenoon  of  Christmas,  1869,  the  prisoner  and  some  com- 
panions were  shooting  at  a  mark  with  a  revolver,  and  afterwards 
went  to  a  Sunday-school  and  Christmas  tree  festival,  at  a  school- 
house  in  the  neighborhood.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting  the  prisoner 
with  some  others  were  somewhat  in  advance,  and  when  a  short 
distance  from  the  school-house,  he  took  from  his- pocket  the  pistol 
that  had  been  used  in  shooting  at  the  mark  and  raising  it  over  his 
shoulder  fired  it  twice,  throwing  it  further  back  than  he  evidently 
intended,  and  one  of  the  shots  caused  the  death  of  young  Oswalt, 
who  was  about  15  years  old.  Some  of  the  barrels  of  the  pistol 
remained  loaded  with  powder  and  balls,  and  some  with  powder  and 
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wads.  Oswalt  died  in  a  short  tiaie.  The  prisoner  went  directly  to 
the  house  where  he  was  staying  and  remained  there  until  the  next 
night,  when  he  was  arrested.  Upon  the  evidence,  I  am  satisfied 
that  he  had  no  purpose  or  expectation  of  injuring  any  person.  He 
and  Oswalt  were  friends,  and  had  been  together  as  friends  that  day. 
He  was  somewhat  intoxicated.  The  firing  was  a  careless  and 
reckless  act,  probably  with  the  intention  of  producing  consternation 
in  the  crowd,  and  possibly  without  any  intention  whatever  further 
than  to  fire  into  the  air.  It  was  an  act  of  reckless  carelessness,  not 
uncommon  on  occasions  of  Christmas  festivities  among  youngsters' 
of  his  age.  I  think  the  verdict  was  right  in  finding  him  guilty  of 
manslaughter,  but  the  punishment  was  very  severe.  The  jurors 
appear  to  be  of  that  opinion,  as  nine  of  them  have  asked  that  he  be 
pardoned.  The  petition  for  his  pardon  is  signed  by  an  unusually 
large  number  of  the  influential  citizens  of  Wabash  county,  by  all 
the  county  officers  and  by  all  the  members  of  the  bar,  including 
Hon.  John  U.  Pettit,  the  presiding  judge  in  that  circuit.  The 
warden  reports  his  conduct  in  prison  as  unexceptionable,  and  the 
moral  instructor  says  that  he  does  not  see  any  reason  against  grant- 
iug  a  pardon  in  his  case.  The  evidence  showed  his  previous  good 
character,  and  that  he  was  not  in  the  habit  of  becoming  intoxicated. 
The  nine  jurors  and  other  petitioners  of  Wabash  county  say  that 
they  "deem  the  punishment  he  has  already  suffered  as  beneficial  to 
himself  and  to  society  as  a  longer  term  of  service  in  prison  would 
be."     The  pardon  is  granted.

20.  William  Colgin  who  was  convicted  in  the  Vanderburgh 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced on  the  14th  day  of  October,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
period  of  three  years.  Pardoned  April  14,  1875,  and  released  from 
confinement  in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. The  prisoner  and  AVilliara  Barrett  were  jointly  indicted  in 
the  Vanderburgh  Criminal  Court  for  stealing  a  pair  of  mules, 
wagon  and  harness,  and  on  the  14th  day  of  October,  1873,  were 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  three  years.  Barrett  was  pardoned 
on  the  16th  day  of  May,  1874,  because  of  failing  health,  and  died 
within  a  few  days  thereafter.  I  am  asked  to  pardon  the  prisoner 
by  his  father,  who  lives  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  who 
appears  to  be  a  worthy  man.  He  says  his  son  was  never  before 
charged  with  crime,  and  that  he  will  take  him  home  with  him,  and 
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he  hopes  to  save  him  from  further  violation  of  law.  David  Stacer, 
a  farmer  living  near  Evansville,  from  whom  the  property  was  stolen, 
writes  to  a  friend  of  his  asking  him  to  intercede  with  the  Governor 
for  Colgin^s  pardon,  and  says :  "  He  was  sent  there  (the  prisoner) 
for  stealing  my  mules  and  wagon.  He  was  led  into  the  crime  by 
one  Wm.  Barrett,  who  was  pardoned  for  the  same  crime.  Wm. 
Colgin  was  under  the  influence  of  liquor  when  he  done  this  crime. 
1  think  he  ought  to  have  been  punished  for  one  year,  but  three 
years  is  more  than  he  deserves.  William  was  working  with  me  for 
sometime  before  he  did  this  and  was  always  a  good  boy  and  was  strictly 
honest.  You  will  go  and  intercede  for  him  and  obtain  a  pardon  if 
possible,  and  oblige  me  and  his  aged  father  and  mother  very  much." 
The  pardon  is  asked  by  many  respectable  citizens  of  Vanderburgh 
county.  The  warden  of  the  prison  says  :  Conduct  of  William. 
Colgin  good  ;  can  recommend  his  pardon."  The  chaplain  says  : 
"  I  endorse  his  moral  character."  He  has  now  served  one-half  of 
his  term,  and  I  think  it  right  to  allow  his  father  to  take  him  home. 
The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

21.  Charles  Boyd,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter,  and  sentenced  on  the 
tenth  day  of  March,  1866,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  nine- 
teen years.  Pardoned  April  15,  1875,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision:  By  the  Governor. 
Charles  Boyd  was  convicted  in  the  Criminal  Circuit  Court  of 
Marion  county  of  Manslaughter,  and  sentenced  March  10,  1866,  to 
imprisonment  for  nineteen  years.  He  has  served  more  than  nine 
years  of  his  term.  The  warden  of  the  prison  reports  his  conduct 
good,  and  recommends  that  he  be  pardoned.  The  facts  of  the  case 
are  fully,  and  without  question,  correctly  stated  by  Maj.  J.  W.  Gor- 
don, who  defended,  and  by  W.  W.  Leathers,  Esq.,  who  prosecuted 
the  prisoner  upon  his  trial.     Their  statements  are  as  follows : 

To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana, 

Sir: — Charles  Boyd  M^as  indicted  at  the  January  term  of  the 
Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  1866,  for  the  murder  of  Martin  B. 
Cook,  or  Williams,  in  the  jail  of  Marion  county,  Indiana.  The 
alleged  crime  was  committed  with  a  razor,  wherewith  Boyd  inflicted 
several  severe  and    one    mortal   wound  upon  Cook,  or  Williams^ 
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Both   Boyd   and    Cook,  or   Williams,  were  prisoners  in   the  jail. 
Williams  and  three  others  for  robbing  the  post  office  at  West  Baden, 
in  Orange  county,  had  been  already  convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court 
of  the  United  States,  and  were  waiting  their  transportation  to  the 
Staters  Prison.    These  four  had  long  been  accustomed  to  act  together, 
and  still  constituted  a  party  in  the  jail,  both  before  and  after  their 
•conviction.     Boyd  was  not  of  their  party,  or  so  far  as  disclosed  by 
the  evidence  of  any  party  in  the  jail.     He  was  not  under  conviction 
of  any  crime,  or  misdemeanor ;  nor  was  I  ever  informed  of  what 
orime  he  was  accused.     He  had  been,  and  was  known  to  have  been 
during  the  rebellion,  a  soldier  in  the  rebel  army,  at  least  until  the 
battle  of  Chickamauga.     (About  that  time,  this  was  a  good  cause  of 
arrest  and  imprisonment  in  this  city).     At  all  events,  Boyd  had  not 
been  convicted,  at  the  time  of  the  alleged  murder.     There  were 
great  many   prisoners   in  jail  at  the  time.      The  sheriff,  for  some 
reason,  had  taken  Cook,  or  Williams,  and  his  associates  into  special 
favor,  and  appointed   him  "  grub  boss."     As  a  badge  of  his  office, 
the  jailor   had  passed   in    to   him,    a  sugar   tree   stick,    three    or 
four    feet     long,    and    a    good     deal     more,    according     to     my 
recollection,  than   an  inch  in  diameter.     This  Cook,  or  Williams, 
had    cut    into    two    pieces     of    about    equal    length,    and    made 
two  maces  or   clubs  out   of  them.     One  of  these  he  carried,  as  a 
means  of  controlling,  and  as  the  evidence  fully  showed,  punishing 
those  who  did  not  tamely  submit  to  his  unfairness  in  dividing  the 
^'  grub."      As  other  tyrants,  he  usually  selected  the  weakest  of  the 
inmates  of  the  jail  as  the  subjects  of  his  cruel  treatment.     Among 
these  was  a  boy — a  little  more  than  half-grown — who  made  some 
oomplaint  about  the  inequality  of  his  share  of  food  on  the  occasion 
of  the  fatal  rencontre.     This  boy\s  name  was  Irvin.     Cook,  or  Wil- 
liams, abused  him  first,  and  finally  struck  him  with  his  club  a  severe 
blow  on  the  head,  knocking   him  down  and    scattering   his  rations 
upon  the  dirty  floor  of  the  jail.     Cook,  or  Williams,  ordered  him  to 
pick  up  his  food,  and  cursed  him,  telling  him  he  should   have  no 
more.     Irvin  refused,  alleging  that  his  food  was  unfit  to  eat   from 
its  contact  with  the  floor  and  dirt  thereon;  Cook,  or  Williams,  rushed 
at  Irvin  again,  when    Boyd,  from   the  range  above  or  balcony  in 
front  of  the  upstair  cells,  told  Williams  that   he  must  not  strike 
Irvin  again  ;    and  thereupon,  Williams,  saying  with  an  oath,  "  Do 
you  take  it  up?  "  and,  making  threats,  rushed  up  the  stairs  to  where 
Boyd  was  standing  unarmed  in  front  of  his  cell  door.     There   he 
struck  Boyd  with  his  club  a   fearful  blow  on  the  arch  of  the  left 
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parietal  bone,  just  where  the   hair  was   parted,  cutting  him  to   the 
skull  and  knocking  him  back  upon  his  knees  into  the  cell.      There 
was  a  razor  lying  over  the  door  of  the  cell.       Boyd  knew  where  it 
was,  and  as  he  raised  up  seized  it  in  his  right  hand,  and  with  the  blood 
streaming  down  over  his  face,  dashed    at  Cook,  or  Williams,  who, 
with  club  raised  for  another  blow,  stood  in  front  of  the  cell  door. 
Boyd  was  too  quick  for  the  ruffian,  and  before   he  could  get  in  his 
blow  with  the  club,  cut  him  across  the  stomach  and  liver  a  deep  and 
fatal  gash,  some  thirteen  inches  long.     Cook,  or  Williams,  finding 
he  had  met  a  man  of  courage,  turned  to  fly,  whereupon  Boyd  struck 
him  one  or  more  strokes  with  the  razor  across  the  buttock,  inflicting 
vast  but  not  fatal  gashes.     The  club  used  by  Cook,  or  Williams,  was 
a  deadly  weapon  in  the  hands  of  an  ordinary  man,  but  Cook,  or  Wil- 
liams, was  a  very  large  and  powerful  man,  much  above  the  average  size 
and  greatly  superior  in  physical  power  to  Boyd.     Had  the  blow 
which  he  struck  Boyd  hit  him  on  the  temple,  it  would  have  been 
almost  necessarily  fatal.     Nor  indeed,  could  Boyd  have  known  that 
even  where  it  fell  it  had  not  inflicted  a  mortal  injury,  before  he  had 
inflicted   the    fatal    wound    on    Cook,   or   Williams.      A    man    by 
the    name  ot   Mathews    (already  pardoned    by   your   Excellency), 
another  by  the  name  of  Stevens,  and  the  boy  Irvin  were  indicted 
jointly  with    Boyd   for    the    murder   of    Cook,    or    Williams.     It 
was  Boyd's  misfortune  to  be  tried  first,  and  a  very  short  time  after 
Cook,    or   Williams,    died.     The   outside  rabble,    wholly  ignorant 
of  the  circumstances,  and  inflamed  by  the  highly  colored  story  of 
the  supposed  ofi^ense  coming  through  the  jailor  and  the  press,  bore 
heavily   upon  him  throughout  the  trial.     Stevens  employed   Mr. 
Ray  and  myself  and,  as  Boyd  had  no  money  to  pay  for  defending- 
him,  we  volunteered,  in  order  to  break  the  force  of  the  prosecu- 
tion as  much  as  possible  before  our  client  should  come  to  his  trial. 
Boyd's  trial  closed  during  the  Republican  State  Convention,  Febru- 
ary 22,  1866;  and  the  jury  found  him  guilty  of  manslaughter  and 
sentenced  him  to  nineteen  years''imprisonraent,  when  I  am  sure  he 
was  guilty  of  no  crime  but  that  of  a  manly  self-defense,  which  the 
law  allows  to  all  men.      Mathews  was  tried  afterward  and  was  sen- 
tenced for  the  shorter  term  of  ten  years,  which  showed,  not  the 
discrimination  of  justice,  but  the  abatement  of  public  clamor,    as 
unjust  as  it  was  foolish.     Stevens,  who  was  guilty  of  everything 
that   Mathews   was,    (hallooing   for   Boyd    while   he   was   cutting 
Williams)  a  few  weeks  later  was  acquitted  with  the  general  appro- 
bation of  the  public.     Irvin  was  never  tried.     I  have  no  interest 
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in  this  man's  case,  but  that  which  all  men  ought  to  feel  for  a  fellow- 
citizen  and  fellow-man  deeply  wronged.  I  have  that  interest ;  and 
therefore, -pray  your  Excellency  to  pardon  him  fully  and  speedily, 
and  as  in  duty  bound,  I  will  ever  pray,  etc. 

J.  W.  Gordon." 

"  As  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  Marion  county,  I  conducted 
the  prosecution  against  the  above  named  Charles  Boyd.  The  fore- 
going statement  is  substantially  correct.  It  is  my  opinion  that  the 
sentence  Boyd  received  was  mainly  from  the  fact  of  the  bitter 
prejudice  then  existing  against  Southern  men.

Note  upon  the  margin. — "I  assisted  Mr.  Porter  in  defending 
Williams,  who  was  afterwards  killed  by  Boyd  in  our  jail.  He  was 
convicted  in  the  Federal  Court  as  Williams.  When  he  was  mortally 
wounded  he  gave  his  true  name,  Martin  B,  Cook,  and  that  is  the 
name  in  Boyd's  indictment.  I  wrote  this  paper  from  memory,  and 
have  inserted  Cook  since."

The  prisoner  has  made  a  statement  of  facts  under  oath  in  his 
petition,  which,  in  all  material  respects,  agrees  with  the  foregoing ; 
and  one  Robert  White,  who  was  also  in  the  jail,  makes  a  sworn 
statement  in  corroboration.  Wm.  C.  Smock,  Esq.,  who  was  then 
the  Clerk  of  the  Court,  says  that  "the  evidence  showed  that  Boyd 
had  been  struck  on  the  head  a  severe  blow  with  a  club  by  the 
deceased,  before  he  inflicted  the  mortal  wound.  His  defence  was 
that  he  killed  the  deceased  in  self-defence.  Under  the  excitement 
of  the  times,  this  defence  did  not  avail  him.  He  was  convicted  and 
sentenced  nineteen  years.  I  have  always  thought  he  had  hard 
measure,  and  therefore  cheerfully  recommend  his  pardon."  Genl. 
Geo.  H.  Chapman,  who  was  then  the  Judge  of  the  Court,  and  who 
tried  the  case  says,  "if  Boyd  has  borne  himself  well  as  a  prisoner 
during  the  years  he  has  been  confined,  his  is  a  case,  as  it  seems  to 
me,  which  would  fully  justify  the  exercise  of  Executive  clemency  in 
relieving  him  of  a  part  of  the  time  of  imprisonment  to  which  he  is 
sentenced."  I  think  the  case,  as  stated  by  Major  Gordon  and  Mr. 
Leathers,  not  only  justifies  my  interference,  but  makes  it  my  duty 
to  interfere.  The  prisojaer  was  tried  at  a  period  of  great  popular 
prejudice  against  persons  in  his  position,  otherwise  the  severity  of 
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his  seatence  can  not  be  understood  in  connection  with  the  facts  of 
the  case.  His  conviction  rested  exclusively  upon  evidence  furnished 
by  the  inmates  of  the  jail.  It  is  but  seldom  that  so  heavy  a  sentence 
can  properly  rest  upon  such  a  support.  Upon  the  facts,  it  was  a 
case  of  excusable  self-defence,  and  he  should  not  have  been  con- 
victed. But  if  it  be  held  to  have  been  manslaughter,  the  provoca- 
tion that  caused  the  hot  blood  on  the  part  of  the  prisoner  was  very 
great.  A  fellow  prisoner,  who  was  a  mere  lad,  was  being  cruelly 
beaten,  and  because  he  interposed  he  was  struck  a  heavy  blow  with 
a  club,  causing  a  deep  and  painful  wound.  The  impulse  to  seize 
the  razor  and  strike  the  blow  was  almost  irresistible,  and  was  not 
altogether  bad  or  wicked.  The  provocation  was  great,  and  since 
that  time  he  has  done  all  in  his  power  to  atone  for  whatever  fault 
may  have  been  in  his  conduct — he  has  behaved  well  in  prison.  His 
pardon  is  granted.

22.  Alexander  Mahorney,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced 
on  the  fifteenth  day  of  July,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period 
of  eighteen  months.  Pardoned  April  15,  1875,  and  released  from 
confinement  in  the  State  Prison  North.  Decision:  By  tpie 
Governor.  Alexander  Mahorney  was  convicted  of  Grand  Larceny 
in  the  Marion  Criminal  Court,  July  15,  1874,  and  sentenced  to 
eighteen  months  in  the  Prison  North,  and  has  now  served  one-half 
of  his  term.  He  was  but  sixteen  years  of  age  when  convicted,  and 
his  conduct  in  prison  has  been  good.  His  youth  and  good  conduct  in 
prison  are  the  only  reasons  for  his  pardon.  It  is  shown  to  me  that 
his  widowed  mother  is  a  person  of  excellent  character.  Judge  Test 
and  Prosecuting  Attorney  Parker  say  that  they  "  do  not  think  the 
public  interest  would  suffer  if  he  were  released  from  the  prison,  and 
it  might  have  a  beneficial  influence  upon  the  lad's  future  conduct." 
Hoping  that  a  pardon  may  stimulate  him  to  good  conduct  in  the 
future,  it  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

23.  MoNTAR  A.  Shirey,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Switzerland 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced  on  the 
second  day  of  April,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  May  1st,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement  in 
the  State   Prison  South.      Decision  :  By  the  Governor.     The 
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prisoner  was  not  quite  nineteen  years  old  when  the  crime  was  com- 
mitted.' He  has  served  one-half  of  his  sentence,  and  his  conduct  in 
prison  has  been  good.  He  was  never  charged  with  any  crime 
before  this  and  his  character  was  good.  Many  of  the  most  influen- 
tial citizens  of  Switzerland  county  ask  that  he  be  pardoned.  Mr. 
Ainsworth,  the  Superintendent  of  the  House  of  Refuge,  makes  the 
following  report  to  me  in  his  case: 

To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

Dear  Sir: — Pursuant  to  your  instructions,  I  desire  respectfully 
to  report  that  I  have  visited  the  Southern  Prison,  where  I  gleaned 
the  following  facts  and  observations,  in  relation  to  the  prisoners^

was  convicted  of  grand  larceny,  April  2,  1874,  in  the  Switzerland 
Circuit  Court  and  sentenced  to  iaiprisonment  for  two  years.  The 
deputy  warden  reports  favorably  of  his  conduct  as  a  prisoner,  and 
thinks,  as  I  do  myself,  that  he  is  a  proper  subject  for  Executive 
clemency.  Shirey  states  that  he  was  nineteen  years  old  November  25, 
1874;  that  he  has  never  been  guilty  of  any  previous  crime,  and  that 
he  has  never  even  been  accused  of  the  commission  of  any  crime. 
He  states  that  he  was  not  convicted  of  the  crime  for  which  he 
is  now  undergoing  punishment ;  that  he  was  regularly  indicted 
by  the  Grand  Jury,  and  when  his  case  was  called  in  court  his  father 
entered  a  plea  of  guilty,  without  his  knowledge  or  consent.  This 
young  man  is  of  good  address,  has  a  fine  physique,  and  I  think, 
possesses  several  redeeming  traits  of  character.  It  seems  to  me, 
that  his  trouble  was  induced  more  by  his  unfortunate  social 
relations  than  from  any  natural  depravity  in  the  boy.  His  father 
and  mother  were  separated,  the  cause  of  separation  the  boy  de- 
clines to  give.  The  former  resides  in  Switzerland  county,  the 
latter  in  Wells  county,  Indiana.  The  boy  is  a  bright,  intellect- 
ual fellow,  with  a  good  face  and  cheerful  countenance.  He  can  read 
and  write  well,  has  studied  grammar  and  passed  through  the  higher 
arithmetic.  The  deputy  warden  reports  that  the  sentiments  of  the 
people  of  Vevay,  where  the  boy  is  well  known,  are  decidedly  in 
favor  of  the  boy,  and  that  the  people  of  Vevay  say  that  his  trouble 
grew  out  of  a  personal  difficulty  between  him  and  his  father.  It  is 
my  opinion,  after  a  thorough  examination  of  the  boy,  and  in  the 
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view  of  the  light  of  the  information  furnished  by  the  Prison 
officials,  that  the  boy  is  "  more  sinned  against  than  sinning,"  and 
that  the  ends  of  justice  would  not  be  subverted  if  your  Excellency 
would  grant  him  au  absolute  pardon.

24.  George  "W.  Burton,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Grant 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced  on  the 
fifth  day  of  January,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  four 
years.  Pardoned  May  27,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement  in 
the  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Burton 
was  convicted  of  the  larceny  of  a  horse,  and  sentenced  for  four  years. 
He  has  now  served  three  years  and  nearly  five  months,  and  the 
Warden  of  the  prison  reports  that  his  conduct  in  prison  has  been 
unexceptionable,  "  especially  so  from  the  fact  that  during  the  time 
he  has  been  in  prison,  he  has  been  employed  as  tailor  for  the  State, 
and  has  always  shown  a  good  character  for  trustworthiness."^ 
He  is  about  sixty  years  of  age,  and  the  Clerk  of  Grant  county 
urges  his  pardon  because  of  his  age  and  good  behavior.  R.  T. 
St.  John,  late  a  director  in  the  prison,  was  one  of  the  attorneys  in 
the  prosecution,  and  says  that  as  a  prisoner  he  was  never  at  fault 
nor  reprimanded,  and  that  he  enjoys  the  fullest  confidence  of  the 
officers.  His  services  have  been  particularly  useful  to  the  State, 
and  his  conduct  exceptionally  good.  I  think  he  merits  a  pardon 
for  the  remaining  few  months  of  his  punishment.  The  petition  for 
his  pardon  is  numerously  signed  by  the  most  respectable  people  of 
Grant  county,  including  the  party  whose  property  was  taken,  and 
the  witnesses  upon  whose  testimony  the  conviction  was  mainly 
obtained.  The  evidence,  as  stated  by  the  petitioners  and  by  Mr, 
St.  John,  who  prosecuted  him,  does  not  establish  his  guilt  beyond  a 
reasonable  doubt,  but,  on  the  contrary,  makes  his  guilt  very  doubt- 
ful.    The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

25.  James  Cushman,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced  on 
the  thirty-first  day  of  May,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of 
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four  years.  Pardoned  June  2,  1875,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  the  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governok. 
Cushman  and  James  O'Neal  were  jointly  indicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Court  for  stealing  a  watch  chain.  Both  were  convicted 
and  sentenced  to  four  years  in  the  prison.  O'Neal  appealed  to  the 
Supreme  Court  and  his  case  was  reversed.  He  then  pleaded  guilty 
and  was  sentenced  to  two  years  by  the  court.  The  parties  were 
probably  both  guilty,  but  if  there  was  any  difference  Cushman  was 
the  least  guilty.  The  facts  are  stated  by  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  the  case  of  O'Neal,  42  Indiana,  346.  The  two  parties 
went  into  Bingham's  jewelry  store  in  Indianapolis,  and  asked  to 
look  at  some  watch  chains,  which  were  shown  them  by  a  clerk  in 
the  store.  The  chains  were  in  a  tray  or  box  on  the  counter,  and 
whilst  they  were  looking  at  them  O'Neal  got  one  of  the  chains  into 
his  coat  sleeve.  A  controversy  arose  about  the  missing  chain,  and 
O'Neal  produced  it.  Both  O'Neal  and  Cushman  protested  that 
they  were  innocent  of  any  intention  of  stealing  it.  They  were 
arrested  soon  after  leaving  the  store.  Both  Judge  Test,  who  tried  the 
case,  and  Mr.  Parker,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  ask  that  the  pun- 
ishment of  Cushman  be  reduced  to  two  years.  His  conduct  in 
prison  has  been  good  and  he  has  now  served  two  years,  suffering  a 
punishment  equal  to  that  which  the  court  found  sufficient  for  the 
the  more  guilty  party.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  k.  H. 

26.  Abner  Knight  who  was  convicted  in  the  Bartholomew 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to 
murder,  and  sentenced  on  the  13th  day  of  June,  1873,  to  be 
imprisoned  for  the  term  of  six  years.  Pardoned  June  3,  1875,  and 
released  from  confinement  in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision: 
By  the  Governor.  I  think  the  punishment  was  too  severe  in 
this  case.  He  has  now  served  more  than  two  years,  and  the 
Warden  says  his  conduct  has  been  such  as  to  merit  clemency.  A 
number  of  the  citizens  of  Bartholomew  county,  including  eleven  of 
the  jurors  ask  that  he  be  now  pardoned.  The  Prosecuting  Attorney 
and  Judge  write  the  following  letters : 

"  Columbus,  April  1,  1875. 
Hon.  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

The   annexed  petition    was    presented  for  my  signature,  but  I 
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thought  best  to  explain  in  this  form.  I  was  Prosecuting  Attor- 
ney at  the  time  of  Knight's  trial.  He  employed  three  attorneys 
and  undertook  to  make  a  defense  when  he  had  none.  I  think  this 
effort  to  shield  himself  from  the  consequences  of  his  crime  brought 
on  him  a  longer  term  of  imprisonment  than  he  would  otherwise  have 
received  or  than  public  justice  demanded.  He  is  honest  and  indus- 
trious, but  had  unfortunately  acquired  habits  of  intoxication,  and 
to  this  last  may  be  directly  traced  the  cause  of  this  misfortune.  He 
has  a  wife  and  four  young  children,  who  were,  during  the  winter, 
on  account  of  sickness,  on  the  county  for  support.  Being  cogni- 
zant of  all  the  facts,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  recommend  his  immediate 
release.

Indianapolis,  Ind.: 

I  have  just  received  a  petition  from  Abner  Knight,  now  in  the 
State's  Prison  South,  asking  my  recommendation  to  Executive  clem- 
ency. He  was  sentenced  to  five  years  imprisonment  for  an  assault 
and  battery  with  intent  to  commit  murder.  The  evidence  shows  he 
was  intoxicated.  I  declined  to  give  a  new  trial,  but  promised  if 
he  behaved  well  to  recommend  a  reduction  of  his  term  to  two  years. 
That  will  expire  in  March  next.  I  recommend  the  release  of  said 
Knight,  to  take  effect  March  1,  1875.  This  will  be  sufficient 
punishment  in  the  premises.  Yout-  Excellency  will  perceive  that 
I  have  not  heretofore  asked  executive  clemency  for  any  victim  of 
my  courts,  except  in  one  instance.  This  case  I  regard  a  proper 
one.

27.  Michael  Fisher,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Switzerland 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to 
murder,  and  sentenced  on  the  24th  day  of  November,  1866,  to  be 
imprisoned  for  the  term  of  fourteen  years.     Pardoned  June  7,  1875,

and  released  from  confinement  in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  South. 
Decision:  By  the  Governor.  This  convict  is  recommended  to 
executive  clemency  by  his  uniform  good  conduct,  and  his  pardon  is 
asked  that  it  may  benefit  the  discipline  of  the  prison  by  its  favorable 
influence  upon  the  other  convicts.  The  letter  of  the  Warden  to  me 
is  as  follows : 

"Indiana  State  Prison  South, 

Jeffersonville,  June  4,  1875. 

Governor  Thos.  A.  Hendricks, 

Indianapolis,  Ind., 

Dear  Sir  : — I  would  hereby  respectfully  call  your  attention  to 
the  case  of  Michael  Fisher,  who  was  convicted  in  Switzerland 
county  of  the  crime  of  assault  and  battery  with  intent  to  murder, 
and  sentenced  November  24,  1866,  for  a  term  of  fourteen  years.  I 
received  a  good  report  of  the  conduct  of  Fisher  when  I  became 
Warden  of  this  prison,  and  soon  afterwards  made  him  a  "  trusty ; " 
since  which  time  he  has  been  allowed  to  go  and  come  at  will.  He 
has  been  a  faithful  prisoner  in  every  respect,  and  I  believe  it  would 
be  a  benefit  to  the  discipline  of  the  prison  should  you  see  fit  to  give 
him  his  freedom.  I  would  respectfully  urge  you  to  pardon  him, 
and  hereby  promise  to  see  that  he  is  cared  for  after  his  release.

Mr.  Hill,  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  has  called  upon  me  and 
made  a  like  recommendation.     The  pardon  is  granted.

28.  Walter  G.  Rice,  who  was  (as  Henry  Rice)  convicted  in 
the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny, 
and  sentenced  on  the  3d  day  of  August,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for 
the  term  of  two  years.  Pardoned  June  28,  1875,  and  released  from 
confinement  in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  North.  Decision:  By 
THE  Governor.  Walter  G.  Rice,  alias  Henry  Rice,  was  convicted 
in  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court  in  July,  1874,  and  sentenced 
to  the  State  Prison  for  two  years  for  grand  larceny.     He  was  under

twenty  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  sentence.  Judge  Test,  who 
tried  the  case,  and  Mr.  Parker,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  recom- 
mend his  pardon.  His  conduct  in  the  prison  has  been  good.  At 
the  time  of  his  sentence  he  was  the  victim  of  disease  caused  by  evil 
practices.  The  moral  instructor  says  he  is  thoroughly  reformed, 
and  recommends  his  pardon.  From  the  report  of  the  prison  physi- 
cian it  appears  that  his  health  has  continued  to  fail  since  his  confine- 
ment ;  that  he  has  been  most  of  the  time  in  the  hospital ;  and  that 
on  the  17th  day  of  this  month  he  was  hardly  able  to  walk  across  the 
room.  He  earnestly  recommends  that  he  be  pardoned.  On  the 
26th  of  this  month  the  physician  wrote  me  again  in  relation  to  the 
case,  as  follows : 

"Not  having  yet  received  the  pardon  for  the  prisoner  in  answer 
to  our  petition,  I  thought  that  you  might  be  under  the  impression 
that  he  (Rice)  was  in  no  imminent  danger,  and  a  delay  of  a  few  days 
might  not  make  any  material  difference.  I  wish  to  state  that  this 
warm  weather  seems  to  be  exerting  a  deleterious  (?)  effect  upon  his 
already  reduced  strength,  and  I  fear  that  unless  his  pardon  arrives 
soon,  it  will  be  of  no  benefit  to  him,  as  I  do  not  think  that  he  can 
survive  many  weeks,  and  perhaps  days.

Upon  these  reports  from  the  physician  and  moral  instructor,  and 
because  of  his  tender  age,  the  pardon  is  granted.

29.  Christian  F.  Bergman,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Oriminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Forgery,  and  sentencd  on  the 
30th  day  of  September,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  July  15,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement  in 
the  Indiana  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
The  prisoner  was  sentenced  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court, 
on  the  30th  day  of  September,  1874,  to  two  years  imprisonment 
upon  a  charge  of  Forgery.  He  was  charged  with  the  forgery 
of  a  note  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  of  date  January  10, 
1874,  payable  to  Herman  Pardick  at  Ritzinger's  bank,  in  the  city 
of  Indianapolis,  at  one  day  after  its  date,  purporting  to  be  made  by 
C.  F.  Bergman  (the  prisoner)  and  E.  D.  Brooking  and  Henry  May. 
The  alleged  forgery  was  in  signing  the  names  of  Brooking  and  May 
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and  then  raising  money  upon  a  note.  The  material  question  was 
whether  Bergman  believed  he  was  authorized  to  sign  their  names. 
Upon  all  that  I  can  learn  of  the  case  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  he 
thought  he  was  so  authorized,  and  that  he  was  not  guilty  of  a 
fraudulent  intent.  The  important  facts  were :  "The  prisoner  was 
in  business  with  a  sister-in-law  of  Brocking.  They  owed  some 
debts  upon  which  Brocking  was  liable.  To  meet  these  debts  a  note 
was  made  corresponding  with  the  note  alleged  to  be  forged  in  every 
respect,  except  that  it  was  payable  to  one  Albertsmeyer.  That  note 
was  signed  by  Brocking  and  May  and  given  to  the  prisoner  to 
enable  him  to  raise  the  five  hundred  dollars  (^500.00)  upon  their 
credit;  but  the  money  conld  not  be  obtained  from  Albertsmeyer. 
The  prisoner  then  returned  the  note  to  Brocking,  having  written  on 
it  that  the  money  could  not  be  obtained  from  Albertsmeyer.  After 
that  the  same  note  was  handed  back  by  Brocking  to  the  prisoner  that 
he  might  raise  the  money  upon  it  from  other  sources.  The  writing 
on  the  note  prevented  him  using  it.  He  then  drew  up  this  note 
and  signed  all  the  names  to  it  as  they  appeared  upon  the  other  note. 
I  do  not  think  these  facts  justify  the  conclusion  that  he  intended  to 
defraud  the  payee,  who  advanced  the  money,  d^  alleged  in  the 
indictment.  After  the  note  matured,  suit  was  brought  upon  it  by 
Herman  Pardick,  the  payee,  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Marion 
county,  against  the  prisoner  and  Brocking  and  May.  Brocking 
and  May  filed  separate  answers,  denying  the  execution  of  the  note, 
under  oath.  Whilst  that  action  was  pending,  an  indictment  was 
obtained  against  the  prisoner,  charging  the  forgery  of  the  note. 
Thus  both  in  the  civil  action  and  in  the  criminal  case  the  question 
of  fact  arose,  whether  the  prisoner  was  authorized  to  sign  the  names 
of  Brocking  and  May,  and  in  the  criminal  case  there  was  the  further 
question  of  a  fraudulent  intent. 

The  criminal  case  came  on  first  for  trial.  It  resulted  in  a  verdict 
of  guilty.  Soon  thereafter  the  civil  action  came  on  for  trial.  I 
understand  that  the  question  of  fact,  whether  the  prisoner  was 
authorized  to  sign  the  names  of  Brocking  and  May  was  thoroughly 
tried,  the  prisoner  and  Brocking  and  May  being  all  witnesses. 
The  jury  returned  a  verdict  that  he  was  authorized  to  sign 
Brocking's  name  but  was  not  authorized  to  sign  May's.  Judgment 
upon  the  verdict  was  rendered  against  the  prisoner  and  Brocking. 
The  judgment  was  paid  by  Brocking  without  any  appeal.  I  under- 
stand that  the  jury  was  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the  defend- 
ant was  authorized  to  sign  Brocking's  name,  and  was  divided  upon 
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the  question  of  his  authority  to  sign  May's  name.  The  investiga- 
tion in  the  civil  action  was  evidently  more  thorough  than  upon  the 
trial  of  the  indictment.  I  do  not  think  the  jury  in  the  criminal 
case  would  have  held  him  guilty  of  a  fraudulent  intent  if  they  had 
correctly  and  fully  understood  the  case. 

The  verdicts  in  the  two  cases  do  not  agree.  I  do  not  think  a 
man  should  be  left  in  the  penitentiary  upon  a  charge  of  forging  a 
note  when  a  jury  in  a  civil  action,  subsequently  to  his  conviction, 
has  heard  the  testimony  of  all  the  parties,  and  decided  that  the 
preponderance  of  evidence  was  that  the  note  was  genuine  in  re- 
spect to  one  of  the  parties,  the  indictment  having  been  for  forg- 
ing the  entire  note.  Judge  Test  who  tried  the  indictment  and  Mr. 
Parker,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  recommend  the  pardon.  The 
pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H, 

30.  Simon  H.  Stout  and  John  W.  Stout,  who  were  con- 
victed in  the  Wells  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and 
Battery  with  intent  to  kill,  and  sentenced  on  the  16th  day  of  May, 
1874,  to  be  imprisoned  each  for  the  term  of  two  years.  Pardoned 
July  17,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the  Indiana  State 
Prison  North.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  At  the  April 
term  of  the  Wells  Circuit  Court  these  defendants  and  one  Benjamin 
Fields  were  jointly  indicted  for  assault  and  battery  with  intent  to 
kill  Philip  Jones.  Fields  was  tried  separately  and  sentenced 
to  seven  years  and  the  defendants  were  tried  together  and  sen- 
tenced to  two  years  imprisonment.  The  defendants,  John  and, 
Simon  Stout,  were  raised  in  Bluffton.  They  were  young  men,  aged 
twenty-one  and  twenty-three.  They  were  peaceable  and  law- 
abiding  persons  except  when  under  the  influnce  of  liquor.  Upon 
the  occasion  of  the  injury  done  to  Jones  they  were  intoxicated. 
Each  has  a  wife  and  one  child.  The  4th  of  April,  1874,  was 
a  public  day  in  Bluffton.  Towards  evening  a  large  number  of 
persons,  probably  as  many  as  fifty,  were  in  a  saloon  and  billiard 
hall.  The  injury  to  Jones,  as  shown  upon  the  trial,  is  described  by 
the  newspaper  of  that  date,  as  follows : 

"Towards  evening  of  April  4th,  forty  to  seventy-five  persons 
were  congregated  in  the  saloon  and  billiard  hall.  A  difficulty  arose 
between  John  Stout  and  George  Walbert,  which  was  quieted  down 
by  Mr.  Daniel  Gilliom,  and  a  few  minutes  afterwards  a  fight  was 
engaged  in  by  Simon  H.  Stout,  and  Daniel  Miller.  In  the  scuffle 
which  ensued  they  both  fell,  Miller  on  top  of  Stout.    John  W.  Stout 
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Ibrother  of  Simon,  made  an  effort  to  assist  Simon,  when  Philip  Jones 
interfered  to  |3acify  him,  urging  him  to  create  no  further  trouble, 
•and  caught  him  around  the  body  and  made  him  promise  to  not 
interfere.  As  soon  as  released  John  sprang  back,  seized  a  billiard 
ball  and  threatened  to  throw  it ;  suiting  the  action  to  the  word,  he 
let  fly  at  Jones,  who  dodged  it,  the  ball  doing  no  damage  further 
than  tearing  a  hole  in  the  plastering  about  five  feet  from  the  floor. 
Jones  grabbed  ;up  two  or  three  billiard  cues  and  aimed  a  blow  or 
two  at  John,  but  struck  the  wire  used  in  counting  the  game,  break- 
ing the  wire  and  missing  John,  who  had  by  this  time,  picked  up 
■  one  or  two  cues  and  prepared  to  defend  himself.  As  they  continued 
fencing  together  without  injury  to  either,  John  retreating  and  Jones 
advancing,  Benjamin  Fields  picked  up  a  cue  by  the  tip-end  with 
both  hands  and  walked  up  a  little  to  one  side  and  to  the  rear  of 
-Jones,  and  dealt  him  a  terrible  blow  on  the  head,  an  inch  or  so 
above  and  baek  of  the  left  ear,  which  felled  him  senseless  to  the 
•floor." 

The  attorney  who  prosecuted  the  case  unites  with  the  attorney 
for  the  defence  in  saying  that  this  statement  is  substantially  correct. 
Simon  H.  Stout  kicked  Jones  after  Fields  knocked  him  down.  It 
was  not  shown  that  John  Stout  struck  Jones  at  any  time  or  in  any 
manner.  The  blow  which  severely  injured  Jones  was  struck  by 
'Fields  and  without  the  knowledge  of  either  of  the  Stouts.  Neither 
of  the  Stouts  had  any  quarrel  with  Jones;  they  had  not  known  him 
before.  I  am  satisfied  that  they  did  not  intend  to  injure  Jones,  and 
that  if  Fields  had  not  unexpectedly  interfered  and  struck  the  violent 
blow  with  the  cue  he  would  not  have  been  hurt. 

For  their  participation  in  the  drunken  fight  I  think  these  young 

men,   of  good    former   character,  have  been   sufficiently  punished. 

They  have  now  been  in  the  prison  more  than  one  year,  and  their 

conduct  has  been  good.     A  very  large  number  of  the  people  of 

Bluffton  and  vicinity  have  earnestly  requested  their  pardon.     A 

remonstrance,  very  numerously  signed,  has  been  presented.    Because 

of  the  remonstrance,  I  refused  to  interfere  during  the  first  year  of 

the^punishment.     Upon  careful  inquiry  I  learned  the  remonstrance 

•is  mainly  by  the  people  of  that  part  of  the  county  in  which  Mr. 

•  Jones  lives,  who  were  indignant  because  of  the  severity  of  his  injury. 

T   also    understood   that   the   people   were   moved   to  remonstrate 

because  the  first  petition  for   the  pardon  was  circulated  soon  after 

the  trial  and  sentence,  when  there  was  a  general  feeling  in  that  part 

'  of  the  county  that  the  parties  had  not  been  sufficiently  punished.    I 
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have  felt  it  my  duty  to  give  to  the  remonstrance  great  respect  and' 
weight;  but  now  I  think  it  very  clear  that  the  defendants  have 
suffered  suffisiently  for  their  participation  in  the  transaction.  Five 
of  the  jurors  have  addressed  me  a  communication  in  which  they  say 
that  they  believe  the  punishment  inflicted  was  too  severe,  and  that 
they  believe  the  ends  of  public  justice  and  the  real  good  of  these 
young  men  will  be  best  promoted  by  a  free,  full  and  speedy  pardon. 
The  Judge  who  tried  the  case,  the  Prosecutiag  Attorney  of  the 
Circuit,  and  some  of  the  county  officers  unite  in  the  recommendation 
of  their  pardon.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

31.  Thomas  Peery,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Johnson  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery,  and  sentenced  at  the 
February  term,  3  875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  six  months^ 
Pardoned  July  20,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the  jail 
of  Johnson  county.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Thomas  J. 
Perry  was  convicted  in  the  Johnson  Circuit  Court,  February  term^ 
1875,  of  assault  and  battery,  fined  fifty  dollars  ($50.00),  and  sen- 
tenced to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  six  months.  He  has- 
no  means  with  which  to  pay  the  fine.  He  is  young,  and  has  borne 
a  good  character.  At  the  time  of  the  assault  and  battery  the  defend- 
ant was  intoxicated,  and  was  provoked  by  insults  from  the  party 
assaulted.  The  officers  of  the  county,  the  judge  who  tried  the  case^, 
a  number  of  the  jurors,  and  many  of  the  citizens  ask  his  pardon. 
He  has  now  served  about  five  months  of  his  imprisonment.  The 
judge,  sheriff,  and  county  officers,  and  many  others  now  ask  his 
pardon  for  the  additional  reason  that  on  the  17th  day  of  July,  1875, 
there  were  about  fifteen  prisoners  in  the  jail,  and  whilst  the  sheriff 
was  distributing  their  dinner  they  made  an  effort  to  escape  from  the 
jail.  Two  escaped,  and  the  residue  would  probably  have  escaped 
but  for  the  help  given  by  the  defendant.  He  displayed  courage, 
coolness  and  fidelity,  and  prevented  the  escape  of  all  but  the  two, 
who  were  subsequently  recaptured.  It  will  promote  prison  discip- 
line and  be  an  act  of  justice  toward  the  defendant  to  pardon  him. 
The  pardon  is  granted,  and  the  fine  will  be  remitted.

32.  John  Wolpeet,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Vanderburgh 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced on  the  21st  day  of  July,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term 
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of  two  years.  Pardoned  July  21,  1875,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  South.  Decision:  By  the 
GovEENOE  The  defendant  is  a  young  man,  raised  and  resident  in 
Cincinnati.  He  was  on  a  temporary  visit  to  this  State  when  he 
was  led  into  the  crime  of  which  he  was  convicted.  He  had  borne 
a  good  character  at  Cincinnati.  His  parents  are  most  respectable 
and  worthy  people.  The  Mayor  and  President  of  the  City  Council 
of  Cincinnati  have  asked  me  to  pardon  him.  The  prosecuting 
attorney  says  he  was  visiting  friends  at  Evansville,  and,  being  inex- 
perienced, was  used  by  bad  and  designing  men  for  their  own  pur- 
poses, and  by  them  led  into  the  crime.  The  prosecuting  attorney 
recommends  his  pardon.  His  pardon  is  asked  by  prominent  citi- 
zens of  Vanderburgh  County,  including  some  of  the  public  officers. 
The  warden  reports  his  conduct  in  prison  good.  His  father  will 
take  him  back  to  Cincinnati.     The  pardon  is  granted.

33.  Alexandee  McCalip,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Shelby 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to 
kill,  and  sentenced  on  the  23d  day  of  December,  1874,  to  be 
imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two  years.  Pardoned  and  released  frons 
confinement  in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  South,  August  23,  187&„ 
Decision  :  By  the  Goveenoe.  McCalip  was  convicted  in  the 
Shelby  Circuit  Court,  December  term,  1874,  and  sentenced  for  two 
years  upon  a  charge  of  assault  and  battery  with  intent  to  murder^ 
The  defendant  is  a  disabled  person.  The  evidence  was  conflicting 
upon  the  question  which  party  commenced  the  controversy;  also^ 
whether  the  party  injured  stuck  the  defendant  with  a  pitch-fork 
before  defendant  fired  his  pistol.  The  injury  was  slight.  The 
defendant  had  borne  a  good  character  in  the  neighborhood. 

The  entire  jury  have  made  an  earnest  appeal  to  me  for  his  par- 
don. They  say  they  believe  he  has  been  sufficiently  punished  for  his 
act ;  that  his  health  is  so  impaired  that  he  can  not  survive  his  term 
of  punishment ;  and  that  since  his  conviction  his  wife  has  died, 
leaving  small  children  without  any  person  to  take  care  of  them. 
In  this  case  there  is  the  sad  circumstance  that  immediately  upon 
the  fact  of  the  conviction  being  communicated  to  his  wife,  she  died. 
She  could  not  survive  the  shock,  and  died  of  a  broken  heart.  All 
the  officers  of  Shelby  county  ask  his  pardon.  Mr.  McClintic,  the 
party  assaulted,  says,  "  he  should  be  pardoned  for  the  assault  and 
battery  upon  me.    I  think  he  has  been  sufficiently  punished  and  ask 
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you  to  pardon  him."  The  Prosecuting  Attorney  recommends  his 
pardon.  The  Warden  says  that  he  has  borne  a  good  character  as  a 
convict,  and  on  account  of  his  permanent  physical  disability  he  is  a 
proper  subject  for  Executive  clemency.  The  Prison  Surgeon  says 
that  his  disability  is  permanent  and  that  he  can  not  serve  the  State. 
The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

-34.  John  Stultz,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced  on  the 
4th  day  of  February,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  September  6,  1875,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  North.  Decisiov:  By  the 
Governor.  John  Stultz  was  sentenced  by  the  Marion  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  for  two  years  for  stealing  wheat.  He  was  twenty 
years  of  age  ;  is  not  a  person  of  good  judgment  or  strong  will;  is 
easily  led  by  others.  He  was  regarded  by  the  neighbors  as  an 
honest  man.  After  he  had  pleaded  guilty  he  was  used  as  a  witness 
against  Jennings,  one  of  the  other  parties  in  the  larceny.  Upon, 
his  testimony  alone  was  Jennings  convicted  by  the  jury.  His  testi- 
mony, which  the  jury  acted  upon  as  true,  was  as  follows : 

"I  was  indicted  jointly  with  the  defendant  (Jennings)  and  plead 
guilty.  I  reside  in  Pike  township,  Marion  county,  Indiana.  I  am 
twenty  years  of  age. 

"  On  the  fourteenth  day  of  August,  1874,  I  was  plowing  in  the 
field.  In  the  afternoon  Frank  Jennings  came  to  me  and  wanted  me 
to  take  my  wagon  and  team  and  go  to  the  city  and  haul  a  load  of 
ice  and  some  confectioneries  for  him  and  Frank  Beaman,  for  a  pic- 
nic that  was  to  be  the  next  day.  He  offered  to  pay  me  four  dollars 
if  I  would  go,  and  I  told  him  I  would  not  go  then  but  would  go 
with  them  after  supper.  He  said  all  right,  he  would  rather  go 
that  night  than  in  the  day  time,  for  it  would  be  cooler.  He  then 
left  me  and  came  back  to  my  house  after  supper,  and  we  hitched 
up  to  the  wagon  and  started.  It  was  about  dark  when  we  started 
from  home.  We  went  to  Trader's  Point  and  there  Frank  Beaman 
got  in  the  wagon,  and  we  went  toward  the  city  until  we  came  to 
where  the  roads  forked,  one  road  leading  around  by  Joe  Lofcin's. 
They  told  me  to  take  that  road.  I  said  no,  it  was  out  of  the  way 
to  the  city — it  was  further.  They  said  it  did  not  make  any  differ- 
ence, they  wanted  to  go  that  way  ;  so  I  drove  up  that  way,  and  they 
told  me  they  wanted  to  stop  at  Loftin's  and  get  some  wheat.     I 
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said  I  would  noi  do  it.  They  said  I  had  got  to  now,  because  they 
had  me  hired,  and  if  I  did  not  do  it  they  would  beat  me  to  pieces. 
They  stopped  the  wagon  along  the  fence,  about  eight  or  ten  rods 
before  we  got  to  the  barn.  They  dropped  the  traces  and  told  me  to 
come  along.  I  said  I  did  not  want  to  do  it.  Beaman  said  :  "  Don't 
act  the  damned  fool — if  you  make  a  noise  or  ever  tell  this  your  life 
ain't  worth  a  cent,  for  I  have  got  something  here  that  will  settle 
you,"  and  he  showed  me  a  revolver.  I  went  along  with  them  and 
we  went  in  at  the  back  end  of  the  barn.  I  held  the  sacks  while 
Beaman  and  Jennings  filled  them  up.  We  took  the  wheat  out  of  a 
box.  We  took  six  sacks  of  wheat — about  twelve  bushels.  We 
then  went  for  James  Dickerson's  and  took  about  the  same  amount 
of  wheat,  and  came  to  the  city,  and  in  the  morning  Beaman  took 
the  wheat  and  sold  it.  I  was  not  with  him  when  he  sold  it. 
Jennings  stayed  with  me  and  Beaman  went  and  sold  the  wheat  some 
place  and  came  back  and  gave  me  a  dollar,  and  said  he  would  give 
me  the  other  three  if  T  would  not  tell  it.  They  said  if  I  did  tell 
it,  they  would  kill  me  as  soon  as  they  saw  me.  I  went  home  and 
left  them  in  the  city.  I  never  did  tell  it  until  after  I  was  arrested, 
and  then  I  told  the  officer  that  arrested  me.  The  reason  that  I  did 
not  tell  it  was  because  I  was  afraid  to.  This  was  in  the  county  of 
Marion,  and  State  of  Indiana." 

The  Prosecuting  Attorney  says  it  is  a  correct  statement  of  his 
evidence,  and  that  he  would  have  entered  a  ''  nol.  pros.''  as  against 
Stultz  but  for  the  fact  that  he  had  before  pleaded  guilty,  and  that 
he  should  be  pardoned.  Judge  Jordon,  who  tried  the  case,  recom- 
mends his  pardon,  also  a  large  number  of  his  neighbors. 

Because  of  his  age,  the  weakness  of  his  mind,  his  former  good 
character,  the  fact  that  he  was  induced  to  participate  in  the  crime 
by  others  against  his  wishes,  and  because  he  was  used  by  the  State 
as  a  witness  to  convict  his  co-defendants,  and  because  he  has  been  in 
prison  a  number  of  months  and  has  behaved  well,  and  because  the 
judge  and  prosecuting  attorney  and  neighbors  recommend  it,  the 
pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

35.  David  Claekson,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Jefferson  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  murder  and  sentenced  on  the  21st  day  of 
October,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  his  natural  life. 
Pardoned  October  21,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the 
Indiana  State  Prison  South.  Decision:  By  the  Governor. 
David  Clarkson  was  sentenced  for    life  in    the  Jefferson  Circuit 
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€ourt,  October  21,  1872,  for  the  murder  of  Frank  Brisben.  The 
homicide  took  place  in  April,  1871,  and  the  defendant  was  impris- 
oned in  the  jail  eighteen  months  before  his  trial,  making  his  impris- 
onment up  to  this  date  three  years  and  eighteen  months. 

I  have  examined  the  evidence,  which  is  voluminous,  with  great 
«are  and  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  defendant  was  not  guilty  of 
murder,  but  that  he  was  guilty  of  manslaughter.  The  killing  was 
upon  a  sudden  heat  and  he  should  have  been  sentenced  for  a  term  of 
years  and  not  for  life.  When  the  application  for  his  pardon  was 
first  presented  to  me,  I  refused  it  upon  the  ground  that  he  had  not 
■then  been  sufficiently  punished.  I  have  decided  to  grant  the  pardon 
at  this  time  because  of  his  faiKiig  health.  I  am  satisfied  that  con- 
tinued confinement  would  cause  his  death.  The  statements  of  the 
prison  physician  and  my  own  observation  patisfy  me  that  he  is 
seriously  threatened  with  consumption.  He  has  been  in  the  hos- 
|)ital  much  of  the  time  of  his  imprisonment  not  able  to  work.  He 
•was  less  than  eighteen  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  homicide,  and 
was  not  a  "  bad  boy." 

Seven  of  the  jurors  unite  in  a  petition  for  his  pardon  on  the 
grounds  that  he  was  young  at  the  time  of  the  offence;  that  he  was 
greatly  provoked ;  and  because  of  his  previous  good  character.  A 
large  number  of  citizens  of  Jefferson  county,  including  a  portion  of 
the  county  officers,  ask  that  he  be  pardoned.  His  conduct  in 
prison  has  been  good.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

36.  James  Platz  who  was  convicted  in  the  St.  Joseph  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to  rape,  and 
sentenced  on  the  26th  day  of  October,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for 
the  term  of  two  years.  Pardoned  October  26,  1875,  and  released 
from  confinement  in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  North.  Decision  : 
By  the  Governor.  The  prisoner  was  convicted  of  an  attempt 
to  commit  a  rape  upon  the  person  of  a  girl  about  twelve  years  of 
age,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  imprisonment  from  the  26th  day 
of  October,  1874,  by  the  St,  Joseph  Circuit  Court.  He  has  suffered 
one-half  the  punishment,  and  his  conduct  as  a  prisoner  has  been 
good.  I  have  examined  the  evidence  in  the  case,  and  additional 
statements,  made  under  oath,  with  much  care,  and  think  his  guilt 
as  not  free  from  doubt.  The  girl  was  not  injured  by  the  conduct 
complained  of,  beyond  the,  fright  which  it  occasioned.  I  think  it 
possible  that  she  and  her  companion  were  mistaken  in  the  identity 
of  the  party.     Judge  Stanfield   recommends  the  pardon.     All  the 
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jurors  who  rendered  the  verdict  unite  in  a  statement  that  the  evi- 
dence was  conflicting;  that  though  two  witnesses  testify  positively 
to  his  identity,  yet  the  evidence  tending  to  show  an  alibi  was  strong, 
and  they  recommend  his  pardon.  All  the  county  officers  unite  in 
a  statement  that  the  cause  of  public  justice  would  not  be  injured  by 
his  pardon.  A  large  number  of  the  citizens  of  the  county,  includ- 
ing the  professional  and  leading  business  men,  some  of  the  minis- 
ters of  the  Gospel,  a  portion  of  the  city  officers  of  South  Bend,  and 
the  attorney  who  prosecuted  the  case,  urge  his  pardon.  The  father 
of  the  girl  who  was  assaulted  makes  a  statement  that  his  daughter 
was  not  injured  in  any  respect  by  the  attempt,  that  the  evidence 
of  tlie  identity  of  the  party  was  conflicting,  and  that  the  punish- 
ment was  too  severe,  even  if  his  guilt  were  not  doubtful,  and  that 
because  the  prisoner  has  a  wife  and  baby,  and  because  his  parents 
are  highly  respectable  people  of  South  Bend,  he  recommends  the 
pardon.  The  Warden  says  :  "  The  conduct  of  James  Platz  is 
unexceptionable,  and,  in  my  opinion,  he  is  a  fit  subject  for  the  exer- 
■cise  of  executive  clemency."     The  pardon  is  granted.      T.  A.  H. 

37.  John  Weathers,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced on  the  27th  day  of  July,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
term  of  three  years.  Pardoned  October  29,  1875,  and  released 
from  confinement  in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  North.  Decision  : 
By  the  Governor.  John  Weathers  was  sentenced  in  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court,  July  27,  1874,  to  imprisonment  for  three 
years,  for  larceny.  For  many  years  he  had  been  in  the  employ  of 
the  Indianapolis  &  Cincinnati  Hailroad  Company.  The  property 
was  taken  from  that  company.  After  a  careful  examination  of  the 
case,  I  think  he  was  influenced  by  others.  He  had  before  borne  the 
character  of  an  honest  man. 

The  President  of  the  company  now  asks  that  he  be  pardoned. 

He  lived  at  Greensburg  until  recently.  The  petition  for  his 
pardon  from  that  place  is  numerously  signed  by  the  most  respon- 
sible and  reliable  citizens.  Judge  Test,  who  tried  the  case,  says: 
^'  It  would  be  right  to  pardon  him."  On  the  25th  day  of  October^ 
1875.  the  State  officers  accompanied  me  to  the  Northern  Prison. 
We  heard  his  statement  of  the  case,  and  all  concurred  in  the 
opinion  that  it  would  be  proper  to  pardon  him.  He  has  now 
served  nearly  one-half  of  the  term  of  his  sentence,  and  has  been  a 
good  prisoner.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 
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38.  Andrew  J.  Gordon,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Hamilton 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on 
the  5th  day  of  May,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  October  30,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement 
in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  North.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. Andrew  J.  Gordon  was  sentenced  by  the  Hamilton  Circuit 
Court,  May  5,  1874,  for  two  years,  for  grand  larceny.  The  party 
is  of  weak  mind.  He  had  traded  horses,  and  as  he  was  going  from  his 
home  to  his  brother^s,  some  miles  distant,  he  saw  the  horse  that  he  had 
formerly  owned  in  the  road,  and  took  him  with  him  to  his  brother's 
and  put  him  in  the  stable.  He  did  not  claim  the  horse  nor  propose 
to  take  him  away.  The  man  with  whom  he  had  traded  came  for 
and  got  him.  There  was  no  denial  or  concealment,  and  it  is  not 
certain  that  it  is  a  case  of  larceny. 

Judge  Craven,  who  tried  the  case,  says  he  is  very  ignorant,  and 
on  a  full  and  fair  defense  it  is  doubtful  if  he  could  have  been  con- 
victed ;  that  he  had  hardly  capacity  to  understand  the  nature  of  his. 
conduct,  and  that  he  should  be  pardoned.     He  made  no  defence. 

On  the  25th  day  of  October,  1875,  the  State  officers  accompanied 
me  to  the  prison.  We  heard  the  prisoner's  account  of  the  transac- 
tion, and  they  all  concurred  in  the  opinion  that  the  pardon  should 
be  granted.  A  large  number  of  his  neighbors  have  asked  the 
pardon.     It  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

39.  George  Coquillard,  who  was  convicted  in  the  St.  Joseph 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Arson,  and  sentenced  on  the  ^th  day 
of  January,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two  years. 
Pardoned  October  30,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the 
Indiana  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
George  Coquillard  was  sentenced  by  the  St.  Joseph  Circuit  Court 
January  4,  1875,  to  two  years  imprisonment  for  arson.  The 
prisoner  and  two  others  were  drinking  together  in  South  Bend. 
One  of  the  party  said  he  intended  setting  fire  to  an  old  unoccupied 
building  to  see  a  run  of  the  firemen.  They  all  belonged  to  the  fire 
company.  The  prisoner  went  towards  his  home,  but  did  not  make 
known  the  purpose  of  the  other  party.  He  had  passed  the  house 
some  two  squares  when  the  alarm  of  fire  was  given.  After  the 
arrest  of  the  party  who  set  the  house  on  fire,  the  prisoner  fled  and 
was  gone  several  months,  and  then  returned  and  stood  his  trial. 

The  Judge,  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  county  officers  urge  his 
pardon. 
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On  the  25th  day  of  October,  1875,  the  State  officers  accompanied 
me  to  the  prison.  We  saw  the  prisoner  and  questioned  him  fully  about 
the  case,  and  were  all  satisfied  that  it  was  a  case  of  drunken  folly, 
and  not  of  malice  on  the  part  of  any  of  the  parties  and  that  it 
is  proper  to  pardon  him.  He  has  the  appearance  of  a  quiet,  honest 
man,  and  has  borne  the  character  of  a  good  citizen,  except  that  he- 
sometimes  takes  drunken  sprees.  His  conduct  in  prison  has  been 
good,  and  he  assured  us  that  hereafter  he  would  entirely  abstain 
from  drink.  He  has  a  wife  and  young  children  dependent  upon 
his  labor.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

40.  Samuel  K.  Starr  and  Thomas  A.  Edgar,  who  were- 
convicted  in  the  Kosciusko  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand 
Larceny  and  sentenced  at  the  December  terra,  1874,  to  be 
imprisoned  each  for  the  term  of  two  years.  Pardoned  November  2,. 
1875,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the  Indiana  State  Prison. 
North.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  In  December,  1874,, 
these  parties  were  sentenced  to  two  years  confinement  by  the  Kos- 
ciusko Circuit  Court  for  grand  larceny.  The  case  presented  for 
their  pardon  is  peculiar.  They  were  old  citizens  of  that  county, 
with  respectable  families,  and  were  industrious  mechanics  and  were 
esteemed  honest  men.  Their  only  serious  fault  was  the  habit 
of  drinking  intoxicating  liquors.  On  the  day  of  the  larceny  they 
were  together  drinking  and  in  the  evening  they  took  a  small  keg  of 
brandy  from  the  depot  and  carried  it  a  short  distance  when  they 
were  arrested.  I  am  entirely  satisfied  that  they  did  not  take  the 
brandy  for  gain,  but  only  to  satisfy  their  present  thirst  for  liquor. 
In  Edgar's  case  the  jury  before  returning  the  verdict,  agreed  to 
recommend  his  pardon,  and  many  of  the  jurors  have  signed  the 
petition  for  Starr's  pardon.  Judge  Long  also  recommends  their 
pardon  and  says  that  he  is  satisfied  that  the  jury  would  have  made 
the  punishment  much  less  had  the  law  permitted  such  a  verdict. 

On  the  25th  of  October,  1875,  the  officers  of  State  accom- 
panied me  to  the  Northern  prison.  We  saw  these  prisoners  and 
heard  their  statements,  and  we  all  thought  it  would  be  proper  to 
pardon  them.  Their  conduct  in  prison  has  been  good.  The  pardon 
is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

41.  August  Lill,  who  was  convicted  in  the  LaPorte  Circuit. 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced,  on  the  7th  day- 
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of  May,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  three  years.  Par- 
doned November  3,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the 
Indiana  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
This  pris6ner  was  sentenced  by  the  LaPorte  Circuit  Court  for  three 
years  at  the  Spring  term,  1873,  for  larceny.  He  was  imprisoned  in 
the  county  jail  for  several  months  before  his  conviction,  and  has 
now  been  imprisoned  about  three  years.  I  grant  the  pardon  because 
the  parties  whose  property  was  taken  and  the  prison  officers  very 
earnestly  urge  it.  They  ask  it  upon  the  grounds  that  he  was  a 
worthy  young  man  before  the  offence  for  which  he  was  punished, 
and  his  conduct  in  prison  has  been  exceptionally  good  and  meri- 
torious. 

The  State  officers  accompanied  me  to  the  prison  on  the  25th  of 
October,  1875,  and  saw  and  conversed  with  him,  and  concur  with 
me  in  this  decision. 

The  gentlemen  whose  money  was  taken  have  addressed  me  the 
following  letter  : 

Michigan  City,  January  12,  1875. 

To  His  Excellency, 

Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana : 

The  undersigned  would  respectfully  represent  that  August  Lill 
was  sent  to  the  N.  I.  State's  Prison,  in  April,  1873,  for  the  larceny 
of  money  while  in  our  employ,  and  that  the  members  of  the  firm 
of  Siegele  &  Co.  were  the  prosecuting  witnesses  in  the  case.  His 
term  of  imprisonment  was  made  three  years,  nearly  two  of  which 
he  has  served.  His  good  character  previous  to  this  one  act  of  lar- 
ceny (committed  while  on  a  drunken  spree),  and  his  good  conduct 
since  his  incarceration  induces  us  to  ask  you  to  extend  to  him 
Executive  clemency  and  pardon  him  out  of  the  penitentiary,  and  in 
case  you  will  do  so,  we  promise  to  give  him  employment  again,  that 
he  may  have  opportunity  to  regain  his  reputation.  And  for 
this  your  petitioners  will  ever  pray.

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42.  Ernst  Maustoffer,  who  was  convicted  in  the  DeKalb 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent 
to  kill  and  sentenced,  on  the  19th  day  of  May,  1874,  to  be  impris- 
oned for  the  term  of  two  years.  Pardoned  November  3,  1875,  and 
released  from  confinement  in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  North. 
Decision:  By  the  Governor.  This  prisoner  was  sentenced  to 
two  years  imprisonment  by  the  DeKalb  Circuit  Court  for  an  assault 
and  battery  with  felonious  intent.  He  has  served  three-fourths 
of  that  period,  and  his  conduct  in  prison  has  been  good.  He 
was  confined  in  the  jail  four  months  before  his  trial,  making 
his  entire  imprisonment  about  twenty-two  months.  Prior  to  the 
difficulty  which  resulted  in  his  conviction  he  was  esteemed  an 
industrious  and  peaceable  man.  Upon  the  evidence  and  the  state- 
ments in  the  petition  it  is  not  free  from  doubt  that  he  was  not 
acting  in  self-defense.  His  pardon  is  asked  by  an  unusually  large 
number  of  the  citizens  of  DeKalb  county,  by  the  county  officers 
and  by  all  the  jurors  who  rendered  the  verdict. 

On  the  25th  day  of  October,  1875,  the  State  officers  accompanied 
me  in  a  visit  to  the  Northern  Prison.  We  saw  the  prisoner  and 
had  a  full  conversation  with  him  ;  and  we  all  thought  he  had  been 
sufficiently  punished  and  ought  to  be  pardoned.  The  pardon 
is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

43.  Magnus  Josephy,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Grant  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter  and  sentenced  on  the  24tli  day 
of  November,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term- of  three  years. 
Pardoned  November  16,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement 
in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  North.  Decision  ;  By  ^the  Gov- 
ernor. Magnus  Josephy  was  convicted  of  manslaughter  in  the 
Grant  Circuit  Court,  November  term,  1874,  and  sentenced  to  three 
years. 

According  to  the  evidence  in  this  case,  I  think  the  prisoner 
should  have  been  acquitted.  He  went  to  see  the  deceased  about 
hauling  some  beer-kegs  from  the  depot.  The  deceased  at  once  com- 
menced a  quarrel  witll  him.  The  prisoner  protested  that  he  wanted 
no  trouble  or  difficulty.  The  deceased  attacked  him,  striking  him 
several  blows  with  the  heavy  end  of  a  wagoner's  "  black-snake " 
whip.  The  prisoner  shot  him.  It  was  a  case  of  self-defense,  and 
the  verdict  should  have  been  an  acquittal.  Judge  Slack,  who  tried 
the  case,  asks  that  he  be  pardoned ;  also,  six  of  the  jury.  The 
other  jurors  could  not  be  seen.     Two  are  dead,  three  have  removed 
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and  one  resides  at  a  distant  point  in  the  county.  The  deputy  pros- 
ecuting attorney,  sheriff  and  a  number  of  citizens  also  recommend 
his  pardon. 

The  prisoner  has  been  in  prison  under  his  sentence  about  one 
year,  and  prior  to  his  trial  was  in  jail  about  five  months.  I  think 
he  should  be  pardoned  upon  another  ground.  Whilst  he  was  in 
jail,  awaiting  his  trial,  a  number  of  desperate  characters  were  also 
in  jail — two  for  murder,  two  upon  charges  of  assault  and  battery 
with  intent  to  murder,  and  others  for  grand  larceny.  They  con- 
spired to  force  an  escape,  a  part  of  their  plan  being  to  kill  the 
Sheriff.  They  had  sawed  the  iron  bars  of  the  corridor  so  as  to  be 
ready  to  carry  out  their  purpose  the  next  day.  The  prisoner  would 
not  join  the  conspiracy.  They  threatened  to  kill  him  if  he  should 
make  their  purpose  known.  That  evening  he  succeeded  in  giving 
the  Sheriff  a  note  informing  him  of  the  conspiracy,  whereby  the 
Sheriff  was  enabled  to  defeat  the  purpose  upon  his  life,  and  the  es- 
cape of  the  criminals.  Since  then  all  the  parties  have  been  tried 
and  convicted  upon  the  charges  against  them.  As  a  reward  for  his 
good  conduct,  and  to  promote  prison  discipline,  it  is  proper  that  he 
be  pardoned.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

44.  Philip  Clark,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Clark  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the 
16th  day  of  February,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  November  17,  1875,  and  released  from  the  Indi- 
ana State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  This 
application  for  pardon  was  made  by  the  Directors  and  officers  of 
the  prison,  as  follows  : 

Indiana  State  Prison  South, 

Jeffersonville,  Ind.,  November  16,  1875. 

To  His  Excellency, 

Hon.  Thos.  A.  Hendricks. 

Sir  : — Philip  Clark,  a  negro,  was  sentenced  'in  the  Clark  County^ 
Criminal  Court  for  grand  larceny  on  the  16th  day  of  February, 
1875,  and  is  now  in  this  prison  dying  of  "  Tubercular  Consump- 
tion." He  has  two  sisters  living  in  Frankfort,  Ky.,  who  are  anx- 
ious to  get  him  out  of  prison,  that  they  may  take  him  to  their  home 
and  care  for  him  during  his  few  remaining  days.  I  have  known 
him  well  as  a  resident  of  Jeffersonville  for  eight  years  past,  and 
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know  the  circumstances  under  which  he  was  convicted.  The  of- 
fense was  trivial — that  of  baying  a  stolen  second-hand  stove,  and 
was  committed  while  he  was  intoxicated.  If  he  had  been  properly 
■defended,  I  think  he  would  not  have  been  sentenced.  To  pardon 
him  would  be  an  act  of  humanity  that  would  meet  with  the  appro- 
val of  every  officer  of  the  prison  and  many  good  citizens  of  Jeffer- 
sonville  who  know  Philip  Clark.  I  would,  therefore,  urge  that  Ex- 
tecutive  clemency  be  granted  in  this  case.

Sir  :  I  have  examined  Philip  Clark,  and  find  that  he  has  "  Tu- 
bercular Consumption ;"  his  disability  is  total.  He  has  not,  for  some 
time,  rendered  any  service  to  the  State.  In  my  judgment,  he  can- 
not survive  long  even  if  pardoned.  I  think,  however,  it  would 
tend  to  lengthen  his  days.  His  pardon  can  but  be  regarded,  not 
only  as  an  act  of  justice,  but  one  of  humanity.

Upon  these  statements,  the  welfare  of  the  prisoner  and  the  man- 
agement of  the  prison  will  both  be  promoted  by  his  pardon.  It  is 
granted.  T.  A.  H. 
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45.  Amsel  Lynch,  who  was  convicted  In  the  Jackson  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Rape,  and  sentenced  on  the  21st  day  of  Au- 
gust, 1869,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  twenty-one  years.  Par- 
doned November  26,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the 
Indiana  State  Prison  South.  Decision:  By  the  Governor. 
Amsel  Lynch  was  sentenced  in  the  Jackson  Circuit  Court  to  twen- 
ty-one years  upon  a  charge  of  rape.  He  has  now  served  over  six 
years,  and  has  been  a  good  prisoner.  The  defendant  was  tried 
within  a  few  days  after  his  arrest,  and  in  the  midst  of  a  general  ex- 
citement and  prejudice.  There  appears  to  be  an  entire  change  in 
public  opinion  in  the  neighborhood.  It  now  is  that  the  prisoner 
was  probably  not  guilty.  The  girl  who  made  the  charge  against 
him,  and  upon  whose  testimony,  almost  uncorroborated,  he  was- 
convicted,  has  since  shown  herself  to  be  of  vicious  habits  and  bad 
character.  The  State  officers  recently  visited  the  prison  with 
myself,  and  heard  his  statement  and  observed  his  manner.  We 
carefully  examined  the  evidence  that  was  presented  to  the  jury  in 
connection  with  the  eviidence  of  the  character  and  conduct  of  the 
prosecuting  witness,  and  we  are  all  of  the  opinion  that  the. case  does 
not  justify  his  longer  confinement  in  prison.  Ten  of  the  jury  have 
recommended  that  he  be  pardoned.  The  attorney  who  prosecuted 
the  case,  says : 

"Since  I  last  saw  you,  I  have  made  inquiry  of  the  reliable  men 
of  Lynch's  neigborhood,  and  the  desire  is  universal  that  you  shall 
pardon  him.  I  know  that  his  pardon  will  meet  with  general  favor 
here.  I  made  inquiry  about  the  girl  and  am  satisfied  that  she  is  an 
improper  person  :  and  I  have  learned  that  such  was  her  condition 
when  young.  I  do  not  retract  anything  I  have  heretofore  said  or 
written  on  that  subject,  but  unite  with  others  in  asking  his  pardon. "~ 
,  The  county  officers  recommend  his  pardon.  The  petitions  from 
the  neighborhood  and  county  are  very  numerously  signed.  I  am 
satisfied  that  he  should  not  be  longer  punished  upon  evidence  pre- 
sented to  the  jury,  and  the  evidence  of  the  character  and  conduct 
of  the  prosecuting  witness.     The  pardon  is  granted.        T.  A.  H. 

46.  Frank  A.  Smith,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Allen  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Obtaining  Money  by  False  Pre- 
tenses and  sentenced  on  the  19th  day  of  February,  1874,  to  be 
imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two  years.  Pardoned  December  9, 
1875,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the  Indiana  State  Prison 
North.     Decision:   By  the  Governor.     Frank   A.  Smith  was

sentenced  to  two.  years  by  the  Allen  Criminal  Court,  Febru- 
ary 19,  1874,  for  obtaining  money  under  false  pretenses.  In 
1874,  I  refused  to  pardon  the  prisoner.  He  has  but  about  five  or 
six  weeks  yet  to  serve  and  he  has  been  a  good  prisoner.  I  now 
grant  his  pardon  upon  the  following  letter  written  by  one  of  the 
firm  from  which  the  money  was  wrongfully  obtained  : 

Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  October  20,  1875. 

Hon.  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

Dear  Sir — Some  two  years  ago,  one  Frank  A,  Smith  obtained 
some  money  from  the  firm  of  which  I  am  a  member,  by  false 
pretenses  for  which  he  was  arrested,  convicted  and  is  now  in  the 
Northern  Prison,  and  from  information  received  I  am  satisfied  that 
the  use  of  liquor  led  him  to  commit  the  crime,  that  he  is  heartily 
penitent  and  is  now  worthy  of  your  Executive  clemency.  I  there- 
fore, do  consent  to  and  recommend  to  pardon  him.  He  has  served 
about  twenty  months.     Your  obedient  servant,

The  pardon  is  also  urged  by  other  parties  and  officials.  The 
pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

47.  Fred.  White,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery,  and  sentenced 
on  the  1st  day  of  September,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term 
of  six  months.  Pardoned  December  9,  1875,  and  released  from 
confinement  in  the  jail  of  Marion  county.  Decision  :  By  the. 
Governor.  Fred.  White,  a  colored  boy  aged  seventeen  years,  was 
convicted  of  assault  and  battery,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  the 
jail.  Upon  careful  inquiry,  I  learned  that  he  was  a  peaceable  boy,, 
that  being  for  a  while  out  of  employment  he  spent  a  part  of  his 
time  about  a  saloon  in  the  northwestern  part  of  Indianapolis.  The 
proprietor  ordered  him  out  and  as  he  did  not  leave,  knocked  him 
down.  He  then  went  out  into  the  street  and  was  followed  by  the 
proprietor.  He  turned  and  struck  a  severe  blow  with  a  club,  which 
he  used  as  a  walking  stick.  For  that  blow  he  was  sentenced.  He 
has  now  served  more  than  one-half  the  sentence.  I  do  not  think 
further  confinement  will  be  a  benefit  to  him  or  advantage  ta 
society.      The  association  to  which  he  is  exposed  in  the  jail  can  not 
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improve  his  character  and  will  probably  make  him  a  worse  boy. 
Judge  Buskirk  and  the  prosecuting  attorney  think  it  proper  that 
he  be  pardoned.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

48.  John  Bolin,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Gibson  Circuit 
'Court  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter,  and  sentenced, -on  the  22d  day 
•of  January,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  sixteen  years. 
Pardoned  December  22,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the 
Indiana  State  Prison  South.  Decision:  By  the  Governoe. 
John  Bolin  was  convicted  in  the  Gibson  Circuit  Court  of  man- 
slaughter, and  sentenced,  on  the  22d  day  of  January,  1872,  to  six- 
teen years  imprisonment.  The  warden  and  directors  of  the  prison 
report  his  conduct  good  and  recommend  his  pardon.  After  a 
careful  examination  of  the  evidence,  I  am  satisfied  he  was  guilty 
of  manslaughter,  but  under  the  circumstances,  that  the  punish- 
ment was  excessive.  The  prisoner  and  Perkins  went  to  Patoka 
together.  They  drank  together  and  became  intoxicated.  A  trifling 
-dispute  arose  between  them.  Bolin  went  away  from  Perkins  and 
was  about  to  leave  the  town.  His  intoxicated  associates  charged 
him  with  cowardice,  and  that  he  must  fight  or  run.  Perkins 
followed  him  and  he  supposed  it  vvas  to  attack  him.  He  threw 
a  piece  of  a  brick  and  struck  Perkins  on  the  head.  From  the  blow 
Perkins  died  in  four  or  five  days.  Bolin  did  not  want  to  fight 
or  injure  Perkins,  but  was  goaded  by  others  to  fight,  and  sup- 
posed he  was  being  pursued.  Judge  Malott,  who  tried  the  case, 
says  that  the  severity  of  the  punishment  was  caused  by  a  public 
prejudice  against  the  jury  because  they  had  accquitted  a  bad  man 
but  a  few  days  before.  Judge  Welborn  says  the  same.  Both  urge 
liis  pardon  upon  the  ground  that  he  has  been  sufficiently  punished. 
The  present  sheriff  of  Gibson  county  and  C.  A.  Buskirk,  the 
present  Attorney  General,  say  that  they  were  present  at  and  heard 
the  trial,  and  that  they  concur  in  the  recommendation  for  his 
pardon.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

49.  James  Groll,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Ripley  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the  21st 
day  of  September,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two  years. 
Pardoned  December  30,  1875,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the 
Indiana  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
The  prisoner  hired  a  horse  and  buggy  in  Greensburg  to  go  to  Ver- 
sailles.    He  went  to  Osgood,  within  four  or  five  miles  of  Versailles, 
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ihe  same  day  and  traded  the  horse  and  buggy  for  another  horse. 
He  was  intoxicated,  and  did  not  understand  what  he  was  doing. 
■John  O.  Cravens,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  says: 

Osgood,  Indiana,  February  3,  1875. 

Hon.  Thos.  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor,  etc.: 

Sir — At  the  September  term,  1874,  of  the  Ripley  Circuit  Court, 
James  Groll,  of  Shelby  county,  was  tried  and  convicted  of  grand 
larceny,  and  sent  to  prison  for  two  years.  I  have  a  letter  in  my 
possession  purporting  to  be  signed  by  each  county  officer  of  Shelby 
€ounty,  and  also  by  the  members  of  the  bar  of  that  county,  request- 
ing me  to  give  my  recommendation  to  your  Excellency  to  grant 
young  Groll  a  pardon.  I  have  in  no  case  since  being  Prosecuting 
Attorney  done  such  a  thing,  and  am  not  at  all  favorable  to  this  class 
of  proceedings.  If  I  ask  a  jury  to  convict  a  defendant,  I  ought  to 
he  slow  to  ask  the  Executive  to  interpose  a  pardon,  and  undo  that 
that  I  a^ked  the  jury  to  do.  In  this  case,  however,  I  think  it  right 
to  do  so.  I  am  strongly  inclined  to  believe  that  James  Groll  is  not 
of  sound  mind,  and  is  hardly  accountable  to  the  law  for  his  offend- 
ing, and  would,  therefore,  recommend  his  pardon.

50.  James  McIntyre,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Perry  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to 
rape,  and  sentenced  on  the  21st  day  of  May,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned 
for  the  term  of  two  years.  Pardoned  January  6th,  1876,  and 
released  from  confinement  in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  South. 
Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  James  Mclntyre  was  convicted 
in  the  Perry  Circuit  Court,  May  terra,  1875,  of  assault  and  battery 
with  intent  to  commit  a  rape.  The  petition  states  that  "•  since  the 
conviction  of  James  Mclntyre,  great  doubts  have  arisen  of  his 
guilt,  and  the  general  belief  is  that  he  is  not  guilty  of  the  crime 
with  which  he  has  been  charged  and  of  which  he  was  convicted." 
That  petition  is  signed  by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  and  his  assist- 
ant, by  the  Clerk,  Deputy  Clerk,  Recorder,  Treasurer,  Auditor,, 
Sheriff,  Deputy  Sheriff,  and  two  of  the  Commissioners  of  Perry 
county,  by  the  Superintendent  of  schools  and  many  respectable 
citizens  and  by  four  of  the  jury.  I  have  received  the  following; 
letters  from  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  his  assistant: 

Cannelton,  November  27,  1875.. 

Hon.  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana, 

Sir: — On  the  19th  of  last  May,  one  James  Mclntyre,  of  this 
(Perry)  county,  was  indicted  for  rape,  and^  I  believe,  was  tried  on 
the  same  day.  That  the  indictment  was  found  certainly  during  the 
same  week,  found  guilty  and  sent  to  State  prison  two  years.  I  wa& 
employed  to  assist  Mr.  E.  R.  Hatfield  in  the  prosecution.  After 
his  conviction  we  had  some  doubts  as  to  his  guilt,  and  subsequent 
events  have  served  to  strengthen  those  doubts  and  to  induce  us  to 
request  his  pardon.  I  have  been  requested  to  bring  this  matter  to 
your  attention  by  letter.     Hence  the  object  of  this  communication^ 
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Having  joined  in  au  application  for  the  young  man's  pardon,  I 
can  not  do  less  than  reiterate  my  convictions,  and  to  urge  his  case 
as  one  deserving  executive  clemency.

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  yours  of  the  17th  ultiT 
mo,  in  the  matter  of  Mclntyre,  confined  in  the  State  Prison,  etc. 

The  prosecutor,  Mr.  Hatfield,  being  at  Evansville,  I  sent  the  letter 
to  him  in  order  that,  as  he  was  the  legal  officer  engaged  in  the  prose- 
cution and  more  conversant  with  the  facts,  he  might  prepare  the 
required  statement.  Mr.  Hatfield  answered  my  letter,  giving  the 
reasons  why  he  entertained  doubts  of  Mclntyre's  guilt,  and  request- 
ed me  to  put  the  same  in  form,  etc.,  and  that  he  would  then  join  me 
in  a  letter  to  you.  Upon  reflection,  I  have  thought  it  better,  per- 
haps, to  send  his  letter  direct  to  you,  and  accordingly  I  enclose  it 
herewith.  In  addition  to  what  has  been  written  by  Mr.  Hatfield,  I 
ought  to  say  that  Mclntyre,  having  no  means,  was  defended  by  an 
attorney,  Mr,  Wm.  Henning,  appointed  by  the  court;  that  the  con- 
test at  the  time  struck  me  as  quite  unequal,  Mr.  Hatfield  and  myself 
being  on  one  side,  and  Mr.  Henning  alone  on  the  other.  Of  course 
we  endeavored  to  do  our  full  duty;  but  were  both  somewhat  sur- 
prised at  the  verdict  in  which  we  assisted  in  obtaining.  Mclntyre 
is  an  unsophisticated,  ignorant  country  fellow,  and  taking  his  char*- 
acter  and  ability,  and  the  weak  intellect  of  the  girl  into  consideration,, 
I  must  indorse  the  views  expressed  in  Mr.  Hatfield's  letter.  I 
think  a  defense  as  energetic  as  the  prosecution  would  have  resulted 
in  his  acquittal  of  the  intent  to  commit  a  rape.

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^UDGE  Mason  : — I  will  give  you  those  facts  in  the  Mclntyre 
<3ase  that  occur  to  me,  and  you  can  embody  them  in  the  statement 
to  the  Governor,  and  add  such  as  you  may  think  of. 

Her  affidavit  before  the  magistrate  was  for  rape,  and  with  the 
consent  of  her  father  I  had  her  examined  by  Dr.  Stephenson,  who 
stated  before  the  grand  jury  that  she  had  never  been  penetrated, and 
■the  indictment  was  for  assault  and  battery  with  intent  to  commit  rape. 
Her  clothes  were  not  torn,  and,  as  you  suggest,  no  marks  of  vio- 
lence on  her  person.  She  did  not  say  anything  about  it  for  nearly 
two  weeks.  Her  statement  to  me  about  that,  was  that  she  did  not 
say  anything  about  it.  But  that  more  than  a  week  after  it  happened, 
(her  and  her  brother,  a  boy  about  fourteen  years  old,  were  up  in  the 
liay-loft,  and  her  brother  accused  her  of  having  had  something  to 
*do  with  Mclnfyre  (criminally),  and  that  she  admitted  it  to  her  bro- 
rther,  and  that  her  brother  told  her  father.  She  did  not  testily  to 
fthat  on  the  trial,  as  she  was  not  asked ;  but  stated  it  to  me  when  I 
interrogated  her  about  the  facts  previous  to  the  trial.  You  remem- 
'ber  her  extreme  ignorance ;  that,  although  she  had  always  lived  in 
^erry  county,  and  was  about  sixteen  years  old,  she  could  not  tell 
vthe  county  or  State  in  which  she  lived.  Her  whole  story  was  un- 
•satisfactory,  and,  you  ^^:ill  remember,  he  was  found  guilty  more  on 
account  of  his  own  conduct  in  going  away,  than  on  any  other  testi- 
mony. 

He  was  put  upon  his  trial  in  the  forenoon  of  the  same  day  that 
vthe  indictment  was  returned,  I  think  within  less  than  one  hour,  and 
1  there  was  but  little  time  to  study  over  the  testimony.     Nothing  has 
■  occurred  since  the  trial  to  raise  a  doubt  except  the  fact  that  I  have 
■thouo-ht  about  the  case  and  revolved  the  evidence  over  in  my  mind, 
:,as  we  had  no  opportunity  to  do  before  the  trial.      We  only  had  time 
ito  look  at  one  side  of  the  case  during  the  trial — in  fact  we  were 
,<iiot  the  jury.     My  doubts  arise  from  the  whole  case  taken  together 
We  can  not  put  all  the  little  reasons  on  paper,  we  can  not  photo- 
graph the  case.     It  is  very  likely  that  Mclntyre  and  the  girl  were 
^^  mussing  around,"  but  nothing  against  her   will.     You  remember 
.she  went  out  to  the  stable,  when  there  was  no  reason  for  it,  where  he 
was  hauling  manure,  to  feed  a  horse  that  she   knew  her  father  had 
rode  away  that  day,  and  managed  to  get  to  the  stable   when  "  Mc  " 
was  loading  the  wagon,  and  did   not   go  to  the  house  crying,  com- 
'plaining  or  making  any  manifestations  that  in  any  way  attracted 
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the  notice  of  her  older  and  more  sensible  sister.  For  the  reasons  I 
have  stated,  together  with  the  trial  viewed  as  a  whole,  I  conscien- 
tiously have  grave  doubts  as  to  his  guilt.  1  reckon  I  have  sent 
from  50  to  100  men  to  the  penetentiary,  and  Mclntyre  is  the  only 
one  I  ever  entertained  a  doubt  about,  and  the  only  one  for  whom  I 
would  sign  a  petition  for  his  pardon.  I  was  willing  to  express  my 
doubts  to  the  Governor,  and  think  I  first  mentioned  the  matter  to 
you  three  months  after  the  trial,  and  if  you  see  proper  to  put  these 
statements  into  form,  I  will  join  you  in  a  letter  to  the  Governor., 
But  in  these  corrupt  times  it  may  be  that  our  motives  may  be  ques- 
tioned.

Upon  this  official  information,  I  think  I  should  not  allow  the^ 
the  accused  to  remain  longer  in  prison,  and  therefore  pardon  him.

51.  John  Rose,  who  Avas  convicted  in  the  Greene  Circuit  Court 
of  the  crime  of  Murder  and  sentenced,  on  the  18th  day  of  April, 
1870,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  his  natural  life.  Pardoned 
January  12,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the  Indiana 
State  Prison  South.  Decision  ;  By  the  Governor.  John  Rose 
was  convicted  in  the  Greene  Circuit  Court  of  murder,  April,  1870,. 
and  sentenced  for  life.  The  application  for  his  pardon  was  presented 
in  1873,  which  I  refused  in  March,  1874.  Since  the  decision  refus.- 
ing  the  pardon,  I  have  received  additional  important  papers  in  the 
case.  A  few  months  since  I  decided  to  reconsider  the  case.  Ac- 
companied by  all  the  State  officers  I  visited  the  prison,  and  saw 
the  prisoner  and  heard  his  full  statement.  He  was  nineteen  years 
of  age  at  the  time  the  crime  was  committed.  He  had  been  a  boy 
of  good  conduct  prior  thereto,  and  in  prison  he  had  been  a  good  pris- 
oner. 

Judge  Eckels,  who  presided  at  the  trial,  made  this  statement : 

"  I  presided  on  the  trial  of  this  cause ;  heard  the  evidence  careful- 
ly, and  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  offense  was  manslaughter  only 
but  could  not  interfere  with  the  finding.  I  believe  the  prisoner 
ought  to  be  pardoned.  He  was  a  man  of  good  character  for  peace, 
and  his  crime  grew  out  of  an  over-confidence  in  and  fondness  for  a~ 
mother." 
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Jolm  C.  Robinson  and  C.  F.  McNutt,  who  prosecuted  the  pris- 
oner with  marked  ability,  have  very  earnestly  appealed  to  me  to 
pardon  him.  They  think  the  punishment  too  severe,  and  that  he 
has  been  sufficiently  punished.  Judge  Franklin,  who  is  now  the 
judge  of  that  circuit,  recommends  his  pardon.  The  Auditor,  Sher- 
iff, Treasurer  and  Clerk  of  Greene  county,  two  of  the  County  Com- 
missioners and  other  citizens  recommend  his  pardon. 

Since  we  visited  the  prison,  and  saw  and  conversed  with  the  pris- 
oner, the  State  officers  and  myself  have  carefully  examined  the  evi- 
dence and  considered  the  case,  and  are  all  of  the  opinion  that,  in 
view  of  his  tender  age,  his  former  good  conduct  and  character,  his 
good  conduct  in  prison,  and  the  peculiar  influences  under  which  he 
was  carried  into  the  crime,  he  has  now  been  sufficiently  punished. 
He  is  pardoned.  T.  A.  H. 

52.  Albert  Harvey,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter  and  sentenced,  on 
the  31st  day  of  May,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for;the  term  of 
ten  years.  Pardoned  January  12,  1876,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the 
Governor.  The  prisoner  is  a  colored  man  aud  was  sentenced  by 
the  Marion  Criminal  Court,  May  31,  1872,  for  manslaughter  in 
killing  his  wife  and  sentenced  to  ten  years.  The  injury  to  his  wife 
of  which  she  died  after  some  days,  was  prior  to  the  war.  He 
remained  absent  trom  Indianapolis,  where  it  took  place,  and  enlisted 
in  the  army.  At  Petersburg  he  received  an  incurable  wound, 
extending  through  his  body.  In  1872,  more  than  twelve  years 
after  the  offense  was  committed,  he  was  brought  to  trial.  Upon  a 
careful  examination  of  the  evidence,  I  think  he  was  guilty  and  that 
the  punishment  was  reasonable.  The  Supreme  Court  so  held  (40 
Ind.,  516).  I  can  not  consider  the  application  upon  ihe  ground 
that  the  puuishraent  is  not  fully  deserved. 

In  October,  1876,  in  company  with  the  State  officers,  I  visited  the 
prison.  We  found  him  in  bed  in  the  hospital.  He  is  confined  to 
the  hospital  with  a  running  sore  caused  by  the  gun-shot  wound  re- 
ceived at  Petersburg  in  1864.  The  physician  reports  "his  age  at 
sixty-six.  His  health  has  been  very  good  all  his  life  until  1864.  In 
that  year  at  the  battle  of  Petersburg,  while  a  soldier  in  the  United 
States  Army,  he  received  a  gun-shot  wound  from  a  minnie- rifle." 
The  ball  lodged  near  the  hip-bone  and  has  not  been  removed.  It  has 
caused  decay  of  the  bone,  and  "as  it  is  impossible  to  remove  decayed 
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■bone  from  that  region  the  discharge  will  probably  continue  until  his 
death.  His  is  a  confirmed  bed  ease.  "  We  found  that  he  required 
much  of  the  care  and  attention  of  the  persons  in  charge  of  the  prison 
hospital.  The  care  of  him,  because  of  the  constant  discharge  from 
the  sore,  is  exceedingly  disagreeable  and  a  hard  task  upon  those  in 
charge.  The  State  officers  concurred  with  me  in  the  opinion  that 
he  should  be  pardoned  to  relieve  the  prison  of  the  charge  and 
burthen  of  taking  care  of  him.  He  informed  us  that  he  has 
sufficient  property  to  meet  his  support.  His  children  have  asked 
that  he  be  pardoned.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

53.  AsBURY  KiDD,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Clay  Circuit  Court 
of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced,  on  the  22d  day  of 
October,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  five  months.  Par- 
doned January  12,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in 
the  jail  of  Clay  county.  Decision:  By  the  Governor  Asbury 
Kidd  was  sentenced  to  five  months  in  the  jail  for  stealing  some 
cigars  and  fractional  currency.  The  prisoner  is  but  eighteen  years 
of  age ;  has  heretofore  borne  a  good  character  and  has  behaved  well 
in  iail.  He  was  confined  three  months  before  his  trial  and  has 
now  been  in  jail  nearly  three  months  under  his  sentence.  In  view 
of  his  tender  age,  good  character  and  his  good  conduct  in  prison,  I 
think  the  punishment  already  endured  sufficient.  I  think,  also,  it 
may  be  better  for  him  to  be  pardoned  than  to  come  out  at  the  end  of 
his  sentence.  It  may  encourage  him  in  good  conduct.  The  county 
officers  and  a  number  of  citizens  have  asked  his  pardon.  Judge 
Turman,  who  tried  the  case,  says : 

"I  unite  with  others  in  asking  a  pardon  for  young  Kidd  because 
of  his  good  character  prior  to  his  commission  of  the  larceny  of  which 
he  was  duly  convicted,  because  of  his  youth  ;  because  of  his  intel- 
ligence ;  because  of  his  good  deportment  in  jail,  and  because  of  the 
opinion  of  the  officers  of  the  court  subscribing  above  that  said  Kidd 
has  been   sufficently   punished."       The  pardon  is  granted.

54.  Harvey  Woodruff,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Decatur 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced,  at  the 
November  term,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  four  months. 
Pardoned  January  24,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the 

Jail  of  Decatur  county.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  The 
petition    filed  in  support   of    this   application    is    signed    by   the 
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county     officers,  the    Prosecuting  Attorney  and    other  citizens  of" 
Decatur  county,  and  shows  that  the  prisoner  is  a  minor;  that  he   is. 
now  suiFering  from  a  violent  attack   of  erysipelas,  and  that  he  can 
not,  while  confined  in  the  jail,  receive  the  attention  which  his  con- 
dition demands.      His  attending  physician  makes  this  statement:. 

"Harvey  Woodruff,  now  confined  it  the  county  jail,  is  sufi^ering; 
from  a  violent  attack  of  facia]  erysipelas  with  tendency  to  typhoid- 
fever.  His  present  surroundings  will  very  much  retard,  if  not 
endanger,  his  recovery.  There  are  confined  in  the  jail  six  or  eight 
prisoners,  and  it  is  impossible  for  him  to  have  such  treatment  as  his 
condition  demands.  I  have  been  his  attending  physician  thus  far 
in  his  sickness  and  I  have  fears  of  the  final  result  unless  he  can  be 
removed  from  the  jail.  The  condition  of  the  jail  is  also  very  unfav- 
orable.    It  would  be  an  act  of  humanity  to  pardon  him.

55.  William  Ewing,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Vanderburg  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larency  and  sentenced  od' 
the  17th  day  of  May,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two  years,. 
Pardoned  February  3d,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the 
State  Prison  South.    Decision  :  By  the  Governor.    The  prisoner- 
is  a  colored  man  and  was  sentenced  for  two  years  by  the  Vander- 
burg  Criminal    Circuit  Court  for  grand    larceny   May  17,   1875. 
When  at   the  prison   recently  I  saw  him.     He  is  confined  to  his 
bed.      The  following  reports  in  his    case  have  been  made  by  the 
Directors,  Warden  and  Physician  :

His  Excellency,  Thos.  A.  Hendricks  : 

Sir: — I  have  treated  Wm.  Ewing  for  scrotal  hernia  and  generaV 
debility,    I  regard  his  case  as  incurable.  He  is  at  this  time  confined 
to  his  bed,  and  has  been  so  for  the  last  three  months.     I  most  re- 
spectfully ask  that  your  exercise  the  pardoning  power  in  his  case.

56.  Frank  Jennings,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced, 
on  the  25th  day  of  February,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  or 
three  years.  Pardoned  February  5th,  1876,  and  released  from  con- 
finement in  the  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor^ 
The  prisoner  was  indicted  with  two  others  for  stealing  wheat  from. 
Mr.  Dickerson  and  Mr.  Lofton,  a  few  bushels  from  each.  Both 
larcenies  occured  on  the  same  night.  He  has  now  been  imprisoned 
in  the  county  jail  and  State  prison  one  year.  He  was  but  seventeen 
years  of  age  at  the  time  he  participated  in  the  crime.  He  had  a 
good  character  in  the  neighborhood  and  his  conduct  in  prison  has 
been  good.  I  think  a  year's  confinement,  is  sufficient  punishment 
for  so  young  a  person  for  the  first  offense,  and  that  a  longer  con- 
finement would  not  probably  tend  to  his  reformation. 

The  Judge  who  tried  the  case,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  six 
of  the  jury,  and  a  very  large  number  of  the  people  of  the  neigh- 
borhood have  asked  me  to  pardon  him.  The  pardon  is  granted 
because  of  his  tender  age.  Mr  Lofton,  one  of  the  parties  whose 
property  was  taken,  has  personally  and  very  earnestly  urged  me  ta 
pardon  him.  T.  A.  H. 

57.  Martin  Holton,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Fayette  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,    and  sentenced  at  the 
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March  term,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  five  years.  Par- 
doned February  8,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the 
State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  In  April, 
1874,  the  prisoner  was  convicted  of  grand  larceny  in  stealing  forty 
dollars  ($40.00),  and  sentenced  for  five  years.  He  was  but  nineteen 
years  of  age  and  his  conduct  in  prison  has  been  good.  This  was 
the  first  charge  made  against  him.  He  was  indicted  and  tried  with 
one  Downs  who  was  known  to  the  court  and  jury  as  an  old  offender 
and  that  was  probably  why  the  sentence  was  so  severe.  He  was 
intoxicated  and  Downs  prevailed  upon  him  to  take  the  money. 
Such  offences  are  usually  punished  by  about  two  years  imprisonment. 
Pive  years  was  excessive,  especially  in  view  of  his  age  and  former 
good  conduct.  He  has  now  served  nearly  two  years  and  I  think  has 
been  sufficiently  punished.  • 

All  the  jurors  have  asked  me  to  pardon  him  and  have  signed  the 
following  paper : 

^'  To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana : 

Whereas,  on  the  9th  day  of  April,  1874,  James  Downs  and 
Martin  Holtou  were  arraigned  and  brought  to  trial  in  the  Fayette 
Circuit  Court  on  a  charge  of  Grand  Larceny,  as  shown  by  copy  of 
indictment,  transcript  of  judgment  and  other  papers  in  said  cause 
herewith  filed  and  made  a  part  of  this  petition;  and  the  cause  being 
at  issue,  was  submitted  to  the  jurors  named  in  said  judgment,  who, 
after  hearing  all  the  evidence  and  the  argument  of  counsel,  and  by 
reason  of  the  notorious  bad  character  of  the  defendant,  James 
Downs,  who  was  then  of  mature  age,  found  the  said  defendants 
guilty  and  assessed  a  fine  against  each  of  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars 
($20.00)  and  imprisonment  in  the  State's  Prison  for  five  years  each, 
and  that  they  be  disfranchised  and  rendered  incapable  of  holding 
any  office  of  trust  or  profit  for  said  time. 

Now,  therefore,  for  reason  that  at  the  time  of  said  larceny  and 
trial  the  said  Martin  Holton  was  only  of  the  age  of  nineteen  years ; 
also,  that  the  said  Martin  Holton  was  induced  by  said  Downs  to 
drink  intoxicating  liquors  to  excess,  and  when  in  an  intoxicated 
state  was  induced  by  him,  said  Downs,  to  assist  in  said  larceny  ; 
further,  we  believe  that  said  Martin  Holton  is  not  naturally  a  vic- 
ious, bad  or  depraved  person ;  and  fi)r  reason  that  the  said  Martin 
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Hoi  ton  since  his  confinement  in  said  prison  has  manifested  a  strong 
disposition  to  go  right ; 

Now,  therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  above,  we,  the  jurors  who 
tried  said  cause,  having  full  faith  in  your  judgment  of  justice  and 
mercy,  hereby  sincerely  and  voluntarily  ask  your  Excellency  to 
extend  to  the  said  Martin  Holton  a  full,  free  and  complete  pardon 
for  said  offence,  and  we  will  ever  pray,  etc." 

Judge  Cullen,  who  tried  the  case,  also  recommends  the  pardon; 
also,  all  the  county  officers  and  many  of  the  business  men  and  cit- 
izens of  Fayette  county.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

58.  Charles  M.  Goble,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  embezzlement  and  sentenced,  on 
the  9th  day  of  March,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  four 
years.  Pardoned  February  9, 1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in 
the  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Charles  M. 
Goble  was  convicted  of  embezzlement  in  using  about  three  hundred 
dollars  of  his  employer's  money  and  sentenced  to  four  years 
imprisonment.  Date  of  sentence,  March  9,  1874.  His  conduct  in 
prison  has  been  good.  Judge  Test,  who  tried  the  case,  has  written 
me  the  following  ; 

''Indianapolis,  Ind.,  24th  September,  1875. 

Gov.  Hendricks  : 

Dear  Sir: — On  account  of  the  youth  of  Charles  M.  Goble,  and 
believing  him  to  have  been  misled  by  old  rascals  accustomed  to  the 
commission  of  crime,  I  would  recommend  him  to  your  clemency 
and  request  his  pardon.  I  have  conversed  with  Dr.  Boynton  and 
Mr.  Ramey,  of  this  city,  and  they  speak  highly  of  young  Goble's 
former  character.  In  fact,  other  gentlemen  of  great  respectability 
all  concur  in  the  opinion  that  he  is  honest,  and  that  he  was  misled 
to  commit  the  act  of  which  he  was  convicted.  He  was  convicted 
at  the  January  term  of  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  1874, 
while  I  was  presiding  in  said  court.

Mr  Parker,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  concui's,  as  do  the  county 
officers  and  a  number  of  prominent  citizens.     The  sentence  in  this 
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case  was  more  severe  than  usual.  Two  years  is  the  ordinary  punish- 
ment for  oflPences  of  this  class.  Allowing  him  the  credit  of  time 
for  good  conduct,  he  has  now  served  two  years.  He  is  offered  em- 
ployment in  Wisconsin,  and  his  friends,  who  are  of  the  highest 
respectability,  desire  him  to  enter  upon  that  employment.  In  view 
of  his  former  good  character,  his  good  conduct  in  prison  and  his 
youth,  I  think  his  punishment  sufficient.     The  pardon    is   granted..

59.  James  H.  Cope,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Dearborn  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Murder,  and  sentenced  on  the  28th  day  of 
January,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  his  natural  life. 
Pardoned  February  lO,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the 
State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The  pris- 
oner was  jointly  indicted  with  one  Johnson.  The  evidence  showed 
Johnson  to  be  equally  guilty.  After  Cope's  conviction  the  Court 
allowed  a  plea  of  guilty  on  the  part  of  Johnson,  and  sentenced  him 
to  twelve  years.  For  the  same  act  Cope  was  sentenced  for  life  and 
Johnson  for  twelve  years.  Johnson  has  since  died  in  prison.  The 
prisoner  is  in  the  last  stages  of  consumption  and  will  probably  live 
but  a  short  time.  Because  of  the  inequality  of  punishment  and 
because  of  the  prisoner's  failing  health,  many  respectable  citizens  of 
Dearborn  county,  including  Hon.  O.  F.  Roberts,  who  was  engaged 
in  the  prosecution  of  the  case,  and  who  is  now  the  judge  of  that 
circuit,  ask  that  he  be  pardoned.  The  twelve  jurors  in  the  case 
unite  in  a  petition  for  his  pardon.  The  Physician  and  Warden  of 
the  prison  have  addressed  the  following  letters  to  me :

Hia  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks  : 

Sir  ; — James  H.  Cope  has  been  under  my  treatment  for  phthisis 
or  consumption  ioY  the  last  six  months.  I  regard  his  case  beyond  the 
reach  of  medicine ;  a  change  of  climate  and  habits  would,  in  my 
judgment,  prolong  his  days.  I  would,  therefore,  respectfully  ask 
the  exercise  of  executive  clemency  in  his  case.

Dear  Sir  : — Convict  James  Cope,  whom  you  saw,  and  with 
reference  to  whose  case  you  made  some  notes  in  the  prison  hospital 
several  weeks  since,  sentenced  for  life  by  the  Dearborn  Circuit 
•Court,  January  28,  1873,  is  gradually  wasting  away  with  tubercular 
€onsumption.  Mrs.  Waddle,  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  his  sister  and 
only  near  relative,  is  delaying  her  husband's  removal  to  Texas 
until  her  brother  either  dies  or  shall  be  pardoned,  so  that  he  may 
go  with  her,  hoping  that  with  a  change  of  climate  and  surroundings 
his  life  may  be  prolonged  for  a  few  months.  He  is  dying  here  and 
€0uld  not  live  many  months,  even  under  the  most  favorable  circum- 
stances. Is  it  asking  too  much,  that  he  be  pardoned  and  turned 
over  to  the  tender  care  of  his  devoted  sister  ?

Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Murder  and  sentenced,  on  the  17th 
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day  of  August,  1867,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  his  natural 
life.  Pardoned  February  15,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement 
in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Thi& 
prisoner  is  a  helpless  invalid  requiring  much  attention,  and  is  a 
burthen  to  the  officers  having  charge  of  the  Prison.  To  relieve  the 
institution  of  this  burthen  and  to  allow  the  friends  of  the  prisoner 
in  Kentucky  to  take  charge  of  him  for  the  short  time  he  can 
survive,  I  think  it  is  proper  to  pardon  him.  I  have  received  the 
following  letters  from  the  officers  and  Surgeon  of  the  Prison,  in 
which  the  Moral  Instructor  concurs  : 

Indiana  State  Prison  South, 

Jefpersonville,  February  9,  1876. 

To  His  Excellency,  Hon.  Thomas  A.  Hendricks  : 

Dear  Sir  : — Convict  McMinnimy  has  been  a  helpless  invalid  in 
the  prison  hospital  for  many  months,  a  very  great  burthen  upon 
that  department.  He  may  live  in  this  condition  for  several  months 
to  come.  If  pardoned,  a  brother  would  take  him  to  his  home  in 
Kentucky  and  care  for  him.  We  therefore,  ask  his  reprieve  upon 
the  ground  of  relieving  the  institution  of  a  very  great  burthen.

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61.  William  Eaglan,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced 
on  the  17th  day  of  September,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
period  of  three  years.  Pardoned  February  15th,  1876,  and  released 
from  confinement  in  the  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the 
Governor.  William  Eaglan,  who  was  sentenced  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  for  three  years,  for  grand  larceny  in  stealing 
seven  hogs.  He  was  convicted  upon  unsatisfactory  evidence  and 
afterwards  another  jury,  upon  the  same  evidence,  acquitted  the 
party  who  was  jointly  charged  with  him.  After  the  jury  acquitted 
upon  the  second  trial,  the  court  no  doubt  would  have  granted 
Eaglan  a  new  trial  had  the  case  still  been  within  its  control.  A 
large  number  of  citizens  have  asked  me  to  pardon  him.  Pie  is  a 
minor,  and  this  is  the  first  charge  brought  against  him,  and  his 
conduct  in  prison  has  been  good.  The  Judge  and  Prosecuting 
Attorney  who  tried  the  case,  have  written  me  the  following  letter : 

Indianapolis,  11th  February,  1876. 
Hon.  Thomas.  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

Dear  Sir  : — William  Eaglan,  who  has  made  application  to  your 
Excellency  for  pardon,  was  tried  and  convicted  in  the  Criminal 
Court  of  Marion  county,  for  grand  larceny,  and  sent  to  the  State's 
Prison  for  three  years.  Eaglan  was  jointly  indicted  with  another 
person,  who  was  tried  by  a  different  jury,  and  acquitted.  The  evi- 
dence was  the  same  on  each  trial,  and  was  of  that  kind  that  a  jury 
might  honestly  decide  either  way.  The  property  stolen  was  a  lot 
of  hogs  which  belonged  to  Mr.  Hildebrancl,  who  lives  north  of  the 
city.  The  evidence  showed  that  the  hogs  had  been  turned  out  on 
the  commons  in  the  morning  and  did  not  return  at  night,  and  two 
or  three  days  after  were  found  west  of  the  city,  where  they  had  been 
sold  to  the  Baker  Bros.  Mr.  Hildebrand  recovered  his  property. 
Eaglan  now  claims  that  he  was  hired  by  others  to  sell  the  hogs. 
On  the  trial  he  set  up  an  alibi  and  claimed  not  to  have  sold  the 
hogs;  but  this  was  probably  by  the  advice  of  his  attorneys. 
Eaglan  is  a  minor  and  has  a  father  and  mother  living  on  a  farm  in 
this  county.  I  do  not  think  Eaglan  is  a  professional  thief.  So  far 
as  I  know,  this  was  his  first  offense.     I  believe  that   if  he   was 
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released  he  would  go  to  work  and  try  to  make  a  good  citizen,  and 

that  the  public  would  be  better  served  than  by  his  confinement  in 

prison.

62.  John  C.  Henning,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Parke  Cir- 
■cuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to 
murder,  and  sentenced,  at  the  December  term,  1874,  to  be  impris- 
oned for  the  term  of  two  years.  Pardoned  February  19,  1876,  and 
released  from  confinement  in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  : 
By  the  Governor.  I  am  asked  to  pardon  the  prisoner  by  the 
most  responsible  citizens  of  Rockville,  and  of  the  neighborhood 
where  the  parties  live,  including  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  and  the 
county  officers.  Judge  Thomas  has  made  the  following  report  and 
recommendation  in  the  case  : 

"Oeawfordsville,  IJth  January,  1876. 

To  His  Excellency, 

Thomas  A.  Hendricks  : 

On  the  trial  of  the  cause  of  the  State  vs.  John  C.  Henning, 
December  term  of  Parke  Circuit  Court,  1874,  the  following  facts 
were  substantially  proven : 

On  the  night  of  the day  of  November,  1874,  there  was  a 

spelling  school  some  two  and  one-half  miles  south-west  of  Rock- 
ville,  in  the  county,  at  which  the  injured  party,  Charles  Clark,  was 
present,  and  others.  That  about  the  middle  or  near  the  close  of 
the  exercises  defendant,  Henning,  came  in  and  remained  till  its 
close,  somewhat  under  the  influence  of  liquor,  but  making  no  dis- 
turbance. That  some  one  hid  his  hat,  or  he  could  not  find  it,  and 
started  home  in  company  with  his  father-in-law,  Mr.  Green,  and  the 
school-teacher,  somewhat  put  out  about  his  hat,  but  not  saying 
much.     That  (Ulark  and  one  Pittman  were  behind  them  in  company 
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with  two  girls,  when  one  of  the  girls  lost  her  shawl,  and  Clark 
went  back  towards  the  school -house  looking  for  it.  That  they  were 
making  considerable  noise,  so  much  so  that  Green  and  the  school- 
teacher stopped  to  see  if  any  one  was  going  back  to  the  school-house, 
fearing  mischief  might  be  done  to  the  school  furnituie.  That 
thereupon  defendant  said,  "  I'll  go  back  and  see  what  the  noise  is 
about^"  and  started  back.  That  after  going  about  two  hundred 
yards  he  came  up  to  Pittman  and  the  two  girls  and  spoke  to  them, 
and  passed  on  some  ten  or  fifteen  yards  further  to  Clark,  who  was, 
or  had  been,  looking  for  the  shawl.  As  he  walked  up  to  him  in 
the  dark,  rather  briskly,  and  said,  "Is  this  you,  Charlie?"  and  on 
being  informed  it  was  him  defendant  said,  "  damn  you,  I'll  fix  you," 
and  the  two  came  together  in  the  dark,  Clark  swearing  that  defend- 
ant struck  him  with  a  knife,  and  defendant  swearing  that  he  had 
his  knife  out,  with  which  he  had  been  eating  a  turnip,  and  that 
Clark  ran  up  against  him  in  the  dark  and  ran  against  his  knife. 
That  the  evidence  showed  they  were  close  together  at  the  time  ;  and 
the  wound  inflicted  was  about  one-quarter  of  an  inch  wide,  and 
about  one-half  an  inch  deep,  and  was  in  front  just  at  lower  part  of 
the  breast-bone,  the  cartilage  of  which  the  knife  struck.  That  the 
wound  was  inflicted  with  the  small  blade  of  a  pocket-knife.  That 
Clark  jumped  back  and  said,  "he  has  a  knife,"  and  defendant  asked 
if  he  was  hurt,  and  then  Pittman  came  running  up,  threatening 
defendant,  and  defendant  told  him  not  to  touch  him  or  he  would 
hurt  him  and  something  about  "letting  guts  out,"  and  then  went 
away.  That  on  coming  up  to  Green  and  the  school-teacher  he  said 
he  had  a  fuss  down  there,  and  wanted  Green  to  go  with  him  to  the 
squire  and  pay  his  fine,  and  did  start  to  town  the  next  day  for  that 
purpose,  and  was  met  by  a  constable  who  arrested  him.  That  Clark 
and  defendant  both  testified  that  they  had  been  good  friends  and 
there  had  never  been  any  bad  blood  between  them.  That  defendant 
had  been  eating  a  turnip  at  the  school-house,  but  Green  and  the 
scho6l-teacher  did  not  see  him  with  it  in  his  hand  when  he  started 
back  to  see  about  the  noise.  Defendant  swore  that  he  had  no 
malice  or  feeling  against  Clark,  and  was  as  much  alarmed  when 
Clark  said  he  was  stabbed  as  he,  Clark,  was.  That  it  was  a  hazy 
starlight,  with  no  moon. 

"  I  am  inclined  to  think  this  would  be  a  proper  case  for  the  ex- 
ecutive clemency.     It  was  not  a  very  aggravated  case,  and  Henning 
Eep.  and  Par. — 5 
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has  now  been  in  the  Penitentiary  more  than  a  year.  He  was  sent 
for  two.  His  wife  wants  him  home,  and  he  may  be  of  service  to 
her.  Yours  very  respectfully,

case :  ,

"  To  His  Excellency, 

"  Hon.  Thomas  A.  Hendricks  : 

"Sir: — In  answer  to  inquiries  in  regard  to  convict  John  C.  Hen- 
ning,  I  would  say  that  his  conduct  as  a  prisoner  has  been  good. 
He  broods  over  his  troubles,  and  worries  himself  so  much  about 
injustice  done  in  sending  him  here  that  I  sometimes  think  his  mind 
is  becoming  unsteady.  If  not  pardoned,  I  believe  he  will  become 
insane  before  the  expiration  of  his  sentence.

Upon  the  case  as  thus  presented,  I  think  the  prisoner  has  been 
sufficiently  punished — if,  indeed,  he  should  have  been  sent  to  the 
Prison  at  all.     Pardon  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

63.  William  Scott,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Clark  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  and  sentenced  on 
the  16th  day  of  November,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of 
six  months.  Pardoned  March  18,  1876,  and  released  from  con- 
finement in  the  jail  of  Clarke  county.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor.    (See  Remission  No.  45.) 

6-4.  Edward  Thomas,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced 
on  the  19th  day  of  January,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of 
four  years.  Pardoned  March  23,  1876,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  the  State  Prison  North.     Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
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My  attention  was  called  to  this  young  man's  case  by  the  sheriff  and 
his  deputy.  They  expressed  great  interest  in  his  behalf — that  from 
what  they  learned  from  the  other  parties  who  were  tried  and 
convicted  with  him,  he  was  not  guilty,  and  they  earnestly  urged 
his  pardon. 

Four  others  were  convicted  of  the  larceny.  I  have  no  doubt  of 
their  guilt. 

When  at  the  prison  recently,  I  conversed  with  the  prisoner  and 
his  statements,  in  connection  with  the  information  given  me  by  the 
sheriff,  caused  me  to  doubt  his  guilt.  His  appearance  and  manner 
are  in  his  favor.  He  was  raised  at  Auburn,  New  York.  His 
parents  are  members  of  the  Methodist  church  and  in  every  respect 
worthy  people.  He  was  carefully  raised  and  maintained  a  good 
character  until  he  left  home,  about  four  months  before  this  felony 
was  committed.  He  came  to  this  city  to  follow  his  trade  as  a 
painter  with  his  uncle.  During  that  period  he  became  dissipated 
and  fell  into  bad  associations.  The  stolen  property  was  not  found  in 
his  possession,  but  he  was  found  in  the  society  of  the  other  four 
who  were  old  criminals,  evidently  guilty,  shortly  after  the  felony. 
If^ there  was  no  doubt  of  his  guilt,  I  think  it  would  be  proper  to 
pardon  him  now,  because  of  his  youth,  his  good  raising  and  former 
good  conduct,  and  because  he  has  now  been  imprisoned  more  than 
a  year,  which  is  sufficient  punishment  in  the  case,  and  because  I 
think  his  pardon  will  more  likely  make  him  a  good  citizen  than  to 
keep  him  fur  the  full  term.  His  conduct  in  prison  has  been  good. 
Most  of  the  county  officers  of  Marion  county  urge  his  pardon.  The 
Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  who  tried  the  case,  make  the 
following  statements : 

"I  was  acting  as  judge  fro  tern,  when  these  young  men  were 
tried  and  gave  close  attention  to  the  evidence,  as  it  was  an  unusual 
and  sad  sight  to  see  five  young  men  tried  at  one  time.  Young 
Thomas  had  a  good  face  and  appeared  quite  different  from  the 
others,  so  that  I  made  special  inquiry  about  him.  My  information 
was,  in  substance,  as  stated  in  the  petition  above  ;  and  at  the  time 
of  the  sentence  I  told  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  that  young  Thomas 
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should  have  my  recommendation  for  a  pardon  at  the  end  of  one 
year.     I  cheerfully  join  in  asking  you  to  pardon  him.

"  My  opinion  is  that  young  Edward  Thomas  has  been  sufficiently 
punished  and  should  be  released.

Pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

65.  Calvin  R.  Johnson,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Burglary  and  Grand  Lar- 
ceny, and  sentenced  on  the  19th  day  of  June,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned 
for  the  term  of  two  years.  Pardoned  April  10,  1876,  and  released 
from  confinement  in  the  House  of  Refuge  for  Juvenile  Offenders. 
Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  This  boy  was  placed  in  the  House 
of  Refuge  by  commutation  of  his  sentence,  which  required  his  im- 
prisonment for  two  years  in  the  Prison  North.  (See  Commutation 
No.  2.)  He  has  conducted  himself  well,  and  his  pardon  is  asked 
by  leading  and  respectable  citizens  of  Marion  county.  The  judge 
of  the  court  unites  in  their  petition. 

Upon  reference  of  the  case  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  House 
of  Refuge  he  has  made  the  following  report : 

"Plainfield,  Ind.,  April  8,  1876. 
"  To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

"  Governor  of  Indiana  : 

"  Dear  Sir  : — As  to  the  matter  of  the  pardon  of  Calvin  Johnson, 
of  Marion  county,  which  has  been  refigrred  to  me,  I  would  respect- 
fully say  : 

"  1.  The  said  Calvin  R.  Johnson  was  admitted  into  the  House 
of  Refuge  on  the  4th  day  of  July,  1875,  and  after  two  or  three 
months'  good  behavior  he  was  placed  in  the  printing  office,  in 
which  he  remained  until  he  was  placed  in  the  hospital  to  take  charge 
of  sick  boys. 

"  2,  His  career  as  an  inmate  of  this  Institution  has  been  one  of 
steady  improvement,  until  he  has  become  one  of  our  most  trust- 
worthy boys.     He  appears  to  be  very   firm   in   his  views  of  right, 
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and,  while  he  may  not  have  experienced  a  full  change  of  heart,  I 
think  I  may  safely  say  that  his  reform  is  permanent  and  secure. 

"  In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  say  that  I  consider  him  to  be  a  boy 
well  worthy  of  the  clemency  of  your  Excellency,  and  I  would  there- 
fore recommend  that  further  relief  be  granted  to  him,  even  to  a  full 
and  complete  pardon.

I  think  a  pardon  should  now  be  granted,  and  it  is  ordered.

QQ.  Edward  Stewart,  who  was,  as  Edward  Stark,  convicted 
in  the  Clark  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and 
sentenced  on  the  17th  day  of  May,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
term  of  two  years.  Pardoned  April  17,  1876,  and  released  from 
confinement  in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. In  answer  to  my  inquiries,  the  Warden  of  the  Prison  has 
written  me  the  following : 

"To  His  Excellency,  - 

Hon.  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Sir  : — Edward  Stark,  alias  Stewart,  is  a  weak  minded  man. 
He  is  sometimes  spoken  of  in  the  prison  as  being  insane,  but  the 
expression  of  his  countenance  and  his  eccentricities  of  conduct  show 
rather  idiotic  condition.  I  undertook  to  discipline  him  into  regular 
habits,  but  failed ;  and  yet,  for  a  considerable  time  he  was  kept  at 
work  in  the  shops,  to  the  great  annoyance  of  other  prisoners,  the 
guards,  and  contractors'  foreman,  because  there  seemed  to  be  some 
danger  of  his  losing  his  health  as  well  as  what  little  of  mind  he 
had  if  closely  confined  in  a  cell.  However,  it  becanie  necessary 
about  two  months  ago  to  separate  him  from  the  other  prisoners,  and 
he  has  become  a  great  burden  upon  the  institution.  It  has  been 
frequently  remarked  by  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
oflficers  of  the  prison,  that  he  was  a  very  proper  subject  for  executive 
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clemency.     I  have  no  hesitation  in  recommending  his  pardon  upoQ 
the  ground  of  mental  imbecility.

When  at  the  prison  on  the  14th  of  this  month,  I  saw  the  pris- 
oner, and  after  talking  with  him  I  became  satisfied  that  he  has  not 
sufficient  mental  capacity  to  make  him  responsible  for  his  conducts 
Pardon  granted.

67.  Ambrose  Cohegan,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Clarke 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sen- 
tenced, on  the  16th  day  of  February,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for 
the  term  of  two  years.  Pardoned  April  28,  1876,  and  released  from 
confinement  in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. The  convict  is  a  colored  man.  The  facts  in  his  case  are 
stated  in  the  following  letter  of  H.  T.  Sage,  Esq.,  who  was  the  prin- 
cipal witness  in  the  case  and  who  is  now  Clerk  of  the  Prison  : 

"  Indiana  State  Prison  South, 

Jefferson viLLE,  Ind.,  April  7,  1876. 

Hon.  Thomas  A.   Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

Sir  ; — Ambrose  Cohegan,  a  convict  in  this  prison,  sentenced  Feb- 
ruary 16,  1875,  for  two  years  from  Clark  county,  is,  I  think,  a  fit 
subject  for  executive  clemency.  He  was  implicated  with  Philip 
Clark,  who  your  Honor  pardoned  November  19,  1875.  I  was  the 
principal  witness  in  both  cases  and  only  know  that  in  broad  day- 
light on  one  of  our  principal  streets,  Clark  had  a  stove  in  his  pos- 
session and  called  to  Cohegan  who  was  some  distance  ahead  and  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  street,  to  wait  and  help  him  carry  it.  Do 
not  think  Cohegan  had  anything  to  do  with  stealing  the  stove  or 
knew  it  was  stolen  and  would  like  to  see  him  pardoned.

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After  personally  investigating  the  case  at  Jefferson ville,  I  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  a  niistake  was  made  in  the  trials  and  that 
Cohegan  is  probably  innocent.  The  Judge  who  tried  the  case  and 
the  prison  officers,  who  have  a  personal  knowledge  of  the  case, 
think  he  should  be  pardoned.     Pardon  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

68.  John  Scott,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Shelby  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Petit  Larceny  and  adjudged,  on  the  13th 
day  of  October,  1875,  to  have  forfeited  his  right  of  suffrage  and  to 
be  ineligible  to  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  May  1,  1876,  and  remission  granted  unto  him  of 
his  right  of  suffrage  as  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Indiana  for  the 
residue  of  said  period.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  The  party 
was  convicted  of  stealing  one  quart  of  whisky  worth  one  dollar, 
sentenced  to  ten  days  in  county  jail  and  fine  of  one  dollar  and  to 
be  disfranchised  for  two  years.  He  has  suffered  the  confinement 
and  paid  the  fine,  and  of  his  punishment  there  remains  only  his 
disfranchisement.  All  the  county  officers  and  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney  ask  that  he  be  pardoned  and  that  the  disfranchisement  be 
remitted.  I  understand  that  he  is  a  young  man  of  the  age  of 
twenty-two  years,  and  his  previous  standing  and  character  were 
good.  The  larceny  was  of  a  trifling  character  and  a  pardon  of 
the  disfranchisement  may  help  to  restore  him  and  tend  to  making 
a  good  citizen.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

69.  NiCHOSON  MiLLis,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Lawrence  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced,  at  the  re- 
cent term  thereof,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two  years. 
Pardoned  May  18,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the  State 
Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The  petition  for 
the  prisoner's  pardon  is  numerously  signed  by  very  respectable  citi- 
zens of  Lawrence  county,  and  is  upon  the  ground  that  when  sentenced 
the  prisoner  was  of  unsound  mind,  and  so  remains.  The  Prison 
Physician  says  that  it  is  a  clear  case  of  insanity,  so  much  so  that 
he  can  not  understand  how  any  intelligent  judge  or  jury  could  sen- 
tence him  to  State  Prison.  When  at  the  Prison  a  few  weeks  since 
I  saw  the  prisoner  and  conversed  with  him  very  fully,  and  asked 
the  opinion  of  the  Prison  officers,  and  became  entirely  satisfied  that 
he  is  insane,  so  much  so  as  to  be  incapable  of  committing  the  crime 
of  larceny,  and  incapable  of  understanding  the  purpose  of  his  con- 
finement in  Prison.     He  is  gentle  and  inoffensive,  and  if  released 
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will  not  be  dangerous  to  society.  His  brother  is  an  excellent  citizen 
of  Lawrence  county,  who  says  to  me  that  he  will  take  care  of  him 
at  his  home.     Pardon  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

70.  Robert  Larimer,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Blackford  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced  on  the  10th 
day  of  October,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  three  years. 
Pardoned  May  19,  1876,  an(^  released  from  confinement  in  the  State 
Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The  prisoner  has 
served  more  than  one-half  his  term.  He  has  been  a  good  prisoner. 
He  was  a  good  soldier,  of  the  128th  Indiana  Volunteers,  during  the 
war.  The  Prison  Phy^  cian  reports  his  health  as  seriously  impair- 
ed, and  that  if  coutinicd  in  Prison  he  will  not  probably  survive  the 
approaching  summer.  The  Prosecuting  Attorney  urges  his  pardon 
as  an  act  of  humaui  y.  He  has  addressed  the  following  communi- 
■cation  to  me  :

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  never  signed  a  petition  to  your  Excellency 
for  the  pardon  of  any  person  heretofore  convicted  of  violation  of 
any  law  of  this  State,  but  relying  and  acting  on  the  advices  con- 
tained in  the  letters  of  attending  physicians,  now  in  the  possession 
of  Mrs.  Larimer,  and  actuated  by  what  I  believe  to  be  necessary 
and  proper  consideration  of  humanity,  I  hereby  recommend  that 
your  Excellency  grant  a  pardon  to  Robert  Larimer,  now  serving  a 
term  in  the  Northern  Prison  of  this  State,  and  who  was  convicted 
of  grand  larceny  in  the  Blackford  Circuit  Court  at  the  November 
term  for  the  year  1874.  I  may  add  that  there  are  other  cir- 
cumstances about  this  case  extremely  peculiar,  and  if  true,  very 
painful,  which  will  be  submitted  to  you.  I  have,  however, 
resisted  all  importunity  of  him  and  his  friends  for  more  than  a  year 
past,  but  am  led  to  act  now  for  reason  above  stated. 
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All  of  which  is  submitted  for  your  consideration  and  such  weight 
as  you  ID  ay  choose  to  give  it.

Judge  Slack,  who  tried  the  case,  recommends  his  pardon  beeause 
he  is  not  satisfied  of  his  guilt.  He  has  made  the  following  com- 
munication to  me  :  ' 

"Maeion,  Ind.,  May  4,  1876. 
•Gov.  T.  A.  Hendeicks: 

Deae  Sie  : — Mrs.  Larimer  has  called  on  me  for  a  letter  to 
you  on  behalf  of  her  husband,  Robert  Larimer,  who  is  now  serving 
out  a  sentence  of  three  years  in  the  Northern  Prison,  from  Black- 
ford county.  He  was  sentenced  upon  a  plea  of  guilty  on  an  indict- 
ment for  stealing  two  horses  and  a  wagon.  I  have  not  been  satis- 
fied, entirely,  with  the  correctness  of  his  sentence  for  a  year  past, 
from  the  fact  that  about  one  year  since  one  "of  the  horses  and  the 
wagon  were  found  in  Huntington  county,  held  by  parties  who  pur- 
chased them  on  the  street  in  Huntington,  and  sold  to  liquidate  a 
lieu  for  their  keeping  by  Mrs.  Holt,  proprietress  of  the  National 
House,  whereat  they  were  left  by  a  man  who  was  in  company 
with  Larimer,  and  in  whose  custody  Larimer  left  the  property,  and 
who  agreed,  as  his  wife  most  solemnly  alleges,  to  return  the  team 
to  Landis,  the  livery  man  from  whom  they  obtained  it  at  Hartford 
City.  Instead  of  so  doing,  he  put  out  with  it  and  left  it  at  Hunt- 
ington, as  before  stated,  except  one  horse  which  he  rode  off  and 
has  not  since  been  heard  of.  I  am  very  much  inclined  to  think  her 
story  true  and  his  plea  of  guilty  was  the  result  of  his  thinking  he 
had  no  friends  upon  whom  he  could  rely,  and  no  witnesses  by 
whom  he  could  prove  any  of  the  facts,  and  perhaps  he  found  the 
verdict  of  a  jury  would  be  much  more  severe  than  the  finding  of 
the  court.  He  was  sentenced  in  December,  1874,  has  now  been 
there  about  one  and  one-half  years,  is  in  bad  health,  and  unless 
released  will  probably  not  very   long  survive,  and  I  feel  he  has 
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been  sufficiently  punished.    In  view  of  all  the  facts^  I  would  respect- 
fully ask  he  be  pardoned.

Upon  the  case  so  presented,  I  think  it  proper  to  pardon  him. 
Pardon  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

71.  EzEKiEL  Fields,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Common  Pleas 
of  Gibson  county  of  the  crime  of  Rape  and  sentenced,  on  the  21st 
day  of  August,  1871,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  twenty-one 
years.  Pardoned  May  26th,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in 
the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The 
prisoner  was  sentenced  by  the  Gibson  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in 
August,  1871,  to  twenty-one  years  imprisonment  for  a  rape  upon  a 
girl  of  tender  years.  Within  a  very  short  time  after  the  charge 
was  made  he  was  arraigned  and  admitted  his  guilt  to  the  court.  I 
have  twice  examined  the  case  and  twice  refused  the  pardon,  although 
his  pardon  was  asked  by  many  citizens  of  Gibson  county;  but  new 
papers  have  been  filed  which  change  the  case  very  materially.  By 
the  affidavit  of  Mr.  Embren,  the  attorney  for  the  prisoner,  it  appears 
that  when  the  case  was  called  for  trial  there  was  great  excitement  in 
the  community  occasioned  by  the  character  of  the  offense  charged 
and  by  the  report  in  general  circulation  that  the  girl  was  so  injured 
that  she  would  probably  die  in  a  few  days.  The  prisoner  and  his 
attorney  both  feared  that  he  could  not  safely  ask  time  to  prepare  for 
a  defense  because  of  the  danger  to  his  life  from  the  people.  Because 
of  that  fear,  he  waived  a  trial  and  admitted  the  charge  to  the  court. 
The  girl  was  not,  in  fact,  seriously  hurt,  and  if  time  could  have 
been  taken  to  prepare  for  trial  he  could  probably  have  been 
acquitted.  On  the  17th  day  of  this  month,  Dr.  Shoptaugh  made 
the  following  affidavit  which  has  been  filed  in  the  case :

Shelton  H.  Shoptaugh,  on  his  oath  says :  that  he  is  now,  and  has 
been  for  twelve  years  last  past,  a  practicing  physician  and  surgeon 
in  the  county  and  State  aforesaid.  That  he  personally  knows  one 
Ezekiel  Fields,  confined  in  the  State  Prison  South,  at  Jeffersonville, 
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Indiana,  convicted  upon  a  charge  of  rape  against  the  person  of  one 
Melissa  Mitchell,  August  21,  1871.  That  he  was  the  attending 
physician  on  the  said  Melissa  Mitchell  immediately  alter  she  sus- 
tained her  injuries  by  the  said  Fields ;  that  he  examined  her  very 
carefully  and  found  her  injuries  to  be  neither  serious  nor  dangerous; 
that  there  had  been  no  penetration  whatever ;  that  she  had  not 
been  raped,  and  that  she  was  still  a  virgin  at  the  time  of  said 
examination ;  that  her  injury  consisted  of  a  slight  scratch  in  the 
vulva,  evidently  not  made  by  the  penis,  but  more  likely  by  the 
finger  of  the  said  Fields,  and  from  which  she  fully  recovered  in  a 
very  short  time ;  that  he  was  never  called  as  a  witness,  either  for  or 
against  the  prosecution  of  said  Fields,  on  said  charge ;  that  he  has 
no  interest  in  this  matter.

Convictions  upon  the  charge  of  rape  are  seldom  entirely  satisfac- 
tory and  a  judgment  rendered  upon  an  admission  of  guilt,  when  the 
party  is  driven  to  ma.ke  such  a  confession  by  fear  of  popular  fury, 
is  not  entitled  to  the  weight  that  should  be  given  when  rendered 
upon  a  full  trial  of  the  cause.  If  the  affidavit  of  the  doctor  be 
true,  the  prisoner  was  not  guilty  of  the  crime  charged  against  him. 
For  his  offense  against  modesty  and  decency  he  has  now  suffered 
imprisonment  for  five  years.  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt  the  truth- 
fulness of  the  doctor's  statement.  He  is  a  gentleman  of  good  stand- 
ing and  a  reputable  physician  and  surgeon.  Upon  the  ground  that 
I  think  the  prisoner  was  not  guilty  of  rape,  but  of  an  assault  and 
battery,  for  which  he  has  been  severely  punished,  I  think  it  right 
to  pardon  him.  The  county  officers  and  many  of  the  citizens 
recommend  his  pardon.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  II. 
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72,  James  Reybolt,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Madison  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the  23d 
day  of  June,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  three  years. 
Pardoned  June  1,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the  State 
Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  James  Reybolt 
was  sentenced  at  the  June  term,  1875,  of  the  Madison  Circuit  Court 
to  three  years  in  Prison  for  stealing  two  colts,  in  company  with 
Levi  Conkling.  He  was  about  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  had, 
before  this  transaction,  borne  a  good  character.  He  came  from 
Ohio  about  a  year  before  and  worked  as  a  farm  hand.  His  father 
lives  in  Ohio  and  has  borne  the  character  of  an  excellent  citizen. 
From  the  papers  that  have  been  filed  in  this  case,  and  from  my  con- 
versation with  the  prisoner,  I  believe  the  following  to  be  the  facts : 

For  some  time  before  the  larceny  he  was  boarding  with  Conkling 
and  fell  under  his  influence.  Conkling  was  a  bad  man,  having 
been  twice  before  convicted  of  crime,  which  was  probably  not 
known  to  the  prisoner.  The  colts  that  were  stolen  belonged  to  a 
neighbor  farmer,  Mr.  Forstnight.  Conkling  prevailed  upon  the 
prisoner  to  join  him  in  taking  the  colts.  After  they  had  gone  fif- 
teen or  twenty  miles  the  prisoner  insisted  that  they  had  no  right  to 
take  the  colts,  and  that  they  should  be  returned.  Conkling  con- 
sented to  this,  and  they  had  returned  within  two  miles  of  Mr. 
Forstnight's  farm  when  they  were  arrested.  The  property  was  re- 
covered by  the  owner.  Mr.  Forstnight  states  the  facts,  and  asks 
that  the  prisoner  be  pardoned.  The  attorney  who  prosecuted  the 
case  recommends  the  pardon.  Judge  Mellet  says  that  after  he  had 
acted  upon  the  plea  of  guilty,  facts  came  to  his  knowledge  which  he 
regretted  he  had  not  known  before,  as  he  feels  that  he  made  the 
punishment  too  severe.  A  large  number  of  the  most  respectable 
p'eople  of  the  neighborhood  ask.  his  pardon.  From  the  officers  of 
the  Prison  I  learn  that  his  conduct  in  Prison  has  been  good.  In 
view  of  his  youth,  of  his  previous  good  character,  of  his  good  con- 
duct since  his  conviction,  of  his  immediate  repentance  and  eiforts  to 
restore  the  property  to  the  owner,  I  think  his  punishment  has  now 
been  sufficient,  and  that  it  is  proper  to  pardon  him.         T.  A.  H. 

73.  Benjamin  Miller,  Jr.,  who  was,  as  "  Little  Ben  "  con- 
victed in  the  Shelby  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Burglary  and  sen- 
tenced, on  the  4th  day  of  June,  1876,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term 
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of  two  years.  Pardoned  June  5,  1 876,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
The  facts  in  the  case  are  given  to  me  by  Daniel  Timeny,  an  excel- 
lent citizen  of  Shelby  county,  in  whose  statements  I  have  entire 
confidence.  The  prisoner  was  an  orphan  boy,  aged  eighteen  years. 
He  had  lived  in  the  family  of  Mr.  Timeny  one  and  one-half  years. 
He  had  known  him  in  the  neighborhood  for  three  years  before. 
During  that  period  he  had  behaved  as  an  honest  boy.  On  Saturday 
evening,  the  prisoner  went  to  stay  a  few  days  at  a  relative's  who 
lived  less  than  a  mile  distant.  On  Sunday  evening  Mr.  Timeny 
and  his  family  went  to  church  and  during  their  absence  some  meat, 
four  dozen  partridges  and  five  dollars  in  money  was  stolen.  There 
is  not  much  doubt  that  the  prisoner  was  induced  by  his  uncle  to 
join  him  in  the  larceny.  His  uncle  is  now  in  the  State's  Prison  for 
another  larceny  since  committed.  Mr.  Timeny  now  proposes  to 
take  the  prisoner  back  home  and  take  care  of  him ;  and  I  think, 
after  the  year's  imprisonment,  it  will  be  far  better  to  allow  him  to  be 
taken  care  of  by  Mr.  Timeny.  Upon  a  reference  of  his  case  to  the 
Warden,  the  following  reply  was  made  :

"Little  Ben."  Miller  is  a  good  boy,  deserving  in  all  respects.

Judge  Banta,  who  tried  the  case,  recommends  his  pardon  because 
he  was  led  into  the  crime  by  the  older  criminal,  because  of  his 
tender  age  and  because  Mr.  Timeny  is  willing  to  take  him  back. 
W.  Scott  Ray,  the  efficient  prosecuting  attorney  of  that  circuit, 
recommends  his  pardon,  and  says  that  he  was  led  into  the  crime  by 
another.  A  number  of  the  most  excellent  citizens  of  that  part  of 
Shelby  county,  personally  known  to  me,  ask  that  he  be  pardoned. 
Pardon  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

74.  Richard  Conklin  and  John  Clark,  who  were  jointly 
convicted  in  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of 
Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced,  on  the  2d  day  of  June,  1875,  to  be 
imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two  years.     Pardoned  June  9,   1876, 
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and  released  from  confinement  in  the  State  Prison  North.  Decision  : 
By  the  Governor.  These  prisoners  were  young  men  and  appear 
to  have  sustained  good  characters  up  to  the  time  of  this  offense. 
They  had  been  to  the  theatre  during  the  evening,  and  afterwards 
were  wrinking  together.  John  E.  Rush  joined  them  during  the 
evening  and  after  that  the  three  continued  drinking  together.  Rush 
paid  for  the  liquor.  At  Norton's  saloon  on  West  Washington 
street,  Rush  took  out  his  pocket-book  to  pay  for  the  liquor.  He 
was  so  much  intoxicated  that  he  could  not  put  it  back  into' his 
pocket.  Clark  helped  him,  and  in  so  doing  took  the  money  (forty 
or  fifty  dollars)  out  of  the  pocket-book  and  handed  it  to  Conklin, 
who  put  it  in  the  pocket  of  a  billiard-table  near  which  he  was 
■standing.  The  barkeeper  noticed  what  was  going  on  and  went  to 
where  the  money  was  and  took  it  and  gave  it  back  to  Rush.  On 
the  trial,  the  defendants  undertook  to  prove  that  Rush  handed  the 
pocket-book  to  Clark,  and  that  the  putting  the  money  in  the  pocket 
of  the  table  was  done  openly  and  as  a  joke.  Judge  Buskirk,  who 
tried  the  case,  thinks  it  would  be  proper  to  pardon  the  defendants. 
Eight  of  the  jury  have  united  in  a  recommendation  of  the  pardon. 
On  the  28th  of  October  last  I  visited  the  prison  ;  and,  in  company 
with  the  other  State  officers,  conversed  with  the  prisoners,  heard 
their  accounts  of  their  lives  and  of  this  transaction.  We  were  all 
of  the  opinion  that  this  was  the  first  offense  of  these  young  men  and 
it  would  be  proper  to  pardon  them,  if  at  the  end  of  one  year  their 
conduct  continued  good.  The  report  of  the  Warden  shows  that 
their  conduct  in  prison  has  been  good.  They  have  now  been 
imprisoned  more  than  one-half  of  their  imprisonment.  The  par 
don  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

75.  Henry  G.  Yates  and  William  G.  Fitch,  who  were  con- 
victed in  the  Tippecanoe  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Extortion, 
and  sentenced  on  the  30th  day  of  November,  1875,  to  be  impris- 
oned each  for  the  term  of  one  year.  Pardoned  June  12th,  1876, 
and  released  from  confinement  in  the  State  Prison  North.  De- 
cision :  By  the  Governor.  The  facts  of  the  case  have  been 
quite  fully  stated  to  me.  The  conduct  of  the  prosecuting  witness 
was  not  free  from  blame,  and  a  charge  resting  alone  upon  his  state- 
ment is  not  well  supported.  The  case  had  its  start  in  his  readiness 
^nd  desire  to  deal  in  "bogus  money."  Soon  after  the  conviction,  a 
petition  for  the  immediate  pardon  of  the  prisoners  was  presented  to 
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me  very  numerously  signed  by  the  county  and  city  officers,  profes- 
sional men  and  citizens.  The  sheriflp  informed  me  that  Yates  had 
rendered  him  efficient  service  in  preventing  the  escape  of  a  number 
of  parties  confined  in  the  jail  charged  with  high  crimes.  Rev.  Mr. 
Koones  urges  that  the  parties  be  pardoned,  and  says  that  he  has 
known  Fitch  long  and  very  favorably,  and  never  before  had  reason 
to  believe  him  capable  of  a  wrong  act.  Rev.  Mr.  Bull  bears  testi- 
mony to  Fitch's  good  conduct.  On  the  22d  of  March  last  I  exam- 
ined this  case  and  refused  to  interfere.  Since  then,  I  have  received 
the  following  letter  from  Judge  Vinton,  who  tried  the  case  : 

"  To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

Sir  : — The  persons  named  in  the  foregoing  petition  were  tried 
before  me ;  or  rather,  they  pleaded  guilty  to  the  charge  of  extortion, 
and  were  sentenced  by  me  about  six  months  since.  They  were  each 
sentenced  to  one  year's  confinement  in  the  State  Prison.  From  all 
the  facts  known  to  me,  I  think  they  have  each  sufficiently  suffered, 
and  that  executive  clemency  would  be  properly  exercised  in  their 
behalf.

Judge  Vinton  is  one  of  the  most  eminent  and  experienced  judges 
in  the  State,  and  is  very  careful  in  his  recommendations  of  executive 
clemency.  He  lives  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  the  trans- 
action. Because  of  the  consideration  which  I  feel  it  proper  to  give 
to  his  recommendation,  in  connection  with  the  very  weighty  recom- 
mendation of  the  people,  I  feel  that  it  is  proper  to  grant  the  par- 
don, although  the  Prosecuting  Attornev  has  declined  to  concur.

76.  Michael,  Rixinger,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Pulaski 
■Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Petit  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the 
14th  day  of  June,  1876,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  thirty 
days,  disfranchised  and  adjudged  to  pay  a  fine  of  three  dollars.  Par- 
doned and  remission  unto  him  of  the  fine  and  his  right  of  suffrage 
granted  June  24,  1876.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  The 
Sheriff  tells  me  that  the  larceny  was  of  very  trifling  value ;  that 
the  prisoner  was  confined  in  jail  several  months  before  his  trial,  and 
that  his  health  is  so  impaired  that  he  can  not  probably  live  in  jail 
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throughout  his  sentence.  The  Judge,  Prosecuting  Attorney,  Clerk^ 
Auditor,  Treasurer,  County  Superintendent,  Recorder  and  Sheriff; 
and  also  G.  T.  Wickersham,  attorney  at  law,  and  George  Burson,. 
make  the  following  statement : 

"  To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

"  Governor  of  Indiana  : 

"The  undersigned  would  respectfully  represent  to  your  Excellency- 
that,  at  the  June  term,  1876,  of  the  Pulaski  Circuit  Court,  to-wit : 
on  the  14th  day  of  June,  1876,  Michael  Rixinger  was  found  guilty 
upon  an  indictment  for  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  by  said  Court 
to  pay  a  fine  of  three  dollars,  and  that  he  be  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  for  the  period  of  thirty  days  and  disfranchised  for  one 
year.  The  undersigned  ask  your  Excellency  to  remit  said  fine  of 
three  dollars,  and  said  imprisonment  for  thirty  days  and  disfran- 
chisement of  one  year  for  the  following  reasons :  That  said  Rix- 
inger  is  a  man  of  over  sixty  years  of  age,  and  of  very  indigent  cir- 
cumstances ;  that  lie  is,  and  has  been  ever  since  his  confinement  in 
jail,  of  exceedingly  poor  health ;  that  if  he  is  compelled  to  remain 
in  jail  the  remainder  of  his  sentence  that  it  is  highly  probable  that 
he  will  not  live  to  the  end  of  that  time ;  that  the  citizens  of  the 
county  are  of  the  almost  unanimous  opinion  the  ends  of  justice  have 
been  accomplished,  and  that  humanity  demands  his  release.  Where- 
fore, they  ever  pray,"  etc. 

Pardon  and  remission  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

77.  Fkank  L.  Gay,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Allen  Criminal- 
Circuit  Court,  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the 
3d  day  of  December,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  terra  of  one 
year.  Pardoned  June  24,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in 
the  jail  of  Allen  county.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The 
petition  filed  in  support  of  this  application,  March  17,  1876,  is 
signed  by  the  County  Commissioners  and  county  officers  of  Allen 
county,  the  Representative,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  the  prose- 
cuting witness,  and  shows  that  the  defendant  "  was,  on  the  14th  day 
of  October,  1875,  arrested  on  the  charge  of  grand  larceny  for  steal- 
ing one  hog  from  one  David  McQuiston.  That  afterward,  he  was 
indicted  by  the  grand  jury  of  Allen  county,  and  was,  on  'the  1st 
day  of  December,  1875,  tried  by  a  jury  who  found  him  guilty,  and 
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that  he  be  confined  in  the  county  jail  of  Allen  county,  for  one  year. 
The  evidence  upon  the  trial  of  said  cause  showed  that  the  said  Gay 
was  in  company  with  (accompanied  in?)  the  said  act  by  one  Emanuel 
Circle,  a  man  of  twenty-four  years  of  age,  who  was  also  indicted  by 
said  grand  jury,  tried  by  a  jury  and  found  guilty,  and  that  he  be- 
confined  in  the  State's  Prison  for  two  years.  That  said  Gay  has 
been  confined  in  said  jail  from  said  date  aforesaid  until  the  present 
time;  that  he  is  a  minor,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  petitioners,  his 
remaining  in  said  jail  is  very  detrimental  to  the  morals  of  said  boy^ 
and  that  he  ought  not  to  be  longer  confined  therein." 

On  the  '21st  of  March  last,  I  examined  the  case  with  care,  and 
found  that  all  the  facts  and  reasons  presented  to  me  for  a  pardon 
were  probably  before  the  court  and  jury  upon  the  trial,  and  were 
considered  by  thera  when  the  punishment  was  fixed,  and  that  I  was 
not  able  to  say  that  they  made  the  punishment  too  severe;  and, 
therefore,  I  decided  that  I  could  not  interfere  with  the  verdict  and 
judgment.  Since  that  decision,  one-half  of  the  term  of  sentence  of 
the  boy  has  expired,  and  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  has  written  me 
a  letter,  in  which  he  says  :  "  Gay  has  been  in  our  jail  now  over 
one-half  of  his  time.  He  has  conducted  himself  well — so  I  am 
informed  by  the  jailor.  A  few  days  ago  Gay  was  allowed  to  go  out 
in  the  jail-yard  (the  jailor  has  been  in  the  habit  of  letting  him  go 
out  in  the  jail-yard)  by  the  jailor,  and  while  in  the  yard  he  found 
files  and  saws  tied  together,  and  a  note  directing  the  prisoners  where 
to  meet  the  persons  who  had  thrown  the  files  and  saws  over  the 
wall.  Gay  could  have  put  these  "jail  tools"  into  the  jail  very 
easily,  but  did  not  do  so,  but  surrendered  them  to  the  proper 
authorities.     I  mention  this  circumstance,  as  it  is  to  his  credit." 

The  mitigating  circumstances  which  have  been  brought  to  my 
notice  seem  to  require  that  the  prisoner  be  relieved  of  the  residue 
of  his  severe  sentence.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

■78.  James  E.  G.  Hibben,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Forgery,  and  sentenced  on 
the  12th  day  of  February,  1876,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of 
two  years.  Pardoned  June  24, 1876,  and  released  from  confinement 
in  the  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  In 
the  petition  it  is  represented  to  me  that  the  forgery  was  of  a  check 
for  fifteen  dollars ;  that  the  prisoner  was  a  young  man  of  promise 
until  he  fell  under  habits  of  intoxication  ;  that  the  crime  was  com- 
mitted-whilst  he  was  in  a  state  of  intoxication,  and  that  as  soon  as 
Rep.  and  Par. — 6 
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he  recovered  from  the  drunkenness,  he  voluntarily  went  before 
the  grand  jury  and  confessed  the  act  and  also  confessed  the  same  to 
the  court.  The  petitioners  also  say  that  whilst  sober  there  is  no 
probability  of  his  falling  into  crime,  and  that  he  has  now  suffered 
so  as  to  reform  him  of  the  habit.  The  petition  is  signed  by  the 
Judge  who  sentenced  him,  aad  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  who  pros- 
ecuted the  case,  and  by  highly  respectable  citizens.  His  conduct  in 
prison  has  been  good.  I  called  upon  the  Moral  Instructor  of  the 
Prison  for  a  report  in  respect  to  his  reformation.  The  following 
report  was  made : 

"  Indiana  State  Prison  North,  May  22,  1876. 

To  His  Excellency,  T.  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

Dear  Sir: — It  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  that  James  E,  G. 
Hibben  seems  to  be  thoroughly  cured  of  his  evil  habits.  I  have 
given  him  more  than  ordinary  attention  during  his  stay  here,  and 
from  the  first  he  seemed  to  be  repentant,  and  he  promises  me  that 
he  will  stay  away  from  Indianapolis,  at  least  until,  by  his  good 
conduct,  he  proves  to  his  friends  his  ability  to  be  a  man,  and  a 
christian.  I  respectfully  recommend  him  as  a  fit  subject  for  execu- 
tive clemency.

I  know  the  parents  of  this  unfortunate  young  man.  They 
are  most  worthy  people,  and  his  fall  has  been  a  dreadful  calam- 
ity. I  feel  that  I  may  hope  for  his  good  conduct  in  the 
future,  and  that  it  is  proper  for  me  to  encourage  him  by  granting  a 
pardon.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

79.  John  McHale,  who  was  convicted  in  Knox  Circuit  Court 
of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter  and  sentenced,  on  the  23d  day  of 
August,  1870,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  twenty-one  years. 
Pardoned  June  28,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the 
State  Prison  South.  Decision:  By,  the  Governor.  The  pris- 
oner was  convicted  of  manslaughter  on  the  23d  day  of  August, 
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1870.     I  called  upon  the  Warden  for  a  report  of  his  conduct,  and 
lie  made  the  following  report : 

"  Jeffersonville,  Ind.,  August  21,  1875. 

To  His  Excellency, 

Hon.  Thos.  A.  Hendricks: 

Dear  Sir  : — John  McHale,  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  commu- 
nication, has  been  a  very  good  man,  well  behaved  in  every  particu- 
lar during  the  entire  time  of  his  confinement  here.  I  unhesitatingly 
recommend  him  as  being  worthy  of  executive  clemency  in  so  far 
as  good  conduct  as  a  prisoner  may  entitle  him  to  the  same.

Warden." 

The  petition  for  his  pardon  states  that  the  prisoner  was  without 
means  with  which  to  employ  counsel,  and  that  he  had  insufficient 
opportunity  to  consult  the  attorney  assigned  by  the  court  for  his 
defense,  and  that,  being  advised  so  to  do,  he  pleaded  guilty,  and 
that  the  court  was  not  well  informed  as  to  the  facts  when  the  sen- 
tence was  pronounced.  That  the  prisoner  and  his  wife  were  then 
dissipated  people  and  frequently  had  collisions,  and  upon  one  of 
these  occasions  the  death  of  the  wife  resulted  from  choking,  and 
that  the  petitioners  believe  he  had  no  purpose  to  take  her  life,  but 
that,  in  that  respect,  it  was  accidental,  and  that  he  was  generally  an 
inoffensive  and  quiet  man.  They  also  say  that  he  has  children  that 
are  now  dependent  upon  charity,  and  that  they  need  his  care  and  atten- 
tion. They  also  say  that  they  think  he  has  been  sufficiently  punished. 
This  petition  is  signed  by  many  of  the  most  respectable  citizens  of 
Knox  county,  including  the  Judge  who  fixed  the  punishment,  and 
the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  and  many  of  the  county  officers,  and 
officers  of  the  city  of  Vincennes. 

The  following  affidavit  has  been  filed,  made  by  the  person  who 
was  marshal  of  the  city  of  Vincennes  at  the  time  of  the  offense : 
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State  of  Indiana, 

Knox  County,  ''  ^   ' 

Ralph  H.  Donovan,  being  duly  sworn,  says:  that  he  was  Deputy 
Marshal  of  the  city  of  Yincennes  for  a  consecutive  period  of  about 
fifteen  years.  That  he  went  out  of  office  some  time  in  the  year 
A.  D.  1871.  That  he  was  acquainted  with  John  McHale  and  his 
wife  for  several  years  preceding  the  death  of  Mrs.  McHale.  That 
he  saw  them  daily  for  most  of  the  time  during  which  he  knew  them. 
That  for  several  years  preceding  her  death,  Mrs.  McHale  was  a 
confirmed  inebriate,  so  much  so  as  to  utterly  neglect  her  household 
duties  much  of  the  time.  That  towards  the  close  of  her  life  she 
became  quite  besotted,  filthy  and  ragged,  and  would  beg  of 
passers-by  money  with  which  to  buy  whisky.  That  the  husband^ 
John  McHale,  was  a  common  day  laborer,  and  a  hard-working  and 
generally  well-behaved  man;  would  become  occasionally  intoxicated, 
but  was  not  violent  or  quarrelsome.  Said  affiant  further  says  that 
for  some  time  before  her  death,  the  said  Mrs.  McHale  was  in  a 
terribly  bloated  and  besotted  condition,  so  much  so  as  to  be  appar- 
ently liable  to  die  at  any  time.  That,  to  use  a  common-place 
expression,  "she  was  dead  on  her  feet  from  whisky,"  meaning 
thereby  that  her  vital  forces  were  practically  exhausted.  That  some 
time  in  the  spring,  or  early  part  of  the  summer,  of  the  year  A.  D. 
1870,  he  was  informed  that  Mrs.  McHale  had  died  suddenly,  and 
that  it  was  supposed  her  husband  had  killed  her.  That  thereupon 
he  went  immediately  to  the  house  of  the  said  McHale,  and  found 
the  said  McHale  sitting  in  the  middle  of  the  floor,  in  an  intoxicated 
condition,  with  his  wife  on  his  lap  and  dead.  That  the  said  McHale 
was  fawning  his  wife,  apparently  under  the  impression  that  she  had 
only  fainted,  and  as  if  he  was  trying  to  restore  her.  That  the  only 
marks  of  violence  which  could  be  seen  on  the  body  of  the  said  Mrs, 
McHale  was  some  marks  on  the  neck,  as  if  she  had  been  choked. 
That  these  marks  did  not  indicate  any  great  violence  had  been 
inflicted.  That  froni  what  he,  said  affiant,  could  learn  on  inquiry, 
it  seemed  that  the  said  McHale  had  attempted  to  chastise  his  wife, 
and  had  choked  her,  but  had  not  done  so  violently,  and  had  no 
thought  really  of  killing  his  wife.  That  the  said  McHale  seemed 
quite  surprised  when  he  found  his  wife  was  dead,  and  seemed  not 
to  realize  that  he  had  inflicted  any  serious  injury  upon  her.  That 
the  said  McHale  is  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary  intelligence  for  a 
man  of  his  class,  and  generally  amiable  and  kindly  disposed.    That 
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lie,  said  affiant,  is  of  the  opinion  that  Mrs.  McHale  could  not  have 
lived  much  longer  in  any  event,  and  that  the  injuries  inflicted  upon 
her,  in  all  probability,  would  not  have  proved  serious  if  she  had 
been  in  vigorous  health.  Kalph  H.  Donovan.

Upon  these  recommendations  and  statements  of  facts,  I  think  it 
is  proper  to  grant  the  pardon  as  asked  in  this  case.  The  pardon  is 
granted.  T.  A.  H. 

80.  Thomas  Patterson,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Ripley 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter,  and  sentenced  on  the 
15th  day  of  February,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two 
years  and  six  months.  Pardoned  July  18th,  1876,  and  released 
from  confinement  in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the 
Governor.  The  prisoner  was  but  twenty  years  of  age  at  the  time 
of  the  offense.  He  has  now  served  more  than  two  years  of  his 
sentence  leaving  but  about  five  months.  The  Warden  of  the  prison 
reports  that  his  conduct  has  been  so  uniformly  good ;  and  also 
because  of  his  physical  condition  he  should  be  pardoned.  The 
Physician's  report  shows  that  his  nervous  system  is  in  a  debilitated 
condition  and  that  he  is  subject  to  epilepsy  and  thinks  him  a  fit 
subject  for  executive  clemency. 

The  petition  for  the  pardon  is  numerously  signed  by  citizens  of 
Ripley  county  and  eleven  of  the  jurors,  and  states  that  he  had 
always  maintained  a  good  character  for  sobriety  and  as  a  peaceable 
young  man  in  his  neighborhood ;  and  that  no  ill-will,  malice  or 
difficulty  had  existed  between  him  and  deceased  ;  that  immediately 
before  the  blow  was  struck  the  prisoner  and  deceased  were  sitting 
together  among  a  number  of  young  people — ladies  and  gentlemen, 
who  had  met  in  a  barn  to  enjoy  a  dance ;  that  deceased  and  prisoner 
were  engaged  in  a  friendly  conversation  and  that  disturbance  arose 
among  other  parties ;  that  in  the  midst  of  the  melee,  and  in  the 
excitement,  the  prisoner  wrested  a  wooden  fork  from  deceased  and 
struck  him  one  blow  with  the  fork,  causing  concussion  of  the  brain 
and  death  of  deceased. 

I  think,  in  view  of  his  former  good  character,  of  his  tender  age, 
of  his  unfortunate  and  dreadful  disease  which  weakens  the  mind. 
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and  because,  evidently  he  did  not  intend  seriously  to  hurt  deceased^ 
and  that  it  was  the  result  of  the  controversy  arising  among  others, 
and  because  now  eleven  of  the  jurors  think  he  should  be  pardoned, 
and  because  his  conduct  as  a  prisoner  has  been  good,  that  it  would 
be  proper  to  pardon  him.     Pardon  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

81.  Mansfield  Logan,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Boone  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Burglary,  and  sentenced  on  the  3d  day 
of  September,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two  years. 
Pardoned  July  19,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the  State 
Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The  petitions  for 
pardon  in  this  case  are  more  numerously  signed  than  in  almost  any 
case  that  has  been  presented  during  my  administration.  The  peti- 
tions state  that  he  was  but  twenty  years  of  age,  and  was  decoyed  by 
others  into  the  commission  of  the  crime.  Two  affidavits  filed  in 
the  case  tend  to  show  that  he  was  entrapped  by  others  into  the 
commission  of  the  crime.  The  Prosecuting  Attorney  says  that  the 
evidence  was  somewhat  contradictory.  Judge  Palmer  does  not 
favor  his  pardon.  Only  two  months  of  his  sentence  now  remain, 
and  his  conduct  in  prison  has  been  good.  The  Moral  Instructor  of 
the  Prison  makes  the  following  report  upon  his  case  :

"  Governor  of  Indiana  : 

"  Dear  Sir  : — It  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  that  Mansfield  Logan 
seems  to  be  a  reformed  man.  His  every-day  walk  and  conversation 
is  such  as  to  warrant  the  above  conclusion.  I  cheerfully  recom- 
mend him  as  a  person  deserving  executive  clemency.

Because  of  his  tender  age  and  his  probable  reformation,  and  with 
the  hope  that  a  pardon  may  be  an  encouragement  to  good  conduct 
in  the  future,  I  think  it  proper  to  pardon  him.     Pardon  granted.

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82.  Edgar  Carson,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Montgomery  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the  3d  day 
of  October,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two  years.  Pardon- 
ed July  21,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the  State  Prison 
North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Edgar  Carson  and  Rob- 
ert Henry  were  convicted  in  the  Montgomery  Circuit  Court  of  steal- 
ing $35.00  from  J.  E.  Kirk.  They  were  aged  fifteen  and  seventeen 
years.  Mr.  Kirk  asks  that  they  be  pardoned.  Judge  Thomas,  who 
tried  the  case,  recommends  the  pardon ;  also,  the  county  officers  and 
a  large  number  of  citizens  of  the  county.  There  is  no  doubt  of 
their  guilt;  but  they  now  have  served  their  sentence,  saving  less 
than  three  months.  Carson  was  but  fifteen  years  of  age  when  con- 
victed. His  conduct  in  prison  has  been  good.  In  view  of  his  ten- 
der age,  and  with  the  hope  that  it  may  encourage  him  to  lead  an 
honest  life,  I  think  it  right  to  pardon  him. 

Henry's  conduct  in  prison  has  not  been  good.  He  escaped  and 
was  recaptured  at  a  cost  of  $70.00  to  the  State.  To  pardon  him 
would  encourage  insubordination  in  the  Prison.  His  pardon  is  re- 
fused, and  the  pardon  is  granted  to  Edgar  Carson.  T.  A.  H. 

83.  Henry  Kappler,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Vanderburgh 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery,  and 
sentenced  on  the  13th  day  of  July,  1876,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
term  of  thirty  days.  Pardoned  July  28th,  1876,  and  released  from 
confinement  in  the  jail  of  Vanderburgh  county.  Decision  :  By 
THE  Governor.  The  petition  shows  the  facts  to  have  been  that 
the  prisoner  and  one  Anton  Schmidt  had  a  quarrel  which  resulted 
in  a  fight,  on  the  fourth  of  this  month.  Schmidt  sustained  no 
serious  injury.  The  parties  were  about  equal  in  strength,  and  no 
weapons  w^ere  used.  The  prisoner  appeared  in  court  and  pleaded 
guilty  to  the  assault  and  battery  but  made  no  explanation  of  the 
facts  to  the  court,  and  offered  no  evidence  in  mitigation.  The  pris- 
oner is  twenty  years  of  age,  has  been  industrious,  temperate  and  of 
irreproachable  character  and  highly  esteemed  by  all  who  know  him. 
I  think  the  punishment  quite  severe  and  that  it  would  not  have 
been  so  severe  had  the  judge  known  the  facts  as  they  are  stated  in 
the  petition.  The  Prosecuting  Attorney  recommends  that  he  be 
pardoned  at  the  expiration  of  fifteen  days.  The  County  Auditor, 
Sheriff,  Clerk  of  Criminal  Court,  and  city  officers  of  Evansville, 
and  many  citizens  urge  the  pardon.  The  pardon  will  issue  after 
fifteen  days.  T.  A.  H. 
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84.  Edward  Owens,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crimes  of  Burglary  and  Grand  Larceny, 
and  sentenced  on  the  13th  day  of  July,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for 
the  term  of  three  years.  Pardoned  August  26,  1876,  and  released 
from  confinement  in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  North.  Decision: 
By  the  Governor.     The  facts  in  this  case  are  as  follows : 

One  Fred.  Pfeiffer,  who  was  a  petty  thief,  went  to  Capt.  Wilson 
and  Capt.  Hennessey,  police  officers  of  Indianapolis,  and  informed 
them  that  a  burglary  was  to  be  committed  at  a  certain  time  at  a 
meat  shop.  The  officers  concealed  themselves  near  by.  Pfeiffer 
and  the  prisoner  came  tf)gether  at  the  time.  A  pane  of  glass  was 
taken  out  and  Owens  entered  the  meat  shop.  When  he  came  out, 
the  officers,  supposing  the  prisoner  guilty  and  Pfeiffer  not  guilty 
of  a  crime,  arrested  the  prisoner  only.  Upon  search,  they  found 
neither  property  nor  money  upon  him.  The  evidence  tended  to  show 
that  a  few  dollars  were  in  fact  taken.  If  any  was  in  fact  stolen, 
I  am  satisfied  that  it  was  given  to  Pfeiffer,  who  was  then  known  to 
be  a  thief,  and  kept  by  him  and  not  by  the  prisoner.  The  prisoner 
was  but  eighteen  or  nineteen  years  old,  and  was  probably  led  into 
the  appearance  of  crime  by  Pfeiffer  who  was  worse  than  himself. 
He  was  also  partially  intoxicated  at  the  time.  I  am  informed  that 
the  prisoner,  before  conviction,  supported  his  mother  who  was  aged 
and  infirm,  and  has  since  been  a  charge  upon  the  county.  Three 
years  would  have  been  severe  punishment  in  the  case  had  he  been 
the  principal  in  the  crime.  He  has  now  served  over  two  years  and 
his  conduct  has  been  good.  I  think  he  should  be  pardoned. 
Pardon  granted.  T,  A.  H. 

85.  George  Fetz,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Floyd  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the 
5th  day  of  October,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  August  26th,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement 
in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  This 
prisoner's  term  is  within  a  few  days  of  its  expiration.  The  Warden 
and  two  of  the  Directors  of  the  Prison  recommend  his  pardon  on 
the  ground  that  his  conduct  has  been  good,  and  gives  evidence  of 
reformation.  Although,  but  a,  few  days  remain,  it  may  help  to 
restore  him  in  the  community  where  he  is  known,  if  he  be  pardoned. 
With  that  view,  I  think  it  proper  to  grant  the  pardon.  The  officers 
make  the  following  statement  : 
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"  Indiana  State  Prison  South, 
Jeffeesonville,  Ind.,  August  25,  1876. 

To  His  Excellency, 

Hon.  Thos.  a.  Hendricks: 

Sir  : — Convict  George  Fetz,  sentenced  by  the  Floyd  Criminal 
Circuit  Court,  October  5,  1874,  to  confinement  in  the  State  Prison 
for  two  years  and  disfranchisement  for  five  years,  has,  by  good  con- 
duct, earned  thirty-six  days'  good  time,  making  his  terra  expire 
August  30,  1876.  During  his  confinement  here  he  has  been  a  very 
good  man,  giving  evidence  of  a  determination  to  be  a  good  citizen 
when  restored  to  his  freedom.  He  has  been  employed  on  work  for 
the  Prison  in  the  provision  department,  trusted  and  rendering  faith- 
ful service.  He  feels  greatly  aggrieved  at  his  disfranchisement,  and 
desires  reprieve  now  at  the  close  of  his  sentence,  in  order  that  he 
may  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  immunities  of  the  citizen.  The  officers 
of  the  Prison  ask  you  to  exercise  executive  clemency  on  his  behalf.

86.  Maple  Harris,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Warrick  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the  13th 
day  of  January,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  five  years. 
Pardoned  August  26,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the 
State  Prison  South.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  The  con- 
vict is  a  colored  man,  and  is  so  thoroughly  the  victim  of  venereal 
disease  that  he  is  loathsome  to  one  thrown  in  his  presence.  I  saw  him 
when  at  the  Prison,  and  agreed  with  the  officers  that  he  was  unfit 
for  even  prison  life.  They  have  recommended  his  pardon  by  the 
following  statements : 
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"Indiana  State  Prison  South, 

Jeffersonville,  Ind.,  August  25,  1876. 

To  His  Excellency, 

Hon.  Thos.  A.  Hendricks, 

Sir  : — Convict  Maple  Harris,  a  negro,  sentenced  by  the  Warrick 
Circuit  Court,  January  13,  1875,  for  five  years,  for  grand  larceny, 
has  been  a  burden  on  the  hospital  department  of  the  prison  for 
more  than  a  year  past.  His  affliction  is  that  of  tertiary  syphilis. 
He  is  a  mass  of  loathsome  corruption,  offensive  to  the  sight,  and  dan- 
gerous to  the  health  of  other  convicts  when  brought  in  contact  with 
them.  Therefore,  to  relieve  the  prison  of  a  very  great  burden,  it  is 
asked  that  he  be  pardoned.

Sir  : — In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  submit  the  following 
statement  relative  to  Maple  Harris.  He  has  been  under  my  treat- 
ment for  the  last  twelve  months,  most  of  the  time  in  the  hospital. 
He  has  tertiary  syphilis  in  the  worst  form.  He  is  a  great  encum- 
brance upon  the  prison,  and  can  not  be  of  any  service  to  the  State. 
He  has  friends  who  will  take  care  of  him  if  pardoned.

I  am  satisfied  that  the  prison  should  not  be  burdened  with  the 
presence  and  care  of  such  an  offensive  object,  and  that,  as  an  act 
of  humanity  to  the  other  convicts,  he  should  be  removed  from  asso- 
ciation with  them.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 
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87.  Heney  Lowrie,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Crimi- 
nal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced,  on 
the  3d  day  of  April,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  September  7,  1876,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governoe. 
On  10th  March,  J  875,  Manson  B.  Gotten  hitched  his  horses  at  No. 
35  South  Meridian  street,  Indianapolis ;  went  into  a  business  house 
near  by  and  remained  ten  or  fifteen  minutes.  When  he  came  out 
they  were  missing.  Within  a  quarter  of  an  hour  he  found  them  at 
a  livery  stable  on  Maryland  street,  in  view  of  the  place  where  they 
were  hitched.  When  Mr.  Gotten  found  the  horses  and  wagon,  the 
prisoner  was  at  the  stable  walking  around  the  horses,  and  describ- 
ing them,  and  telling  their  ages  to  parties  whe  were  talking  of  buy- 
ing. The  horses  were  worth  $200  each.  Prisoner  said  he  had 
bought  them  of  Mr.  Schnull,  and  went  with  parties  to  see  Mr. 
Schnull.  It  was  at  prisoner's  instance  they  went  to  see  Schnull,  he 
saying  that  he  did  not  want  the  money  upon  sale  until  his  right  was 
settled.  When  prisoner  took  the  horses  to  the  livery  stable,  he  had 
them  put  up  for  public  sale  at  the  door,  in  view  of  the  place  from 
which  they  were  taken.  The  auctioneer's  bell  was  rung,  and  thirty  or 
forty  persons  were  about,  and  the  horses  bid  oiF  for  $190.  The 
auctioneer  testified  that  prisoner  wanted  him  to  go  and  take  a  drink, 
but  he  thought  prisoner  "  had  enough."  Prisoner  was  arrested 
that  morning,  and  at  the  mayor's  court  he  asked  Schnull  if  he 
didn't  see  him  buy  the  horses  that  morning,  and  Schnull  said  "No.'^ 
Prisoner  directed  the  horses  to  be  sold  for  not  less  than  $175,  and 
that  the  wagon  and  harness  should  not  be  sold.  The  horses  were 
taken  by  the  prisoner  but  about  two  hundred  feet  and  offered  for 
sale  on  the  street  in  a  very  public  part  of  the  city. 

The  prisoner  had  previously  borne  a  good  character,  both  at  Col- 
umbus, in  this  State,  and  in  Indianapolis,  but  from  what  I  learn 
outside  the  papers,  had  fallen  into  the  habit  of  drinking. 

Upon  the  facts,  it  is  not  clear  that  he  should  have  been  held 
guilty  of  larceny.  The  property  was  taken  at  as  public  a  place  as 
was  in  Indianapolis,  at  about  ten  o'clock,  and  taken  to  a  place  of 
public  resort,  in  view,  by  a  man  under  the  influence  of  liquor.  The 
worst  feature  in  the  case  is,  that  upon  the  trial  he  swore  that  he 
purchased  the  property  from  a  colored  man  that  morning.  That 
was  not  true.     The  petition  states  the  case  as  follows  : 

"  The  facts  developed  on  the  trial  were  about  as  follows  : 
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Lowrie  saw  a  team  of  horses  standing  on  Meridian  street,  in  front 
of  Hildebrand  &  Fugate's  store,  between  Maryland  and  Meridian  (?) 
streets.  He  got  into  the  wagon  and  drove  around  to  the  sales 
stables  on  Maryland  street,  in  the  same  block  where  the  horses 
were  left,  and  there  he  offered  them  for  sale.  They  were  reclaimed 
by  the  owner  in  a  few  moments  afterwards.  There  was  evidence  of 
good  character  given  at  the  trial,  and  also  that  Lowrie  had  been 
quite  dissipated  and  had  worked  at  the  stable  where  he  offered  the 
team  for  sale,  and  was  known  by  some  of  the  parties  at  the  stable," 

The  prisoner  has  now  served  over  seventeen  months,  and  his  con- 
duct in  prison  has  been  good.  Judge  Buskirk.  six  of  the  jurors,  the 
owner  of  the  horses,  and  several  others,  ask  his  pardon.  Pardon 
granted.  T.  A.  H. 

88.  Jackson  Smith  and  Ievin  Smith,  who  were  convicted 
in  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Lar- 
ceny, and  sentenced  on  the  21st  day  of  September,  1874,  to  be 
imprisoned  each  for  the  term  of  four  years.  Pardoned  September 
20,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the  State  Prison  North. 
Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  These  convicts  are  twin  brothers, 
and  at  the  time  of  the  larceny  were  between  sixteen  and  seventeen 
years  of  age.  I  think  the  punishment  of  four  years  was  excessive, 
and  that  in  such  cases  the  punishment  does  not  usually  exceed  two 
years.  They  have  now  served  two  years,  and  the  Warden  reports 
their  conduct  in  prison  good. 

On  the  28th  of  October,  1875,  in  company  with  the  other  State 
officers,  I  visited  the  Prison  and  conversed  with  the  prisoners.  I 
then  decided  that  if  their  conduct  continued  good  I  would  pardon 
them  at  the  expiration  of  two  years,  and  the  other  officers  agreed 
with  me  in  the  decision.  A  large  number  of  citizens  ask  their  par- 
don. Judge  Test,  who  tried  the  case,  and  the  Prosecuting  Attorney, 
Mr.  Parker,  and  eleven  of  the  jury  recommend  the  pardon.  Be- 
cause of  the  punishment  already  suffered,  and  because  of  their  ten- 
der age,  and  because  their  conduct  in  prison  has  been  good,  the 
pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.   H. 

89.  William  A.  Jones,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Rush  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Petit  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the  22d  day 
of  December,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  one  hour, 
and  to  be  disfranchised  for  one  year.     Pardoned,  and  bis  right  of 
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suffrage  as  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Indiana  remitted  unto  him  Sep- 
tember 30th,  1876.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The  peti- 
tion shows  that  the  larceny  consisted  of  killing  and  carrying  off  a 
tame  turkey  of  the  value  of  one  dollar,  alleged  to  be  the  property 
of  Joseph  Heaton,  it  having  been  killed  one-fourth  of  a  mile  from 
the  residence  of  the  owner.  A  fine  of  three  dollars  was  imposed 
and  has  been  paid,  and  the  term  of  imprisonment  has  expired. 
Disfranchisement  for  a  few  months  remains.  The  Judge,  Prosecu- 
ting Attorney  and  many  others  ask  that  the  defendant  be  pardoned 
so  as  to  restore  his  right  of  citizenship.     Pardon  granted.

90.  Martin  Gimble,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on 
the  16th  day  of  February,  1876,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of 
two  years.  Pardoned  October  14th,  1876,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  the  State  Prison  North.  Decision:  By  the  Governor. 
The  prisoner  is  a  young  man  of  previous  good  character.  His  con- 
duct in  prison  has  been  good.  His  pardon  has  been  asked  by  a 
large  number  of  excellent  citizens,  and  by  the  Judge  who  tried  the 
case,  and  by  the  Presecuting  Attorney  and  a  number  of  the  county 
officers.  The  prisoner  was  intoxicated  at  the  time  and  was  probably 
induced  by  another  party  to  join  him  in  the  felony.  The  property 
was  taken  from  Messrs.  Mossier  &  Bro.  They  have  written  me  the 
following  letter  : 

"  We  take  pleasure  in  saying  we  have  long  known  young  Martin 
Gimble  as  being  a  young  man  of  good  character  and  reputation, 
excepting  only  his  connection  with  the  larceny  of  some  goods  from 
our  house,  for  which  he  was  convicted.  We  think  it  was  not  de- 
pravity, but  the  effect  of  whisky  then  drunk  by  him  through  the 
influence  of  his  co-defendant,  and  hence  we  do  not  regard  it  as  his 
act  or  free  volition.  We  think  him  now  sufficiently  punished,  and 
ask  his  pardon.  L.  I.    Mossler  &  Bro." 

The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

91.  James  Driver,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Rush  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to  murder, 
and  sentenced,  on  the  23d  day  of  October,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned 
for  the  term  of  three  years.  Pardoned  November  6,  1876,  and  re- 
leased from  confinement  in  the  State  Prison  South.     Decision  : 
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By  the  Governor.  The  application  for  the  prisoner's  pardon  is 
signed  by  a  large  number  of  most  respectable  citizens  of  Rush 
county.  Judge  Cullen,  who  tried  the  case,  has  recommended  the 
pardon,  and  in  his  letter  made  the  following  statement  of  the  case : 

"  RusHViLLE,  Indiana,  March  22,  1876. 
Hon.  T.  a.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

Last  fall  at  our  county  fair  a  difficulty  occurred,  in  which  a  man 
by  the  name  of  George  Tompkins  was  severely  cut  with  a  knife  by 
one  Martin  Clevinger.  The  difficulty  originated  between  a  man 
called  Driver  and  Tompkins.  Driver  being  a  nephew  of  Clevin- 
ger, the  latter  took  up  the  quarrel,  and  inflicled  the  injury  upon 
Tompkins.  They  were  jointly  indicted  for  assault  and  battery  with 
intent  to  murder  Tompkins.  Driver  had  his  trial  at  the  ensuing 
term  of  my  court,  and  was  found  guilty  by  a  jury,  and  I  sentenced 
him  to  the  State's  prison  for  three  years.  At  the  present  term, 
Clevinger  was  tried  and  the  jury  fined  him  $500  and  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  for  three  months.  My  sense  of  right 
and  justice  prompts  me  to  say  that  Driver  ought  to  be  pardoned, 
for  he  did  nothing  except  was  drunk  and  boisterous,  and  the  origi- 
nator of  the  difficulty,  and  was  found  by  the  jury  an  aider  or  abet- 
tor of  Clevinger. 

I  respectfully  recommend,  now,  that  Driver  be  pardoned.  This 
I  refused  to  do  until  after  the  trial  of  Clevinger.

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The  prisoner  has  now  been  in  prison  more  than  one  year,  and, 
upon  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  I  think  the  punishment  suf- 
ficient.

92.  Robert  P.  Muephy,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Shelby 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Burglary,  and  sentenced  on  the  1st 
day  of  November,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two  years. 
Pardoned  November  10,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the 
State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  He  has 
now  served  more  than  one-half  of  his  term.  The  following  letter 
from  the  Chaplain  of  the  Prison  shows  that  his  conduct  has  been 
good : 

"Jeffersonville,  Ind.,  October  24,  1876. 
Mr.  Thos.  B.  Eedding,  Esq. : 

Yours  of  the  21st  is  at  hand,  and  I  feel  glad  to  learn  that  Rob- 
ert P.  Murphy  has  a  friend  to  look  after  him.  As  to  his  conduct 
as  a  prisoner,  I  can  not  speak  in  too  high  terms.  He  has  been 
quiet  and  obedient,  and  has  the  confidence  of  the  officers.  He  has 
shunned  the  association  of  a  class  of  bad  men  here  and  chosen  to 
associate  with  the  best  class  of  prisoners,  and,  although  I  can  not 
say  he  is  religious,  yet  he  is  strictly  moral,  never  using  any  bad 
language,  either  vulgar  or  profane,  and  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that 
I  think  him  deserving  of  executive  clemency,  and  all  that  I  can  do 
shall  be  done  for  him. 

Hoping  that  his  case  may  find  favorable  consideration  at  his 
-home  and  among  his  friends,  I  subscribe  myself

"  P.  S. — Robert  confesses  his  wrong  and  resolves  to  do  right,  and 
I  think  him  sincere  in  this  and  anything  that  I  can  do  to  advance 
the  within  named  case  will  be  gladly  done.     Let  me  hear.

The  prisoner  was  but  sixteen  years  of  age  at  the  time  the  crime 
was  committed.  It  appears  that  this  was  his  first  offense  and  that 
he  was  probably  led  into  it  by  others. 

His  pardon  is  asked  by  W.  Scott  Ray,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney, 
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by  Judge  Hord,  by  the  county  officers  of  Shelby  county,  and  by  a 
large  number  of  the  citizens  of  Henry  county,  in  which  he  was. 
raised. 

In  view  of  his  age  and  of  his  probable  reformation,  and  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case,  I  think  his  pardon  proper.  Pardon, 
granted.  T.  A.  H. 

93.  Frankltn  Vancleave,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Putnam 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the 
24th  day  of  September,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the.  term  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  November  14th,  1876,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the 
Governor.  This  young  man  was  raised  by  respectable  parents,  at 
Greencastle,  and  had  been  well  regarded  by  his  neighbors  until  this 
act.  He  has  now  served  more  than  one-half  his  term,  and  his  con- 
duct in  prison  has  been  good.  The  charge  was  that  he,  with 
another,  stole  some  tobacco,  and  the  principal  evidence  was  irom  one 
who  admitted  that  he  was  an  accomplice.  I  saw  him  at  the  Prison 
and  thought  he  was  not  a  vicious  person,  and  that  it  would  be 
proper  to  pardon  him  at  the  expiration  of  half  his  term.  Judge 
Turman  and  all  the  jurors  but  one  recommend  that  he  be  par- 
doned.    Pardon  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

94.  James  B.  Matlock,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Jackson 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on 
the  20th  day  of  May,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  eight 
years.  Pardoned  November  15th,  1876,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
The  prisoner  has  now  been  in  the  Prison  two  and  one-half  years 
for  stealing  a  horse.  He  is  not  a  bad  or  vicious  looking  man.  The 
Warden  informed  me  that  he  had  been  a  model  prisoner,  and  has 
given  every  evidence  of  reformation.  I  have  received  the  following 
letter  from  pious  people  who  are  in  the  habit  of  visiting  the  pris- 
oners and  holding  religious  exercises  with  them  and  giving  them 
religious  instruction  : 
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"Indiana  State  Prison  South, 

To  His  Excellency,  T.  A.  Hendeicks, 

Gov.  of  lud.: 

Hon.  Sir: — We,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  certify  that  the 
conduct  of  Mr.  James  B.  Matlock,  since  and  during  his  incar- 
ceration in  the  Ind.  State  Prison  South,  has  been  good ;  and  we 
further  say  that  we  believe  and  have  every  evidence  of  his  reforma- 
tion, and  of  his  trying  to  lead  an  honorable,  upright  and  christian 
life.  We,  therefore,  refer  him  to  your  Honor  as  a  most  worthy  sub- 
ject for  the  exercise  of  your  executive  clemency,  and  truly  hope  you 
will  give  these  facts  your  kind  consideration  and  soon  restore  him 
to  liberty  and  the  loved  one  of  his  family.

95.  George  Pea,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Huntington  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Petit  Larceny  and  sentenced,  on  the  24th 
day  of  March,  1876,  to  be  disfranchised  for  the  term  of  five  years. 
Pardoned  November  15th,  1876. 

96.  George  Hummel,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Huntington 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Petit  Larceny  and  sentenced  on  the 
24th  day  of  March,  1876,  to  be  disfranchised  for  the  term  of  five  years. 
Pardoned  November  15,  1876. 

Decision  :   By  the  Governor.     In  March,  1876,  these  parties 
were  convicted  of  Petit  Larceny  in  stealing  some  tobacco,  and  by 
the  Huntington   Circuit  Court  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the 
Kbp.  and  Par.— 7 
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'County  jail  for  thirty  days,  fined  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  each, 
and  disfranchised  for  a  period  of  five  years.  They  have  suffered 
their  imprisonment  and  paid  their  fines.  Judge  Slack,  who  tried 
the  cases,  has  written  me  the  following  letter : 

"Huntington,  Ind.,  October  31,  1876. 

Gov.  Thomas  A.  Hendricks  : 

Dear  Sir: — George  Pea  and  George  Hummel  were  convicted  in 
the  Huntington  Circuit  Court,  on  the  25th  day  of  March,  1875,  for 
petit  larceny,  stealing  some  tobacco  of  a  farmer  living  in  the  south 
part  of  this  county,  and  by  a  jury  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $25.00 
each,  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  of  Huntington  county  for  the 
iperiod  of  thirty  days  and  disfranchised  and  rendered  incapable'  of 
^holding  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  for  the  period  of  five  years.  The 
property  stolen  was  of  the  value  of  less  than  five  dollars.  The  defend- 
ants were  both  but  little  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years — if  I 
remember  correctly,  less  than  twenty  three  years — and  they  felt  at 
the  time,  (and  I  thought)  there  was  no  sort  of  proportion  in  the 
offense,  the  imprisonment  imposed  and  the  disfranchisement.  And 
they  now  seek  the  removal  of  the  remainder  of  the  terms  of  the 
disfranchisement,  and  I  respectfully  their  wishes  may  be  gratified, 
and  they  may  each  be  granted  for  the  remainder  of  such  disfran- 
chisement.

I  think  it  proper  to  relieve  these  parties  of  the  disfranchisement, 
and  therefore  grant  the  pardon.  T.  A.  H. 

97.  George  W.  McKasson,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Spencer 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crimes  of  Burglary  and  Grand  Larceny,  and 
sentenced  on  the  27th  day  of  October,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for 
the  term  of  two  years.  Pardoned  November  16th,  1876,  and 
released  from  confinement  in  the  Indiana  State  Prison  South.  De- 
cision :  By  the  Governor.  In  October,  1875,  the  prisoner  was 
convicted  of  stealing  from  a  store  three  dollars  in  money  and  four 
pocket  knives  of  the  value  of  sixty  cents  each.     He  has  now  been 
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in  prison  over  one-half  his  term.     I  visited  the  prison  recently  and 
saw  the  prisoner.     He  is  not  a  vicious  person  and  has  been  a  good 
prisoner.     He  is  a  member  of  a  very  respectable  family  in  Spencer 
county  and  was  never  before  suspected  of  any  violation  of  law.     In 
the  petition  it  is  stated  that  he  was  intoxicated,  aad  as  soon  as  he 
became  sober  he  confessed  what  he  had  done  and  expressed  regret 
for  what  he  had  done.     I  am  very  earnestly  urged  to  pardon  him 
by  a  large  number  of  citizens  of  Spencer  county  of   the    highest 
respectability,    including    professional   and    business  men,    all   the 
-county  officers  and  the  Judge  of  the  court  in   which  he  was  tried. 
In  view  of  his  age,  his  former  good  conduct,  his  good  conduct  in 
prison  and  the  interest  manifested  in  his  behalf  by  people  who  have 
known  him,  and  of  the  small  amount  stolen.     I  think  his  punish- 
ment has  now  been  sufficient.     Pardon  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

98.  John  Taylor,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced,  on 
the  19th  day  of  January,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of 
four  years.  Pardoned  November  22d,  1876,  and  released  from  con- 
finement in  the  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. The  prisoner  is  a  colored  young  fellow  of  rather  bad  hab- 
its. I  have  examined  this  case  with  great  care,  and  think  the  con- 
viction was  upon  evidence  hardly  sufficient.  On  the  28th  October, 
1875,  the  State  officers  and  myself  visited  the  prison.  We  saw  and 
conversed  with  the  prisoner,  heard  his  account  of  the  transaction, 
and  we  decided  that  after  he  had  served  two  years,  it  would  be  proper 
to  pardon  him.  He  has  now  served  nearly  three  years.  The  par- 
don is  granted.  T.   A.  H. 

99.  Jeremiah  Owens,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Whitley  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Receiving  Stolen  Goods,  and  sentenced 
at  the  November  term,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  December  1st,  1876,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  the  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor: 
Jeremiah  Owens,  convicted  of  receiving  stolen  goods,  sentenced  two 
years.  Many  of  his  neighbors  ask  me  to  pardon  him,  and  say  that 
they  have  known  him  from  boyhood,  and  that  they  never  knew  nor 
heard  of  him  committing  any  crime  until  this  charge,  and  that  he 
always  bore  an  honest  aiid  upright  character,  and  that  he  was  es- 
teemed by  them,  and  in  their  midst,  for  his  honesty  and  fair  deal- 
ing. 
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The  facts  were,  that  a  number  of  persons  were  indicted  for  steal- 
ing some  butter  and  flour  from  the  railroad  cars  of  the  value  of  ten 
or  twelve  dollars ;  that  one  of  the  parties  became  a  witness  for  the 
the  State,  and  at  the  November  Term,  1875,  the  prisoner  was  con- 
victed of  receiving  the  stolen  property.  Afterwards,  in  February^ 
another  party  was  put  upon  trial,  and  the  evidence  was  stronger 
against  him  than  it  had  been  against  Owens,  yet  the  jury,  after  a  short 
retirement,  made  a  verdict  of  acquittal.  After  that,  the  indictments^ 
as  to  all  the  other  parties,  were  dismissed.  The  prisoner  is  the  only 
one  convicted,  and  that  of  receiving  the  goods  that  had  been  stolen  by 
the  others.  The  acquittal  of  the  only  party  tried,  and  the  dismissal 
of  the  cases  against  all  the  others  justifies  the  pardon  of  this  man  of 
the  offense  of  receiving  the  property.  Independently  of  that  con- 
sideration, I  think  he  has  now  been  sufficiently  punished.  The 
property  was  of  but  small  value,  and  he  has  sustained  a  good  char- 
acter and  been  a  good  prisoner,  and  has  now  been  in  the  prison  over 
one  year — more  than  one-half  the  term  of  his  sentence.  The  Pros- 
ecuting Attorney  who  prosecuted  the  case  recommends  the  pardon. 
Pardon  granted  December  1,  1876.  T.  A.  H. 

100.  William  Costello,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Warren 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Robbery,  and  sentenced  on  the  2d 
day  of  December,  1867,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  twelve 
years.  Pardoned  December  6,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement 
in  the  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The 
prisoner  was  sentenced  December  2,  1867,  to  imprisonment  for 
twelve  years  for  robbery.  He  was  a  stranger  at  Attica,  and  formed 
the  acquaintance  of  John  Hum  and  Ed.  Purple.  The  robbery  waa 
from  Mr.  Smalley,  who  lived  about  two  miles  from  Attica.  The 
three  conspired  to  rob  him  of  money  that  he  had  received  from  the 
sale  of  his  hogs.  They  went  to  his  house  at  night,  with  masks  on,, 
and  demanded  the  money  of  Mrs.  Smalley.  She  told  them  it  was 
loaned  out.  They  then  demanded  bonds,  which  she  produced — six 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  Hum  had  lived  at  Smalley's  several 
years,  and  knew  all  about  his  affairs.  Purple  had  lived  in  the  same 
neighborhood.  The  parties  had  separate  trials.  Hum  was  sen- 
tenced for  two  years  and  Purple  for  four  years,  and  the  prisoner  for 
twelve  years.  If  either  party  was  more  guilty  than  the  others  it 
was  Hum,  who  had  been  in  Smalley's  family,  and  gave  the  informa- 
tion which  enabled  the  prisoner  to  commit  the  crime.  Purple  was 
not  less  guilty  than  the  prisoner.     I  can  not  understand   why  the 
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verdict  should  be  so  much  more  severe  than  in  the  other  cases,  un- 
less it  was  because  he  was  a  stranger.  The  terms  of  the  more  guilty- 
parties  have  now  expired,  and  the  prisoner  has  now  suffered  im- 
prisonment for  nine  years. 

John  Stedman,  who  was  County  Jailer  at  the  time,  gives  the 
following  statement  of  the  case  : 

"  WiLLIAMSPORT,  InD. 

To  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Gov.  of  Indiana : 

Sir  : — I  take  great  pleasure  in  stating  that  I  was  jailer  of  Warren 
county  at  the  time  of  the  incarceration  of  William  Castello.  That 
I  had  charge  of  him  during  his  confinement  in  the  jail ;  that  he 
manifested  no  vicious  disposition  whatever.  That,  in  my  judgment, 
he  is  a  better  man  than  either  Hum  or  Purple,  who  were  partici- 
pants in  the  same  crime.  That  I  believe  in  justice  Castello  ought 
to  be  pardoned  out  of  the  State  Prison.  That,  in  my  opinion,  the 
jury  trying  the  case  were  overreached  in  the  fact  that  there  was 
great  excitement  in  the  community  over  the  robbery,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  but  twelve  days  elapsed  from  the  commission  of  the  crime 
till  the  trial.  The  fact  that  Castello  was  a  perfect  stranger  was  a 
strong  circumstance  against  him.  I  would  further  state  that  I  have 
no  interest  in  the  matter  of  procuring  a  pardon,  but  I  believe  that 
justice  and  equity  would  say,  give  Castello  his  liberty  now.  I 
therefore  heartily  join  in  his  petition  for  pardon.

Rev.  Aaron  Wood,  the  Moral  Instructor  of  the  Prison,  on  the 
2d  day  of  January,  1875,  wrote  me  the  following  letter  in  the  case: 

"  WiLLiAMSPORT,  Ind.,  January  2,  1875. 
Jlon.  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Gov.  Indiana : 

Sir  : — I  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  while  I  was  Chaplain  of  the 
Northern  State  Prison  for  three  years,  that  I  became  well  acquainted 
'With  William  Castello.     That  from  my  intercourse  with  him  I  am 
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satisfied  that  he  is  thoroughly  reformed.  I  would  therefore  recom- 
mend William  Castello  as  worthy  of  executive  clemency,  and  that 
he  be  pardoned.

I  do  not  think  the  punishment  of  the  other  parties  was  sufficiently 
severe,  but  the  prisoner's  was  too  severe,  and  the  difference  between 
his  punishment  and  that  of  his  associates  in  the  crime  was  wholly 
unjustifiable. 

Because  his  punishment  has  now  been  sufficient,  and  because  hi» 
conduct  has  given  evidence  of  reformation,  and  because  it  is  asked 
by  a  number  of  the  people  of  Warren  county,  I  think  it  proper  ta 
pardon  him.     Pardon  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

101.  Timothy  Layden,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Fountain 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter,  and  sentenced  on- 
the  9th  day  of  July,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  eight 
years.  Pardoned  December  7th,  1876,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  the  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
The  jury  found  the  defendant  guilty  of  manslaughter.  I  have 
carefully  examined  the  evidence,  and  find  it  conflicting.  According 
to  the  testimony  of  some  witnesses,  the  guilt  of  manslaughter  is 
clearly  established,  and  the  offense  sufficiently  grave  to  justify  the 
punishment  imposed ;  but  according  to  the  testimony  of  other  wit- 
nesses, probably  equally  credible,  it  was  a  case  of  excusable  homi- 
cide, as  in  self-defence.  I  can  well  understand  that  the  jury  would 
be  embarrassed  in  arriving  at  a  verdict.  In  that  condition  of  the 
case,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  give  much  weight  to  there  commendation 
made  by  the  jurors  and  by  the  court.  Nine  of  the  jurors  and  Judge 
Davidson,  and  the  Assistant  Prosecuting  Attorney  have  recom- 
mended the  prisoner's  pardon.  The  jurors  and  Judge  have- 
addressed  me  the  following  letter : 

"  To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana : 

The  undersigned  jurors  of  the  jury,  triers  of  Timothy  Layden 
on  a  charge  for  the  murder  of  Daniel  Driscoll,  at  the  July  term  of 
the  Circuit  Court  of  Fountain  County,  Indiana,  after  a  more  calm 
and  deliberate  consideration  of  all  the  circumstances  surrounding 
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the  unfortunate  occurrence,  would  respectfully  represent  to  your  Ex- 
cellency, that  after  the  lapse  occurring  since  then,  that  you  would,  in 
the  exercise  of  the  power  conferred  on  you,  be  fully  warranted  in 
pardoning  the  condemned,  Timothy  Layden,  and  restoring  him  to 
his  former  condition,  and  hope  you  will  exercise  your  power  in  his 

behalf.

The  county  officers  and  a  number  of  the  most  respectable  citizens 
of  Fountain  county  ask  his  pardon.  The  Warden  makes  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  case : 

"State  Prison  North, 
Michigan  City,  November  26,  1876. 

Governor  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Dear  Sir; — The  conduct  of  the  within  named  convict,  Tim- 
othy Layden,  has  been  good.  It  is  my  opinion  that  he  is  a  fit  sub- 
ject for  executive  clemency,  for  the  reason  that  should  he  be  con- 
fined during  the  full  term  of  his  sentence,  he  will  undoubtedly  lose 
his  mind,  as  his  confinement  weighs  heavily  on  him  and  shows, 
already,  that  his  mind  is  slightly  affected  at  times. 

I  herewith  enclose  the  report  of  Prison  Physician  relative  to  his 
health.

102.  Andrew  J.  Griffin,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Switzer- 
land Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced 
on  the  14th  day  of  April,  1876,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of 
two  years.  Pardoned  December  9th,  1876,  and  released  from  con- 
finement in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. The  prisoner,  who  is  a  young  man  under  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  was  working  as  a  farm-hand  with  one  Lambertson  in  Feb- 
ruary last,  in  Jefferson  county.  About  the  10th  of  that  month, 
Alexander  McCullough,  who  lives  in  Switzerland  county,  lost  a 
large  white  sow  and  tracked  her  to  Lambertson's  wood-yard.  He 
afterwards  found  the  meat  under  the  floor  of  Lambertson's  house. 
Lambertson  fled  and  has  escaped  punishment.  The  prisoner 
claimed  that  he  was  asked  by  his  employer  to  assist  him  in  driving 
the  hog  home  and  did  so,  not  knowing  that  it  was  stolen.  The 
pardon  is  recommended  by  all  the  jury,  the  Deputy  Prosecuting 
Attorney,  the  county  officers  and  by  other  citizens  of  Switzerland 
county  familiar  with  the  facts,  upon  the  ground  that  the  prisoner 
has  been  sufficiently  punished  for  the  crime  of  another  person,  who 
has  gone  unpunished.     Pardon  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

103.  Albert  D.  Tousley,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Boone 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  burglary  and  sentenced  on  the  16th 
•day  of  May,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  three  years. 
Pardoned  December  9th,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in 
the  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Six  of 
the  jury  and  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  have  asked  me  to  pardon  the 
prisoner.  His  sentence  was  for  three  years,  and  he  has  now  served 
two  years  and  seven  months.  His  conduct  has  been  good.  The 
officers  of  the  Prison  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  will  promote  disci- 
pline and  good  government  in  the  Prison  if  he  be  pardoned,  and 
therefore  they  recommend  it.     They  have  written  me  as  follows :

Hon.  T.  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

We  Jwould  [respectfully  suggest  to  Your  Honor  the  propriety  of 
granting^a   pardon  to  Albert  D.  Tousley,  now  confined  in  this 
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Prison,  on  a  sentence  of  three  years  by  the  Boone  Circuit  Court  for 
burglary.  Sentenced  May  16, '74;  sentence  expires  March  10, 
'77. 

The  conduct  of  Tousley  has  been  good,  without  exception,  and 
he  has  at  difterent  time  given  information  to  the  authorities  of  the 
Prison  of  plans  of  escapes,  raids,  outbreaks,  and  mutinies  of  other 
convicts.  And  on  the  28th  day  of  last  September  some  of  the  bad 
convicts  in  the  shop  where  he  works  made  a  raid  on  the  guard  by 
showering  clubs  on  him  so  fast  that  that  he  could  not  get  down 
from  his  stand  in  safety,  and  he  (Tousley),  came  to  his  rescue, 
thereby  saving  the  guard  from  great  bodily  injury  if  not  his  life. 

Now  would  not  the  pardon  of  Tousley  have  a  beneficial  effect  on 
the  dicipline  and  management  of  the  Prison,  by  encouraging  good 
men  to  do  right  and  deterring  bad  men  from  doing  wrong  ?  We 
believe  it  would. 

This  is  Tousley's  second  term  here.  He  is  now  about  30  years 
of  age.

104.  William  P.  Keller,  who  was  convicted  in  the  John- 
son Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced 
on  the  1st  day  of  July,  1876,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  December  9,  1876,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governoe. 
The  prisoner  is  a  miserably  poor  and  feeble  man,  with  a  blind  wife. 
He  stole  some  meat,  which,  it  now  appears,  was  worth  less  than 
five  dollars.  He  has  been  in  the  Pf  ison  over  seven  months.  The 
court  supposed  it  was  a  case  of  grand  larceny.  Had  it  been  known 
that  it  was  petit  larceny,  it  is  not  probable  that  the  sentence  would 
have  been  so  severe  as  he  has  already  suffered. 

The  petition  for  his  pardon  is  entitled  to  much  weight,  both 
because  of  the  number  and  the  respectability  of  the  petitioners. 
Judge  Banta,  who  decided  the  case,  has  written  me  the  following 
letter : 
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"Franklin,  Ind.,  November  29, 1876. 
Hon.  T.  A.  Hendricks  : 

Dear  Sir  ; — A  petition  has  just  been  presented  to  me  by  the 
friends  of  one  Wm.  P.  Keller,  wherein  executive  clemency  is  asked 
for  him. 

Keller  plead  guilty  to  a  charge  of  grand  larceny  last  February 
in  the  Johnson  Circuit  Court,  and  was  sentenced  to  two  years 
imprisonment.  From  facts  which  have  come  to  my  knowledge,  I 
am  satisfied  that  Keller  has  been  sufficiently  punished.  I  suppose 
there  can  be  no  doubt  but  he  was  guilty  of  a  larceny,  but  not  of 
grand  larceny.  He  was  a  poor,  feeble  man  with  a  family  and  a 
blind  wife,  and  a  woman  who  was  living  with  him  stole  the  larger 
quantity  of  the  meat  that  was  stolen  ;  but  Keller,  on  being  indicted, 
screened  her  by  pleading  guilty  to  all.  Our  sheriff,  who  is  a  fair 
man  and  knows  more  of  the  case  than  I  do,  tells  me  that  the  meat 
was  stolen  to  feed  a  starving  family ;  and  believing  this  to  be  true 
as  I  do,  I  would  urge  you  to  pardon  the  poor  wretch  at  once. 

With  the  greatest  respect,  I  am  yours  to  command, 

D.  D.  Banta." 

I  think  he  has  been  sufficiently  punished  for  the  offense.  It  was 
a  petit  larceny  to  obtain  food  for  a  hungry  family,  and  I  think  that 
it  is  better  to  let  him  come  home  and  try  to  take  care  of  his  blind 
wife  than  to  keep  him  in  prison  and  place  her  upon  the  public 
charity.  T.  A.  H. 

105.  George  "W.  Williams,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Wayne 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  forgery,  and  sentenced  on  the  14th 
day  of  December,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  three 
years.  Pardoned  December  14th,  1876,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
In  January,  1874,  the  prisoner  forged  a  mortgage  upon  his  father's 
land  for  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  upon  which  that  sum  of  money 
was  obtained.  On  the  14th  April,  1876,  I  had  a  conversation  with 
him,  in  which  he  stated  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  that 
he  was  persuaded  to  sign  his  father's  name  to  the  mortgage  by  one 
who  had  great  influence  with  him,  upon  the  expectation  and  assur- 
ance that  they  could  so  use  the  money  that  they  would  pay  it  back 
before  it  became  due,  and  the  transaction  would  not  be  known  to  his

father,  nor  any  injury  be  done  to  anyone.  That  party  obtained  from 
him  all  the  money,  except  about  two  hundred  dollars,  and  would 
not  aid  him  to  make  the  payment.  From  what  he  told  me,  and 
from  what  I  have  learned  of  the  case  from  others,  I  think  he  was 
misled  by  the  influence  of  that  party.  Up  to  that  time  he  had 
borne  an  excellent  character  in  Wayne  county.  His  conduct  has 
been  good  in  the  prison,  and  the  Warden  and  the  prison  officers 
favor  his  pardon.  The  petition  for  his  pardon  is  signed  by  an 
unusually  large  number  of  the  people  who  know  him  and  who  were 
acquainted  with  the  circumstances  of  the  case.  I  believe  all  the 
people  of  the  neighborhood  are  parties  to  the  petition.  All  the 
officers  of  the  county  of  Wayne  urge  his  pardon.  In  a  subsequent 
proceeding,  the  case  was  investigated  by  a  jury.  All  of  that  jury^ 
with  the  exception  of  one,  ask  his  pardon.  I  have  given  great 
weight  to  the  petition  in  this  case,  not  only  because  it  is  so  numer- 
ously signed,  but  because  it  is  signed  by  the  officers,  attorneys,  and 
many  of  the  business  men  and  farmers  of  Wayne  county,  and 
because  many  of  the  signers  have  called  in  person  upon  me  to  urge 
the  prayer  of  the  petition.  The  sentence  was  for  three  years.  He 
has  now  served  two  years  of  that  time.  His  parents  are  most 
excellent  persons,  and  the  people  who  have  taken  a  special  interest 
in  his  case  are  amongst  the  most  worthy  people  of  that  county. 
This  was  the  only  grave  wrong  of  his  life.  He  is  yet  young.  The 
punishment  has  been  severe.  A  pardon  may  tend  somewhat  to 
restore  him,  and  to  encourage  him  in  the  path  of  virtue  and  honesty. 
The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

106.  John  Watts,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Vanderburgh 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Murder,  and  sentenced  on 
the  1st  day  of  July,  1869,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  his 
natural  life.  Pardoned  December  16,  1876,  and  released  from  con- 
finement in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. Two  years  ago  I  examined  this  case  with  great  care  and 
informed  the  prisoner's  attorney  that  although  the  conviction  rested 
wholly  upon  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  whose  characters  were 
as  bad  as  possible,  I  would  not  interfere  at  that  time;  that  the  jury 
had  a  better  opportunity  than  I  could  have  to  judge  what  credit  to 
give  their  statements.  I  also  informed  him  that  the  prisoner's 
youth  was  the  strongest  circumstance  in  his  favor,  and  that  if  his 
conduct  in  prison  continued  good,  a  pardon  would  become  proper. 

The  prisoner  was  but  eighteen  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the 
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homicide.  He  had  fallen  into  dissipated  habits,  and  the  crime  was 
committed  when  in  the  company  of  several  persons  of  like  habits. 
The  person  killed  was  his  friend  and  associate,  and  there  was  no 
quarrel  between  them.  I  believe  his  statement  that  the  killing  was 
the  result  of  his  drunken  condition.  The  petition  for  the  prisoner's 
pardon  is  entitled  to  great  weight  because  it  is  numerously  signed 
by  citizens  of  Evansville  of  the  highest  respectability,  including 
many  professional  and  business  men  ;  including,  also,  eight  of  the 
jury  who  tried  him,  and  also  Judge  Parrett,  of  the  Circuit  Court, 
and  the  city  and  county  officials. 

In  July,  1875,  the  officers  and  guards  of  the  prison  united  in  ask- 
ing his  pardon.  They  pressed  their  request  with  great  earnestness. 
Rev.  John  W.  Sullivan,  for  many  years  the  Prison  Chaplain,  joined 
in  that  application  saying  :  "  1  can  endorse  all  that  is  herein  stated 
with  regard  to  the  correct  deportment  of  John  Watts  during  his 
imprisonment,  and  do  most  sincerely  recommend  his  pardon."  Dur- 
ing the  last  month,  the  following  communication  was  made  to  me  by 
two  of  the  Directors,  the  Warden,  Deputy  Warden,  and  Clerk  of 
the  Prison : 

"  Jeffersonville,  Ind.,  November  20,  1876. 

To  His  Excellency, 

Thomas  A.  Hendricks: 

Dear  Sir  : — Convict  John  Watts,  who  was  sentenced  for  life  for 
murder  in  the  second  degree  by  the  Vanderburgh  Circuit  Court, 
July  1st,  1869,  when  nineteen  years  of  age,  has  been  an  excellent 
man  during  his  confinement,  uniformly  quiet  and  obedient,  earning 
and  receiving  the  good  will  and  sympathy  of  all  the  officials.  He 
is  the  Librarian,  and  as  such,  is  in  charge  of  a  public  room  and  the 
distribution  of  books  to  the  convicts,  a  position  that  he  could  not 
hold  unless  the  utmost  reliance  were  placed  in  his  trustworthiness  in 
every  particular.  Understanding  that  applications  for  his  pardon 
are  on  file  in    Governor's  office,  we   would  ask  His   Excellency's 
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early  attention  to  them,  and  add  our  earnest  prayer    for  execu- 
tive clemency  in  his  behalf.

This  young  man  was  not  vicious.  He  was  raised  to  industrious 
habits;  but  a  few  months  before  his  crime  he  went  to  the  city  of 
Evansville,  bought  him  a  wagon  and  team,  and  was  pursuing  his 
work  with  good  success.  He  fell  into  vicious  habits,  and  at  the  age 
of  eighteen,  in  a  drunken  scene,  took  the  life  of  his  friend  and 
associate.  He  has  now  suffered  seven  years  of  coofinement  iu  the 
Prison,  and  has  given  all  the  evidence  of  permanent  reformation 
possible  in  the  Prison.  I  think  it  better  for  society,  as  well  as  the 
prisoner,  that  he  be  now  pardoned.     Pardon  granted.      T.  A.  H. 

107.  John  Tuley,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Decatur  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Murder,  and  sentenced  on  the  7th  day  of 
May,  1862,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  his  natural  life. 
Pardoned  December  16th,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in 
the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Fif- 
teen years  ago  I  assisted  in  the  prosecution  of  this  prisoner  for 
murder  in  the  first  degree.  His  sentence  was  for  life.  He  is  now 
an  old  man,  seventy-two  years  of  age,  is  feeble  and  nearly  blind^ 
and  has  for  many  years  so  conducted  himself  as  a  prisoner  that  he 
has  been  treated  as  a  "trusty"  and  allowed  to  go  through  and  out- 
side the  Prison  without  restraint.  His  children,  who  live  in  Ohio, 
will  now  take  him  to  their  homes  and  provide  for  him.  He  can 
now  perform  no  labor,  and  it  is  better  for  the  State,  and  probably 
better  for  him,  to  allow  him  to  go  to  his  children.  The  petitions 
for  his  pardon  have  been  numerously  signed.  Nine  years  ago  a 
number  of  most  worthy  citizens  of  Shelby  county  protested  to  my 
predecessor  against  his  pardon,  and  I  think  he  did  his  duty  in 
refusing  the  application  then  made.     I  am  not  influenced  by  the 
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petitions,  but  act  upon  my  own  knowledge  of  the  case,  upon  my 
conversation  with  the  prisoner  and  the  information  I  received  from  the 
officers  of  the  Prison.  I  pardon  him  because  he  has  made  the  only 
atonement  to  society  in  his  power  in  the  punishment  he  has  patiently 
borne,  in  the  repentance  which  he  has  shown,  and  because  he  is  now 
a  feeble  old  man,  nearly  blind,  and  his  children  ask  to  take  care  of 
him.     Pardon  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

108.  Chaeles  Mauzey,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Gibson  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to  rob, 
and  sentenced  on  the  15th  day  of  November,  1875,  to  be  imprison- 
ed for  the  term  of  two  years.  Pardoned  December  16,  1876,  and 
released  from  confinement  in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  : 
By  the  Governor.  Tn  this  case,  Judge  Welborn  writes  me  the 
following  letter : 

"Princeton,  Ind.,  June  23,  1876. 
Governor  T.  A.  Hendricks, 

Indianapolis : 

Dear  Sir: — At  the  November  term,  1875,  of  the  Gibson  Circuit 
Court,  Charles  Mauzey  was  tried  and  convicted  upon  a  charge  of 
an  assault  and  battery  with  intent  to  commit  robbery.  Mauzey  was 
between  nineteen  and  twenty  years  of  age,  and  the  alleged  assault 
was  made  upon  a  young  man  about  the  same  age,  during  the  County 
Fair  and  near  to  the  fair  grounds.  The  evidence  was  barely  suf- 
ficient to  justify  the  verdict  (two  years  imprisonment  in  State's 
prison) ;  at  the  same  time  it  was  not  a  case  where  the  Judge  was  re- 
quired to  set  aside  the  verdict,  hence  I  thought  it  best,  under  all 
the  circumstances,  to  let  judgment  go.  He  was  a  bad  boy  of  the 
town,  but  I  am  informed  that  his  imprisonment  has  conquered  him 
tolerably  effective.  If  the  Warden  confirms  this  statement,  I 
should  think  it  advisable  that  he  be  pardoned  for  the  residue  of  the 
term.  If  he  will  go  to  work,  his  mother  (a  widow  lady)  needs  his 
assistance  very  much.  It  might  be  that  she  could,  at  this  time,  get 
him  to  go  to  work  and  abandon  bis  bad  associates,  while  the  chances 
if  he  remained  to  the  end  of  his  term  would  be  materially  lessened. 
His  mother  has  written  the  Warden  to  advise  you  as  to  his  general 
conduct,  etc.,  since  his  confinement  in  prison.

I  called  upon  the  Warden  of  the  prison  to  make  a  report  upon 
the  case.     His  report  is  as  follows : 

Charles  Mauzey  was  a  wild,'  rollicking  fellow,  full  of  pranks  and 
fun,  in  the  first  months  of  his  imprisonment,  yielding  reluctantly 
to  the  restraints  of  prison  discipline ;  but  for  several  months  past 
has  been  quite  manly  in  his  deportment,  indicating  a  considerable 
degree  of  reformation.  He  is  trusted  to  do  work  at  night  on 
repair  of  machinery  for  contractors,  and  is  implicitly  relied  upon 
by  the  officers  of  the  prison  as  one  who  would  not  betray  their  con- 
fidence.    Very  respectfully,

On  yesterday,  the  Secretary  of  State  and  myself  visited  the 
prison,  and  saw  the  prisoner,  and  heard  his  statement ;  and  neither 
of  us  believe  he  was  guilty  of  an  attempt  at  robbery.

109.  VooRHEES  Demotte,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Morgan 
Circuit  Court,  of  the  crime  of  Rape,  and  sentenced,  on  the  20th  day  of 
May,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two  years.  Pardoned 
December  16,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the  State 
Prison  South.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  The  petition  for 
the  pardon  of  this  person  is  very  numerously  signed  by  citizens  of 
Morgan  county,  including  many  ladies,  more  numerously  signed 
than  in  any  other  case  that  I  have  been  called  upon  to  consider, 
with  perhaps  one  or  two  exceptions.  The  petitioners  say  that  "  the 
alleged  crime  of  said  Demotte  was  published  with  such  circum- 
stances of  aggravation  as  resulted  in  extreme  prejudice  against  him, 
which  unfavorably  aifected  his  cause  on  trial.  While  we  are  strong- 
ly convinced  that  the  jury  who  tried  him,  honestly  tried  to  respond 
to  the  evidence;  yet  we  are  still  unconvinced  of  his  guilt  of  the 
crime  of  rape,  whatever  moral  delinquency  may  attach  to  his 
actions.  Believing,  as  we  do,  that  he  is  not  guilty  of  the  crime  of 
rape,  and  that  he  has  already  fully  expiated  the  offense  he  has  com- 
mitted against  the  code  of  morality,  we  respectfully  solicit  his  par- 
don." Judge  Franklin,  who  tried  the  case,  the  Prosecuting  Attor- 
iney,  County  Clerk,  Recorder,  Auditor,  Sheriff,  and  the  members  of 
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the  bar,  unite  in  asking  his  pardon,  and  say  that  they  do  so  in  view 
of  the  circumstances  of  the  case.  Nine  of  the  jurors  who  found  the 
verdict,  say  that,  "  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances  surrounding  the 
case,"  they  ask  his  pardon.  Judge  Franklin  has  written  me  the 
following  letter : 

♦'Martinsville,  Nov.  22,  1876, 
Gov.  Hendricks  : 

Dear  Sir  : — In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  Voorhees  Demotte 
for  pardon :  I  join  in  the  request  therefor,  for  the  following  rea- 
sons : 

The  testimony  upon  the  trial  was  very  conflicting  in  reference  to 
the  questions  of  the  prosecuting  witness'  consent  to  the  intercourse 
charged  to  have  been  by  violence  and  force.  It  was  such  as  to 
leave  my  own  mind  in  grave  doubt  in  regard  to  that  point.  The 
jury  having  found  by  their  verdict  that  there  was  no  consent,  and 
and  there  being  testimony  which,  if  true,  would  support  the  ver- 
dict, I  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  disregard  the  verdict  and  grant  a 
new  trial.  The  jury  was  out  a  considerable  time  before  agreeing, 
and  the  light  penalty  assessed  would  indicate  that  they  were  not 
firmly  convinced  in  this  respect.  Considering  the  friendly  relations 
of  the  parties  immediately  after  the  act,  arid  the  punishment  the 
defendant  has  already  received,  I  think  in  justice  the  pardon  asked 
should  be  granted.  Respeetfully  yours,  etc.,

I  have  carefully  examined  the  statement  of  the  evidence,  and 
think  the  parties  were  guilty  of  fornication,  but  that  the  prisoner 
was  not  guilty  of  the  crime  of  rape.  The  sentence  was  for  two 
years.  He  has  now  served  one  year  and  seven  months.  His  con- 
duct as  a  prisoner  has  been  good.     Pardon  granted.         T.  A.  H.^ 

110.  John  Owens,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Putnam  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  in  1876,  to 
be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two  years.  Pardoned  December  16, 
1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the  State  Prison  South. 
Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The  prisoner  was  convicted  of 
larceny.  From  his  youth  up  he  has  been  the  subject  of  epilepsy 
and  much  of  the  time  his  mind  is  so  much  impaired  and  weakened 
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that  he  is  hardly  responsible  for  his  acts.  This  is  stated  by  his 
neighbors,  one  of  whom  has  been  his  physician.  Since  his  impris- 
onment the  disease  has  increased  in  violence,  so  that  now  he  has  to 
be  kept  separate  from  the  other  prisoners.  He  can  not  do  any 
work,  and  can  not  be  taken  to  his  meals  with  the  other  prisoners ; 
and  the  Warden  reports  that  he  is  now  a  burthen  upon  the  prison. 
The  Secretary  of  State  visited  the  prison  with  me  on  yesterday. 
We  saw  the  prisoner,  and  think  he  is  not  a  fit  person  for  punish- 
ment, and  that  it  is  proper  to  relieve  the  prison  officers  of  his, 
charge.     Pardon  granted.  T.  A.  H,. 

111.  John  R.  Parker,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Hovvard  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the 
24th  day  of  December,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  three 
years.  Pardoned  December  16th,  1876,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  the  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor 
On  the  24th  December,  1874,  the  prisoner  was  convicted  in 
Howard  Circuit  Court  of  stealing  some  old  clothes  which  he  found 
in  a  shed  adjoining  a  planing-mill.  He  was  seeking  employment 
and  could  obtain  none,  and  was  so  entirely  destitute  that  when  the 
stolen  clothes  were  taken  from  him  the  county  had  to  furnish 
clothing  to  cover  him.  His  sentence  was  for  three  years.  Two  years 
for  such  an  offense  was  quite  severe  enough.  The  Judge  .of  the 
court  says  that  the  punishment  was  wholly  out  of  keeping  with  the 
character  of  the  offense.  He  and  all  the  county  officers  urge  his 
pardon,  and  I  agree  in  judgment  with  them  that  the  two  years  of 
confinement  in  the  State  Prison,  already  suffered,  is  quite  sufficient. 
His  conduct  in  prison  has  been  good.    Pardon  granted.    T.  A.  H. 

112.  Van  Buren  B.  Vance,  who  was  convicted  in^the  Shelby 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Burglary,  and  sentenced  on  the  1st 
day  of  November,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two  years. 
Pardoned  December  16,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement  in  the 
State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  This  case 
was  tried  at  Shelbyville  by  Judge  Banta,  who  makes  the  following 
statement : 

"  The  defendant  went  from  Shelbyville  to  Pairland,  in  said 
county,  on  the  20th  day  of  July,  1875  ;  arrived  at  Fairland  about  10 
o'clock  P.  M.;  about  11  o'clock  p.  m.  on  said  day,  he  entered  the 
ticket  office  of  the  I.  C.  &  L.  R.  R.  Co.,  in  the  town  of  Fairland, 
and  remained  in  the  office  a  short  time  and  came  out  of  the  office ; 
Eep.  and  Par. — 8 
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took  nothing  from  the  office,  but  the  proof  showed  that  a  ticket  case, 
containing  raih^oad  tickets  of  the  value  of  some  $35.00  or  $40.00, 
had  been  removed  from  its  usual  place  in  the  office  and  carried  into 
the  passenger  sitting-room,  and  that  about  the  time  he  left  the  office 
some  person  came  up  to  the  depot.  In  a  few  minutes  after  he  left 
the  office  was  arrested.  At  the  time  he  was  arrested  he  was  very 
much  intoxicated.  That  he  is  a  painter  by  trade  Is  a  man  of 
industrious  habits,  and  a  useful,  peaceable,  quiet,  intelligent  citizen 
when  sober.  He  has  a  wife  and  one  or  two  children ;  that  he  is 
about  thirty-eight  years  of  age. 

I,  the  undersigned.  Judge  of  the  Sixteenth  Judicial  District  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  who  presided  at  the  trial  of  the  defendant  in 
the  above  entitled  cause,  certify  that  the  above  is  a  true  statement 
of  the  substance  of  the  evidence  in  said  cause.

Hon.  K.  M.  Hord,  the  present  Judge,  who  succeeded  Judge 
Banta,  makes  the  following  statement : 

"  I  thought  at  the  time  of'  the  conviction  of  Vance  that  a  case 
was  not  made  out,  and  feel  a  great  wrong  has  been  done  him  by 
reason  of  his  intoxication  placing  in  a  false  attitude,  and  have  no 
hesitancy  in  recommending  him  to  executive  clemency. 

K.  M.  Hoed." 

The  prosecuting  witnesses,  the  county  officers  and  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney  urge  the  prisoner's  pardon.  Upon  the  facts,  I  think  the 
guilt  of  the  prisoner  doubtful.  He  took  no  property,  and  what  he 
did  seems  to  have  been  the  folly  of  a  drunken  man,  without  motive 
or  purpose.  The  county  officers  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  say 
that  he  was  "a  man  of  industrious  habits,  and  a  useful,  peaceable, 
quiet,  and  intelligent  citizen  when  sober."  He  has  a  wife  and  chil- 
dren dependent  upon  his  labor.  He  has  served  more  than  one-half 
his  time,  and  his  conduct  as  a  prisoner  has  been  good.  Pardon 
granted.  T.  A.  H. 

113.  John  Campbell,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Henry  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to  murder, 
and  sentenced  at  the  February  terra,  1876,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
term  of  two  years.     Pardoned  December  16, 1876,  and  released  from 
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•confinement  in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. The  prisoner's  sentence  was  for  two  years.  He  has  now 
served  nine  months.  I  saw  the  prisoner  on  yesterday  and  conversed 
with  him  fully  about  his  case,  and  do  not  believe  his  guilt  sufficiently 
proven.  The  weight  of  the  application  for  his  pardon  is  correctly 
stated  by  Gen'l  Grose  in  the  following  letter  : 

Newcastle,  Ind.,  Dec.  12,  1876. 

To  His  Excellency, 

Governor  of  Ind.: 

Dear  Sir  ; — I  enclose  to  you  the  petition  of  citizens,  jurors  and 
officers  for  the  remission  of  further  imprisonment  in  the  State's 
Prison,  (JeiFersonville,)  of  John  Campbell,  convicted  at  February 
term,  1876,  of  the  Henry  Circuit  Court,  on  charge  of  assault  and 
battery  with  intent  to  murder — term  two  years.  The  petition  has 
upon  it  179  names,  including  all  the  leading  men  in  the  vicinity  of 
Cadiz  where  the  offense  was  alleged  to  have  been  committed,  eleven 
■of  the  jurors — the  twelfth  having  removed  to  distant  parts,  the  Judge 
snd  Prosecuting  Attorney  who  tried  the  cause,  and  the  county 
<  fficers.  This  unanimity  is  upon  the  grounds  of  doubts  as  to  the  guilt 
of  defendant,  and  no  injury  at  all  to  the  prosecuting  witness  upon 
whom  the  assault  and  battery  was  alleged  to  have  been  made.  And 
to  show  your  Excellency  that  the  petitioners  are  acting  from  honest 
convictions,  I  may  state  that  most  of  them,  including  Judge,  Prose- 
cuting Attorney  and  county  officers,  are  of  different  political  opinions 
to  defendant.  I  may  also  state  that  the  defendant  has  a  wife  and 
three  small  children  at  home,  dependent  on  a  poor  father  (of  defend- 
ant) for  a  living.  I  hope  your  sense  of  justice  will  see  that  the 
request  of  the  petitioners  can  be  granted.  I  was  one  of  the 
attorneys  for  the  defendant.

114.     Ambrose  B.  Parrish,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Floyd 
•Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Murder,  and  sentenced  on  the  7th 
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day  of  November,  1867,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  his  nat- 
ural life.  Pardoned  December  19th,  1876,  and  released  from  con- 
finement in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. I  have  heretofore  examined  this  case  and  refused  to 
pardon  the  prisoner.  But  since  that  time  the  Moral  Instructor  of 
the  Prison  has  written  me  speaking  earnestly  of  his  reformation, 
and  recommending  his  pardon.  The  Warden  has  written  me  the 
following  letter : 

"Indiana  State  Prison  South, 
Jeffeesonville,  September  14,  1875. 

To  His  Excellency, 

Hon.  Thomas  A.   Hendeicks|: 

Deae  Sie  : — A  petition  for  the  pardon  of  Ambrose  Parrish, 
sentenced  for  life,  numerously  signed  by  his  neighbors  and  acquaint- 
ances in  Orange  county,  has  been  submitted  to  me  with  a  request  for 
a  statement  of  his  character.  During  the  eight  years  of  his  confine- 
ment he  has  sustained  the  most  excellent  character  as  a  prisoner, 
his  conduct  having  been  uniformly  good  in  every  particular.  He  is 
regarded  as  a  very  good  man  by  all  the  officers  of  the  Prison  and 
the  employes  of  the  contractors  who  have  had  opportunity  of  know- 
ing him.  He  is  regarded  as  an  honest  man,  and  it  is  not  doubted 
that  if  pardoned  he  will  make  a  good  citizen.

On  the  17th  instant,  I  visited  the  Prison  in  company  with  the 
Secretary  of  State.  We  had  a  long  conversation  with  the  prisoner 
and  with  the  officers  of  the  Prison,  and  became  satisfied  of  his 
reformation,  and  of  the  propriety  of  granting  him  a  pardon.  Un- 
derstanding that  Judge  Gresham  had  defended  him  upon  the  trial, 
I  called  upon  him  for  a  statement.  He  informed  me  that  Parrish 
had  served  in  the  war  in  his  regiment ;  that  he  was  a  good  soldier 
and  a  kind  and  well-behaved  young  man,  and  that  his  case  had 
been  greatly  prejudiced  on  the  trial  by  evidence  of  a  confession, 
which  he  did  not  believe  to  be  true.     He  recommends  his  pardon. 
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He  has  now  been  in  the  Prison   over  nine  years,  and  his  conduct 
during  the  whole  time  has  been  good.     Pardon  granted.

115.  John  R.  McCool,,  who  was  convicted  in  the  LaPorte 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the 
29th  day  of  October,  1866,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  twelve 
years.  Pardoned  December  20th,  1876,  and  released  from  confine- 
ment in  the  State  Prison  North.  Decision  :  By  the  Governoe. 
The  prisoner  had  been  in  the  Prison  for  over  ten  years  for  larceny. 
The  following  letter  from  Hon.  Daniel  Noyes,  the  present  Judge  of 
that  circuit,  states  the  case  and  the  reasons  for  a  pardon : 

LaPorte,  Ind.,  Nov.  16,  1876. 
Hon.  Thos.  A.  Hendricks: 

Dear  Governor — In  the  year  1866,  while  I  was  mayor  of 
LaPorte,  I  was  instrumental  in  the  capture  and  conviction  of  John 
R.  McCool  for  grand  larceny,  committed  in  this  city,  of  the  prop- 
erty of  Willard  A.  Place.  McCool  was  convicted  upon  his  own 
admissions  made  to  me;  tried  before  Judge  Osborn,  a  jury  being 
empanneled  to  fix  his  punishment,  and  he  was  sent  to  the  Michigan 
City  Prison  for  fourteen  (sic)  years.  This  was  at  the  October  term, 
1866,  and  he  has  been  there  for  over  ten  years.  I  have  ever  felt 
that  the  sentence  was  too  severe.  That  the  jury  partook  of  the 
excitement  in  fixing  the  punishment.  He  made  restitution  to  Col. 
Place  of  a  considerable  portion  of  the  stolen  property,  (all  that  he 
had,  lam  satisfied).  Col.  Place  is  now  deceased,  and  I  feel  as  if  it 
was  my  duty  to  bring  his  case  to  your  attention.  The  prison  offi- 
cers, of  late  years,  speak  well  of  his  conduct,  and  if  consistent  with 
your  views  of  justice,  tempered  with  mercy,  I  should  be  very  glad 
to  see  him  pardoned.     Very  respectfully  yours,  &c.

The  Warden  of  the  prison  very  earnestly  recommends  his  pardon. 
He  says  that  he  has  been  a  good  prisoner,  and  his  punishment 
already  endured  has  been  sufficient.     Pardon  granted.

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116.  John  Noah,  who  was  convicted  in  tlie  Wayne  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Murder,  and  sentenced,  on  the  9th 
day  of  August,  1867,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  his  natural 
life.  Pardoned  December  22,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement 
in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The 
prisoner  is  a  colored  man,  quite  old  and  of  very  feeble  mind» 
During  the  past  two  years,  the  Directors  and  officers  of  the  prison 
have  urged  me  to  pardon  him.  I  saw  him  and  he  gave  a  confused 
account  of  the  homicide.  He  killed  a  negro  man,  whom  he  charges 
with  coming  to  his  house  and  attacking  him.  I  place  but  little 
confidence  in  his  statement,  because  he  has  so  little  memory  and 
mind,  that  he  does  not  understand  or  recollect  the  facts.  Judge 
Peelle,  who  tried  the  case,  thought  there  were  doubts  about  his 
guilt.  I  do  not  decide  the  case  on  that  ground,  but  because  he  is  a 
poor  old  man,  of  inoffensive  habits,  trusted  by  the  prison  officers, 
and  of  so  feeble  intellect  as  to  be  scarcely  able  to  judge  of  the  char- 
acter of  his  conduct.  It  is  doing  no  good  to  keep  him  any  longer 
in  prison.  He  has  been  in  prison  over  ten  years.  Mr.  Hill,  one  of 
the  Directors  of  the  prison,  says  to  me  that  he  will  take  him  home 
and  take  care  of  him.  That  will  be  better  than  to  leave  him  iia, 
prison.     Pardon  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

117.  William  Simon,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Receiving  Stolen  Property,  and 
sentenced  on  the  20th  day  of  January,  1876,  to  be  imprisoned  for 
the  term  of  two  years.  Pardoned  December  23d,  1876,  and 
released  from  confinement  in  the  State  Prison  North.  Decision: 
By  the  Governor.  The  prisoner  was  convicted  of  receiving 
stolen  property.  He  had  a  shop,  or  store,  in  which  he  traded  in 
second  hand  property ;  and  he  claims  that  he  received  the  property 
charged  against  him  in  the  course  of  his  business.  Upon  inquiring 
into  the  facts  of  the  case,  I  think  his  guilt  doubtful.  He  has  now 
been  in  jail  and  State  Prison  above  one  year.  The  property  was 
worth  but  thirteen  dollars,  and  this  was  the  first  offense  charged 
against  him,  and  he  has  been  a  good  prisoner.  The  wife  of  this 
prisoner  has  the  charge  of  three  children,  and  they  are  so  entirely 
destitute  as  to  be  dependent  upon  charity.  Because  the  property 
which  he  was  charged  with  receiving  was  of  small  value;  because 
of  the  doubt  of  his  guilt,  as  I  understand  the  case ;  because  he  has 
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been  severely  punished  already,  and  because  it  is  better  that  he  now 
come  home  and  take  care  of  his  destitute  family,  I  grant  the  pardoa 
as  asked  by  many  persons  of  Indianapolis  who  personally  knew 
him.  T.  A.  H. 

118.  George  Ferguson,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Posey 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Murder,  and  sentenced  on  the  19th 
day  of  May,  1871,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  his  natural 
life.  Pardoned  December  29,  1876,  and  released  from  confinement 
in  the  State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Some 
of  the  most  respectable  citizens  of  Posey  county  ask  that  the  pris- 
oner be  pardoned.  They  say  that  "  Upon  the  breaking  out  of  the 
rebellion  he  entered  the  army  of  the  Union  and  served  during  the 
war,  and  when  the  war  closed  he  returned  to  Posey  county  where  he 
went  to  work  on  a  farm ;  that  at  the  time  he  committed  the  alleged 
offense  he  was  laboring  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquors, 
as  well  as  the  party  that  was  killed.  They  had  both  been  drunk 
for  a  day  or  two  before  the  time  of  the  killing."  *  *  *  "  That 
the  defendant  had  some  cause  for  his  acts,  and  that  his  punishment 
has  already  been  sufficient.  That  the  deceased  was  a  much  larger 
man  than  Ferguson,  and  at  the  time  of  the  killing  was  approaching 
Ferguson  in  a  menacing  manner,  and  Ferguson,  laboring  under  the 
influence  of  liquor,  committed  the  act." 

The  physician  of  the  prison  has  made  the  following  report  in  the 
ease : 

"Governor  Hendricks: 

Sir  : — By  your  request,  I  make  the  following  statement  relative 
to  the  physical  condition  of  George  Ferguson.  He  has  chronic 
hepatitis  and  phthisis  pulmonalis,  with  the  right  lobe  of  the  lung 
nearly  destroyed.  Said  Ferguson  has  been  in  the  hospital  for  the 
last  twelve  months.  In  my  judgment,  he  is  beyond  the  reach  of 
medicine.     A  change  of  climate  might  prolong  his  days. 

Very  respectfully, 

W.  F.  Sherrod,  Physician." 

The  Warden  has  written  me  as  follows  : 

"  George  Ferguson  has  been  a  good  man  in  the  prison.     All  the 
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officers  think  very  well  of  him,  and  would  be  pleased  to  have  him 
pardoned.  ^  ery  respectfully,  your  obedient  servant, 

Andrew  J.  Howard,  Warden." 

Since  making  the  report,  the  physician  has  personally  seen  me 
to  urge  the  pardon.  He  says  that  since  he  wrote  his  report  of  the 
€ase,  the  prisoner  has  had  repeated  hermorrhages,  and  that  he  can 
live  but  a  short  time ;  that  the  want  of  sufficient  ventilation  makes 
it  impossible  to  treat  such  a  case  of  consumption,  and  that  the 
prisoner  has  a  sister  in  Pittsburgh,  Penn.,  who  has  charge  of  his 
daughter,  and  wishes  to  provide  for  him  for  the  period  he  may 
live.     Pardon  granted.  T.  A.  H. 


COMMUTATIONS. 


1.  Aethue  Hebb,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Yigo  Criminal 
"Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the 
19th  day  of  December,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  Sentence  commuted  May  5,  1875.  Decision:  By  the 
GovEENOR.  The  sentence  will  be  commuted  to  imprisonment  at 
the  House  of  Refuge  upon  the  following  report  of  Frank  B.  Ains- 
worth,  the  Superintendent  of  that  institution  : 

"  To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendeicks,  * 

Governor  of  Indiana  : 

Deae  Sie  :  Pursuant  to  your  instructions,  I  desire  respectfully  to 
report  that  I  have  visited  the  Southern  Prison,  where  I  gleaned  the 
following  facts  and  observations  in  relation  the  prisoners,  Arthur 
Hebb,  and  *  ^  *  >ii  ^f:  yjg. ;  The  prison  record 
shows  that  Arthur  Hebb  was  convicted  of  grand  larceny  in  the 
Vigo  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  December  19,  1874,  and  sentenced  to 
confinement  in  the  prison  for  two  years.  The  Warden  being  sick 
and  unable  to  be  seen,  I  advised  with  the  Deputy,  who  reports 
as  follows  concerning  his  conduct  in  the  prison .  '  Hebb  has  been 
uniformly  obedient  and  industrious.  Like  most  boys  he  is  mis- 
chievous, but  not  vicious.' 

I  had  a  personal  interview  with  the  boy,  and  gained  from  him 
the  following  information  :  The  boy  claims  to  have  been  sixteen 
years  old  last  August.  He  says  that  he  committed  no  crime;  but 
that  he  was  the  victim  of  blackmail  and  malicious  prosecution.  He 
is  of  respectable  antecedents,  and  seems  well  connected.  He  claims 
to  be  a  nephew  of  P.  S.  Westfall,  Esq.,  editor  of  the  Terre  Haute 
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Saturday  Evening  Mail,  and  seems  to  have  enjoyed  better  advan- 
tages than  fall  to  the  lot  of  most  boys  that  find  their  way  into 
prison.  He  can  read  and  write  well,  has  studied  grammar,  and  is 
well  advanced  in  the  written  arithmetic.  He  has  never  been 
steadily  employed,  and  is  not,  therefore,  skilled  in  any  trade  or 
mechanical  industry.  He  enjoys  the  advantage  of  possess- 
ing a  cheerful  face,  and  has  a  bright,  animated  look.  He  appears 
bright  and  intelligent,  and  I  think  that  if  he  were  placed  under  proper 
disciplinary  restraints,  with  suitable  incentives,  he  would  develop 
into  a  respectable  and  useful  man.  I  would  recommend,  therefore, 
his  transfer  to  the  House  of  Refuge,  under  the  usual  restrictions 
placed  on  such  commutations.         ^         *         :ic         *         *         >t:

2.  Calvin  R.  Johnson,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Burglary  and  Grand  Lar- 
ceny, and  sentenced  on  the  19th  day  of  June,  1875,  to  be  impris- 
oned for  the  term  of  two  years.  Sentence  commuted  June  28th, 
1875,  by  substituting  for  his  confinement  in  the  State  Prison  North, 
his  commitment  to  the  House  of  Refuge.  Decision:  By  the 
GovEENOE.  The  prisoner  is  a  few  months  past  sixteen  years  of 
age;  has  heretofore  borne  a  good  character  and  has  not,  as  far  as  I 
can  learn,  been  conneeted  with  violations  of  law.  He  was  led  into 
this  crime  by  older  boys,  some  of  whom  are  old  criminals.  I  have 
referred  the  application  for  commutation  of  his  punishment  to 
Frank  B.  Ainsworth,  the  Superintendent  of  the  House  of  Refuge, 
and  he  has  made  the  following  report :

Plainfield,  Indiana,  June  28,  1875. 

His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendeicks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

Deae  Sie  : — I  have  the  honor  to  respectfully  report  that,  in 
pursuance  to  your  instructions,  I  have  visited  Calvin  R.  Johnson, 
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now  conjfined  in  the  jail  of  Marion  county  under  sentence  to  the 
penitentiary  for  the  commission  of  the  crimes  of  burglary  and 
grand  larceny,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  whether  or  not  the  said 
Johnson  is  a  proper  subject  to  transfer  to  the  House  of  Refuge. 
After  a  personal  interview  with  the  boy  himself  and  a  diligent 
inquiry  into  his  antecedents  and  social  relations ;  and  in  view  of  his 
hitherto  good  character,  it  is- my  opinion  that  his  future  welfare  and 
the  interests  of  society  would  be  promoted  if  your  Excellency  would 
commute  his  sentence  by  substituting  therefor  his  commitment  ta 
the  House  of  Refuge  under  the  restrictions  you  usually  throw 
around  such  cases. 

I  have  the  honor  to  subscribe  myself,  your  obedient  servant,

Upon  this  recommendation  the  punishment  is  commuted  to  con- 
finement in  the  House  of  Refuge  upon  the  usual  terms  and  condi- 
tions. T.  A.  H. 

3.  Oliver  Nichols,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Jefferson  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  felonious  intent,  and  sen- 
tenced on  the  18th  day  of  October,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for 
the  term  of  five  years.  Sentence  commuted  November  2d,  1875, 
by  substituting  for  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  South,  his 
commitment  to  the  House  of  Refuge  for  Juvenile  Offenders. 
Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  At  the  fall  term,  1875,  of  the 
Jefferson  Circuit  Court,  the  prisoner  was  sentenced  to  five  years 
imprisonment  for  assault  and  battery  with  felonious  intent.  His 
petition  prays  a  commutation  of  his  punishment  to  confinement  in 
the  House  of  Refuge.  He  is  but  a  few  months  past  sixteen  years 
of  age.  The  prisoner's  father.  Judge  Allison,  who  tried  the  case, 
and  Charles  L.  Jewett,  Esq.,  the  prosecuting  attorney,  also  ask  the 
commutation.  After  the  application  was  presented,  I  asked  Frank 
B.  Ainsworth,  Esq.,  the  Superintendent  of  the  House  of  Refuge,  to 
visit  the  prisoner  and  examine  the  facts  and  to  make  careful  obser- 
vation of  his  character,  and  report  whether  he  is  a  proper  person 
to  be  transferred  to  the  House  of  Refuge.  Mr.  Ainsworth  has  made 
the  following  report : 
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"Indiana  House  of  Eefuge, 

Plainfield,  Ind.,  Nov.  1,  1875. 

His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendeicks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

Deae  Sie  : — In  compliance  with  your  written  request  of  Octo- 
ber 28th,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  have  visited  Oliver 
Nichols,  a  convict  in  the  Southern  Penitentiary,  to  obtain  informa- 
tion in  relation  to  the  propriety  of  commuting  his  sentence  by  sub- 
stituting therefor  his  commitment  to  the  House  of  Refuge.  By 
interrogating  the  convict,  the  following  facts  were  disclosed,  viz : 

Firstly.  That  his  antecedents  are  good.  That  his  father  is  an 
industrious  and  temperate  laborer.  That  his  own  mother  is  dead, 
and  that  his  father  is  married  to  a  second  wife  with  whom  this  boy, 
Oliver,  could  not  agree. 

Secondly.  That  the  boy  is  between  16  and  17  years  of  age; 
appears  healthy;  has  a  pleasant  countenance  and  shows  evidences  of 
better  breeding  than  usually  falls  to  the  lot  of  a  common  criminal. 

Thirdly.  He  asserts  that  he  never  was  before  accused  of  the 
commission  of  any  crime.  That  he  desires  a  change  of  punishment 
and  will  comply  with  any  conditions  your  Excellency  may  impose 
in  a  commutation.  That  he  desires  the  advantages  conferred  by  the 
House  of  Refuge,  and  that  he  will  diligently  improve  them,  and 
earnestly  asks  that  your  Excellency  may  find  it  competent  to  make 
the  commutation  which  he  asks. 

Fourthly.  The  officers  of  the  prison  report  his  behavior  as  being 
good  since  his  incarceration,  and  unite  in  recommending  executive 
clemency  in  his  behalf. 

In  viewing  this  case  in  the  light  of  the  above  facts,  I  have  no 
hesitancy  in  giving  it  as  my  opinion  that  neither  his  interests  and 
best  welfare,  nor  those  of  society  and  this  Institution,  would  be 
prejudiced  by  his  admission  into  our  course  of  discipline.  I  there- 
fore most  heartily  commend  his  case  to  your  favorable  consideration.

Upon  the  case  aa  presented,  I  think  it  proper  to  grant  a  commu- 
tation.    It  is  ordered.  T.  A.  H. 
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4.  William  F.  Lambertson,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Dear- 
born Circuit  Court  of  the  crimes  of  Burglary  and  Grand  Larceny, 
and  sentenced,  on  the  24th  day  of  November,  1875,  to  be  impris- 
oned for  the  term  of  six  months.  Sentence  commuted  December 
23,  1875,  by  substituting  for  his  confinement  in  the  jail  of  Dearborn 
county,  his  commitment  to  the  House  of  Refuge  for  Juvenile  Offend- 
ers. Decision  :  By  the  Goveenor.  William  F.  Lambertson, 
aged  seventeen  years,  was  convicted  of  burglary  and  grand  larceny 
in  the  Dearborn  Circuit  Court,  at  the  November  term,  1875,  and 
sentenced  to  six  months  in  the  jail.  He  and  his  father  ask  that 
his  punishment  be  commuted  to  confinement  at  the  House  of 
Refuge  according  to  law.  Judge  Holman,  who  tried  the  case,  and 
Judge  Roberts,  of  that  circuit,  and  the  county  officers  and  some 
citizens  recommend  that  the  commutation  be  made.  Upon  receipt 
of  the  application,  I  directed  the  Superintendent  of  the  House  of 
Refuge  to  investigate  the  case  and  make  report.  He  made  the 
investigation  and  reported  as  follows ; 

"  Indiana  House  of  Refuge, 
Plainfield,  Ind.,  December  8,  1875. 
His  Excellency, 

Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  pursuance  of 
your  instructions,  I  have  visited  Wm.  F.  Lambertson,  now  under 
sentence  by  the  Dearborn  Circuit  Court  and  confined  in  the  jail  of 
said  county,  to  ascertain,  whether  or  not,  his  punishment  should  be 
commuted  by  substituting  therefor  his  commitment  to  the  House  of 
Refuge,  and  have  the  following  statement  to  make,  viz.: 

By  diligent  inquiry  into  his  character  and  antecedents  I  find  that 
the  charge  of  which  he  stands  convicted  is  the  first  accusation  ever 
made  against  him.  His  parents  are  highly  respectable  and  worthy 
people.  This  information  was  derived  from  ex- Judge  Thompson, 
and  is,  of  course,  reliable.  The  applicant  has  enjoyed  advantages 
superior  to  what  usually  falls  to  the  lot  of  young  men  under  the 
sentence  for  the  commission  of  crime.  He  claims  to  be  well  schooled 
in  Latin,  Algebra,  Physiology  and  U.  S.  History.  He  has  always 
lived  in  Dearborn  county  until  the  past  summer,  when  he  spent  a 
few  months  in  Cincinnati.

He  was  accused  of  the  commission  of  the  crime  of  grand  larceny, 
but,  on  account  of  his  youth  and  previously  good  character,  his 
sentence  was  made  light.  I  conversed  with  the  sheriff  and  several 
of  the  prominent  attorneys  in  relation  to  the  boy's  case  and  all  uni- 
ted in  saying  that  his  case  is  one  deserving  of  executive 
olemency,  and  in  my  judgment  his  commutation  to  the  House  of 
Refuge  is  one  that  would  be  eminently  proper  for  your  Excellency 
to  make.  :^  -^  ^  ^  -^  ^  ^

The  commutation  is  ordered.  T.  A.  H. 

5.  Thomas  Brady,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Dearborn  Circuit 
Oourt  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced,  on  the  3rd  day 
of  December,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  thirty  days. 
Sentence  commuted  December  23,  1875,  by  substituting  for 
confinement  in  the  jail  of  Dearborn  county  his  commitment  to  the 
House  of  Befuge  for  Juvenile  Offenders.  Decision:  by  the 
Governor,  This  application  is  made  by  Simon  Brady,  father  of 
the  convict,  and  shows  that  the  boy  was  sixteen  years  old  on  the  4th 
day  of  October,  1875.  Judge  Roberts,  in  his  letter  submitting  the 
application,  says : 

"Allow  me  to  add  that  this  young  man  is  a  fit  subject  for  com- 
mitment to  the  said  institution.  I  am  personally  acquainted  with 
the  lad  and  know  that  nothing  else  will  save  him  from  certain  ruin. 
He  is  smart,  intellectually,  but  his  inclinations  are  all  in  the  wrong 
direction." 

The  Superintendent  of  the  House  of  Refuge  Avrites  as  follows  : 
^'  I  visited  Brady  in  the  jail,  and  learned  that  he  is  a  very  mis- 
chievous boy,  but  easily  controlled  when  under  proper  authority. 
He  is  now  serving  his  first  sentence,  and  he  says  that  this  is  his  first 
serious  trouble,  to- wit :  stealing  old  brass.  The  boy  has  a  father 
and  step-mother.  He  has  the  advantage  of  a  fair  education,  and 
possesses  a  trade.  I  can  see  no  objection  to  receiving  this  boy  into 
the  House  of  Refuge,  if  your  Excellency  should  decide  to  send  him 
to  this  institution."     The  commutation  is  ordered.  T.  A.  H. 
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6.  Silas  Eaglan,  wbo  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the 
18th  day  of  September,  1876,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  Sentence  commuted  September  30,  1876,  by  substituting  for 
his  confinement  in  the  State  Prison  North  his  commitment  to  the 
House  of  Refuge.  Decision  :  By  the  Goveenor.  The  petition 
is  made  by  the  convict's  father.  It  shows  that  the  boy  is  but  six- 
teen years  of  age.  The  Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  append  a 
recommendation  in  these  words  :  "  We  think  it  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  defendant  to  grant  the  above  petition.  We  also  think  it  will 
be  of  no  detriment  whatever  to  the  interests  of  the  State  to  grant 
said  request,"  I  referred  the  application  to  the  Superintendent  for 
investigation,  and  he  has  made  me  the  following  report : 

"  Plainfield,  Ind.,  9—29—76. 

His  Excellency,  T.  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

Dear  Sir  : — In  compliance  with   your  request,  I  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  statement  of  the  case  of  Silas  Eaglan : 

After  conferring  with  the  said  boy  and  others,  I  find  that  his 
parents  being  poor,  his  education  has  been  neglected,  but  that  the 
present  charge  is  the  first  one  that  has  ever  appeared  against  him. 
His  habits  have  heretofore  been  good,  and  his  conduct  very 
exemplary,  so  much  so  that  he  is  considered  by  many  to  be  innocent 
of  the  crime  charged  against  him.  The  boy  is  not  vicious,  but  of 
a  mild  and  quiet  disposition,  which  I  consider  would  be  very  sus- 
ceptible to  the  influences  for  good  by  which  he  would  be  surrounded 
in  the  Reform  School.  He  expresses  a  wholesome  horror  of  the 
disgrace  of  going  to  the  penitentiary,  and  prays  that  he  maybe  sent 
to  the  Reform  School,  where  he  will  have  an  opportunity  to  improve 
his  mind,  and  finally  become  an  honored  member  of  society. 

Mr.  Cottrell  corroborates  the  boy's  statements,  and  says  that  he 
has  had  the  boy  in  his  employ  and  that  he  considers  him  entirely 
innocent. 

After  a  careful  examination  of  the  case  and  a  long  interview  with 
the  boy,  I  take  great  pleasure  in  recommending  him  to  the  clemency 
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of  yonr  Excellency,  and  I  hope  that  his  sentence  may  be  com  mated 
to  commitment  to  the  House  of  Refuge.

Upon  the  facts  thus  shown,  it  seems  right  to  grant  a  commutation^ 
and  it  is  now  issued.  T.  A.  H. 

7.  Pollard  Able,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Jackson  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Arson,  and  sentenced,  on  the  5th  day  of  No- 
vember, 1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  five  years.  Sentence 
commuted  November  21,  1876,  by  substituting  therefor  his  im- 
prisonment for  the  term  of  two  years  and  six  months  in  the  Indiana. 
State  Prison  South.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The  peti- 
tion for  the  pardon  of  this  prisoner  is  very  numerously  signed  by 
the  citizens  of  Jackson  county,  many  of  whom  live  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  arson.  The  conviction  was  for  burning  a  barn.  I  give  more 
weight  to  a  petition  from  the  neighborhood  in  such  a  case,  than  in 
most  other  cases,  for  the  reason  that  the  burning  of  a  house  or  barn 
in  the  country  excites  a  general  alarm ;  and,  if  done  with  malice, 
excites  bitter  prejudice  and  hatred  towards  the  guilty  party.  The 
fact  that  so  many  of  the  people  have  asked  me  to  pardon  him,  indi- 
cates that  they  feel  that  the  evidence  was  not  sufficiently  strong  to 
support  the  verdict,  or  that  the  character  and  conduct  of  the  party, 
for  some  reason,  appealed  to  their  sympathies  and  forgiveness. 

A  portion  of  the  jurors  who  found  the  verdict,  and  some  of  the 
county  officers  have  joined  in  the  petition.  The  prisoner's  wife 
brought  me  the  petition,  and  said  that  she,  herself,  presented  it  to 
the  people. 

The  prisoner  has  now  served  two  years  of  the  term  of  his  punish- 
ment. The  Warden  has  answered  my  inquiry  by  saying  that  his 
conduct  has  been  uniformly  good,  and  added  that,  "if  pardoned,  he 
would  doubtless  make  a  good  citizen." 

Judge  Slaughter,  who  tried  the  case,  has  written  me  the  follow- 
ing letter :

"CoRYDON,  Ind.,  November  6,  1876. 
To  His  Excellency, 

Governor  Hendricks  : 

Sir  : — The  letter  of  the  19th  ult.,  addressed  to  me  by  your  Ex- 
cellency's Private  Secretary,  reached  me  only  a  day  or  two  ago.  It 
was  addressed  to  me  at  Cory  don  when  I  was  absent  from  home,  and 
through  inadvertance  was  not  forwarded  to  me.  He  advises  me 
that  application  has  been  made  to  your  Excellency  for  the  pardon 
of  Pollard  Able,  convicted  of  arson   in  the  Jackson  Circuit  Court, 

at  the term,  187-,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  imprisonment  in 

the  State's  Prison,  and  requesting  my  views  in  regard  to  the  case. 
In  answer,  I  have  to  say  that  my  recollection  is  that  Able  was  con- 
victed upon  circumstantial  evidence  mainly,  and,  although  I  can  not 
DOW  recall  the  details  of  it,  I  remember  that,  at  the  time,  I  thought 
the  jury  reached  a  proper  conclusion  in  their  verdict.  If  any  cir- 
cumstances have  sini:e  been  disclosed  indicating  a  possible  mistake 
in  the  verdict,  I  have  not  been  advised  of  them.  But  I  understand 
that  Able  has  a  helpless  family,  who  need  his  support ;  that  he  has 
been  a  well-conducted  prisoner  since  his  imprisonment;  that  he 
promised  to  live  a  virtuous  life  in  the  future ;  that  a  large  majority 
of  his  neighbors,  including  the  leading  citizens  of  that  portion  of 
Jackson  county,  as  well  as  a  majority  of  the  jurors  who  returned 
the  verdict  against  him,  have  petitioned  your  Excellency  for  his 
pardon ;  that,  in  fact,  no  remonstrance  has  been  made  against  such 
pardon,  although  the  petition  has  been  publicly  circulated.  If 
these  are  the  facts  in  the  case,  I  should  not  hesitate  to  recommend 
such  pardon.  Personally,  I  know  nothing  of  the  character  of  the 
man  previous  to  his  conviction,  though  got  the  impression  his  repu- 
tation was  not  good  ;  but  if  it  be  true  that  his  neighbors,  including 
the  leading  citizens  of  that  portion  of  the  county,  who  may  be  pre- 
sumed to  know  his  character,  unite  in  asking  his  pardon,  I  should 
accept  that  as  evidence  of  the  propriety  of  such  pardon,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  he  was  convicted  upon  circumstantial  evidence,  and 
there  is  a  possibility  of  his  innocence.  Your  Excellency  has  doubt- 
less been  advised  as  to  the  character  of  the  petitioners,  and  will 
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know  whether  they  embrace  the  classes  I  have  indicated.     If  they 
do,  I  should  recommend  such  pardon.

The  evidence  was  altogether  circumstantial  ;  but,  after  a  careful 
examination,  I  thought  it  at  least  permitted  the  verdict.  In  view 
of  his  probable  reformation  and  of  the  fact  that  the  evidence  was 
not  wholly  satisfactory,  and  because  of  the  opinion  of  the  Judge 
and  a  portion  of  the  jury  and  of  the  people  of  the  neighborhood, 
and  because  of  the  devotion  of  his  wife,  who,  without  means  or 
help,  and  with  two  children  to  provide  for,  has  prepared  and  pre- 
sented the  application  for  his  pardon,  I  think  it  proper  to  commute 
the  punishment.  The  imprisonment  of  five  years  will  be  commuted 
to  two  years  and  six  months  at  hard  labor  in  the  State  Prison 
South.  T.  A.  H. 

8.  Heney  Dismore,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced,  on 
the  20th  day  of  August,  1875,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of 
three  years.  Sentence  commuted,  December  5,  1876,  by  substitu- 
ting therefor  his  imprisonment  for  the  term  of  one  year  and  six 
months.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  The  prisoner  was  con- 
victed August  20,  1875,  of  stealing  hogs,  with  other  parties,  and 
sentenced  to  three  years.  Nine  of  the  jurors  have  asked  for  his 
pardon.  Judge  Buskirk,  who  tried  the  case,  and  Mr.  Cropsey,  the 
Prosecuting  Attorney,  say  that  they  think  the  public  interest  would 
be  as  well  served  by  releasing  young  Dismore  as  by  requiring  him 
to  serve  his  time  out.  He  was  less  than  seventeen  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  the  offense  and  is  now  less  than  nineteen.  I  think  the 
punishment  too  severe  for  a  boy  of  his  age,  and  that  it  is  proper  to 
commute  the  punishment  to  one  year  and  six  months.  Mr.  A.  T. 
Foster  called  in  person  and  said  the  prisoner  had  worked  for  him 
more  than  one  year  and  that  he  was  honest  and  industrious.  Also, 
James  Weller  says  that  he  traded  at  his  store  and  was  honest,  and 
that  he  observed  that  he  was  industrious. 

The  sentence  is  commuted  to  one  year  and  six  months.

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9.  Benjamin  Minger,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Elkhart 
•Circuit' Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the 
28th  day  of  March,  1876,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  Sentence  commuted  December  20,  1876,  by  substituting 
therefor  his  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  North  for  the  term  of 
one  year.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The  prisoner  was 
convicted  of  larceny  solely  upon  the  testimony  of  an  accomplice. 
Ten  of  the  jury  ask  me  to  pardon  him.  One  of  the  attorneys 
engaged  in  the  prosecution  also  recommends  his  pardon,  together 
with  citizens.     Judge  Woods  has  written  me  the  following  letter : 

"  Goshen,  Ind.,  July  19,  1876. 
To  His  Excellency, 

Thomas  A,  Hendricks  : 

At  the  earnest  solicitation  of,  and  out  of  regard  for  his  mother, 
— an  estimable  lady — I  recommend  the  pardon  of  Benjamin  Min- 
ger, convicted  of  grand  larceny  at  the  February  term,  1876,  of  the 
Elkhart  Circuit  Court,  and  sentenced  for  two  years  in  the  State 
Prison.  No  motion  for  a  new  trial  was  made  in  his  behalf — for 
what  reason  the  omission  was  made  I  know  not — and  consequently 
I  was  not  called  on  officially  to  consider  closely  the  force  of  the 
testimony  adduced  against  him.  I  will  say  now  that  he  was  convicted 
upon  the  testimony  of  an  accomplice,  uncorroborated  so  far  as  dis- 
puted, and  material  points  were  involved,  and  the  witness  one  of 
very  bad  character,  confessing  to  many  crimes  of  his  own — perjury 
included — and  on  the  stand  admitting  that  he  attached  no  religious 
sanction  to  his  oath,  and  had  no  regard  for  truth  or  for  his  oath, 
except  the  fear  of  punishment  for  false  swearing.  Never  before  or 
since,  I  believe,  have  I  seen  a  witness  of  such  utter  depravity  and 
want  of  the  slightest  symptoms  of  principle  or  shame;  and  on  the 
testimony  of  this  witness  alone  was  Minger  convicted.  I  am  not 
able,  however,  to  say  that  I  believe  Minger  innocent.  I  do  think 
there  is  doubt — much  room  for  reasonable  doubt — of  his  guilt  of 
the  charge  made  against  him,  and  in  view  of  this  doubt  and  the 
character  of  the  evidence  adduced  against  him,  I  do  sincerely  and 
earnestly  repeat  my  recommendation  for  executive  clemency.

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I  think  the  showing  justifies  a  reduction  of  the  punishment  to- 
one  year,  and  now  commute  the  sentence  to  that  period.  T.  A.  H. 

10.  Ira  J.  Ford,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Tippecanoe  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Forgery,  and  sentenced  on  the  2d  day  of 
December,  1876,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  terra  of  two  years.  Sen- 
tence commuted,  December  20,  1876,  by  substituting  for  his  con- 
finement in  the  State  Prison  North,  his  imprisonment  in  the  jail  of 
Ti})pecanoe  county  for  the  term  of  four  months  from  the  date  of  hi» 
commitment  thereto  by  the  Justice  of  the  Peace.  Decision  :  By 
THE  Governor.  The  prisoner  is  sentenced  to  two  years  for  forgery, 
by  the  Tippecanoe  Circuit  Court.  He  forged  a  note  upon  Jacob 
Beidler  for  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  Beidler  had  agreed  ta 
give  him  a  note  of  that  denomination  for  a  machine  sold  to  him, 
but  he  neglected  to  do  so.  After  the  prisoner's  arrest,  he  did  give 
the  note,  and  the  forged  note  was  taken  up.  Mr.  Beidler  wrote  the 
Judge  the  following  letter  upon  the  case  : 

Lafayette,  Ind.,  December  15,  1876. 

To  Hon.  D.  P.  Vinton, 

Judge  Tippecanoe  Circuit  Court : 

The  undersigned,  prosecuting  witness  in  the  case  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  against  Ira  Ford,  would  respectfully  say  that  I  do  nofc 
think  said  Ford  intended  to  defraud  me  in  signing  the  note,  for 
the  forgery  of  which  he  was  convicted,  and  that  I  did  not  volun- 
tarily prosecute  him.  I  believe  he  intended  to  and  would  have  paid 
the  note  before  maturity.  I  should  be  glad  to  have  him  pardoned 
and  released,  as  1  do  not  believe,  from  what  I  have  seen  of  him, 
that  he  is  a  bad  man.  Jacob  Beidler." 

I  think  the  prisoner  did  not  intend  to  defraud  any  person,  b«t  he 
was  not  authorized  to  make  the  note.  Judge  Vinton  and  the  Pros- 
ecuting Attorney  recommend  his  pardon,  also.  Judge  Ward,  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  Tippecanoe  county.  Other  parties  occupying 
official  positions  in  that  county  also  recommend  his  pardon.  He 
has  heretofore  borne  a  good  character.  I  will  not  pardon  him,  but 
am  of  the  opinion  that  four  months'  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail,  from  the  date  of  his  arrest,  will  be  sufficient  punishment.  His 
punishment  is  commuted  to  four  months'  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail,  dating  from  his  committal  to  the  jail  by  the  Justice.

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Since  the  commutation  was  ordered  in  this  case  and  before  the 
same  was  delivered  to  the  prisoner  by  the  sherifiF,  I  learned  that  the 
parties,  including  Judge  Vinton,  were  misled  in  respect  to  his 
character  when  they  recommended  that  I  should  interfere  in  his 
behalf.  I  now  recall  and  set  aside  the  process  of  commutation  and 
.allow  the  case  to  stand  upon  the  judgment  of  the  court.

REMISSIONS. 


1.  To  John  Lavin,  the  sum  of  forty  dollars  ($40.00),  the  same 
being  the  residue  of  four  several  fines  of  twenty  dollars  each 
assessed  against  one  Kobert  Way  by  the  Henry  Circuit  Court  at  its 
spring  term,  1872,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  the  crime  of 
selling  liquor  in  violation  of  law,  and  for  the  payment  of  which 
the  said  Lavin  became  his  replevin  bail,  he  having  paid  one-half 
thereof.  Remission  granted  January  15,  1875.  Decision:  By 
THE  Governor.  Robert  Way  was  fined  twenty  dollars  ($20.00) 
in  each  of  four  cases  in  Henry  county,  for  violation  of  the 
law  regulating  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors.  He  had  no  means 
with  which  to  pay.  John  Lavin  is  his  son-in-law,  and  became  his 
bail.  He  is  an  industrious  and  poor  man,  supporting  his  family  by 
his  labor  as  a  blacksmith.  The  fines  and  costs  amounted  to  about 
two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00).  When  the  application  was  made 
for  the  remisson  of  the  fines  I  decided  to  remit  one-half  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  residue.  The  Clerk's  certificate  shows  that  forty 
dollars  have  been  paid.  The  remission  is  recommended  by  the 
county  officers  and  by  a  large  number  of  the  people  of  the  locality 
where  the  parties  live.  Way  has  left  the  State,  probably  gone  to 
Idaho.     The  residue  of  the  fines  is  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

2.  To  Calvin  McLaughlin,  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  ($30.00), 
the  same  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  of  sixty  dollars  ($60.00)  assess- 
ed against  him  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  on  the  17th 
day  of  April,  1874,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  having  unlaw~ 
fully  signed  a  petition  for  a  permit  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors,  he 
having  paid  one-half  of  said  fine.  Remission  granted  Januray  15th, 
1875.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  On  the  17th  day  of  April, 
1874,  Calvin  McLaughlin  was  fined  in  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit 
Court  the  sum  of  sixty  dollars  ($60.00)  for  signing  a  petition  to  the 
County  Commissioners  for  a  permit  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  ia 
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Indianapolis,  when  he  was  not  a  voter  in  the  ward  wherein  the  per- 
mit was  to  be  used.  The  act  seems  to  have  been  done  without  a 
criminal  intent,  and  in  ignorance  of  the  law.  Judge  Test  recom- 
mends the  remission  of  one-half  the  fine  and  the  county  officers  con- 
cur in  his  recommendation.  I  decided  to  remit  one-half  upon 
payment  of  the  residue.  That  has  been  paid  and  the  Clerk's  receipt 
therefor  filed.     The  residue  is  accordingly  remitted.        T.  A.  H. 

3.  To  James  Smith,  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars,  ($15.00),  the 
same  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  in  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  assessed 
against  him  by  the  Putnam  Circuit  Court  at  its  November  term, 
1874,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  the  crime  of  assault  and  battery, 
be  having  satisfied  the  sum  of  thirty-five  dollars  thereof,  by  impris- 
'onment  in  the  jail  of  Putnam  county.  Remission  granted  January 
20,  1875.  Decision:  by  the  Governor.  This  application  is 
supported  by  the  following  opinion  and  recommendation  : 

"To  His  Excellency, 

Gov.  Thomas  A.  Hendricks  : 

James  Smith  was  convicted  at  the  last  (November)  term  of  this 
court  of  assault  and  battery  and  fined  $50.00.  He  is  extremely 
poor  and  altogether  unable  to  pay  or  stay  the  fine.  He  has,  by 
lying  in  jail,  satisfied  the  fine,  except  as  to  about  fifteen  dollars. 
The  officers  have  all  remitted  their  costs.  His  wife  and  child  are  in 
a  suffijring  condition,  and  the  present  extreme  cold  renders  his  aid 
the  more  essential  to  their  comfort.  The  remission  of  the  small 
balance  standing  against  him  would  be  an  act  for  which  you  shall 
receive  the  grateful  remembrance  of  the  undersigned,  and  will  ena- 
ble him  to  render  substantial  help  to  his  poverty-stricken  family.

4.     To  John  A.  Crozier,  Jonathan  Schooley  and  John  G. 
Sering,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  ($200.00)  the  same  being  the 
residue  of  a  judgment  rendered  by  the  Jefferson  Circuit  Court,  on  the 
8th  day  of  September,  1874,  against  them  as  sureties  impleaded  with 
Robert  Dunlap  as  principal,  upon  a  bond  executed  by  them  and  one 
William  Woodburn,  conditioned  that  the  said  Diinlap  should  faith- 
fully perform  his  duties   as  a  justice  of  the  peace  and  pay  over  all 
monies  received  by  him  as  such.     Remission  granted  January  28, 
1875.     Decision  :  By  the  Governor.     In  the  year  1867,  Robert 
Dunlap  was  elected  and  commissioned  justice  of  the  peace  of  Jef- 
ferson county  and  served  as  such.     He  appropriated  to  his  own  use 
monies  collected  as  fines  due  to  the  State,  and  for  that  act  was  con- 
victed in  the  Circuit  Court  of  that  county  of  Embezzlement,  and 
sentenced  to  the  State  Prison  for  two  years.     Governor  Baker  par- 
doned  him.      Crozier,  Schooley  and    Sering   were   on    his   bond. 
Neither  Dunlap  nor  any  of  his  sureties,  except  Crozier,  are  solvent. 
In  the  year  1874,  Hon.  J.  C.  Denny,  Attorney  General,  prosecuted 
a  suit  upon  the  official   bond  of  said   Dunlap   in  the  name  of  the 
State  for  the  fines  collected  by  said  justice,  and  received  judgment 
against  the  principal  and  said  Crozier  as  surety  for  $225.00.     Cro- 
zier has  paid  the  costs  of  the   suit  and  $25.00  of  the  judgment. 
He  now  asks  to  be  relieved  from  the  remaining  $200.00.     He  has 
paid  other  claims  upon  said  bond.     I  have  hesitated  upon  the  ques- 
tion whether  I    have   power   to  remit    in  such   a   case,  but  Judge 
Denny  has  written  upon  the  application  that,  while  acting  as  Attor- 
ney General  he  examined  the  question  and  became  satisfied  that  the 
Governor  has  the  power,  and  that  it  would  be  right  and  proper  to 
remit  the  judgment.     Judge  Allison,  of  the  Jefferson  Circuit  Court, 
has  written  me  a  letter  recognizing  my  power  and  recommending  its 
exercise.     The  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor  and  Recorder  of  Jefferson 
county  say  that  from  their  own   personal  knowledge  of  the  circum- 
stances stated  in  the  application,  it  would  be  right  and  just  to  remit 
the  remainder  of  the  judgment. 

The  State  having  prosecuted  the  principal  for  the  embezzlement 
and  sentenced  him  for  the  crime,  and  Mr.  Crozier  having  paid  the 
costs  in  the  State's  civil  suit,  and  twenty-five  dollars  of  the  judgment, 
I  think  it  is  proper  that  the  residue  of  the  judgment  be  remitted  as 
to  the  sureties.  T.  A.  H. 
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5.  To  Alfred  B.  Gates,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars 
($500.00),  the  same  being  the  amount  of  a  judgment  rendered 
against  him  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Marion  County  on  the  18th 
day  of  December,  1874,  upon  a  forfeited  recognizance,  wherein  he 
was  bound  as  a  surety  for  the  appearance  of  one  George  Murdock 
to  answer  an  indictment  pending  against  him  in  the  Marion  Crimi- 
nal Circuit  Court,  wherein  he  was  charged  with  Grand  Larceny. 
Remission  granted  February  5,  1875.  Decision  :  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. George  Murdock  was  indicted  in  the  Marion  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  for  larceny.  He  made  his  recognizance  to  the  State 
in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00),  with  Gates  as  his 
surety.  He  failed  to  appear,  and  the  recognizance  was  forfeited 
and  judgment  rendered  thereon.  Afterwards  the  party  whose  prop- 
erty was  taken  took  the  proper  steps  to  re-capture  Murdock  and 
bring  him  from  Illinois  to  Indianapolis  for  trial.  He  is  now  in 
jail  awaiting  his  trial.  To  induce  Mr.  Gates  to  become  surety  on 
the  bail-bond  the  father  of  Murdock  mortgaged  to  him  the  only 
property  he  possesses,  being  in  value  about  six  hundred  dollars. 
He  is  old,  and  a  preacher  of  the  gospel.  The  enforcement  of  the 
judgment  upon  the  recognizance  would  impoverish  the  old  gentle- 
man and  leave  him  without  a  home.  As  the  purpose  of  the  recog- 
nizance has  been  accomplished  in  the  capture  and  imprisonment  of 
the  accused  party,  I  do  not  think  the  ends  of  justice  require  such 
extreme  proceedings.  Before  considering  the  application  for  the 
remission  of  the  forfeiture,  I  required  Mr.  Gates  to  pay  the  party 
who  brought  Murdock  back  upon  my  requisition  all  expenses 
thereof.     That  payment  has  been  made. 

Judge  Test,  the  late  Judge  of  the  Criminal  Circuit  Court  (Marion 
County),  and  Judge  Jordan,  who  has  recently  been  holding  that 
court,  unite  in  recommending  the  remission,  and  all  the  officers  of 
Marion  county  recommend  it.     The  judgment  is  remitted.

6.  To  Thomas  Terrell,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollais,  ($50),  the 
same  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100) 
assessed  against  him  by  the  Decatur  Circuit  Court  on  the  14th  day 
of  May,  1874,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  an  asault  and  battery, 
he  having  satisfied  the  sura  of  fifty  dollars  thereof  by  imprisonment 
in  the  jail  of  Decatur  county.  Remission  granted  February  23, 
1875.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  Terrell  was  sentenced  by 
the  Decatur  Circuit  Court,  May  14,  1874,  for  assault  and  battery, 
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to  six  months'  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  and  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  dollars.  All  the  officers  of  the  county  of  Decatur  and 
the  Prosecuting  Attorney  urge  me  to  remit  the  fine  in  the  case,  be- 
cause neither  the  party  nor  his  friends  are  able  to  pay  it,  and  his 
continuance  in  jail  can  do  no  good  and  will  be  an  expense  to  the 
county.  Judge  Cullen,  who  tried  the  case,  recommends  that  the 
fine  be  remitted.  He  has  now  served  out  the  sentence  and  one- 
half  of  the  fine  at  fifty  cents  per  day.  There  remains  but  fifty 
dollars  of  the  fine,  and  as  it  is  clear  that  it  can  not  be  paid,  it  may 
as  well  be  remitted  as  to  keep  him  in  jail  at  a  public  charge.  The 
remaining  fifty  dollars  is  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

7.  To  William  T.  Jackson,  the  sum  of  seventy-five  dollars  ($75,) 
the  same  being  the  residue  of  ten  several  fines,  of  ten  dollars  each, 
assessed  against  him  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  on  the 
26th  day  of  November,  1878,  upon  his  conviction  therein,  in  ten 
several  cases  (4716  to  4725  inclusive),  of  the  crime  of  selling  liquor 
without  first  having  procured  a  permit  so  to  do.  Remission  granted 
February  23,  1875.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The  sales 
took  place  on  the  State  Fair  Grounds  in  the  fall  of  1873,  and,  from 
all  the  facts  that  have  come  to  my  knov/ledge,  I  think  the  sales 
were  made  with  the  knowledge  of  the  authorities  in  charge  of  the 
fair.  The  defendant  had  rented  and  paid  for  a  refreshment  stand, 
and  used  it  for  the  sale  of  refreshments  and  beer.  In  this  respect 
the  facts  are  substantially  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  Samuel  E.  Mo- 
ran,  a  portion  of  whose  fines  were  remitted  April  20,  1874.  (See 
Remission  No.  39,  Report  of  1875.)  The  Treasurer,  Clerk,  Re- 
corder and  County  Superintendent  of  Marion  county,  and  a  portion 
of  the  county  officers  of  Rush  county,  where  the  defendant  lives, 
recommend  the  remission  of  the  fines. 

The  defendant  is  poor,  and  is  not  engaged  in  the  liquor  business, 
and  has  not  been,  as  I  am  informed,  since  the  sales  at  the  fair 
grounds.  I  have  required  the  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  of 
the  fines,  and  remit  the  remaining  seventy  five  dollars.    T.  A.  H. 

8.  To  Francis  M.  Holmes,  the  sum  of  seventy-five  dollars 
(|75.00)^  the  same  being  the  amount  of  a  fine  assessed  against  him 
by  the  Fountain  Circuit  Court,  at  its  December  term,  1874,  upon 
his  conviction  in  said  court  of  the  crime  of  assault  and  battery. 
Remission  granted  March  1, 1875.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
Convicted  December,  1874,  in  the  Fountain  Circuit  Court  of  assault 
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and  battery,  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  thirty 
days  and  fined  seventy-five  dollars.  He  has  been  in  jail  more  than 
the  thirty  days  and  is  unable  to  pay  the  fine.  His  continued  im- 
prisonment is  a  cost  to  the  county  and  probably  of  no  advantage  to 
the  public.  I  am  asked  by  respectable  citizens  and  by  the  Clerk, 
Sheriff,  Auditor  and  Recorder  of  the  county  to  remit  the  fine.  Judge 
Davidson  urges  the  remission  and  says  that  the  evidence  did  not 
show  an  aggravated  offense.     The  fine  will  be  remitted.     T.  A.  H 

9.  To  Earnest  Lowa,  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  ($30.00),  the 
same  being  the  amount  of  three  several  fines  of  ten  dollars  each, 
assessed  against  hira  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  on  the 
3d  day  of  February,  1875,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  three 
several  violations  of  law  in  selling  intoxicating  liquors  without 
having  first  procured  a  permit  so  to  do.  Remission  granted  March 
25,  1875.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Earnest  Lowa  was 
fined  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court  in  December,  1874,  in 
one  case  ten  dollars,  and  in  February,  1875,  in  three  cases  ten 
dollars  each,  for  selling  intoxicating  liquors  without  a  permit.  It 
is  represented  to  me  by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  the  Sheriff, 
Clerk,"  Treasurer  and  Recorder  of  Marion  county,  that  the  defend- 
ant has  no  means  with  which  to  pay  the  fines,  and  that  he  has  a 
wife  and  child  wholly  dependent  upon  him ;  that  the  costs  in  the 
cases  amount  to  a  large  sum,  and  that  since  the  prosecution,  he  has 
abandoned  the  business  and  sought  employment  at  his  trade  as  a 
cabinet-maker,  and  that  he  is  a  man  of  good  tendencies.  I  have 
required  the  defendant  to  pay  one  of  the  fines  and  he  has  filed  the 
Clerk's  receipt  for  the  fine  assessed  in  December.  The  residue  of 
the  fines  is  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

10.  To  Abel  W.  Reed,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  dollars 
($800.00),  the  same  being  the  amount  of  a  judgment  rendered  against 
him  by  the  Clinton  Circuit  Court  at  its  March  terra,  1874,  upon  a 
forfeited  recognizance,  wherein  he  was  bound  as  a  surety  for  the 
appearance  of  one  George  R.  Lacy.  Remission  granted  April  2, 
1875.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  Allison  and  Lacy  were 
jointly  indicted  for  obstructing  a  railroad.  Allison  was  confined  in 
jail  until  tried  and  convicted  and  sent  to  State  Prison.  The  defend- 
ant, Reed,  became  bail  for  Lacy.  The  case  against  Lacy  was  called 
for  trial,  he  took  a  change  of  venue  to  Boone  county,  and  then 
escaped  before  giving  bond  for  his  appearance  in   Boone  county. 
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Judgment  was  taken  against  Reed  upon  the  forfeited  recognizance. 
During  the  year  1874,  Reed  furnished  the  Sheriff  of  the  county 
means,  amounting  to  about  one  hundred  dollars,  to  search  for  and 
re-capture  Lacy.  The  Sheriff  made  the  re-capture  in  Shelby 
county  and  took  him  back  to  Clinton  county,  and  held  him  in  cus- 
tody. He  was  tried  and  convicted,  and  is  now  in  the  State  Prison. 
The  defendant  has  done  his  duty  in  obtaining  the  re-capture,  and  it 
is  proper  that  he  should  be  released  from  his  liability  as  his  bail. 
The  Clerk,  Auditor,  Sheriff,  Treasurer  and  Recorder  of  the  county 
recommend  that  the  judgment  be  remitted ;  also,  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney.  It  is  also  asked  by  a  large  number  of  the  citizens  of 
Clinton  county.     The  forfeiture  and  judgment  are  remitted.

11.  To  David  Weber,  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  (|20.00),  the 
same  being  the  residue  of  two  judgments  of  twenty  dollars  each, 
rendered  against  him  and  one  John  Wirt  by  the  Marion  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  on  the  26th  day  of  October,  1874,  upon  their  convic- 
tion upon  two  indictpaents  for  selling  intoxicating  liquor  without  a 
permit,  he  having  paid  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  thereon.  Re- 
mission granted  April  2,  1875.  Decision:  By  the  Governor. 
David  Weber  was  fined  ten  dollars  in  each  of  two  cases  for  selling 
intoxicating  liquor  without  a  permit.  In  both  cases  he  was  indicted 
with  another  person.  In  pleading  guilty,  he  supposed  that  each 
party  was  to  be  fined  in  one  case.  There  had  been  but  one  case, 
and  the  plea  of  guilty  should  have  been  restricted  to  that.  The 
court  supposed  he  properly  understood  it.  The  costs  have  been 
paid  and  ten  dollars  fine  in  each  case.  When  he  paid  the  twenty 
dollars  he  supposed  that  it  was  in  full  of  the  cases.  The  payment 
was  applied  to  the  fines  against  the  other  party.  Because  of  these 
facts  the  Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  recommend  that  the  re- 
maining fines  be  remitted.  The  Clerk,  Sheriff,  Auditor  and  Treas- 
urer of  the  county  recommend  that  the  fines  be  remitted.  The  re- 
maining ten  dollars  in  each  case  is  remitted.  T.  A.  H, 

12.  To  Frank  McLaughlin,  the  sum  of  forty-five  dollars 
($45.00),  the  same  being  the  amount  of  four  several  fines  assessed 
against  him  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court  at  its  January 
term,  1875,  upon  his  conviction  in  four  several  cases  (numbers  6039, 
6041,  6042  and  6044)  of  violation  of  law  in  selling  intoxicating 
liquor  without  a  permit  so  to  do.  Remission  granted  April  7,  1875. 
Decision  :  By  the  Governor.     Frank  McLaughlin  was  fined  in 
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Mai'ion  county  in  four  cases  for  selling  intoxicating  liquors  without 
a  permit,  in  all  forty-five  dollars.  The  Clerk,  SheriiF  and  Auditur 
of  the  county  recommend  that  the  fines  be  remitted.  The  Judge 
who  tried  the  case  makes  the  following  statement : 

"The  within  cases  were  tried  by  me  while  acting  as  judge  pro 
tem.  Two  of  the  cases  were  tried,  Mr.  McLaughlin  swearing  that 
he  did  not  make  the  sales,  and  Marshall,  the  prosecuting  witness, 
swearing  that  he  did.  The  only  evidence  against  him  was  that  of 
Marshall ;  and  since  the  trial  some  half  dozen  indictments  have 
been  returned  ag  inst  Marshall  for  burglary  and  grand  larceny,  and 
he  has'been  sent  to  the  State's  prison.  I  am  now  fully  convinced 
that  Mcljaughlin  ought  not  to  have  been  convicted  upon  the  evi- 
dence of  Marshall,  acd  I  cheerfully  recommend  that  the  fines  be 
remitted.  ♦ 

March  16,  1875.  Lewis  Jordan." 

According  to  the  statement  of  the  Judge,  the  testimony  was  not 
sufficient  to  justify  the  conviction  ;  but  the  character  of  the  witness 
was  not  then  known  to  the  Court,  nor  was  it  known  in  time  for  the 
Court  to  interfere.  Undoubtedly,  Judge  Jordan  would  have 
granted  a  new  trial  if  the  facts  had  been  known  in  time.  In  remit- 
ting the  fines,  as  recommended  by  the  Judge,  I  do  what  the  Court 
would  probably  do  if  in  its  power.     The  fines  are  remitted.

13.  To  Elizabeth  Hodges,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50.00), 
the  same  being  the  amount  of  a  judgment  rendered  against  her  in 
the  Ilendricks  Circuit  Court  on  the  28th  day  of  April,  1874,  upon 
a  forfeited  recognizance,  wherein  she  was  bound  as  a  surety  for  the 
appearance  of  Robert  A.  Hodges  to  answer  a  charge  of  assault  and 
battery  pending  against  him  before  Thomas  Mendenhall,  a  justice 
of  the  peace  of  Hendricks  county.  Remission  granted  April  12, 
1875,  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  This  old  lady  is  seventy- 
six  years  of  age,  and  is  dependent  upon  a  small  farm  for  her 
support  and  that  of  two  daughters.  She  went  bail  for  the  appear- 
ance of  her  worthless  son,  Robert,  before  Esq.  Mendenhall,  a 
justice  of  the  peace  of  Hendricks  county,  to  answer  a  charge  of 
assault  and  battery.  Robert  fled,  and  judgment  for  fifty  dollars  has 
been  rendered  against  her  upon  the  forfeited  recognizance.  Mr. 
Coffin,  a  neighbor  of  the  defendant,  and  an  excellent  citizen,  says  to 
me  :      "  Elizabeth    Hodges  is   a   kind,   motherly    woman,   an   old 
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pioneer,  and  has  done  many  kind  deeds,  has  helped  the  fatherless 
and  orphan,  though  poor  herself,  and  well  deserves  thy  clemency." 
The  Clerk,  Sheriff,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  County  Superintendent, 
Prosecuting  Attorney,  and  Esq.  Mendenhall  urge  that  the  forfeit- 
ure and  judgment  be  remitted.  So  ordered  as  to  the  old  lady,  but 
not  as  to  Robert.  T.  A.  H. 

14.  To  George  Bates,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00), 
the  same  being  the  amount  of  a  fine  assessed  against  him  by  the 
Tippecanoe  Criminal  Circuit  Court  on  the  5th  day  of  August,  1874, 
upon  his  conviction  in  said  court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Bat- 
tery. Remission  granted  April  12,  1875.  Decision:  By  the 
Governor.  The  defendant  is  an  old  and  very  poor  man,  with  a 
large  family,  and  unable  to  pay  the  fine.  The  assault  and  battery 
was  caused  by  great  provocation.  He  is  an  industrious  and  peacea- 
ble man.  The  Clerk,  Sheriff,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  Tippe- 
canoe county  and  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  urge  that  the  fine  be 
remitted.  Judge  Higinbotham,  who  tried  the  case,  says  the  defen- 
dant is  an  honest,  hard-working  man,  earning  his  living  by  manual 
labor  and  having  a  good  reputation  for  peace  and  orderly  behavior ; 
and  that  if  he  had  known  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  when  he 
pleaded  guilty,  no  such  penalty  would  have  been  adjudged;  and  that 
because  of  the  circumstances  which  came  to  his  knowledge,  he  per- 
mitted him  to  go  without  imprisonment.  The  action  of  the  Court, 
in  permitting  him  to  go  at  large  without  bail  is  probably  a  discharge, 
and  I  doubt  whether  he  could  now  be  arrested  and  held  in  prison; 
but  to  remove  all  question,  I  remit  the  fine.  T.  A.  H. 

15.  To  Catherine  Noon,  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  ($20.00),  the 
same  being  the  residue  of  four  several  fines  of  ten  dollars  each  assessed 
against  her  by  the  Jefferson  Circuit  Court,  at  its  September  term, 
1874,  upon  her  conviction  therein  of  four  several  violations  of  law 
by  selling  intoxicating  liquors  without  a  permit,  she  having  paid  the 
sum  of  twenty  dollars  upon  the  judgment.  Remission  granted, 
April  17,  1875.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The  defendant 
is  a  widow,  with  three  small  children.  She  is  so  poor,  that  when 
convicted  she  was  sent  to  jail.  Afterwards,  bail  was  given.  She 
has  since  suffered  with  sickness.  Citizens  of  Madison  ask  that  the 
fine  be  remitted.  The  Clerk,  Sheriff",  Auditor,  and  Treasurer  give 
their  opinion  that  the  fine  should  be  remitted.  The  attorney  who 
defended  her  says  he  was  appointed  by  the  Court  after  the  case  was 
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called  ;  that  he  had  no  opportunity  to  prepare  for  the  defence  ;  that 
there  was  but  one  witness,  whose  character  he  did  not  then  know, 
but  that  he  has  since  learned  that  it  is  bad.  This  last  statement 
is  supported  by  three  affidavits.  One-half  of  the  fine  having  been 
paid,  the  residue  is  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

16.  To  Albert  Copple,  the  sum  of  eighty  dollars  ($80.00),  the 
same  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  assessed 
against  him  by  the  Clark  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  at  its  February 
term,  1875,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  the  crime  of  Petit  Lar- 
ceny, he  having  paid  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  on  the  judgment. 
Remission  granted,  April  19,  1875.  Decision:  By  the  Gover- 
nor. Albert  Copple  was  convicted  in  the  Clark  Criminal  Court  of 
stealing  property  of  the  value  of  three  dollars,  and  sentenced  to 
thirty  days  in  the  jail,  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars. 
He  has  served  his  term  in  the  jail,  and  nearly  a  month  more  upon 
the  fine.  He  is  unable  to  pay  the  entire  fine.  The  Clerk,  Sheriff, 
Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  the  county  recommend  that  it  be  remitted. 
The  Judge,  Prosecuting  Attorney,  and  eight  of  the  jury  recommend 
that  the  fine  be  remitted.  He  has  a  wife  and  three  children  in  des- 
titute circumstances.  I  think  the  fine  was  too  large  to  be  imposed 
upon  a  man  so  unable  to  pay  it.  He  having  paid  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars  upon  the  judgment  by  my  requirement,  I  remit  the  residue.

17.  To  John  McCarty,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars 
($300.00),  the  same  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars assessed  against  him  by  the  Daviess  Circuit  Court  at  its  October 
term,  1873,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  an  Assault  and  Battery, 
he  having  paid  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  on  the  judgment; 
and  To  Patrick  McCarty  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100- 
00),  the  same  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars assessed  against  him  by  the  Daviess  Circuit  Court  at  its  Octo- 
ber term,  1873,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  an  assault  and  bat- 
tery, he  having  paid  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  on  the  judgment. 
Remission  granted  April  27,  1875.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. The  defendants  were  fined  for  an  assault  and  battery  upon 
William  S.  Turner,  the  former  five  hundred  dollars  and  the  latter 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  in  the  Daviess  Circuit  Court,  October 
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term,  1873.     John  McCarty  had  bought  a  piece  of  land  of  irregu- 
lar shape,  in  the  town  of  Washington,  from  Turner  for  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  and   received   his  deed.     Whilst   fencing  it,  soon 
after  the  purchase,   he  was  told   by  Turner   he  was  enclosing  too 
much.     He  claimed  that  Turner  showed  him  the  ground,  and  that 
he  was  fencing  it  as  it  was  pointed  out  to  him  before  the  deed  was 
made.     Turner  insisted   upon  the  deed  as  the  only  description  ot 
the  land.     The  diiference  was  about  one-half  the  value  of  the  prop- 
erty.    The  present  Prosecuting  Attorney,  who  was  one  of  Turner's 
attorneys  in   prosecuting  the  defendants,  says   he   is  satisfied  that 
Turner    treated   McCarty  badly    in  the  land  transaction.     Turner 
refused   to   make  any  correction.     John  McCarty  met  him   after- 
wards in  the  street  and  demanded  a  correction,  and,  when  refused, 
struck  him  a  blow  which  knocked  him  down,  and  followed  it  with 
several   blows.     They   were   separated,   but    McCarty   immediately 
became  disengaged  and  pursued  him,  and  struck  him  several  hard 
blows.     Turner  testified  that  he  was  struck    with  "  brass  knucks," 
but  the  evidence  shows  that  he  was  probably   mistaken.     He  was 
struck  hard  blows,    but  with    the   fist.      The    only    connection    of 
Patrick  McCarty  with  the  transaction   was  that  he  endeavored  tO' 
prevent  third  parties  interfering  to  separate  his  brother  and  Turner^ 
McCarty  is  a  stout  man,  weighing  two  hundred,  whilst  Turner  is  a 
slight    man,  weighing  about  one   hundred    and    forty-five  pounds. 
He  is  not  stout.     Much  excitement  was  caused  by  the  transaction* 
Turner  is  a  man  of  wealth  and  employed  nearly  all  the  lawyers  of 
the  county  to  prosecute  the  parties.     They   were  prosecuted  with 
unusual   zeal  and  force.     The  costs   are  heavy,  which  the  parties 
have  to  pay.     Turner,  though  severely  beaten,  was  not  permanently 
injured.       Whatever    may    have    been    the    facts    in    relation    to 
the    land,    John    McCarty    felt   that   he    was   wronged   and   was 
told    by  the  lawyer   whom    he   consulted    that    had    no    redress 
in  court.       Immediately    thereafter   he    met  Turner  in    the  street 
and  the   assault   was    made.      I  think  the  punishment  too  severe. 
The    present   Prosecuting   Attorney   says  $50.00    against   each    of 
the  parties    would   be   sufficient.       Judge    Malott,  who  tried  the 
case,  says   a   fine   of  $100.00   against    John   and    $50.00   against 
Patrick    would    be    sufficient.      Mr.    Gardner,    who    was   one    of 
Turner's     lawyers     in     the    prosecution,    says    that    in    view    of 
extraordinary  costs  in  the  case  and  the  fact  that  Patrick  McCarty 
was  fined  in  the  same  transaction,  the  fine  against  John  should  be 
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remitted.  The  Auditor,  Treasurer,  Recorder,  Surveyor  and  County- 
Superintendent  of  Daviess  county  recommend  that  a  portion  of  the 
fines  be  remitted.  The  Clerk  and  Sheriff  recommend  that  a  part 
of  the  fine  against  Patrick  be  remitted,  but  that  no  part  of  the  fine 
against  John  be  remitted.  A  part  of  each  fine  having  been  paid 
by  my  requirement,  I  remit  the  residue.  T.  A.  H. 

18.  To  William  Williams,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars 
($25.00),  the  same  being  the  amount  of  a  fine  assessed  against  him 
by  the  Shelby  Circuit  Court,  at  its  October  term,  1874,  upon  his 
conviction  therein  of  the  crime  of  Burglary.  Remission  granted  May 
3,1875.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  The  prfsoner  is  aged 
eighteen  or  nineteen  years.  At  the  October  term,  1874,  he  was 
convicted  of  burglary  and  sent  to  jail  six  months  and  fined  twenty- 
five  dollars.  He  has  served  out  the  six  months  and  a  part  of  the 
fine.  He  has  no  me  -ns  to  pay  any  part  of  the  fine,  nor  any  friends 
in  the  county.  The  Judge  and  all  the  county  officers  ask  that  the 
fine  be  remitted,  as  his  longer  confinement  in  jail  is  an  unnecessary 
cost  to  the  county.  The  Sheriff  says  his  conduct  in  prison  has  been 
good.     The  fine  will  be  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

19.  To  Valentine  Jacobs  the  sum  of  seventy  dollars,  the  same 
being  the  residue  of  nine  fines  of  ten  dollars  each  assessed 
against  him  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  on  the  31st  day 
of  December,  1873,  upon  his  conviction  therein  in  nine  cases, 
(docket  numbers  4,439  to  4,447  inclusive,)  of  violation  of  law  in 
selling  intoxicating  liquor  without  a  permit  so  to  do,  he  having  paid 
the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  on  the  judgments.  Remission  granted 
June  9,  1875.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  This  case  is  sub- 
stantially like  the  cases  of  Samuel  E.  Moran,  (INo.  39  series  of  1873 
and  1874)  and  Wilson  T.  Jackson  (No.  7  ante^  a  part  of  whose  fines 
have  been  remitted.  The  sum  of  twenty  dollars  having  been  paid 
by  my  requirement,  the  residue  is  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

20.  To  Peter  Long,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars 
($300.00),  the  same  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  of  five  hundred 
dollars  assessed  against  him  by  the  Morgan  Circuit  Court,  on  the 
25th  day  of  November,  1873,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  an 
Assault  and  Battery,  he  having  paid  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dol- 
lars on  the  judgment.  Remission  granted  June  25<h,  1875.  De- 
cision :     By    the  Governor.      The    defendant   was   fined    five 
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hundred  dollars  in  the  Morgan  Circuit  Court,  on  the  25th  day  of 
November,  1873,  for  an  assault  and  battery  upon  David  I.  Zook. 
The  defendant  was  the  proprietor  of  a  hotel  in  Morgantown,  which 
was  crowded  on  that  day,  there  being  a  show  in  town.  In  the  eve- 
ning a  crowd  was  in  the  street  and  a  difficulty  arose.  Long  ordered 
them  away.  Soon  after  that  they  passed  the  hotel,  in  a  noisy 
and  threatening  manner.  Zook  was  in  the  crowd.  After 
they  passed  a  missile  was  thrown  which  struck  one  of  Long's  em- 
ployes. Just  then  Long  came  up  and  was  told  that  Zook  had 
thrown  it.  At  once,  he  went  to  where  Zook  and  others  were  and 
accused  him  of  the  act,  but  gave  him  no  opportunity  to  explain  of 
deny,  but  struck  him  in  the  face  with  a  dangerous  wea})on,  causing 
a  gash  in  the  face  which  has  left  a  permanent  scar.  Zook  was  able 
to  be  about  in  a  few  days.  The  fine  imposed  was  five  hundred  dol- 
lars and  the  costs  of  the  prosecution,  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
dollars  and  seventy  cents. 

In  a  civil  action,  Zook  recovered  damages  in  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars  and  costs,  three  hundred  and  three  dollars.  Long 
is  a  poor  man,  and  has  a  family  consisting  of  a  wife  and  small  chil- 
dren. The  enforcement  of  the  entire  fine  would  probably  leave  him 
without  means  to  support  his  family.  His  conduct,  since,  has  been 
that  of  a  peaceable  and  law-abiding  citizen. 

The  Judge  who  tried  the  case,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  the  Re- 
corder, Clerk,  Sheriff,  Auditor,  and  Treasurer  of  Morgan  county, 
the  Auditor  and  Secretary  of  State,  and  eight  of  the  jury  who  tried 
the  case,  urge  me  to  remit  three  hundred  dollars  of  the  fine.  They 
urge  this  mainly  upon  the  ground  that  the  defendant  has  been  com- 
pelled to  pay  the  judgment  of  three  hundred  dollars,  and  three 
hundred  and  three  dollars  costs  for  the  personal  injury  to  Zook. 

I  think  the  fact  that  the  injured  party  has  been  compensated  in 
damages  for  his  personal  injury,  should  have  much  weight  in  this 
application.  I  also  think  the  fine  was  heavy  under  the  circum- 
stances. The  defendant  was  not  disturbing  anyone,  and  the  injured 
party  was  with  a  party  engaged  in  a  proceeding  which  interfered 
with  the  defendant's  business,  and  in  the  course  of  which  his  hired 
man  was  struck  a  severe  blew.  The  act  for  which  the  defendant 
was  fined  was  the  result  of  the  excitement  produced  by  that  unlaw- 
ful proceeding,  in  which  he  thought  Zook  was  engaged.  I  decided 
that,  upon  the  payment  of  two  hundred  dollars,  I  would  remit  the 
remaining  three  hundred  dollars  of  the  fine.  The  two  hundred 
dollars  having  been  paid,  the  residue  is  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 
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21.  To  Samuel  C.  Vance,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  aud 
seventy-five  dollars  ($275.00),  the  same  being  the  amount  of  a  fine 
assessed  against  him  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  on  the 
15th  day  of  June,  1875,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  the  crime  of 
keeping  a  gaming  house.  Remission  granted  July  2,  1875. 
Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The  applicant  in  his  statement 
to  me,  says :  '^  *  *  5i<          >i<  *         *         *         H^ 

"  I  had  been  working  on  a  farm  all  my  life,  until  about  three 
years  ago,  when  I  removed  with  my  family  to  this  city  and  engaged 
in  the  business  of  planting  out  shade  trees  in  the  proper  season,  and 
of  repairing  side-walks  the  rest  of  the  time. 

Last  November,  being  out  of  work,  and  my  family  almost  suffer- 
ing, and  while  hunting  for  sometning  to  do  to  earn  a  livelihood, 
Wm.  Downs  and  a  man  named  Cox,  who  were  running  a  gaming- 
house, offered  me  $2  50  per  day  to  work  for  them.  For  the  purpose 
of  earning  money  to  support  my  family,  I  went  to  work  for  them 
for  said  sum  as  their  hired  hand.  Never  had  a  dollar's  worth  of 
interest  in  the  business,  house  or  game,  and  had  no  share  in  the 
profits.  Am  not  a  gambler  and  never  invited  or  'roped'  any  one 
into  the  game.  Staid  in  the  employ  of  Downs  and  Cox,  and  after- 
wards of  Downs  and  Boardman,  until  the  10th  day  of  May  last. 
While  I  was  simply  working  and  acting  under  their  direction  and 
control  as  their  hired  hand,  as  aforesaid,  I  was  indicted  and  fined,  and 
now  Downs  and  Boardman  would  leave  me  to  lay  out  in  jail  a  fine 
that  they  should  pay,  sending  me  word  that  they  could  do  nothing 
for  me.  After  staying  in  jail  until  to-day  the  Honorable  Judge 
suffered  me  to  give  such  replevin  bail  as  I  could,  and  mercifully 
released  me  from  prison. 

Now,  as  I  shall  answer  to  God,  I  was,  and  am,  innocent  of  the 
offense  for  which  I  was  indicted  and  fined,  for  I  was  never  the 
keeper  of  the  house,  and  never  had  any  control  over,  or  interest  in, 
the  same. 

I  have  a  wife  and  six  small  children  ;  my  wife  is  in  very 
poor  health,  and  has  been  for  some  time,  and  as  it  takes  all  the 
money  I  can  make  to  support  my  family  it  will  be  simply  impossi- 
ble for  me  to  pay  the  fine,  unless  I  should  take  the  earnings  of  my 
daily  labor  therefor  and  thus  leave  my  family  to  suffer  or  become  a 
public  burden  by  living  off'  of  the  charities  of  others. 

I  feel  ashamed  and  humiliated  that  I  ever  took  employment  or 
work  in  a  gaming  house,  but  was  driven  to  it  because  I  could  find 
nothing  else  at  the  time  to  do. 
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* 
Do  but  hear  and  grant  ray  request,  and   I'll  never  go  near  or 
work  in  a  gaming  house  again,  and  will  try  and  wipe  out  the  stain 
that  now  rests  upon  me  and  my  family. 

Saml.  C.  Vance." 

The  Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney,  and  the  Clerk,  Auditor, 
Recorder,  Sheriflf  and  Treasurer  of  Marion  county,  concur  in  this 
statement,  and  recommend  that  a  remission  be  granted.  The  remis- 
sion is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

22.  To  William  Cheatam,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars 
($25),  the  same  being  the  amount  of  a  fine  assessed  against  him  by 
George  W.  Smith,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  Jefferson  county,  on  the 
17th  day  of  April,  1875,  upon  his  conviction  before  him  of  an 
Assault  and  Battery.  Remission  granted  July  2d,  1875.  Decision: 
By  the  Governor.  Fined  twenty-five  dollars  ($25)  by  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace  of  Jefferson  county  for  an  assault  and  battery  upon  his 
sister.  I  refused  to  remit  the  fine  in  this  case  when  the  application 
was  made.  Since  then  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  has  written  me  a 
second  letter,  very  earnestly  urging  that  it  be  remitted.  He  says 
that  he  finds  he  was  misled,  and  that  the  fine  ought  not  to  have 
been  imposed.  A  statement  from  the  mother  and  sister  of  the 
defendant  accompanies  the  Justice's  letter.  The  parties  are  poor 
and  dependent  upon  the  labor  of  defendant  for  support.  The  sister 
says  that  she  was  excited,  and  therefore  made  the  charge  against  her 
brother,  and  not  because  of  any  injury  she  received  from  him.  The 
difficulty  was  because  of  a  disgrace  she  had  brought  upon  the  fam- 
ily by  her  conduct.  She  has  since  married  the  man  with  whom  her 
conduct  had  been  disgraceful.  I  can  not  understand  the  case  very 
dearly ;  but  because  all  the  parties,  the  Justice  of  the  Peace,  the 
Constable,  all  the  county  officers  and  the  Deputy  Prosecuting  Attor- 
ney very  earnestly  urge  it,  I  will  remit  the  fine.  T.  A.  H. 

23.  To  Isaac  P.  Evans,  Jeremiah  Hadley  and  Jacob 
Taylor  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  the  same  being  the 
amount  of  a  judgment  rendered  against  them  by  tlie  Wayne  Circuit 
Court,  on  the  24th  day  of  May,^  1875,  upon  a  forfeited 
recognizance,  wherein  they  were  bound  as  sureties  for  the  appear- 
ance of  Isaac  E.  Burson  in  said  court,  to  answer  a  charge  of  assault 
and  battery  with  intent  to  kill  Joel  J.  Finney.  Remission  granted 
July  8th,  1875.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Application 
is  made  to  me  to  remit  a  judgment  rendered  in  May,  1875,  by  the 
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Circuit  Court  of  Wayne  county  upon  the  recognizance  as  sureties  for 
tlie  appearance  of  Isaac  E.  Burson  in  that  court  to  answer  a  charge 
of  assault  and  battery  with  intent  to  kill  Joel  J.  Finney. 

The  controversy  between  Burson  and  Finney  was  in  relation  to  a 
wagon  which  Burson  had  bought  of  Stratton  &  Finney.  The 
evidence  in  relation  to  the  quarrel  and  the  immediate  fault  is  con- 
tradictory ;  but  I  think  Finney  unnecessarily  interrupted  the 
conversation  between  Stratton  and  Burson,  and  brought  on  the  strife, 
Finney  was  not  badly  wounded.  The  pistol  ball  caused  a  flesh 
wound.  At  the  time  of  the  assault  and  battery  Burson's  health  was 
frail  and  he  continued  to  fail  in  health  until  his  death  on  the  28th  day 
of  May,  1875.  Upon  the  clear  and  positive  statements  of  attending 
physicians,  I  am  satisfied  that  at  no  time  after  the  recognizance  was 
given  could  Burson  have  properly  appeared  and  defended  himself 
in  court,  because  of  his  failing  health.  Under  oath  his  father  says 
that  when  the  judgment  was  rendered  on  the  recognizance,  on  the 
24th  day  of  May,  he  was  in  a  dying  condition.  He  also  states  that 
there  was  no  purpose  to  avoid  a  trial,  and  that  his  absence  was  oc- 
casioned by  his  ill  health,  and  that  he,  the  father,  gave  an  uncon- 
ditional promise  that  he  would  appear  and  stand  a  trial  as  soon  as 
his  health  would  permit.  Upon  the  facts,  1  suppose  the  bondsmen 
could  not  at  any  time  after  the  meeting  of  the  court  have  brought 
him  in  for  trial,  and  in  his  condition  of  health  no  humane  judge 
would  have  required  him  to  go  to  trial.  The  judgment  upon  the 
recognizance  was  taken  but  four  days  before  his  death.  I  think  it 
should  be  remitted.  The  right  of  the  sureties  to  bring  the  party 
into  court  and  be  relieved  of  their  obligation  continues  until 
judgment.  (2  G.  &.  H.,  sec.  4,  p.  398.)  In  this  case,  that 
right  could  not  be  exercised  because  the  party  was  at  the 
point  of  death.  This  view  is  sustained  by  the  spirit  of  the  de- 
cision of  the  Supreme  Court  in  Woolfolk  vs.  The  State,  10  Indiana 
Reports,  532.  It  is  there  said:  "The  question  arises  whether, 
under  this  statutory  provision,  the  death  of  the  principal  after  for- 
feiture entered  can  be  set  up  by  the  bail  in  bar  of  an  action,  except 
for  costs  against  him  on  the  recognizance. 

"The  right  of  the  bail,  under  the  statutory  provision  above  quoted, 
to  surrender  the  principal  at  any  time  before  final  judgment  against 
himself  is  absolute,  and  does  not  depend  upon  favor  and  indulgence, 
or  the  discretion  of  the  court;  hence  the  decision  in  Wheaton, 
which  is  undoubtedly  in  accordance  with  the  Common  Law,  is  not 
applicable. 
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"  The  effect  of  the  recognizance  must  be  determined  by  the  law 
regulating  the  right  of  the  surety  to  surrender  his  principal,  as 
much  as  if  that  law  were  incorporated  into  the  recognizance,  and 
made  a  part  of  it.  What  is  the  effect  of  the  recognizance,  then,  so 
far  as  the  surety  is  concerned?  It  is  that  on  forfeiture,  he  will  pav 
the  amount,  or  surrender  the  principal,  before  final  judgment  is  ren- 
dered against  himself. 

"Where  he  is  prevented,  by  the  death  of  the  principal,  from 
making  the  surrender,  it  seems  to  us,  both  on  principle  and 
authority,  that  he  is  discharged  from  liability.  It  is  like  a  bond 
with  a  condition,  compliance  with  which  has  been  rendered  impos- 
sible by  act  of  God.  In  such  case  no  action  lies,  as  the  performance 
is  excused.      Co.  Lit.  206''. 

"  It  has  been  held  in  several  cases  that  where  the  principal  has 
been  discharged  from  imprisonment  by  virtue  of  insolvent  laws, 
after  the  bail  had  become  fixed  by  a  return  of  non  est  to  a  ca.  sa. 
against  the  principal,  such  discharge  releases  the  bail. 

"  We  think  these  principles  are  applicable  to  the  case  before  us. 
If  the  surrender  of  the  principal  is  excused  by  virtue  of  insolvent 
laws  whereby  he  is  rendered  not  liable  to  imprisonment,  we  think 
the  act  of  God,  rendering  it  practically  impossible  to  make  the  sur- 
render, is  an  equally  valid  excuse." 

The  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor  and  Sheriff  and  the  County 
Superintendent  of  Wayne  county,  and  a  large  number  of  worthy 
citizens  recommend  that  the  judgment  be  remitted. 

I  think  it  right  that  the  judgment  be  remitted  ;  but  as  the  Prose- 
cuting Attorney  has  proceeded  in  the  case  to  judgment,  he  should 
have  a  reasonable  portion  of  the  fee  to  which  he  would  be  entitled 
if  he  had  collected  the  money.  His  commission  would  be  two 
hundred  dollars  upon  collection.  For  taking  the  judgment  he 
should  have  one-half  that  sum.  The  remission  of  the  judgment 
does  not  disturb  the  fees  of  any  of  the  other  officers.  I  decided 
that  upon  the  payment  to  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  the  one 
hundred  dollars,  I  would  remit  the  judgment,  July  8th,  1875.  The 
one  hundred  dollars  having  been  paid,  as  appears  from  the  receipt 
of  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  the  remission  is  granted.

24.  To  William  H.  Stoner,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars 
($500.00),  the  same  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  of  six  hundred  dollars 
assessed  against  him  by  the  Porter  Circuit  Court,  on  the  1st  day  of 
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March,  1875,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  an  Assault  and  Battery, 
he  having  paid  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  on  the  judgment. 
Remission  granted  July  15,  1875.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
William  H.  Stoner  was  sentenced  in  the  Porter  Circuit  Court  for 
Assault  and  Battery  to  ninety  days'  imprisonment  in  the  jail,  and 
to  pay  a  fine  of  six  hundred  dollars.  There  was  a  feud  between 
Stoner  and  Peoples.  They  met  at  a  school  house,  and  Peoples  and 
some  friends  urged  a  fight.  In  the  fight  Peoples  obtained  the 
advantage — had  the  defendant  down,  and  was  upon  him  and  inflict- 
ing punishment.  Defendant  took  from  his  pocket  a  common  knife 
and  inflicted  upon  Peoples  three  or  four  flesh  wounds,  from  which 
he  soon  recovered.  The  defendant  is  poor  and  can  not  pay  the 
entire  fine.  He  has  endured  the  punishment" of  ninety  days  in  the 
jail.  His  health  is  impaired,  and  his  longer  confinement  endangers 
his  life.  The  physician  in  charge  of  the  prison  says  that  to  remain 
there  on  the  fine  will  result  in  his  death  from  consumption.  .He  was 
a  young  man  of  good  character.  The  sentence  was  very  severe,  too 
severe,  I  think. 

The  Sheriff,  Treasurer,  Auditor  and  Clerk  of  Porter  county, 
the  State  Senator  and  Representative,  the  Mayor  of  Valparaiso,  the 
Prosecuting  Attorney  and  seven  of  the  jurors  ask  that  the  fine  be 
remitted.  I  decided  that  upon  the  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars  the  remaining  five  hundred  dollars  would  be  remitted.  I 
think  this  proper  because  the  sentence  was  so  severe ;  because  it 
can  do  a  man  of  good  character  no  good  to  remain  in  jail  to  work 
out  such  a  fine,  and  because  it  is  a  burthen  upon  the  county  to  keep 
him  in  jail,  and  because  it  would  probably  cause  his  death — July 
15,  1875.  One  hundred  dollars  having  been  paid  on  the  judgment, 
as  appears  from  a  certificate  of  the  Clerk  this  day  filed,  the  residue 
is  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

25.  To  Thomas  Perry  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  the  same 
being  the  amount  of  a  fine  assessed  against  him  by  the  Johnson 
Circuit  Court  at  the  February  term,  1875,  upon  his  conviction 
therein  of  the  crime  of  assault  and  battery.  Remission  granted 
July  20,  1875.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor  (See  pardon 
No.  32).  T.  a.  H. 

26.  To  Charles  K.  Wasson,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00), 
the  same  being  the  amount  of  a  fine  assessed  against  him  by  the 
Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  on  the  19th  day  of  February,  1874, 
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for  a  contempt  of  court  in  failing  to  obey  an  order  of  the  court.. 
E,emission  granted  August  14,  1875.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. In  February,  1874,  Judge  Berkshire  was  holding  the 
Criminal  Court  of  Marion  county  for  Judge  Test.  At  nine  o'clock 
in  the  evening  of  the  19th  day  of  that  month,  he  sent  an  officer  of  the 
court  for  a  prisoner  then  confined  in  the  jail.  The  defendant  was 
then  acting  as  jailer.  He  was  not  at  the  jail  and  was  not  found  by 
the  officer ;  and,  as  I  understand,  the  prisoner  who  had  been  sent  for 
could  not  be  taken  into  court  that  evening.  For  his  supposed  neg- 
lect Judge  Berkshire  fined  him  ten  dollars,  as  for  a  contempt  of 
court.  The  Prosecuting  Attorney,  Mr.  Parker,  Judge  Test,  most 
of  the  county  officers  and  the  present  judge  of  the  court,  E.  C.  Bus- 
kirk,  have  asked  me  to  remit  the  fine.  I  have  hesitated  to  remit  so 
small  a  fine;  but  it  is  asked  by  those  whose  judgment  is  entitled  to 
much  weight,  and  I  think  the  defendant  did  not  intend  any  dis- 
respect to  the  court,  or  any  disregard  of  its  wishes,  and  might  reason- 
ably suppose  uo  such  a  call  would  be  made  upon  him  at  so  late  an, 
hour,  and  therefore  the  fine  is  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

'27.  To  AzBO  Dyer,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00) j 
the  same  being  the  residue  of  a  judgment  of  forfeiture  in  the  sura  of 
two  hundred  dollars  rendered  against  him  by  the  Vanderburg 
Criminal  Circuit  Court,  on  the  6th  day  of  April,  1 874,  upon  a 
recognizance  wherein  he  was  bound  as  a  surety  for  the  appearance  of 
one  Thomas  J.  Love  to  answer  a  charge  of  grand  larceny  pending 
against  him  in  said  court,  he  having  paid  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars  on  the  judgment.  Remission  granted  August  14,  1875» 
Decision:  By  the  Governor.  Azro  Dyer  became  surety  for 
Thomas  J.  Love  for  his  appearance  at  the  Vanderburg  Criminal 
Court  to  answer  a  charge  of  larceny,  in  a  recognizance  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars.  Love  was  charged  with  stealing  from  a  dentist's  office 
two  forceps,  of  the  value  of  three  dollars  each,  and  four  napkins 
worth  ten  cents  each.  The  evidence  was  his  possession  of  the  prop- 
erty. He  was  a  person  of  weak  mind.  To  induce  Mr.  Dyer  to 
become  his  surety,  his  brother's  wife  mortgaged  a  small  piece  of  land, 
worth  about  three  hundred  dollars,  which  she  inherited  from  her 
father.  To  collect  the  whole  of  the  forfeiture  would  probably  com- 
pel a  sacrifice  of  that  property.  She  is  now  in  bad  health.  Con- 
sidering that  the  party  was  a  person  of  weak  mind  and  that  the  prop- 
erty stolen  was  of  small  value  and  of  a  description  that  showed  folly 
rather   than    felonious   intent   in    its    taking,     I    think    the     bail 
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was  heavy ;  and  because  the  penalty  will  fall  upon  the  sister-in-law, 
who  kindly  pledged  her  property  to  keep  him  out  of  prison,  I  think 
it  proper  to  remit  one-half.  Upon  the  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars  the  remaining  one  hundred  dollars  will  be  remitted: — April 
30,  1875.  August  14,  1875  : — One  hundred  dollars  having  been 
paid,  as  required,  the  residue  is  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

28.  To  John  Adams  and  Louis  Loeb,  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  ($500.00),  the  same  being  the  residue  of  a  judgment  in  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  rendered  against  them  by  the  Madison 
Circuit  Court  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1874,  upon  a  forfeited 
recognizance  wherein  they  were  bound  for  the  appearance  of  the 
said  John  Adams  to  answer  a  charge  of  Assault  and  Battery  with 
intent  to  murder  pending  against  him  in  said  court,  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  having  been  paid  on  the  judgment,  and  the  further 
sum  of  fifty  dollars  to  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  on  account  of  his 
fee.  Eemission  granted  August  20,  1875.  Decision:  By  the 
Governor.  The  defendant  Adams  was  indicted  in  the  Madison 
Circuit  Court  for  an  assault  and  battery  with  intent  to  commit  mur- 
der. His  bail  was  one  thousand  dollars,  with  Loeb  surety.  At  the 
March  term,  1874,  the  case  was  tried,  and  before  the  verdict  was 
returned  the  defendant  absconded.  The  verdict  of  guilty  was  re- 
turned. At  the  ensuing  term  of  the  court  he  returned  and  sub- 
mitted himself  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  and  received  sentence 
and  judgment.  He  appealed  the  case  to  the  Supreme  Court,  where 
it  was  reversed  and  a  new  trial  ordered.  Subsequently,  the  indict- 
ment was  dismissed,  but  judgment  was  taken  upon  the  recognizance 
for  one  thousand  dollars  upon  his  failure  to  appear  when  the  ver- 
dict was  rendered.  The  defendant  is  fifty-six  years  of  age  and  a 
farmer.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  he  voluntarily  returned  and  sub- 
mitted himself  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  I  think  it  will  be 
sufficient  if  he  pay  five  hundred  dollars  upon  the  judgment.  The 
Prosecuting  Attorney  having  taken  the  judgment,  I  do  not  wish  to 
take  from  him  the  fee  to  which  he  would  be  entitled  if  the  payment 
were  required.  Upon  the  payment  of  five  hundred  dollars  upon  the 
judgment,  and  fifty  dollars  to  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  I  will 
remit  the  remaining  five  hundred  dollars.  The  Sheriff,  Recorder, 
Auditor,  Treasurer  and  County  Superintendent  of  Madison  county 
recommend  that  the  judgment  be  remitted,  and  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney  recommends  the  remission  of  five  hundred  dollars.

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August  20,  1875.  The  five  hundred  dollars  having  been  paid  on 
the  judgment  and  fifty  dollars  having  been  paid  to  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney,  the  residue  of  the  judgment  is  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

29.  To  William  Ulsas  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200- 
00),  the  same  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  assessed  against  him  by  the  Vanderburgh  Criminal  Circuit 
Court,  on  the  5th  day  of  February,  1875,  upon  his  conviction  therein 
of  an  assault  and  battery,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  having  been  paid 
■on  the  judgment.  Remission  granted  August  23,  1875.  Decision  : 
By  the  Governor.  William  Ulsas  was  indicted  in  the  Vander- 
burgh Criminal  Court  for  assault  and  battery  with  intent  to  commit 
murder.  Upon  the  trial,  he  was  acquitted  of  the  intent  and  fined 
for  the  assault  and  battery,  was  sentenced  to  sixty  days  in  jail  and 
fined  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  He  has  served  his  term  in 
jail,  and  four  months  upon  the  fine.  He  was  but  seventeen  years 
of  age,  and  was  insulted  by  the  party  assaulted.  He  has  no  means 
with  which  to  pay  the  fine,  and  his  father  is  poor  and  not  able  to 
pay  the  whole  thereof.  The  evidence  upon  the  trial  is  not  given, 
and  therefore  I  can  not  judge  of  the  character  of  the  offense.  I  am 
asked  to  remit  the  fine  by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  most  of 
the  county  officers,  and  by  a  large  number  of  the  citizens  of 
Vanderburgh  county.  His  pnishment  has  probably  been  sufficient, 
but  I  can  not  so  decide  in  the  absence  of  the  evidence.  A  longer 
confinement  in  the  jail,  without  employment,  can  not  probably 
benefit  the  party,  and  it  is  a  burthen  ufon  the  county.  Upon  the 
payment  of  fifty  dollars  of  the  fine,  the  residue  will  be  remitted. 
August  17,  1875. 

August  23,  1875.  Fifty  dollars  having  been  paid  on  the  judg- 
ment, the  residue  is  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

30.  To  William  L.  Berryman,  the  sura  of  three  hundred 
dollars  ($300.00),  the  same  being  the  residue  of  a  judgment  in  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  rendered  against  him  by  the  Tipton 
Circuit  Court,  on  the  fifth  day  of  September,  1873,  upon  a  forfeited 
recognizance,  wherein  he  was  bound  as  a  surety  for  the  appearance 
of  one  Winfield  S.  McKinzie  to  answer  a  charge  pending  against 
him  in  said  court,  he  having  paid  on  the  judgment  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars.  Remission  granted  August  23,  1875.  Decision: 
By  the  Governor.  John  W.  Holloway,  Cyrus  C.  Richardson, 
and  William  L.  Berryman  became  sureties  for  the  appearance  of 
Winfield  S.  McKinzie,  in  the  Tipton   Circuit  Court,  to  answer  a 
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•oriminal  charge.  The  accused  did  not  appear,  and  judgment  has 
been  rendered  against  the  sureties  for  five  hundred  dollars  and  costs. 
I  understand  Mr.  Berryman  has  })aid  one  hundred  and  ten  dolhirs, 
the  greater  part  of  which  is  upon  the  costs.  He  is  a  responsible 
man,  but  the  others  have  no  property.  Hollovi^ay  was  anxious  to 
give  the  bail  for  McKinzie,  but  the  Sheriff  required  resident  surety. 
Holloway  then  asked  Berryman  to  go  on  the  bond,  assuring  him 
that  he  would  save  him  harmless,  and  representing  that  he  was 
worth  in  property  in  Indianapolis  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
Berryman  had  no  interest  in  the  accused,  but  only  because  Hollo- 
way  urged  it  upon  these  representations,  signed  the  bond.  Under 
these  circumstances  I  think  it  will  be  sufficient  if"  Mr.  Berryman 
pay  two  hundred  dollars  and  the  costs.  The  Treasurer,  Auditor, 
Recorder,  Sheriff,  and  County  Superintendent  of  Tipton  county 
recommend  that  the  judgment  be  remitted.  It  is  also  asked  by  the 
entire  bar  and  many  citizens  of  that  county.  Upon  the  payment  of 
two  hundred  dollars  upon  the  principal  of  the  judgment,  I  will 
remit  the  residue  as  to  Berryman,  but  not  as  to  the  other  parties. 
August  20,  1875. 

August  23,  1875. — Two  hundred  dollars  having  been  paid  to  the 
Sheriff  on  the  execution  in  his  hands,  the  residue  of  the  judgment 
is  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

31.  To  THE  Estate,  Widow  and  Heirs  of  Job  Cooper, 
•deceased,  the  sum  of  twenty-four  dollars  ($24.00),  the  same  being  the 
amount  of  two  fines,  in  the  sum  of  fourteen  dollars  and  ten  dollars 
respectively,  assessed  against  the  said  Job  Cooper  on  the  22nd  day 
of  April,  1874,  and  the  18th  day  of  May,  1874,  by  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  two  several 
-violations  of  the  liquor  law.  Remission  granted  September  18, 1875. 
Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Job  Cooper  was  fined  ten  dol- 
lars in  one  case  and  fourteen  dollars  in  another  case  in  the 
Marion  Criminal  Court,  in  1874,  for  violation  of  the  liquor  law. 
Since  that  time  he  committed  suicide,  leaving  a  wife  and  three  chil- 
•dren.  A  portion  of  the  property  was  taken  by  creditors  upon  prior 
liens.  There  is  left  only  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property. 
That  has  been  taken  on  execution  to  satisfy  these  fines.  If  the  col- 
lection be  enforced  the  family  will  be  left  wholly  destitute.  Judge 
Test,  who  tried  the  cases,  and  Robert  P.  Parker,  15sq.,  the  Prosecut- 
ing Attorney,  state  the  facts  and  ask  that  the  fines  be  remitted  :  also, 
the  Auditor,  Sheriff  and  Treasurer  of  Marion  county  recommend 
the  remission.     The  fines  are  remitted,  T.  A.  H. 
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32.  To  Jacob  Hudson,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50.00),  the 
same  being  the  amount  of  a  fine  assessed  against  him  by  the  Hen- 
dricks Circuit  Court,  at  its  April  term,  1874,  upon  his  conviction 
therein  of  an  Assault.  Remission  granted,  October  14th,  1875. 
Decision  :  By  the  Governoe.  The  petition  shows  :  "  That  one 
Jacob  Hudson,  of  the  county  of  Hendricks  and  the  State  of  In- 
diana, was,  at  the  June  term  of  the  Hendricks  Circuit  Court,  con- 
victed of  an  assault  by  a  trial  before  the  Judge  of  said  court,  as 
shown  by  the  certified  transcript  of  the  record  of  proceedings  in 
that  cause  herewith  presented. 

He  was  fined  in  the  sum  of  fif*"y  dollars  and  committed  to  the 
county  jail  in  default  of  payment  thereof.     That  said  Hudson  has- 

now  been  confined    in   the  jail   since   the day  of  April,  1875, 

because  of  his  inability  to  pay  or  replevy  said  fine  or  cost.  That, 
upon  proof  made  in  open  court,  it  was  shown  that  said  Jacob  Hud- 
son was  not  the  owner  of  any  property  of  any  kind  whatever; 
also,  his  father  and  friends  are  likewise  poor  and  unable  to  secure 
or  pay  his  fine  and  the  cost.  That  his  confinement  in  the  county 
jail  for  the  period  of  time  he  has  so  been  confined  is,  in  our  opinion, 
fully  adequate  punishment  for  the  crime  of  which  he  is  found 
guilty,  and  his  continued  incarceration  involves  only  expense  to  the 
county  without  any  prospect  that  he  will  be  any  better  able  to  pay  the 
same  in  the  future.  That  if  his  fine  shall  be  remitted  by  your 
Excellency,  we  are  informed  that  such  arrangement  can  be  made 
Avith  the  officers  and  witnesses  who  have  costs  taxed  in  said  cause, 
that  he  can  be  released  from  custody  and  confinement.  Wherefore, 
we  respectfully  ask  your  Excellency  to  remit  said  fine." 

This  statement  is  signed  by  the  county  officers  and  other  citizens 
of  Hendricks  county.  Judge  Howland,  who  tried  the  case,  adds 
the  following  recommendation  : 

"  I  would  cheerfully  discharge  the  prisoner  from  custody  now, 
if  the  law  did  not  seem  to  limit  my  power  to  do  so,  for  the  cause 
named  after  a  confinement  of  one  day  for  each  fifty  cents  of  fine 
and  costs. 

Livingston  Howland, 

Judge  Nineteenth  Circuit,  Ind." 

I  concur  in  the  views  expressed  by  the  Judge  and  county  officers. 
The  punishment  for  the  assault  was  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars.  He  is  not 
able  to  pay  the  money  and  has  been  in  jail  upon  the  conviction  since 
the  June  term  of  the  court.     Prior  to  his  trial  he  had  been  in  jail 
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since  April,  1875.  He  has  now  been  conlined  more  than  six  months, 
which  is  a  far  greater  punishment  than  the  court  imposed.  His  lon- 
ger confinement  will  be  a  burthen  to  the  county,  and  will  not  prob- 
ably promote  his  reformation.      The  fine  is  remitted.      T.  A.  H. 

33.  To  John  B.  Ellis,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars 
($400.00),  the  same  being  the  residue  of  a  judgment  rendered 
against  him  by  the  Owen  Circuit  Court,  upon  a  forfeited  recognizance 
wherein  he  was  bound  as  a  surety  for  the  appearance  in  said 
court  of  Thomas  J.  Blackston  to  answer  a  charge  of  embezzle- 
ment therein  pending  against  him.  Remission  granted  October 
29,1875.  Decision  :  By  THE  Governor.  Thomas  J.  Blackston 
was  indicted  in  the  Owen  Circuit  Court  for  embezzlement.  He  was 
trustee  of  Wayne  township  in  Owen  county,  and  failed  to 
account  for  a  portion  of  the  monies  of  the  township.  The 
bail  upon  the  indictment  was  fixed  at  six  hundred  dollars,  and 
John  B.  Ellis  became  his  surety.  It  appears  that  Blackston  did 
not  use  the  township  money  in  any  speculation  or  business 
ot  his  own,  but  loaned  it  to  others  without  sufficient  secur- 
ity. After  his  default  he  transferred  to  his  bondsmen  all 
his  property  and  assets.  They  realized  a  part  of  the  money  out 
of  the  assets  so  transferred,  and  then  out  of  their  own  means  raised 
the  balance  of  the  inoney  and  paid  it  over,  so  that  the  township  has 
sustained  no  loss.  Blackston  failed  to  appear  upon  the  indictment, 
and  the  recognizance  was  forfeited,  and  judgment  taken  against 
Ellis  for  the  six  hundred  dollars  upon  which  he  has  paid  one 
hundred  and  five  dollars.  By  the  great  floods  of  the  year  Ellis 
sustained  a  heavy  loss  in  the  destruction  of  a  mill  and  other  prop- 
erty, so  that  he  would  be  seriously  embarrassed  in  the  payment  of 
the  entire  judgment.  It  does  not  appear  that  he  was  in  any  way 
indemnified,  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  property  of  Blackston  was 
transferred  to  his  bondsmen,  who  used  it  towards  reimbursing  the 
township.  Blackston  had  borne  the  character  of  an  excellent  citi- 
zen, and  it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  Ellis  became  his  surety  to 
enable  him  to  escape.  Under  the  circumstances,  I  think  it  will  be 
sufficient  if  Ellis  shall  pay  ninety-five  dollars  in  addition  to  what 
he  has  already  paid,  making  two  hundred  dollars,  and  then  the 
residue  will  be  remitted. 

Judge  Franklin,  of  the  Owen  Circuit  Court,  and  all  the  county 
officers  recommend  that  the  judgment  be  remitted.  Upon  payment 
of  ninety-five  dollars  additional,  the  residue  of  the  judgment  will 
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be  remitted.  As  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  has  proceeded'  to  Judg- 
ment, it  is  proper  that  he  be  paid  the  fee  to  which  he  would  be 
entitled  upon  its  collection.  That  must  be  paid,  if  required  by 
him,  before  the  judgment  will  be  remitted.     October  19,  1875. 

October  29,  1875. — The  amount  required  having  been  paid  on 
the  judgment,  and  the  fee  of  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  having  also 
been  paid,  the  residue  is  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

34.  To  Henry  Coleman,  the  sum  of  sixty  dollars  (160.00)^, 
being  the  amount  of  three  several  fines  of  twenty  dollars  each  assessed 
against  him  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  one  on  the  26th 
day  of  August,  1875,  and  two  on  the  30th  day  of  September,  1875, 
upon  his  conviction  in  said  court  of  three  several  violations  of  law 
iu  selling  intoxicating  liquor  without  a  license  so  to  do.  Remission 
granted  November  1st,  1875.  Decision:  By  the  Goveenor. 
Henry  Coleman,  fined  in  Marion  Criminal  Court,  in  August  and 
September,  1875,  in  three  cases,  twenty  dollars  in  each  case,  for 
selling  liquor  without  license.  It  is  shown  by  the  statement  of  the 
defendant,  and  also  by  the  Judge  who  tried  the  cases,  and  by  the 
Sheriif,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Recorder,  and  Clerk  of  the  county,  that 
the  sales  were  made  under  a  misapprehension  of  his  right,  and  not 
from  any  purpose  to  violate  the  law.  The  facts  were:  One  Neil 
Dugan  had  a  license  to  sell,  and  employed  the  defendant  to  take 
charge  of  the  saloon  for  him,  and  agreed  to  pay  him  a  part  of  the 
profits  as  a  compensation  for  his  services.  The  defendant  supposed 
he  had  a  right  to  sell  under  the  circumstances.  I  have  known  him 
for  nearly  three  years,  and  think  he  would  not  intentionally  violate 
the  law.  He  held  the  position  of  janitor  under  my  predecessors, 
Governors  Morton  and  Baker,  and  continued  by  myself  for  a  brief 
period,  and  also  for  two  years  under  the  State  Librarian.  The 
fines  are  remitted.  -  T.  A.  fl. 

35.  To  Joseph  H.  Ford,  the  accrued  interest  upon  five  several 
judgments  in  the  sum  of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  each,  rendered  against 
John  L.  Deuel  by  the  DeKalb  Circuit  Court,  on  the  16th  day 
of -April,  1863,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  five  several  viola- 
tions of  the  liquor  law,  and  for  the  j)ayment  of  which  he  became 
replevin  bail.  Remission  granted  November  12th,  1875.  Decis- 
ion :  By  the  Governor.  On  the  16th  day  of  April,  1863,  in  the 
DeKalb  Circuit  Court,  one  John  L.  Deuel  was  fined  in  five  cases^. 
five  dollars  in  each  case,   for  violations  of  the  liquor  law  then  in 
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force.  The  petitioner,  Joseph  H.  Ford,  became  his  replevin  bail 
in  said  judgments.  Deuel  paid  the  costs,  but  the  officers  took  no- 
steps  to  collect  the  fines.  At  that  time,  he  owned  property ;  but 
five  years  since,  he  became  insolvent  and  removed  from  the  State. 
The  judgments  have  ceased  to  be  liens  upon  the  real  estate.  Ford 
claims  that  the  fines  should  be  remitted  because  of  the  neglect  of 
the  offieers  to  collect  for  a  period  of  several  years  when  the  princi- 
pal was  responsible.  I  suppose  if  the  surety  had  paid  the  judg- 
ments they  would  have  remained  under  his  control  against  the 
principal,  and  he  could  in  that  way  have  avoided  loss.  He  should 
have  seen  to  it  that  the  judgments  were  collected.  In  view  of  the 
long  delay  in  collecting  the  judgments,  I  will  remit  the  interest 
upon  payment  of  principal  by  the  surety.  Upon  payment  of  twenty- 
five  dollars,  the  residue  will  be  remitted.     JSTovember  8th,  1875. 

November  12th,  1875.  The  principal  having  been  paid,  as 
required,  the  residue  is  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

36.  To  James  J.  Pirtle,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  ($150.00),  the  same  being  the  residue  of  a  judgement  ren- 
dered against  him  by  the  Sullivan  Circuit  Court,  at  its  January 
term,  1874,  upon  a  forfeited  recognizance  wherein  he  was  bound  as 
a  surety  lor  the  appearance  of  one  William  Hosier  to  answer  a 
charge  of  Larceny  pending  against  him  in  said  court,  he  having 
paid  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  thereon.  Kemission  granted  Novejn- 
ber  24,  1875.  Decision:  By  the  Governor  :  William  Hosier 
was  indicted  for  petit  larceny  in  the  Sullivan  Circuit  Court  in  1873-. 
James  J.  Pirtle  became  surety  upon  his  recognizance  for  his  appear- 
ance at  court  in  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars.  He  did  not  ap- 
pear, and  the  recognizance  was  forfeited  and  judgment  rendered  for 
the  two  hundred  dollars  against  the  surety.  Hr.  Pirtle  is  a  poor 
man,  with  a  dependent  and  sickly  family,  and  to  pay  the  judgment 
would  break  him  up.  All  the  county  officers  recommend  that  the 
forfeiture  and  judgment  be  remitted.  Their  statement,  and  a  state- 
ment made  by  Hon.  James  L.  Nash,  the  late  representative  from 
that  county,  show  the  case  against  Hosier  was  very  trifling,  having 
but  little,  if  any,  criminality.  Hr.  Pirtle  sought  to  bring  Hosier 
back  for  trial,  and  spent  a  considerable  sum  of  money  in  his  effi^rts. 
Afterwards  Hosier  returned  to  the  county,  and  has  now  been  living 
in  the  county-seat  for  nearly  a  year,  and  has  not  been  called   upon 
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to  answer  the  Indictment.  I  suppose  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  re- 
garded the  case  of  too  little  importance  to  require  the  time  and 
attention  of  the  court. 

If  the  surety  will  pay  fifty  dollars,  I  think  it  will  be  enough  to 
require  of  him.  Upon  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars,  and  filing  the 
Clerk's  receipt,  the  residue  will  be  remitted.     November  17,  1875. 

November  24,  1875.  Fifty  dollars  having  been  paid  as  required, 
the  residue  is  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

37.  To  James  Bunch  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  dollars  ($225.00),  the  same  being  the  amount  of  a  fine  assessed 
against  him  by  the  Vigo  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  on  the  25th  day 
of  October,  1875,  upon  his  conviction  in  said  court  of  the  crime  of 
Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to  kill.  Remission  granted 
December  8,  1875.  Decision:  By  the  Goveenor.  James 
Bunch,  a  colored  boy,  was,  on  the  25th  of  October,  1875,  convicted 
in  the  Vigo  Criminal  Court  of  assault  and  battery  with  intent 
to  murder.  He  was  fined  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and 
sentenced  to  one  day  in  jail.  He  is  but  eighteen  years  of  age,  and 
has  no  means  with  which  to  pay  the  fine  or  any  part  of  it.  All  the 
county  officers  ask  that  the  fine  be  remitted  because  his  confinement 
is  a  burthen  to  the  county  and  that  the  fine  can  not  be  paid.  Judge 
Long,  who  tried  the  case,  makes  the  following  statement : 

*'  Teree  Haute,  November  26,  1875. 
Col.  Thomas  Dowling  : 

Deae  Sir  : — I  am  informed  by  our  friend  Mr.  Shannon,  that 
■during  my  absence  at  Rockville  you  called  to  consult  me  about  the 
petition  now  before  Governor  Hendricks  for  the  remission  of  a  fine 
of  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars,  assessed  by  a  jury  in  a 
verdict  of  assault  and  battery  with  intent  to  murder,  against  a 
young  negro  named  James  Bunch,  on  a  judgment  for  which  said 
Bunch  is  now  confined  in  the  jail  of  Vigo  county.  I  have  very  lately 
given  his  case  careful  consideration,  and  I  believe,  in  view  of  all  its 
surroundings,  that  his  fine  should  be  remitted.  These  are  some  of  my 
reasons : 

He  was  indicted  for  the  offense  at  the  same  time  with  one 
Mitchell,  who  has  long  been  a  desperate  character  in  this  com- 
munity. The  quarrel  between  these  defendants  and  the  injured 
person,  Mr.  Beal,  was  originally  Bunch's   quarrel,  but  was  at  no 
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time  of  a  serious  character  until  Mitchell  volunteered  to  take  a  part 
in  it.  Subsequently  Beal  was  cut  on  the  neck  with  a  razor  by 
Mitchell,  and  it  does  not  appear  that  Bunch  had  any  deadly  weapon 
about  him  until  after  the  difficulty  was  over,  if  at  all. 

Mitchell  was  first  tried  by  a  jury,  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to 
the  State  prison  for  three  years.  Bunch  was  introduced  as  a  witness 
for  the  defendant  in  this  trial,  but  did  not  swear  to  anything  that 
tended  much  towards  exonerating  Mitchell.  This  greatly  incensed 
Mitchell,  and  in  his  anger  he  observed  that  Bunch  didn't  know 
much  while  a  witness  in  his  case,  but  he  would  find  that  when  he 
'became  a  witness  against  Bunch  that  he  would  know  much  more 
about  the  case  than  Bunch  did.  He  subsequently  became  violent 
towards  Bunch  in  jail,  so  that  the  Sheriff  removed  Bunch  to  the 
•city  prison  for  safety.  When  Bunch  was  tried,  Mitchell  became  a 
witness  against  him,  and  possibly  testified  in  the  spirit  of  the  feeling 
above  alluded  to.  The  jury  found  Bunch  guilty,  and — it  being  in 
proof  that  he  was  a  minor — assessed  his  punishment  at  a  fine  of 
$225.00  and  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  one  day.  I  am  per- 
fectly well  satisfied  that  the  jury  never,  for  a  moment,  appreciated 
the  fact  that  Bunch  (himself  and  friends  being  very  poor)  would  be 
compelled  to  lie  in  the  county  jail  four  hundred  and  fifty  days  to 
meet  this  fine  alone.  They  either  believed  that  it  could  be  paid,  or 
that  by  some  process  of  law  he  would  be  speedily  released. 

Our  county  jail  is  a  place  in  which  I  would  not  wish  my  bitterest 
foe  confined,  if  charged  with  crime,  any  longer  than  the  few  days 
necessary  to  prepare  himself  for  trial. 

I  always  thought  that,  shortly,  something  should  be  done 
for  this  young  prisoner;  especially,  since  Mr.  Beal  himself,  I  am 
told,  most  anxiously  desires  it,  and  had  it  been  known  to  me  that  in 
your  visit  to  Indianapolis  you  were  to  be  the  bearer  of  his  petition, 
it  would  have  induced  me  so  much  sooner  to  have  made  this  state- 
ment, because  it  is  just,  and  to  have  saved  you  any'  additional 
trouble.  Our  friend,  Mr.  Shannon,  takes  the  same  view  about  the 
matter  that  you  do,  and  with  the  knowledge  I  have  of  the  entire 
transaction,  I  agree  with  you  both.  I  therefore  recommend  that 
Governor  Hendricks  remit  the  fine  in  this  case,  and  hereby  authorize 
you  to  lay  this  letter  before  his  Excellency  to  secure  that  end,  if  it 
<can  have  that  effect.     Very  respectfully  yours,

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Five  of  the  jury  make  this  statement : 

"Hon.  T.  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

Sir: — We,  the  undersigned,  jurors  in  the  case  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  vs.  James  Bunch,  would  respectfully  represent  that  at  the 
time  we  rendered  our  verdict  in  said  case,  we  did  not  know  that 
defendant  would  have  to  board  it  out  in  the  county  jail.  That  we 
thought  by  the  verdict  he  would  only  have  to  stay  one  day  in  the 
jail,  and  whenever  able  have  to  pay  the  fine  and  costs.  We  there- 
fore recommend  that  the  fine  be  remitted. 

RespecfuUy,  etc." 

Upon  these  statements,  I  think  it  proper  to  remit  the  fine.  The 
remission  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

38  To  Elizabeth  Philpott,  formerly  Elizabeth  Walden,  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250.00),  the  same  being 
the  amount  of  a  judgment  rendered  against  her  by  the  Madison 
Circuit  Court,  at  ils  December  term,  1874,  upon  a  forfeited 
recognizance  wherein  she  was  bound  as  a  surety  for  the  appear- 
ance of  John  Peak  to  answer  a  charge  of  Grand  Larceny. 
Remission  granted  December  11,  1875.  Decision:  By  the 
Governor.  In  the  Madison  Circuit  Court,  December  term,  1874,. 
judgment  was  rendered  against  Mrs.  Philpott,  (then  Walden) 
upon  a  forfeited  recognizance  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
as  surety  for  her  son,  John  Peak,  who  was  charged  with 
stealing  billiard  balls.  In  June,  1875,  I  examined  this  applica- 
tion to  remit  the  forfeiture,  and  decided  that  upon  the  payment  of 
one  hundred  dollars  the  residue  would  be  remitted,  and  that  the 
collection  of  the  one  hundred  dollars  should  be  postponed  six  months. 
Since  that  time,  the  accused  has  been  arrested  and  is  now  in  jail 
awaiting  trial  upon  the  indictment.  I  understand  that  the  recapture 
was  upon  information  given  by  the  surety.  In  view  of  the  limited 
means  of  the  surety,  and  because  the  accused  is  now  in  custody,  I 
think  it  proper  to  remit  the  entire  penalty.  This  is  recommended 
by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  the  county  officers.  The  remision 
is  granted  subject  to  the  payment  of  costs  and  fees;  and  that  condition 
having  been  complied  with,  the  remittitur  will  issue.         T.  A.  H. 
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39.  To  Collins  Adams,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  the  same  being  the  amount  of  a  judgment  rendered 
against  him  by  the  St.  Joseph  Circuit  Court,  on  the  16th 
day  of  October,  1874,  upon  a  forfeited  recognizance  wherein 
he  was  bound  as  a  surety  for  the  appearance  in  said  court 
of  one  Jacob  Gill  to  answer  a  charge  of  petit  larency.  Remis- 
sion granted  December  17th,  1875.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. The  defendant  became  surety  for  Jacob  Gill  in  a  recogn- 
izance before  a  Justice  for  Gill's  appearance  in  the  St.  Joseph 
Circuit  Court  to  answer  a  charge  of  petit  larency  in  the  penalty 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  The  term  of  the  court  passed 
by  and  the  Grand  Jury  found  no  bill.  Gill  then  left  the  county  and 
a  default  and  judgment  were  taken  upon  the  recognizance  against 
the  surety.  Adams  is  an  industrious  citizen  but  has  recently  met 
with  losses;  so  that  he  is  not  able  to  pay  the  judgment,  and  his  land 
is  about  to  be  sold  on  the  judgment.  As  the  Grand  Jury  found  no 
bill  of  indictment,  it  is  reasonable  to  presume  that  the  case  was  not 
of  sufiicient  importance  to  present  to  the  court,  or  that  the  facts  did 
not  justify  further  proceedings.  If  so,  it  is  a  hardship  to  make  the 
surety  pay  the  penalty  of  the  recognizance. 

The  county  officers,  the  Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  recommend 
that  the  forfeiture  and  judgment  be  remitted.  As  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney  has  taken  judgment,  it  is  proper  that  he  be  paid  his  com- 
mission. Upon  the  payment  thereof  and  of  the  costs,  the  judgment 
will  be  remitted.  December  14th,  1875 — December  17,  1875.  The 
commission  of  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  the  costs  having  been 
paid,  as  required,  the  judgment  is  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

40.  To  Eli  Jolliff  and  Jonathan  Weir,  each,  the  sura  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  the  same  being  the  amount  of  a  fine  assessed 
against  him  by  the  Franklin  Circuit  Court,  on  the  21st  day  of 
November,  1874,  upon  his  conviction  in  said  court  on  an  indictment 
wherein  they  were  jointly  charged  with  a  violation  of  the  fish  law. 
Remission  granted  December  18,  1875.  Decision  :  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. These  parties  were  each  fined  twenty-five  dollars  in  the 
Franklin  Circuit  Court  for  violation  of  the  fish  law.  The  Judge 
who  tried  the  case  and  the  county  officers  say  that  the  violation  of 
the  law  was  only  technical,  and  that  the  parties  are  poor  and 
industrious,  and  support  their  families  by  daily  labor,  and  they  urge 
that  the  fines  be  remitted.     The  fines  are  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 
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41.  To  William  H.  Gobin  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
the  same  being  the  amount  of  a  judgment  rendered  against  him  by 
the  Common  Pleas  of  Scott  county,  on  the  24th  day  of  March, 
1869,  upon  a  forfeited  recognizance,  wherein  he  was  bound 
as  a  surety  for  the  appearance  of  one  John  Gobin  to  answer  a 
charge  of  grand  larceny  pending  against  him  in  said  court. 
Eemission  granted  January  4,  1876.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. In  1868,  John  Gobin  was  arrested  for  the  larceny  of 
cattle  in  Scott  county.  His  father,  William  H.  Gobin,  and  his 
grandmother  became  surety  upon  his  recognizance  for  his  appear- 
ance before  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  that  county,  in  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars.  The  accused  failed  to  appear  in 
answer  to  the  prosecution,  the  recognizance  was  forfeited,  and,  in 
1869,  judgment  was  rendered  against  William  H.  Gobin  for  the 
one  thousand  dollars.  Soon  thereafter,  an  application  for  the 
remission  of  the  judgment,  numerously  signed,  was  presented  to  my 
predecessor.  The  county  officers  recommended  that  the  judgment 
be  remitted.  The  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  Judge  remonstrated 
:^against  the  remission  upon  the  ground  that  the  father  probably 
knew  of  the  crimes  of  the  accused.  No  action  was  then  taken  upon 
the  case.  In  April,  1873,  I  considered  the  application  with  great 
care,  and  decided  that  it  would  be  proper  to  remit  one- half  upon 
.payment  of  the  residue.  In  1870,  Judge  Jewett  withdrew  his 
iprotest,  and  asked  that  the  judgment  be  remitted. 

Mr.  Gobin  has  a  large  family,  owns  a  small  and  poor  farm,  and 
'has  been  unable  to  raise  any  money  to  pay  upon  the  judgment. 
■Since  my  decision  of  1873  was  made  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  has 
written  me  that  Mr.  Gobin  is  not  able  to  pay  any  part  of  the  judg- 
ment, and  advised  me  to  remit  the  entire  judgment.  I  have  also 
been  appealed  to  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools,  by  all 
the  township  trustees,  and  by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners 
of  Scott  county,  to  remit  the  entire  judgement.  I  do  not  feel  my- 
self justified  in  refusing  the  application  so  made  by  all  the  officers 
of  the  county  who  represent  the  public  interests  that  may  be  affected 
by  my  action  in  the  case.     The  judgment  will  be  remitted.

42.  To  Ferraba  Chenoeth,  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  and 
seventy-eight  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents  (1978.55),  the  same  being 
the  residue  of  a  judgment  rendered  against  her  by  the  Vermillion

Circuit  Court,  at  its  December  terra,  1874,  upon  a  forfeited  recog- 
nizance wherein  she  was  bound  as  a  surety  for  the  appearance  in 
said  court  of  one  Ferdinand  Ghenoeth  to  answer  a  charge  of  Burg- 
lary therein  pending  against  him.  Remission  granted  January  13, 
1876.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  In  the  month  of  Septem- 
ber, 1874,  Ferdinand  Chenoefch  and  another  person  michievously 
and  without  leave  took  a  hand-car  of  the  Evansville,  Terre  Haute 
and  Chicago  Railroad  and  ran  it  from  the  town  of  Perryville, 
county  of  Vermillion,  five  or  six  miles,  to  Eugene,  in  the  same 
county,  and  returned  with  it  and  left  it  standing  on  the  track.  It 
was  in  the  night-time,  I  do  not  think  there  was  any  purpose  to  do 
an  injury;  it  was  the  result  of  carelessness,  rather  than  malice. 
They  then  went  into  a  shop  or  store-room,  as  is  alleged,  and  took  a 
counterfeit  fifty  cents  currency  and  some  postage  stamps. 

He  was  arrested,  and  by  the  justice  held  to  bail  in  fifteen  hundred 
dollars.  His  mother,  the  petitioner,  became  surety  on  his  recog- 
nizance. At  the  next  term  of  court  he  failed  to  appear,  and  the  re- 
cognizance was  declared  forfeited,  and  subsequently  judgment  was 
taken  against  the  surety.  Mrs.  Chenoeth,  in  December,  1874,  paid 
$490  00,  of  which  $371.45  was  applied  on  the  judgment  and  the 
residue  upon  the  costs.  At  the  April  term  she  caused  the  accused 
to  be  brought  into  court,  and  put  upon  trial  on  the  indictment. 
Upon  plea  of  guilty  he  was  convicted  of  the  mischievous  obstruc- 
tion of  the  railroad,  but  has  not  been  tried  for  the  other  offense. 

The  Clerk,  Sheriff,  Recorder,  Treasurer  and  Auditor  of  the 
county;  also,  the  late  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  Judge  Davidson, 
and  a  large  number  of  excellent  citizens  recommend  the  remission 
of  the  residue  of  the  judgment.  The  residue  of  the  judgment  is 
remitted  upon  the  following  grounds : 

First,     The  bail  was  too  great  for  the  offense. 

Second.  The  surety  has  paid  $490.00  upon  the  costs  and  prin- 
cipal. 

Third.  The  surety  has  done  her  duty  in  bringing  the  party  into 
court  for  trial,  and  should  be  relieved. 

I  think  it  a  sufficient  ground  to  remit  the  judgment  that  the 
surety  caused  the  accused  to  be  brought  to  trial.  Had  that  been 
done  before  judgment  on  the  forfeiture,  it  would  have  been  a  legal 
defence  and  bar.  As  judgment  has  been  taken,  it  is  hardly  proper 
to  cut  off  the  Prosecuting  Attorney's  commissions ;  and  therefore 
the  remittitur  will  not  issue  until   that  be  paid  to  the  Clerk.     If 
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~the  Prosecuting  Attorney  has  taken  his  commission  out  of  the 
money  already  paid,  then  the  amount  thereof  must  be  paid  on  the 
judgment  by  the  defendant.     January  7th,  1876. 

January  13th,  1876.  One  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  additional 
having  been  paid  on  the  judgment,  the  residue  is  remitted.

43.  To  Pateick  M alone,  the  sum  of  forty  dollars  (|40.00), 
the  same  being  the  amount  of  three  several  fines,  two  of  ten  dollars 
each,  assessed  September  9,  1875,  and  one  of  twenty  dollars,  assessed 
September  14,  1875,  against  one  Nicholas  Simpson,  by  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  three  several 
violations  of  law  by  selling  intoxicating  liquor  on  Sunday,  and  for 
the  payment  of  which  he  became  replevin  bail.  Remission  granted 
February  11,  1876.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  In  the 
Marion  Criminal  Court,  Nicholas  Simpson  was  fined  in  three  cases 
under  the  liquor  law.  The  fines  amounted  to  forty  dollars.  Patrick 
Malone  became  bail.  At  the  time  Malone  became  bail  Simpson  was 
keeping  a  store,  and  was  apparently  in  good  business.  He  has  since 
wholly  failed,  and  the  responsibility  falls  on  Malone.  The  latter 
was  a  laboring  man.  For  seventeen  years  he  had  been  engaged  as 
a  laborer  in  the  Indianapolis  Rolling-mill,  and  had  saved  enough  to 
buy  a  cheap  home.  He  has  a  wife  and  several  children.  Some 
time  before  becoming  replevin  bail  he  lost  his  health,  and  up  to  this 
time  has  been  unable  to  do  any  labor.  He  seems  to  have  thought 
it  was  a  matter  of  form,  as  Simpson  was  good  for  the  amount.  The 
costs  will  exceed  fifty  dollars,  and  to  pay  that  sum  he  has  to  appeal 
to  his  friends.  His  means  consist  wholly  of  his  house  and  house- 
hold furniture.  I  think  it  proper  to  release  Malone,  the  surety,  but 
not  Simpson,  the  principal. 

The  fine  will  be  remitted  as  to  Malone.  T.  A.  H. 

44.  To  James  W.  Harper,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars 
($400.00),  the  same  being  the  residue  of  a  judgment  rendered 
against  him  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court  on  the  8th  day 
of  September,  1875,  on  a  recognizance  in  the  sura  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  wherein  he  was  bound  as  a  surety  for  the  appearance  in  said 
court  of  one  Josiah  Scott,  to  answer  a  charge  of  obtaining  goods  by 
false  pretenses,  he  having  paid  on  the  recognizance  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars.  Remission  granted  February  14,  1876.  De- 
cision:    By  the  Governor.     Josiah    Scott  w^as    indicted  in  the 
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Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court  for  obtaining  goods  on  false  pre- 
tenses. Mr.  Harper  became  surety  on  his  recognizance  in  the  sum 
<jf  five  hundred  dollars.  Scott  did  not  appear  for  trial,  and  the 
recognizance  was  declared  forfeited.  Upon  the  facts  as  shown  by 
Mr.  Harper's  affidavit,  it  appears  that  Scott  was  the  cheated  party 
had  he  completed  the  purchase  by  payment.  The  goods  bought  ot 
Fitzgerald  were  worth  but  about  fifty  dollars,  but  Scott  promised  to 
pay  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  upon  which  he  had  paid  ninety-five 
dollars.  After  Scott  failed  to  pay  the  balance  he  offered  to  return 
the  goods,  but  it  was  refused.  These  facts  are  stated  as  showing 
that  the  case  was  not  a  serious  one  against  Scott,  and  that  if  the 
court  had  known  the  case  as  it  really  was,  the  probability  is  that 
the  bail  would  not  have  been  so  large. 

The  testimony  of  Dr.  Mock,  who  was  acquainted  with  the  family, 
shows  hereditary  insanity.  Scott  has  squandered  a  fair  estate  by 
foolish  bargains  and  enterprises.  He  "  can  in  no  way  appreciate 
the  consequences  of  rash  acts,"  as  stated  by  the  doctor  and  others 
who  know  him  and  his  family.  Upon  all  the  facts,  I  think  he 
would  not  have  been  convicted;  but  he  seems  to  have  become  fright- 
ened and  went  to  Canada.  Being  beyond  the  United  States,  his 
surety  can  not  resort  to  any  means  for  his  recovery,  and  he  is  cut 
off  from  the  usual  remedy  in  such  cases. 

Mr.  Harper  was  a  neighbor  boy  to  Scott,  and  became  his  bail 
because  of  his  sympathy  for  him,  and  without  any  security  against 
loss.  Under  all  the  circumstances,  I  think  it  will  be  sufficient  if  the 
bail  pay  one  hundred  dollars.  Upon  the  payment  of  that  sum, 
the  residue  will  be  remitted.     February  4,  1876. 

One  hundred  dollars  having  been  paid,  the  residue  is  remitted. 
February  14,  1876.  T.  A.  H. 

45.  To  William  Scott  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars,  the 
-same  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dollars  assessed 
against  him  by  the  Clark  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  at  its  November 
term,  1875,  upon  his  conviction  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and 
Battery,  he  having  paid  one  hundred  dollars  on  the  judgment. 
Remission  granted  March  18,  1876.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. William  Scott,  upon  conviction  of  an  assault  and  battery, 
was  sentenced  to  six  months  in  the  county  jail,  and  to  pay  a  fine 
of  five  hundred  dollars.  The  prisoner  is  about  twenty-one  years 
of  age.  He  lives  with  his  father,  who  is  a  farmer  in  the  northern 
part  of  Clark  county.     He  had  a  good  character,  but  has  no  means 
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with  which  to  pay  any  part  of  the  fine.  No  permanent  injury  was- 
done  to  the  injured  party  in  the  assault  and  battery.  The  petition 
for  his  pardon  is  signed  by  a  large  number  of  the  people  of  the 
neighborhood  in  which  the  parties  live,  including  a  number  of  the 
ladies.  The  Clerk,  Auditor,  Treasurer  and  Sheriff  of  the  county 
and  the  three  County  Commissioners  recommend  that  he  be  par- 
doned and  that  the  fine  be  remitted.  Eight  of  the  jurors,  the 
Prosecuting  Attorney  and  the  Judge  who  tried  the  case  urge  me  to 
grant  the  pardon  and  remit  the  fine.  I  am  satisfied  that  his  father 
will  have  to  pay  any  portion  of  the  fine  that  shall  be  paid.  He  has 
now  served  four  months,  being  two-thirds  of  the  imprisonmentc 
Upon  the  facts  and  the  recommendations,  I  think  it  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  require  the  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  fine. 
Upon  the  payment  of  that  sum,  I  will  remit  the  residue  and  grant  a 
pardon.  March  17,  1876 — March  18,  1876.  One  hundred  dollars 
having  been  paid,  a  remittitur  of  the  residue  is  issued  and  a  pardon 
is  granted.  *  T.  A.  H. 

46.  To  Stephen  O'Connor,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)^ 
the  same  being  the  amount  of  two  several  fines  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars each,  assessed  against  him  by  the  Henry  Circuit  Court,  on  the 
16th  day  of  February,  1876,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  two 
several  violations  of  law  in  selling  intoxicating  liquor  without  hav- 
ing first  procured  a  license  so  to  do.  Remission  granted  April  6thy. 
1876.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  This  party  is  an  old  man,^ 
without  means  of  support  for  himself  and  family,  except  his  daily 
labor,  and  has  heretofore  been  a  man  of  good  character,  never  hav- 
ing been  charged  with  any  violation  of  law.  In  two  cases  he  was 
indicted  for  selling  liquor  without  authority,  and  fined  in  each 
twenty-live  dollars.  He  has  now  been  in  jail  forty  days,  and  can 
not  pay  any  part  of  the  fines.  I  am  told  that  his  confinement  in 
jail  is  seriously  impairing  his  health.  His  punishment  is  now  suffi- 
cient, and  it  can  do  no  good  to  keep  him  longer  in  jail  at  the 
cost  of  the  county.  I  am  told  that  he  was  in  the  business  of  selling 
liquor  but  a  short  time,  and  was  closing  the  business  when  charged 
and  arrested.  The  Clerk,  Sheriff,  Auditor,  and  Treasurer  of  the 
county  have  recommended  and  earnestly  urged  that  the  fines  be 
remitted.     They  are  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

47.  To  Jacob  Garratt,  the  sura  of  eighty  dollars  ($80.00,) ■ 
the  same  being  the  amount  of   four  fines  of  twenty  dollars  each,. 
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(nuQibers  7500,  7501,  7502  and  7503,)  erroneously  assessed 
against  him  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  on  the  9th  day 
of  December,  1875,  upon  his  conviction  in  said  court  of  four  several 
violations  of  law,  in  selling  intoxicating  liquor  without  a  license  so 
to  do.  Remission  granted  April  10th,  1876.  Decision:  By  the 
Governor.  The  following  statement  has  been  made  by  the  Judge^ 
Prosecuting  Attorney  and  county  officers  :

**  Jacob  Garratt  was  fined  in  several  cases  in  the  Marion  Criminal 
Circuit  Court,  which  fines  were  paid.  At  the  same  term  of  court 
judgment  was  entered,  by  mistake,  in  four  cases,  and  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars  assessed  in  each  case.  The  term  in  which  the  judgments 
were  taken  having  expired  before  the  error  was  discovered,  and  the 
court  ruling  that  he  would  not  attempt  to  control  the  records  after 
the  term,  we  ask,  in  justice  to  the  defendant,  that  the  fines  in  said 
case  be  remitted.

In  a  personal  interview  with  Mr.  Cropsey,  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney,  I  learned  the  facts  more  clearly.  The  defendant  was  in- 
dicted in  ten  cases;  upon  six  he  pleaded  guilty.  The  Clerk,  by 
mistake,  entered  judgment  in  the  ten  cases,  upon  four  of  which 
plea  of  guilty  entered  nor  trial  had.  The  mistake  was  not  dis- 
covered until  after  the  close  of  the  term.  The  court  then  had  no 
power  to  change  its  record.     Of  course,  the  judgments  should  not 
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stand  when  entered  by  mistake,  without  the  order  of  the  court,  and 
without  a  plea  from  the  defendant.  The  fines  Nos.  7500,  7501, 
7502,  and  7503  are  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

48.  To  Michael  Welch,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50.00),  the 
-same  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  assessed 
against  him  by  the  Madison  Circuit  Court,  at  its  December  term, 
1875,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  the  crime  of  Robbery,  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars  having  been  paid  on  the  judgment  by  John  Welch. 
Remission  granted  April  15,  1876.  Decision:  By  the  Governor. 
The  prisoner  is  a  boy  of  about  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  the  prop- 
-erty  taken  was  about  two  dollars,  as  I  understand.  He  has  served 
his  sentence  of  imprisonment  of  ninety  days  in  the  jail,  and  a  period 
beyond  it.  His  father  has  paid  fifty  dollars  on  the  fine,  which  leaves 
but  fifty  dollars.  He  can  not  pay  the  residue,  and  under  the  judg- 
ment he  must  remain  in  jail  one  hundred  days  at  the  cost  of  the 
county.  He  was  probably  influenced  by  the  man  who  was  indicted 
w^ith  him,  who  broke  jail  and  has  escaped  punishment.  Before  this 
be  bore  a  good  character.  Judge  Craven,  who  tried  the  case,  the 
Deputy  Prosecuting  Attorney  who  prosecuted,  and  the  county 
officers,  and  a  large  number  of  the  people  of  the  county,  ask  me  to 
remit  the  fine.  Because  of  that  recommendation,  and  because  of 
his  tender  age  and  former  good  character ;  because  of  his  punish- 
ment already  suffered,  and  because  of  the  payment  of  one-half  the 
iine,  I  think  it  proper  to  remit  the  remaining  fifty  dollars.  It  is 
so  done.  T.  A.  H. 

49.  To  William  Quinlin,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
the  same  being  the  amouut  of  a  fine  assessed  against  him  by  the 
Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  on  the  10th  day  of  January,  1876, 
upon  his  conviction  therein  of  an  Assault  and  Battery.  Remission 
granted  April  20th,  1876.  Decision:  By  the  Governor. 
Quinlin  was  convicted  of  assault  and  battery  and  fined  one  hundred 
dollars  and  sentenced  to  seventy-five  days  in  jail.  The  period  of 
imprisonment  has  expired.  The  battery  was  not  serious.  The  as- 
saulted party  was  not  disabled  nor  disfigured,  nor  prevented  pursuing 
his  business.  The  prisoner  was  confined  in  jail  fifty-five  days  be- 
fore his  trial.  He  has  now  been  in  jail  about  eighty  days  beyond 
the  period  of  imprisonment  imposed  upon  him,  and  I  think  he  has 
been  severely  punished  for  the  offense.  He  is  so  poor  that  the 
count}'^    is  supplying  him   with   clothing,   as  I   understand.      His 
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longer  coufinetnent  is  a  useless  expense  to  the  county.  Most  of  the 
■county  officers,  the  Judge  and  acting  Prosecuting  Attorney  recom- 
mend that  the  fine  be  remitted.     It  is  remitted,  T.  A.  H. 

50.  To  Frank  F.  Bennett  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  being  the 
amount  of  two  fines  assessed  against  him  by  the  Marion  Criminal 
Circuit  Court,  on  the  26th  day  of  January,  1876,  upon  his  convic- 
tion of  two  several  violations  of  law  in  permitting  a  minor  to  play 
billiards  upon  his  billiard  table.  Remission  granted  May  3,  1876. 
Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The  defendant  was  fined  in  two 
cases,  five  dollars  each,  for  permitting  Charles  Lewis,  a  minor,  to 
play  the  game  of  billiards  on  his  billiard  table.  The  table  was 
kept  in  a  room  attached  to  the  defendant's  cigar  store.  On  several 
•occasions  young  Lewis  had  been  refused  the  privilege,  but  upon  his 
assurance  and  that  of  an  associate  that  he  was  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  he  was  allowed  to  play  upon  the  two  occasions.  The  court  held 
that  the  defendant  could  not  rely  upon  Lewis'  own  statement  in 
respect  to  his  age,  and  that  upon  proof  that  he  was  not  of  age,  he 
was  liable. 

The  defendant's  store  is  an  orderly  and  well  kept  place  of  bus- 
iness, and  he  himself  is  a  moral  citizen.  The  Judge,  Prosecuting 
Attorney  and  most  of  the  county  officers  recommend  the  remission 
of  the  fines.  Upon  the  statement  of  facts,  I  think  that  the  defend- 
ant did  not  intend  any  violation  of  the  law,  and  therefore  it  is 
proper  to  remit  the  fines.  T.  A.  H. 

5L  To  Eltsha  Hiatt  and  Peter  A.  Campbell  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars,  the  same  being  the  residue  of  a  judgment 
in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  rendered  against  them  by  the 
Daviess  Circuit  Court,  on  the  29th  day  of  December,  1874,  upon  a 
forfeited  recognizance  wherein  they  were  bound  as  sureties  for  the 
appearance  in  said  court  of  one  Joseph  Tennis  to  answer  a  charge 
of  Murder,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  having  been  paid  by 
them  on  the  judgment.  Remission  granted  May  8,  1876.  Decis- 
ion :  By  the  Governor.  Joseph  Tennis  was  indicted  for 
murder  in  the  second  degree  for  killing  Julian  M.  Boyd.  The  facts 
of  the  case  were  that  "  Boyd  and  Tennis  were  brothers-in-law,  and 
lived  in  a  double  log  house  on  a  farm  which  they  jointly  worked. 
Boyd  was  a  larger  and  stronger  man  than  Tennis.  Tennis  had  a 
crippled  leg  which  caused  a  slight  lameness.  Some  time  before  the 
fatal  quarrel,  Boyd,  when  in  a  fit  of  intoxication,  made  a  violent 
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attack  upon  Tennis,  and  threatened  his  life,  but  afterwards  a  rec- 
onciliation took  place.  On  the  day  of  the  killing  Boyd  had  been 
to  town  (Washington),  and  in  the  evening  Tennis,  with  a  workhand^ 
killed  a  sheep,  and  in  carrying  the  dressed  animal  to  the  house,  he 
put  a  small  butcher-knife  in  the  pocket  of  his  over-alls,  handle 
downward.  On  his  arrival  at  the  house,  Boyd,  who  had  returned,, 
was  sitting  upon  a  porch  and  a  quarrel  arose  between  them  about  a 
workhand  and  something  that  had  been  said  by  the  hand,  when 
Boyd  attacked  Tennis,  Tennis  telling  him  not  to  strike  him  and 
holding  the  knife  up  in  warning  to  Boyd.  Boyd,  however,  did 
strike,  and  then  they  clinched,  scuffled  and  fell  to  the  iloor  of  the 
porch,  with  Tennis  under.  They  scuffled  off  onto  the  ground, 
Tennis  still  under  and  calling  for  help  and  holding  the  knife  away 
from  Boyd  who  was  trying  to  get  it,  threatening  that  if  he  did  he 
would  kill  Tennis.  In  the  scuffle  Boyd  received  a  flesh  wound  upon 
the  back  part  of  neck,  but  no  blow  was  seen  that  could  have  pro- 
duced the  wound.  Tennis  claimed  that  it  was  accidental  in  the 
struggle.  The  bystanders  being  women  and  two  young  men,  were 
unable  to  take  Boyd  off  from  Tennis  or  cause  him  to  desist  from 
his  attack.  It  was  growing  dusk.  Boyd  had  Tennis  by  the 
throat  with  his  left  hand  and  was  striking  him  with  his  right  fist, 
and  at  the  same  time  trying  to  get  hold  of  the  knife.  A  little  girl 
was  started  to  a  neighbor's  for  a  man  to  come  to  the  rescue.  At 
this  juncture  Tennis  struck  with  the  knife,  he  claims  to  disable 
the  left  arm  of  his  assailant,  the  point  catching  the  left  arm  of 
Boyd  a  short  distance  below  the  shoulder  and  passed  through  to  the 
upper  portion  of  the  left  lung,  from  wdiich  M'ound  Boyd  died  in 
about  three  weeks.  Immediately  after  the  blow  was  struck.  Tennis 
ran  the  blade  of  the  knife  into  the  ground  and  broke  it  off." 

The  petitioners  became  sureties  on  his  recognizance  in  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars.  The  accused  failed  to  appear,  and  judgment 
was  taken  against  the  sureties  upon  the  recognizance.  The  sureties 
ask  that  the  forfeiture  and  judgment  be  remitted.  Under  oath  they 
say  that  they  have  in  no  way  and  to  no  extent  been  indemnified 
against  loss.  Citizens  of  the  county  ask  that  the  judgment  be  re- 
mitted. Also,  upon  a  full  statement  of  the  facts,  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney,  the  Clerk,  Auditor,  Treasurer,  Sheriff,  and  School  Trus- 
tees recommend  that  it  be  remitted.  Upon  receiving  the  application 
I  referred  the  case  to  John  H.  O'Neall,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney, 
who  is  a  careful  and  efficient  officer,  for  a  full  report.  He  made  the 
following  report :     * 
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"  Washington,  Ind.,  March  15,  1876. 
Governor  T.  A.  Hendricks, 

My  Dear  Sir : 

Yours  of  the  19th 'ult.,  inclosing  application  of  Hyatt  and 
Campbell  for  remission  of  forfeiture,  came  duly  to  hand,  and  ought 
to  have  received  earlier  attention,  but  has  been  overlooked.  I  have 
carefully  read  the  statement  of  facts  therein  contained,  and  believe 
they  are  substantially  correct. 

I  would  further  say  that  for  two  weeks  after  the  difficulty  Boyd 
was  thought  not  to  be  seriously  hurt;  and  had  it  not  been  for  some 
braggadocio  statements  made  by  Tennis  during  these  two  weeks,  he 
would  unquestionably  have  been  acquitted.  But  after  Boyd  unex- 
pectedly died  of  the  wounds  received,  these  statements  of  Tennis 
became  the  evidence  against  him  that  convicted  him.  But  I  myself 
regarded  those  statements  more  in  the  nature  of  braggadocio  than 
of  statements  made  in  good  faith.  Tennis  never  seemed  to  regard 
his  case  as  a  serious  one  until  the  trial  and  verdict  of  guilty  was 
returned  against  him ;  but  from  that  time  on  seemed  to  become  very 
apprehensive  of  his  fate.  During  the  three  days'  trial,  the  court- 
house was  crowded,  and  the  whole  case  freely  canvassed  by  out- 
siders, and  an  almost  universal  verdict  prevailed  of  not  guilty. 
Judge  Malott  kept  the  jury  out  about  thirty-six  hours  before  they 
agreed,  and  when  a  verdict  of  ^guilty'  was  returned  he  set  the  ver- 
dict aside  and  granted  a  new  trial  on  the  merits,  and  not  because  of 
any  irregularity  or  error,  and  upon  his  own  motion  reduced  the  bail 
from  13,000  to  1 1,000. 

At  the  following  term  of  court,  March,  1874,  the  case  was  con- 
tinued on  my  motion,  because  of  an  absent  witness  whose  attend- 
ance was  prevented  by  high  water ;  and  at  the  May  term  following, 
the  case  was  continued  by  the  defendant,  because  of  the  absence  of 
a  witness,  Helen  M.  Boyd,  the  widow  of  the  deceased,  who  was  said 
to  be  at  North  Yernon  sick  and  unable  to  attend  court.  Mr. 
Campbell  and  Mr.  Hyatt  and  almost  the  entire  population  sympa- 
thized with  Tennis,  and  were  much  surprised  when  he  failed  to 
appear  but  made  default  at  the  October  term,  1874.

Upon  the  facts  and  circumstances,  I  think  a  thousand  dollars  too 
imuch  to  require ;    and  at  the  same  time,  I  should  not  remit  the 
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whole.     Upon   the  payment   of   five  hundred^  the  residue  will   be 
remitted.     April  10th,  1876. 

Five  hundred  dollars  having  been  paid  on  the  judgment,  as- 
required,  the  residue  is  remitted.  T.  A.   H. 

52.  To  Henry  Johnson,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  (|50.00),  the 
same  being  the  amount  of  a  judgment  rendered  against  him  by  the 
Hendricks  Circuit  Court,  at  the  March  term,  1876,  upon  a  forfeited 
recognizance,  wherein  he  was  bound  as  a  surety  for  the  appearance 
in  said  court  of  one  Elijah  Sims,  to  answer  a  charge  of  Petit 
Larceny  therein  pending  against  him.  Remission  granted  May  mth, 
1876.  Decision:  By  the  Goveenoe.  Elijah  Sims  was 
indicted  in  the  Hendricks  Circuit  Court  for  stealing  property  of  the 
value  of  one-half  dollar.  After  his  arrest  he  was  confined  in  jail 
thirty  days.  Henry  Johnson  then  became  his  surety  in  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars.  Sims  ran  away  and  the  recognizance  was  declared 
forfeited  and  judgment  taken  against  the  surety  for  fifty  dollars  and 
about  twenty-five  dollars  costs. 

Johnson,  the  surety,  is  a  farmer.  His  land  is  worth  about  twelve 
hundred  dollars  and  his  indebtedness  amounts  nearly  to  that  value. 
Since  he  became  surety  he  met  with  an  accident  which  disabled  him 
in  a  great  degree  from  work  on  his  farm.  The  county  officers  and 
many  citizens  of  Hendricks  county  ask  me  to  remit  the  judgment. 
The  guilty  party  was  quite  severely  punished  for  a  petit  larceny  by 
his  confinement  in  jail.  In  view  of  all  the  circumstances,  I  think 
it  proper  to  remit  the  judgment,  and  it  is  so  ordered.       T.  A.  H. 

53.  To  Martin  Clevinger,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars 
($400.00),  the  same  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars assessed  against  him  by  the  E,ush  Circuit  Court,  on  the  17th 
day  of  March,  1876,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  an  Assault  and 
Battery,  he  having  paid  one  hundred  dollars  on  the  judgment,  as 
required.  Remission  granted  June  20th,  1876.  Decision:  By 
THE  Governor.  Martin  Clevinger  was  sentenced  by  the  Rush 
Circuit  Court  March  17th,  1876,  for  assault  and  battery,  to  three 
months'  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail,  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  five 
hundred  dollars.  The  Clerk,  Sheriff",  Auditor,  and  Treasurer  of 
Rush  county  have  recommended  that  one-half  the  fine  be  remitted. 
Eleven  of  the  jurors  who  made  the  verdict  recommend  "the  case  as 
deserving  executive  clemency."  Upon  examination  of  the  evidence, 
I  think  it  is  proper  for  me  to  comply  with  the  recommendation  of 
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the  county  officers  and  jurors.  Only  twenty  days  of  the  imprison- 
ment remain.  Upon  payment  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars^ 
the  residue  of  the  fine  will  be  remitted  and  the  prisoner  pardoned. 
May  27,  1876.  T.  A.  H. 

Since  making  the  foregoing  decision,  George  W.  Tompkins,  the 
father  of  the  injured  party,  called  upon  me  and  made  the  following 
statement : 

''  George  W.  Tompkins,  the  father  of  the  injured  party,  calls  in 
person,  and  says  that  the  defendant  is  wholly  unable  to  pay  the  fine 
or  any  part  of  it,  and  that  it  is  his  desire  that  I  remit  the  whole  of 
the  fine,  and  let  him  out  of  jail  to  make  a  living  for  his  family,  and 
this  is  the  wish  of  the  people  of  the  county  as  far  as  he  knows.. 
June  5,  1876." 

The  period  of  imprisonment  has  now  fully  expired,  and  I  find 
that  the  prisoner  is  not  able  to  pay  the  sum  which  I  required  should 
be  paid.  I  will  now  reduce  that  sum  to  one  hundred  dollars,  upon 
the  payment  of  which  the  four  hundred  dollars  will  be  remitted. 
June  17,  1876. 

One  hundred  dollars  having  been  paid  on  the  judgment,  the- 
residue  is  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

54.  To  Phineas  Rayl  and  Levi  Conwell,  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1000.00),  being  the  amount  of  a  judgment 
(No.  1532)  rendered  against  them  by  the  Tipton  Circuit  Court,  on 
the  6th  day  of  December,  1875,  upon  a  forfeited  recognizance, 
wherein  they  were  bound  as  sureties  for  the  appearance  in  the 
Howard  Circuit  Court  of  one  John  Rayl,  junior,  to  answer  a  charge 
of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to  kill  one  David  Heath.  Re- 
mission granted  July  18,  1876. 

To  Phineas  Rayl  and  Levi  Conwell,  the  sum  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars  ($1,000.00),  being  the  amount  of  a  judgment  (No. 
1534),  rendered  against  them  by  the  Tipton  Circuit  Court,  on  the 
2d  day  of  December,  1875,  upon  a  forfeited  recognizance,  wherein 
they  were  bound  as  sureties  for  the  appearance  in  the  Howard  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  one  John  Rayl,  junior,  to  answer  a  charge  of  Assault 
and  Battery  with  intent  to  murder  one  James  Heath.  Remission 
granted  July  18,  1876. 

To  Phineas  Rayl  and  Levi  Conwell,  the  sum  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars  ($1,000.00),  being  the  amount  of  a  judgment  (No-, 
1535),  rendered  against  them  by  the  Tipton  Circuit  Court,  on  the 
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2d  day  of  December,  1875,  upon  a  forfeited  recognizance,  wherein 
they  were  bound  as  sureties  for  the  appearance  in  the  Howard  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  one  John  E.ayl,  junior,  to  answer  a  charge  of  Assault 
and  Battery  with  intent  to  kill  one  William  Rush.  Remission 
granted  JuJy  18,  1876. 

To  Phineas  Rayl  and  Levi  Conwell,  the  sum  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars  (^1,000.00),  being  the  amount  of  a  judgment  (No. 
1536),  rendered  against  them  by  the  Tipton  Circuit  Court,  on  the 
2d  day  of  December,  1875,  upon  a  forfeited  recognizance,  wherein 
they  were  bound  as  sureties  for  the  appearance  in  the  Howard  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  one  John  Rayl,  junior,  to  answer  a  charge  of  Assault 
and  Battery  with  intent  to  kill  one  Henry  Swisher.  Remission 
granted  July  18,  1876.  Opinion  and  Decision:  By  the 
GovERNOE.  Upon  a  reference  of  these  applications  to  the 
Attorney  General  for  investigation  and  recommendation,  I  have 
been  furnished  the  following  : 

Office  of  the  Attorney  General, 

Indianapolis,  July  3,  1876. 
Hon.  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt,  a  few  days 
since,  from  your  Excellency,  with  the  request  that  I  should  examine 
into  and  report  upon  the  same,  of  certain  applications  for  the 
remission  of  certain  judgments  rendered  in  favor  of  the  State  of  In- 
diana against  Levi  Conwell  and  others  upon  certain  forfeited  recog- 
nizances in  the  Howard  Circuit  Court. 

I  now  return  them  and  accompanying  papers  with  the  following 
report  thereon : 

There  are  four  applications,  marked  respectively  Application  "A," 
Application  "B,"  Application  "C,"  and  Application  "D." 

Application  A.  This  application  is  on  behalf  of  Levi  Conwell, 
Phineas  Rayl,  and  John  Rayl,  senior.  It  appears  from  it  and  the 
accompanying  transcript  of  the  case  to  which  it  refers,  that  on  the 
—  day  of  January,  1875,  said  Conwell  and  others  became  sureties 
for  the  appearance  at  the  next  term  of  the  Howard  Circuit  Court  of 
one  John  Rayl,  who  was  indicted  for  assault  and  battery  with  intent 
to  kill  one  Daniel  Heath.     That  said  John  Rayl  failed  to  appear ; 
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that  said  recognizance  was  forfeited  and  judgment  rendered  thereon 
in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  and  costs,  in  September,  1875. 
That  afterwards,  at  the  December  term  of  the  Howard  Circuit  Court 
(in  1875),  the  said  Conwell  and  others,  having  recaptured  the  said 
John  Rayl,  surrendered  him  to  the  Sheriff  of  said  county,  when  he 
was  tried  upon  said  indictment  and  found  "  not  guilty."  That  to 
retake  the  said  John  Rayl  the  said  Conwell  and  others  spent  a  large 
sum,  to-wit,  eight  hundred  dollars.  That  one  of  them,  John  Rayl, 
sen.,  has  indemnified  his  said  co-sureties  against  loss  by  reason  of 
their  said  suretyship,  by  a  mortgage  upon  all  his  property  ;  and 
that  if  said  judgments  in  this  and  the  other  cases  '"B,"  "C,"  and 
*'D,"  have  to  be  paid,  it  will  impoverish  him.  This  application 
is  signed  and  sworn  to  by  said  Conwell  and  others. 

After  noticing  the  other  applications,  I  will  notice  those  matters 
which  pertain  to  the  four  applications  alike. 

Application  B.  This  is  by  the  same  parties,  and  states  the  same 
facts  as  in  Application  "A,"  except  in  the  following  particulars, 
viz.:  That  said  John  Rayl,  after  his  surrender  by  said  Conwell  and 
others  to  the  Sheriff  of  Howard  county,  in  December,  1875,  was  put 
upon  trial,  when  the  jury  failed  to  agree  and  was  discharged ;  where- 
upon he  put  in  a  plea  of  "  guilty  "  as  to  the  A.  and  B.  charged  in 
the  indictment,  the  "intent"  having  been  duly  "  noUied,"  when  the 
court  lined  him  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars.  That  said 
defendant  is  in  jail  in  Howard  county  accordingly.  The  applica- 
tion more  particularly  states,  also,  that  of  the  petitioners  said  John 
Rayl,  sen.,  is  an  old  man,  fifty-seven  years  old;  that  all  his  prop- 
erty, real  and  personal,  is  worth  only  about  $1500,  which  is 
mortgaged  to  his  co  sureties  to  indemnify  them,  &g  ,  and  that  he 
has  no  means  of  support  except  through  his  property  aforesaid. 

Application  C.  This  application  is  on  behalf  of  said  Conwell 
and  others,  as  in  '^A,"  and  states  the  same  material  facts  as  in  Appli- 
cation "B,"  except  that  the  fine  assessed  against  said  John  Rayl  was 
in  the  sum  of  seventy-five  dollars. 

Application  JD.  This  is  the  same  as  "C"  above,  except  that  the 
fine  assessed  was  fifteen  dollars. 

In  addition  to  said  applications  and  accompanying  transcripts  are 
the  following,  viz.: 

1st.     A  recommendation  signed  by  the  Gounty  officers  of  Howard 
Eep.  and  Par. — 12 
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county,  addressed  to  your  Excellency  as  to  the  above  four  applica- 
tions. They  recommend  the  remission  of  said  judgments,  except 
as  to  the  costs  and  the  fees  of  the  Prosecuting  Attorney. 

2d.  A  recommendation,  addressed  to  your  Excellency,  signed' 
by  the  Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  the  Howard  Circuit 
Court,  recommending  the  remission  of  said  judgments,  except  as  to 
the  sum  of  $400.00  fees  of  Prosecuting  Attorney,  and  $125.00  for 
N.  R.  Lindsey,  Assistant  Prosecuting  Attorney,  and  the  costs. 

3d.  A  communication  addressed  to  your  Excellency,  signed  by 
Milton  Bell  and  John  W.  Kern,  Esquires,  stating  in  addition  to- 
the  facts  already  referred  to,  that  said  sureties  took  said  John  E,ayl, 
defendant  in  said  causes,  into  custody  and  brought  him  to  the  court 
house  in  Kokomo  for  the  purpose  of  surrendering  him ;  that  they 
went  to  the  Circuit  Clerk  and  called  for  certified  copies  of  the  recog- 
nizances in  each  of  the  pending  cases  ;  that  the  Clerk  furnished 
them,  correct  as  they  supposed,  which,  with  the  defendant  in  person,, 
they  took  to  the  Sherifi's  office,  where  they  found  Joseph  G.  Terrell, 
a  brother  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  county,  and  who  had  been  in  said 
office  performing  various  duties  incident  thereto  ever  since  the 
election  of  said  Sheriff,  when  they  presented  said  copies  and  the 
body  of  said  Rayl  to  said  J.  G.  Terrell,  supposing  him  to  be  a 
legally  appointed  deputy  sheriff,  etc.  That  they  set  up  such  sur- 
render in  defence  of  the  actions  on  said  forfeited  recognizances,  in 
behalf  of  said  sureties,  but  that  the  court  rendered  judgment  against 
them  because  that  said  Terrell  did  not  have  the  supposed  authority 
to  receive  said  body,  and  because  that  said  certified  copies  furnished 
by  the  Clerk  were  technically  defective,  etc. 

4th.  A  petition  signed  by  various  parties  asking  that  said  judg« 
ments  be  not  remitted,  as  the  fees  and  per  centage  of  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney  and  costs ;  also,  letters  from  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  to 
same  effect. 

It  seems  that  John  Ray!,  sr.,  is  the  father  of  said  defendant  John 
Rayl,  jr.,  that  he  and  two  others  became  sureties  for  said  defendant 
upon  four  recognizances  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  each  ;  that 
they  were  forfeited,  but  that  said  defendant,  at  considerable  expense 
on  the  part  of  petitioners,  was  taken  and  placed  in  custody  of  the 
Sheriff,  afterwards,  and  is  now  in  jail  in  answer  to  said  matters ; 
that  said  John  Rayl,  sen.,  executed  a  mortgage  upon  all  his  property 
to  his  co-sureties  to  indemnify  them ;   that  if  said  §4,000.00,  etc.. 
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has  to  be  paid  in  fall,  it  will  reduce  said  Ravi,  sen.,  (who  is  about 
fifty- seven  years  old)  to  penury.  I  can  find  no  evidences  of  bad 
faith  anywhere  on  the  part  of  the  applicants,  and  none  are  submitted 
in  the  protest  of  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  or  elsewhere. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  applications  present  proper  subjects  for 
the  consideration  of  your  Excellency  in  the  exercise  of  executive 
clemency.

The  recognizances  were  excessive  in  amount  and  have  accom- 
plished the  purpose  for  which  they  were  taken.  If  the  principal  had 
been  returned  before  final  judgment,  that  would  have  been  a  good 
answer  to  the  suits  upon  the  forfeitures.  The  charges  which  he  was 
held  to  answer  were  disposed  of  by  trials  and  judgments  in  the 
Howard  Circuit  Court,  and  it  is  but  equitable  and  fair  that  the 
sureties  have  the  benefit  of  their  efforts  to  return  their  principal  for 
trial.  It  seems  to  me  proper,  however,  that  the  commission  due 
the  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  his  deputy,  and  the  fee  of  Judge  N. 
E,.  Lindsay  for  services  rendered  in  their  aid  in  behalf  of  the  State, 
in  taking  the  forfeitures  of  the  recognizances  and  judgments  thereon 
should  be  paid  by  the  applicants  for  relief.  Upon  such  payment 
being  made  and  proof  thereof  filed,  the  judgments  will  be  remitted, 
July  8th,  1876. 

The  commission  and  fee  having  been  paid,  as  required,  the  judg- 
ments are  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

55.  To  James  Cook,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00), 
being  the  amount  of  five  several  fines  of  twenty  dollars  each,  assessed 
against  him  by  the  Hamilton  Circuit  Court  at  its  February  term, 
1876,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  five  several  violations  of  the 
liquor  law.  Remission  granted  July  6,  1876.  Decision  :  By  the 
Governor.  The  prisoner  was  fined  in  five  cases  by  the  Hamilton 
Circuit  Court,  in  February,  1876,  twenty  dollars  in  each  case,  for 
selling  liquor  contrary  to  law.  He  is  wholly  without  means  to  pay 
any  part  of  the  fines,  and  has  now  been  in  the  county  jail  five 
months,  which  is  one  month  for  each  fine  of  twenty  dollars.  This 
is  a  very  heavy  punishment.  Judge  Craven,  who  tried  the  case, 
and  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  and  the  Sheriff,  Treasurer,  Auditor, 
and  Recorder  of  Hamilton  county  recommend  that  the  fines  be  re- 
mitted.    The  fines  are  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 
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56.  To  THE  Estate,  Widow  and  Heirs  of  Charles  Meyer, 
DECEASED,  the  sum  of  forty  dollars  ($40.00),  being  the  amount  of 
two  fines  of  twenty  dollars  each  assessed  against  the  said  Charles 
Meyer  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  on  the  2d  day  of 
December,  1875,  upon  his  conviction  in  said  court  of  two  violations 
of  law  in  selling  liquor  without  license.  Remission  granted  July 
22,  1876.  Opinion  and  Decision  ;  By  the  Governor.  The 
remission  of  these  fines  is  recommended  by  the  Clerk,  Sheriff, 
Auditor,  and  Treasurer  of  Marion  county,  upon  the  following  state- 
ment of  facts : 

"To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana: 

The  undersigned  petitioner,  Lina  Meyer,  represents  to  your 
Excellency  that  on  the  2d  day  of  December,  1875,  her  husband  was 
fined  forty  dollars  and  costs  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court 
in  two  cases  for  selling  liquor  without  license ;  that  the  execution  in 
said  two  cases  was  stayed  by  one  George  Lehrritter,  the  lessor  of 
the  premises  on  which  Charles  Meyer,  the  husband  of  this  peti- 
tioner, kept  his  saloon,  who  became  replevin  bail  thereon  ;  that  the 
^id  Charles  Meyer  has  since  died,  leaving  nothing  whatever  for  his 
widow  and  little  children  but  a  lease  for  two  years  on  the  premises 
on  which  he  had  kept  his  saloon ;  that  this  petitioner  could  only 
make  use  of  said  lease  by  getting  the  lessor's  consent  to  transfer  it, 
but  such  consent  was  not  given  before  the  party  that  bought  the 
lease  deposited  with  him  the  amount  of  seventy-five  dollars,  being  the 
amount  of  the  fine  and  costs,  to  indemnify  'him  for  the  payment  of 
the  same;  and  all  which  this  widow  realized  from  said  saloon  and 
lease  was  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  from  which  the  said 
seventy-five  dollars  were  deducted. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  describe  the  hardship  which  it  would  be  to 
this  petitioner  to  pay  $75.00  for  fine  and  costs  out  of  $200.00, 
which  is  all  that  was  left  to  her  and  her  little  children  for  sup- 
port. The  Sherift'  has  declared  to  remit  all  and  the  Clerk  to  remit 
half  of  his  costs;  and  this  petitioner  now  requests  your  Excellency 
to  also  remit  the  fine,  which  otherwise  she,  as  an  entirely  innocent 
person,  would  have  to  pay. 

Lina  M.  Meyer." 
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In  view  of  the  destitute  condition  of  this  woman  and  her  chil- 
dren, I  think  the  fines  should  be  remitted.  It  would  be  an  act  of 
cruelty  to  take  the  forty  dollars  from  the  small  amount  left  them. 
Fines  are  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

57.  To  Patrick  Hennessey  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars, 
being  the  amount  of  a  fine  assessed  against  him  by  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court,  on  the  26th  day  of  January,  1876,  upon 
his  conviction  therein  of  an  Assault  and  Battery.  Remission 
granted  July  26,  1876.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  Judge 
Buskirk,  who  passed  judgment  in  the  case,  J.  M.  Cropsey,  the 
Prosecuting  Attorney,  the  Sheriff,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of 
Marion  county,  have  filed  ihe  following  paper  in  this  case :

To  the   Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana  : 

Your  petitionees  would  respectfully  represent  that,  on  the  26th 
day  of  January,  1876,  one  Patrick  Hennessey  was  convicted,  on  a 
plea  of  guilty,  in  the  Marion  Criminal  Court  of  the  crime  of  an 
assault  and  battery,  and  was  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  six 
months  and  fined  one  hundred  dollars.  He  has  already  served 
more  than  five  months  of  the  above  time.  He  is  a  poor  man  and 
unable  to  pay  the  fine,  as  we  are  informed  and  believe.  He  has 
this  day  in  said  court  mamed  a  woman  who  is  now  pregnant  with 
a  child  of  which  he  is  the  father.  The  woman  is  in  needy  circum- 
stances and  will  be  greatly  benefited  by  the  labor  of  Hennessey,  if 
he  is  released.  We  therefore  respectfully  ask  that  he  may  be 
pardoned  and  said  fine  be  remitted,  and  the  county  officers  do 
hereby  express  their  opinion  that  it  will  be  but  right  and  just  that 
said  fine  be  remitted.

The  prisoner  has  now  served  his  term  of  imprisonment,  and  is 
kept  for  the  fine.  I  understand  that  the  injury  sustained  by  the 
assaulted  party  was  not  serious,  and  that  probably  the  prisoner  has 
been  sufficiently  punished.     It  can  not  tend  to  his  reformation  to 
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ikeep  him  longer  in  the  jail  without  labor,  and  it  is  an  unnecessary  . 
cost  upon  the  county.     Remission  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

58.  To  Samuel  Hene,  the  sura  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars ($250.00),  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  of  three  hundred  dollars 
assessed  against  him  by  the  Tippecanoe  Circuit  Court  at  the  April 
term,  1876,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  an  Assault  and  Battery, 
be  having  paid  fifty  dollars  on  the  judgment.  Remission  granted 
August  26,  1876.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  The  defend- 
ant is  a  dealer  in  dry  goods  at  Lafayette.  Mrs.  Oley  became 
indebted  to  him  in  a  small  sum,  mostly  for  a  switch  of  hair.  He 
went  to  her  house  to  collect  his  bill,  and  found  that  she  was  in 
the  act  of  removing  from  the  city.  The  switch  of  hair  was  in  view 
and  he  undertook  to  take  it  back.  A  difficulty  ensued,  and  what 
took  place  was  testified  to  by  both  of  the  parties,  and  entirely  differ- 
ing. Her  testimony  was  that  he  attacked  and  hurt  her,  and  his 
testimony  was  that  she  followed  hira  to  the  door  and  seized  him, 
and  he  pushed  her  away  and  she  fell,  and  he  ran  away.  The  cor- 
roborating testimony  has  about  equal  weight  for  the  State  and  the 
defendant.  The  injury  was  very  trifling.  The  defendant  had 
borne  a  good  character.  The  fine  was  too  heavy  for  the  offense,  and 
was  probably  the  result  of  prejudice  at  the  trial  against  the  defend- 
ant. The  Sheriff,  Auditor,  Treasurer,  and  Recorder  recommend 
that  the  fine  be  remitted.  Many  of  the  influential  citizens  of 
Lafayette  urge  that  it  be  remitted.  Judge  Higinbotham,  late  of 
the  Criminal  Court  of  Tippecanoe  county,  has  written  the  follow- 
ing letter : 

"LaFayette,  Ind.,  July  24,  1876. 

Sir  : — At  the  April  term,  1876,  of  the  Tippecanoe  Circuit  Court, 
Samuel  Hene  was  found  guilty  of  assault  and  battery,  and  fined 
three  hundred  dollars.  The  prosecuting  witness  was  a  woman,  and 
there  was  a  difiiculty  about  some  goods  purchai-ed  and  unpaid  for. 
The  evidence  shows  it  to  have  been  a  trivial  affair,  and  the  fine 
assessed  against  the  defendant  excessive  in  the  extreme.  Mr.  Hene  ■ 
is  a  bu!^iness  man  among  us,  of  good  and  peaceable  character;  and, 
although  acting  rather  hastily  in  this  matter,  is  undeservedly  the 
victim  of  a  jury  freak.  A  fine  of  one  dollar  would  have  been  i 
ample  punishment  for  the  offense  he  committed.     I,  therefore,  join 
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'With  others  in  respectfully  recommending  your  Excellency  to  grant  his 
petition  for  a  remission  of  the  fine.     Very  respectfully,

Judge  Vinton,  who  tried  the  case,  has  written  me  the  following 
statement  of  the  case,  and  of  his  views  : 

LaFayette,  Ind.,  July  28,  1876. 

To  His  Excellency,  Thomas.  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana  : 

Dear  Sir  ; — A  petition  addressed  to  your  Excellency  asking 
you  to  remit,  in  whole  or  in  part,  a  fine  assessed  against  Mr.  Samuel 
Hene,  is  being  circulated  here  and  numerously  signed.  I  have 
been  asked  to  sign  that  petition,  but  having  presided  at  the  trial  of 
Mr.  Hene  (it  was  a  jury  trial),  and  having  refused  to  grant  a  new 
trial  you  will  readily  understand  why  I  could  not  unqualifiedly 
endorse  the  statements  set  forth  in  the  paper  referred  to. 

Mr.  Hene  was  charged  with  an  assault  and  battery  on  the  person 
of  Mrs.  Oley.  The  most  ot  the  trouble  took  place  in  the  house  of 
Mrs.  Oley  when  no  one,  except  the  parties,  was  present.  There  was  a 
■direct  conflict  in  the  testimony  of  the  defendant  and  the  prosecuting 
witness  as  to  what  occurred  and  how  it  occurred.  According  to  her 
testimony,  he  was  guilty  of  an  unprovoked  and  aggravated  assault  and 
battery,  and  according  to  his,  she  was  the  aggressor  and  alone  guilty 
of  an  offense.  There  was  some  testimony  from  third  persons  as  to 
what  took  place  outside  the  house,  but  it  threw  very  little,  if  indeed 
any,  light  on  what  had  occurred  inside.  The  jury  who  saw  the 
witnesses  as  they  were  being  examined  and  cross-examined,  after 
full  and  able  argument  on  behalf  of  defendant,  found  him  guilty 
and  assessed  his  fine  at  three  hundred  dollars.  If  the  jury  believed 
Mrs.  Oley,  they  were  obliged  to  find  the  defendant  guilty.  Of 
course,  if  they  disbelieved  or  doubted  her  version  of  the  matter, 
they  should  have  acquitted. 

I  could  not  say,  from  anything  that  took  place  on  the  trial  before 
me,  that  the  verdict  of  guilty  was  wrong.  And,  considering  the 
broad  discretion  as  to  punishment  allowed  the  jury  under  the  law, 
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the  sex  of  the  prosecuting  witness,  the  fact  that  she  was  alone  and 
at  home  when  assaulted,  if  the  jury  believed  her  as  to  the  nature 
and  extent  of  his  violent  acts,  the  amount  of  the  fine  constituted  na 
valid  ground  for  setting  aside  the  verdict.  I  must  either  have 
wholly  sustained  the  verdict,  or  wholly  set  it  aside.  I  could  not 
sustain  the  verdict  so  far  as  it  pronounced  him  guilty,  and  modify 
the  punishment.  And  since  the  jury  had  a  right  to  believe  his 
statement ;  and  since  her  statement,  if  believed  in  full,  authorized 
as  well  the  verdict  of  guilty  as  the  amount  of  the  fine,  I  could  not 
consistently  with  my  ideas  of  duty,  set  aside  the  verdict.  But  if  I 
were  clothed  with  discretionary  power,  as  your  Excellency  is,  with 
my  understanding  of,  and  feelings  about,  the  whole  case,  I  would 
not  hesitate  to  materially  reduce  the  fine  in  question. 

We  are  all  liable  to  be  more  or  less  influenced  by  our  prejudices, 
without  knowing  it;  and  while  I  can  not  say  that  the  jury  were,  in 
the  slightest  degree,  actuated  in  affixing  the  punishment  in  this 
case  by  any  feeling  against  the  "Jeios/^  still  an  apprehension  that 
they  might  have  been,  unconsciously,  influenced  by  such  feeling 
would  lead  me,  if  I  had  the  power,  to  reduce  the  fine  very  mate-  • 
rially.

Upon  the  case  thus  presented,  I  think  the  fine  entirely  too  heavy^ 
iand  that  fifty  dollars  is  quite  high  enough.  Upon  the  payment  of 
fifty  dollars  the  residue  will  be  remitted.     August  22.  1876. 

Fifty  dollars  having  been  paid  on  the  judgment  as  required,  the 
residue  is  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

59.  To  Daniel  Demaeee  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  ($20.00), 
being  the  amount  of  a  fine  assessed  against  one  Michael  Dillon  by 
George  W.  Smith,  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  Jefferson  county,  on  the 
12th  day  of  June,  1876,  upon  his  conviction  of  an  attempt  to  provoke 
an  Assault  and  Battery,  and  for  the  payment  of  which  said  Deniaree 
became  replevin  bail.  Remission  granted  August  28,  1876. 
Decision  :  By  the  Goveenoe.  On  the  12th  day  of  June,  1876,  one 
Michael  Dillon  was  fined  twenty  dollars  upon  a  charge  of  attempting 
to  provoke  an  assault  and  battery.  This  was  before  Esq.  Smith,  of 
Jefferson  county.  Dillon  was  not  able  to  pay  the  fine  and  was 
lodged  in  jail.  Within  a  day  or  two  afterwards  Mr.  Demaree 
became  security  for  the  payment  of  the  fine,  and  on  the  night  fol- 
lowing his  release^  Dillon  was  killed  by  one  John  Shilling,  a  man 
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who  was  not  responsible  for  his  acts.  Mr.  Demaree  is  a  poor  man, 
and  would  be  greatly  embarrassed  if  required  to  pay  the  fine. 
Dillon  was  a  mechanic,  and  would  probably  have  paid  the  fine  had 
he  not  been  killed.  The  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  the  officers  of 
the  county  of  Jefferson  and  of  the  city  of  Madison,  recommend  that 
the  fine  be  remitted.     Fine  remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

60.  To  David  McMullen,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars 
($25.00),  being  the  amount  of  a  fine  assessed  against  him   by  the 

Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court  on  the day  of  August,  187o, 

upon  his  conviction  therein  of  cruelty  to  animals.  Remission 
granted  October  13,  1876.  Decision  :  By  the  Goveenok.  The 
Prosecuting  Attorney  and  county  officers  inform  me  that  the  pris- 
oner has  no  means  with  which  to  pay  any  part  of  the  fine,  and  a 
portion  of  the  costs  is  remitted.  They  recommend  that  the  fine  be 
remitted.  As  the  party  has  now  been  imprisoned  about  forty  days, 
I  think  the  punishment  sufficient,  and  that  a  continued  imprison- 
ment is  an  unnecessary  cost  to  the  countv.     The  fine  is  remitted.

61.  To  John  McCaffrey,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars 
($25.00),  being  the  residue  of  a  judgment  rendered  against  him  by 
Oliver  Craven,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  Boone  county,  on  the 
]5th  day  of  May,  1876,  upon  a  forfeited  recognizance,  wherein  he 
was  bound  as  a  surety  for  the  appearance  of  John  Vogle  to  answer 
a  charge  of  selling  liquor  to  a  minor,  he  having  paid  twenty- 
five  dollars  on  the  judgment.  Remission  granted  November 
14,  1876.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  John  Vogle 
was  charged  before  Esq.  Craven,  of  Boone  County,  with  selling 
liquor  to  a  minor.  John  McCaffrey  became  surety  on  his  recog- 
nizance for  his  appearance  for  trial  before  the  Justice.  He 
did  not  appear,  and  the  recognizance  was  forfeited.  Judgment 
was  taken  upon  the  forfeited  recognizance  for  the  amount  of 
the  penalty — fifty  dollars  and  costs.  McCaffrey  has  paid  the 
costs  and  twenty-five  dollars  of  the  judgment.  The  Clerk,  Sheriff 
and  Auditor  of  Boone  County,  and  late  Prosecuting  Attorney  have 
recommended  that  one-half  the  judgment  be  remitted.  Had  the 
principal  appeared  and  stood  trial  it  is  not  probable  that  the  fine 
would  have  exceeded  ten  dollars,  and  I  think  it  is  enough  that  the 
security  has  paid  the  State  twenty-five  dollars  and  costs  due  officers ; 
and  as  the  county  officers  recommend  it,  I  think  it  proper  to  remit 
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the  remaining  twenty-five  dollars.     Tlie  residue  of  the  judgment  is 
remitted.  T.  A.  H. 

62.  To  William  K.  Gould,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  ($550.00),  being  the  amount  of  a  fine  assessed  against  him 
by  the  Washington  Circuit  Court  on  the  21st  day  of  June,  1875, 
upon  his  conviction  of  an  Assault  and  Battery.  Remission  granted 
December  6,  1876.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  This  party 
has  now  been  in  the  county  jail  more  than  seventeen  months,  be- 
•cause  of  his  inability  to  pay  a  fine  of  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
for  an  assault  and  battery  upon  the  person  of  a  woman.  One  year 
ago  I  carefully  examined  the  case  and  refused  to  remit  the  fine, 
because  the  conduct  of  the  defendant,  for  which  he  was  fined,  was 
atrocious,  and  deserving  severe  punishment.  The  Clerk,  Sheriff, 
Treasurer,  Auditor,  County  Commissioners,  County  Superintendent, 
Prosecuting  Attorney,  and  Judge  of  the  Court  urge  the  remission  of 
the  fine.  I  suppose  the  punishment  has  now  been  sufficient.  It  is 
impossible  to  collect  the  fine,  and  to  keep  him  in  jail  until  the  fine 
becomes  thereby  discharged  is  imposing  a  charge  upon  the  county 
without  any  adequate  good.  T,  A.  H. 

63.  To  Benjamin  Jennings  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50.00), 
the  amount  ot  three  fines,  one  of  ten  dollars  and  two  of  twenty 
dollars  each,  assessed  against  him  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit 
Court,  on  the  18th  day  of  July,  1876,  upon  his  conviction  of  three 
violations  of  law  in  selling  intoxicating  liquor  without  a  license. 
Remispion  granted  December  5,  1876.  Decision  :  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. This  young  man  was  an  inexperienced  clerk  in  the  drug 
house  of  Moody  Bros.,  of  Indianapolis,  and  supposed  that  it  was 
right  to  sell  whisky  as  any  other  article  kept  in  the  establishment. 
Three  colored  men,  in  the  employ  of  the  firm,  came  into  the  store 
and  asked  him  for  liquor.  They  complained  that  they  needed  it 
because  they  had  been  working  in  the  rain.  He  gave  them  the 
liquor  and  they  drank  it  in  the  store.  I  am  satisfied  that  this  was 
not  an  intentional  violation  of  the  law  ;  it  was  not  a  sale  in  his  own 
interest.  He  is  a  worthy  young  man  and  employed  in  a  respectable 
house,  but  at  low  wages,  and  has  the  charge  of  the  support  of  his 
mother  and  sister.  Messrs.  Moody  Brothers  concur  in  his  state- 
ment of  the  facts.     They  make  the  following  statement : 
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Indianapolis,  Ind.,  December  5,  1876. 

We,  the  undersigned,  Charles  W.  Moody  and  Edward  R.  Moody, 
composing  the  firm  of  "Moody  Bros.,"  druggists  in  said  city  of 
Indianapolis,  hereby  certify  to  your  Excellency  that  the  within 
petitioner,  Benjamin  Jennings,  was,  at  the  time  of  rendition  of  the 
fines  mentioned  in  the  within  petition,  in  our  employ  and  still  is 
employed  by  us;  that  at  the  time  of  the  commission  of  said  alleged 
offenses  he  was  just  entering  upon  the  duties  of  a  drug  clerk;  and, 
as  a  consequence,  was  not  well  informed  in  the  business ;  and  that 
it  is,  and  always  has  been,  the  rule  of  our  house  not  to  sell  intoxi- 
cating liquors  in  any  quantity,  except  for  medical  purposes.  But 
that  Mr.  Jennings,  the  petitioner,  being  a  new  clerk  in  the  business, 
we  are  satisfied  that  he  was  not  properly  informed  as  to  his  duties, 
and  that  his  violation  of  the  law  in  the  above  instance  was  wholly 
unintentional  and  done  innocently;  and  we  further  certify  that  the 
facts  of  the  case,  as  above  set  out  in  the  petition,  are  true,  and  that 
the  petitioner  is  every  way  worthy  of  the  lenient  consideration  of 
your  Excellency.

The  Judge,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  the  Clerk,  Treasurer, 
Auditor  and  Sheriff  recommend  the  remission  of  the  fines.

64.  To  John  B.  Stonebraker,  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars  ($300.00),  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  of  six  hundred  dollars 
assessed  against  him  by  the  Montgomery  Circuit  Court  on  the  27th 
day  of  November,  1875,  upon  his  conviction  of  an  Assault  and 
Battery,  he  having  paid  three  hundred  dollars  on  the  judgment. 
Remission  granted  December  7,  1876.  Decision  :  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. The  defendant  was  fined  six  hundred  dollars  and  sentenced 
to  the  jail  for  thirty  days  for  an  assault  and  battery.  He  has  borne 
an  excellent  character.  The  petitions  for  the  remission  of  the  fine 
are  numerously  signed,  and  the  county  officers  have  recommended 
that  the  fine  be  remitted.  I  have  twice  read  the  evidence,  and  have 
doubted  in  respect  to  my  duty.  The  parties  to  the  controversy  were 
excellent  young  men.  The  aggravation  was  great,  the  injury  done 
was  serious.     I  have  determined  that  it  is  proper  to  remit  one-halt 
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tlie  fine.     Upon  the  payment  of  three  hundred  dollars^  the  residue 
will  be  remitted.     November  22,  1876. 

Three  hundred  dollars  having  been  paid  on  the  judgment,  the 
residue  is  remitted.

65.  To  John  H.  Fesenmeyer  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
dollars  ($150.00),  being  the  amount  of  a  fine  assessed  against  him 
by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court  on  the  6th  day  of  May,  1876, 
upon  his  conviction  of  aiding  the  escape  of  inmates  of  the  Indiana 
Reformatory  Institution  for  Women  and  Girls.  Remission  granted 
December  9,  1876.  Decision  :  By  the  Governoe.  The  pris- 
oner was,  on  the  6th  day  of  May,  1876,  convicted  of  aiding  in 
the  escape  of  some  girls  from  the  Reformatory  for  females,  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  six  months  and 
fined  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  His  term  in  the  jail  has  expired 
and  he  has  remained  in  jail  more  than  one  month  upon  the  fine. 
He  is  wholly  without  means  with  which  to  discharge  the  fine.  The 
Prosecuting  Attorney,  the  Clerk,  Sheriff,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of 
Marion  county,  and  all  the  jurors  recommend  that  the  fine  be 
remitted.  I  directed  the  case  to  be  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Reformatory  for  their  opinion.  They  have  made 
the  following  report :

Dear  Sir  : — At  the  February  term  of  the  Vermillion  Circuit 
Court,  1876,  a  forfeiture  was  taken  against  a  party  by  the  name  of 
McConnell;  and  at  the  April  term,  I  took  judgment  for  two  hun- 
dred dollars  against  father  and  son,  the  father  being  security.  The 
father  is  an  old  man  with  but  little  property,  and  if  the  judgment 
is  collected  he  will  have  it  to  pay,  which  will  break  him  up — that, 
too,  in  his  old  age.  I  am  credibly  informed  that  Mr.  McConnell  is 
a  man,  of  industry  and  good  habits.  I  am  also  informed  that  a 
petition  has  been  sent  to  you  to  have  the  judgment  remitted  ;  and  in 
view  of  the  facts  in  this  case,  I  can  say  that  I  am  of  opinion  that  it 
would  be  just  and  right  for  your  Excellency  to  remit  said  judgment.

As  you  will  observe  from  examination  of 
the  signers,  the  petition  is  heartily  indorsed  by  every  officer  of  the- 
court  and  county,  viz.:  By  Thos.

I  can  assure  you  that 
the  petition  expresses  the  exact  feeling  of  the  entire  community,  and 
I  have  only  to  close  by  asking  you  to  grant  the  remission  as  prayed 
for,  and  thus  relieve  a  good  old  man  from  a  severe  burden.

The  offences  charged  against  the  principal  were  of  trifling  import- 
ance, and  when  brought  before  the  grand  jury  at  the  next  term  of" 
court  were  ignored.     The  recognizance  and  judgment  remitted.

67.  To  Alexander  Williams  and  Rosa  Jones  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  the  amount  of  a  forfeiture  adjudged  against 
them  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  on  the  11th  day  of 
December,  1876,  of  a  deposit  made  with  the  Sheriff  of  Marion 
county  by  the  said  Rosa  Jones,  as  security  for  the  appearance  of  the 
said  Alexander  Williams  to  answer  a  charge  of  Larceny.  Remis- 
sion granted  December  16,  1876.  Decision:  By  the  Governor^ 
Alexander  Williams  was  required  to  appear  in  the  Marion  Criminal 
Court  to  answer  a  charge  of  larceny,  and  for  want  of  security  was- 
committed  by  the  Mayor  of  Indianapolis.  The  Mayor  fixed  the 
bail  at  one  hundred  dollars.  Whilst  the  accused  was  in  jail,  his- 
mother  deposited  with  the  Sheriff  one  hundred  dollars,  and  the 
accused  was  discharged  from  custody.  He  failed  to  appear  and  the 
court  declared  the  security  forfeited.  I  think  the  statute  does  not 
provide  for  a  deposit  with  the  Sheriff  in  such  a  case.  It  should 
have  been  made  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court,  and  the  discharge 
should  be  upon  a  certificate  from  the  Clerk  to  the  Sheriff  that  the 
amount  of  the  bail  had  been  deposited  with  him.  But  as  the  court 
has  in  this  case  regarded  the  deposit  as  made  with  the  Clerk,  and 
has  declared  it  forfeited,  I  will,  to  remove  the  legal  embarrassment, 
remit  the  forfeiture.     The  mother  is  a  poor  person,  and  the  Judge^ 
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Prosecuting  Attorney,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor  and  Sheriff  of  the 
county  have  recommended  that  the  forfeiture  be  remitted.  Forfeit- 
ure remitted.

68.  To  Samuel  Early,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars ($150.00),  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars 
assessed  against  him  by  the  Common  Pleas  of  Jackson  county, 
at  its  May  term,  1872,  upon  his  conviction  of  the  crime  of  Keeping 
a  Gaming  House,  he  having  paid  fifty  dollars  on  the  judgments 
Remission  granted  December  28th,  1876.  Decison:  By  thr 
Governor.  The  county  officers  of  Jackson  county  made  the  fol- 
lowing statement  and  recommendation  to  my  predecessor :

We,  the  undersigned,  citizens  of  Jackson  county,  in  the  State  of 
Indiana,  would  respectfully  request  you  to  remit  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  of  the  fine  assessed  against  Samuel  Early 
in  a  case,  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Jackson  colinty^ 
Indiana,  at  the  May  term  thereof,  1872,  wherein  the  State  of 
Indiana  was  plaintiff  and  Samuel  Early  was  defendant,  upon  an 
information  for  keeping  a  gaming  house,  in  which  he  permitted 
certain  persons  to  play  billiards,  the  loser  paying  for  the  game  and 
nothing  else,  in  which  he  was  fined  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars.. 
The  undersigned  think  that  the  fine  assessed  by  the  jury  in  said 
case  was  excessive,  and  therefore  respectfully  request  you  to  remit 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  thereof.

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Upon  that  recommendation  Gov.  Baker  made  this  endorse- 
ment :  ''  Remit  $150."  Gov.  Baker  informs  me  that  the  endorse- 
ment was  made  as  a  remittitur,  but  he  can  not  recollect  why 
it  was  not  carried  out.  I  am  informed  by  the  attorney  in 
the  case  that  it  was  because  other  informations  were  pending 
against  Early,  and  that  the  order  was  suspended  until  they  should 
be  disposed  of.  Those  informations  have  now  all  been  disposed  of, 
and  in  the  cases  of  conviction  the  fines  have  been  paid.  The  fine 
in  this  case  was  unreasonably  high,  and  I  think  it  now  proper  to 
carry  out  the  decision  of  Gov.  Baker.  The  defendant  has  been 
stricken  with  paralysis,  and  is,  to  a  great  extent,  disabled.  The 
judge  who  tried  the  case,  and  the  prosecuting  attorney,  as  well  as 
the  county  ofiicers  and  many  citizens,  recommended  that  the  fine  be 
remitted.  Upon  a  payment  of  fifty  dollars  the  residue  will  be 
remitted.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

SECRETARY   OF  STATE. 


To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
business  of  this  Department,  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1876. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  issued  and  attested  four  procla- 
mations, forty-one  warrants,  seventy  requisitions,  fifty-two  pardons, 
four  commutations,  thirty  remissions,  fifty-one  Swamp  Land  and 
eighteen  University  Land  patents,  commissions  to  forty-six  Com- 
missioners of  Deeds,  seven  hundred  and  twenty  Notaries  Public, 
fourteen  hundred  and  eight  Justices  of  the  Peace,  four  hundred  and 
forty-nine  county  officers,  seventy-five  State  and  Judicial  officers. 
There  have  been  filed  one  hundred  and  two  instruments  creating 
corporations. 

In  the  appended  tables  will  be  found  a  complete  list  of  all  the 
State  and  county  officers,  also  a  tabular  statement  of  the  vote  cast 
at  the  State  and  Presidential  elections. 

The  Board,  as  constituted  by  the  act  of  December  12,  1872,  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  up  and  redeeming  certain  of  the  old  Internal 
Improvement  Bonds,  met  on  the  13th  day  of  October,  and  ordered 
the  payment  of  Bond  No.  14.  Of  the  bonds,  the  payment  of  which 
was  provided  for  by  said  act,  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  have 
been  redeemed,  leaving  outstanding  twenty-nine.  Total  payment, 
principal  and  interest,  |567,847.98. 
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Of  the  lands  directed  to  be  sold  by  the  act  of  March  llth^ 
1875,  no  sales  have  been  made  since  my  last  report.  The  apprais- 
ment  has  been  completed  and  the  lands  will  be  disposed  of  as 
speedily  as  possible.  I  desire  in  this  connection  to  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  some  provisions  must  be  made  by  the  nest  General 
Assembly  for  the  removal  of  the  bodies  buried  in  out-lot  number 
twenty-eight  (28)  in  Clarksville,  Clark  county,  Indiana.  This  lot 
was  purchased  by  the  State  for  a  graveyard  for  the  State  Prison 
South  and  has  been  partially  used  for  that  purpose.  A  contiact 
was  made  with  the  purchasers  that  the  part  of  the  lot  used  as 
a  graveyard  should  not  be  occupied  until  after  the  session  of 
the  next  General  Assembly ;  it  is,  therefore,  necessary  that  some 
steps  should  be  taken  early  in  the  session  of  the  coming  Legislature 
to  provide  for  the  removal  of  the  bodies  buried  there. 

Some  provisions  should  be  made  to  procure  the  original  records, 
or  duplicate  copies  of  the  patents,  made  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  of  the  lands  conv^eyed  to  them  by  the 
State.  Also,  copies  of  all  patents  issued  by  the  General  Government 
to  the  State  for  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  lands.  During  the 
year  the  canal,  and  all  its  interests,  have  been  sold  by  judicial 
decree,  thereby  divesting  the  State  of  all  its  interests,  and  we 
presume  that  the  office  of  State  Canal  Trustee,  being  no  longer 
a  necessity,  will  be  abolished  at  the  expiration  of  the  present 
incumbent's  term ;  the  principal  office  will  no  longer  remain 
within  the  State.  All  the  papers  and  records  will  be  removed, 
and  very  soon  either  lost  or  destroyed;  therefore,  in  view  of  these 
facts,  it  is  very  important  that  something  should  be  done  to 
preserve  all  records  of  title  of  these  lands,  comprising,  as  they  do, 
nearly  a  million  of  acres. 

The  Bureau  of  Public  Printing  and  Stationery  has  now  been  in 
opperation  sixteen  months,  during  which  time  the  expenditures  for 
printing  and  stationery  have  been  as  follows :

This  shows  an  average  cost,  per  year,  of  over  fifty-three  thousand 
dollars.  In  my  last  report  I  stated  that  the  Public  Printing 
could  be  done  for  the  next  two  years,  at  a  cost  of  not  over  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  I  am  now  satisfied  that  the  cost  will  not  exceed 
thirty-five  thousand  dollars,  a  saving  to  the  State,  in  two  years  of 
over  seventy  thousand  dollars,  as  compared  with  the  average  cost 
for  the  eleven  years  previous. 

I  would  most  respectfully  recommend  that  an  act  be  passed,  by 
the  General  Assembly,  providing  that  the  printing,  indexing  and 


proof-reading  of  the  House  and  Senate  Journals  be  done  under  the 
supervision  of  this  office.  It  would  prevent  much  unnecessary- 
delay,  and  largely  reduce  the  expense.  I  would  also  recommend, 
that  some  provisions  be  made  for  the  recording  of  all  articles  of 
association  and  certificates  of  incorporations  filed  in  this  office.  It 
is  impossible  to  prevent  instruments  of  this  kind  from  being 
abstracted  from  the  files,  and  the  only  remedy  for  their  preservation 
is  to  have  them  recorded. 

I  renew  the  recommendation  made  by  my  predecessor,  Mr.  Curry, 
for  the  establishment  of  a  Bureau  of  Statistics  in  this  office.  The 
provisions  of  law  for  the  collecting  of  statistics  in  this  State  are 
very  meagre,  as  compared  with  other  States,  and  what  we  have,  are 
imperfectly  executed.  A  proper  law  upon  this  subject,  properly 
executed,  would  be  of  great  value  in  assisting  Legislation,  and  would 
enable  us  to  present  the  manufacturing,  mining,  and  agricultural 
interests  of  the  State  as  they  deserve  to  be  presented.  I  present 
herewith  a  bill  upon  this  subject  for  the  consideration  of  the 
General  Assembly : 


AN  ACT  CREATING  A  DEPARTMENT  OF  STATISTICS 
IN  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  STATE, 
AND  PRESCRIBING  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 
FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  SAME. 

Section  1.  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Indiana,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be  and  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  required  to  establish ,  in  his  office,  a  Bureau  of  Statistics, 
and  to  collect  information  and  prepare  tables  concerning  Agricul- 
ture, Mining,  Manufacturing,  Education,  Crime,  Public  Taxes  and 
Expenditures,  Corporations,  Immigration,  and  vital  and  social 
statistics,  in  this  State ;  and  to  collate  and  report  to  the  Governor 
all  statistical  information  so  obtained,  at  the  close  of  each  civil 
year;  and  the  Board  of  Public  Printing  shall  cause  the  same,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be,  in  their  judgment,  of  public  utility,  to 
be  published  and  distributed. 

Seg.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed,  specimen  sheets  of  blanks  and  reg- 
isters, as  may  be  required  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  and  to  fur- 
nish them  to  county  clerks,  county  assessors  and  township  trustees, 
and  all  other  persons  requiring  the  same,  and  to  give  all  necessary 


information  and  ditection  to  all  civil  officers  and  other  peitsons 
required  by  law  to  collect^  register  or  return  statistics.  He  may 
also  procure  such  blanks  and  registers  in  quantity,  and  furnish 
them,  at  cost,  to  all  such  officers  and  persons,  when  they  desire  him 
to  do  so.  He  shall  use  due  diligence  to  secure  from  all  persons  a 
prompt  compliance  with  and  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act.  He  shall  be  furnished  by  all  civil  and  corporation  officers,  as 
promptly  as  possible,  with  copies  of  all  annual  and  other  reports 
required  by  law  to  be  made  for  public  information  ;  and  he  shall 
have  a  right  of  access  to  all  public  records,  reports,  schedules  and 
statements  of  officers  of  the  State,  which  may  assist  him  in  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  provided  for  in  this  Act. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  of  State,  in  lieu  of 
the  statement  required  to  be  made  in  his  annual  report  in  Section 
132  of  the  Act  "to  provide  for  a  uniform  assessment  of  property,'^ 
approved  December  21st,  1872,  to  transfer  to  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  all  returns  of  agricnltnral  statistic:^,  contemplated 
by  said  section.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  Auditor  of  State 
to  require  of  the  county  assessors,  in  addition  to  the  lists  prescribed 
in  said  act,  to  take  an  annual  list  of  the  population  of  their  several 
counties,  by  townships  and  cities,  designating  nativity,  color,  sex 
and  age,  such  list  to  be  made  and  returned  in  the  manner  prescribed 
concerning  agricultural  products.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said 
Auditor  of  State  to  furnish  said  Secretary  of  State  with  convenient 
access  to  all  reports,  lists,  schedules,  and  statements,  made  by  banks, 
insurance  companies,  and  all  other  corporations,  partnerships  and 
persons,  under  the  provisions  of  said  Act,  that  he  may  tabulate 
their  contents  for  statistical  purposes.  And  it  shall  also  be  the 
duty  of  said  Auditor  of  State,  when  desired  so  to  do  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  to  require  such  additional  statements  as  will  show  the 
annual  business  of  such  corporations,  partnerships  and  persons, 
when  engaged  in  the  business  of  mining,  manufacturing,  banking 
insurance  or  transportation  of  persons,  freight  or  messages. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman,  justice 
of  the  peace,  or  other  person  solemnizing  marriage,  to  return  the 
certificate  thereof  now  required  by  law,  to  the  proper  clerk,  within 
thirty  days  thereafter.  Every  physician,  mid-wife  or  other  person 
principally  officiating  at  the  birth  of  any  child  in  this  State,  shall, 
within  thirty  days  thereafter,  certify  the  fact  of  such  birth  to  the 
trustee  of  the  township  in  which  such  birth  may  occur,  setting  forth 


the  time,  colol*,  sex  and  name  of  child,  and  whether  born  in  mar- 
riage or  otherwise.  Every  physician,  surgeon  and  coroner  who 
shall  attend  any  person  in  his  or  her  last  sickness,  or  who  may  be 
called  to  view  the  body  of  any  dead  person,  shall  certify  the  fact  to 
the  township  trustee  within  thirty  days,  setting  forth  the  county, 
time  and  cause  of  death,  and  the  name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  the 
person  as  far  as  may  be  known.  Every  undertaker,  sexton,  grave- 
digger  or  other  person  who  may  have  principal  charge  of  the  burial 
of  any  dead  person,  shall  be  required,  in  the  order  named,  in  like 
manner,  to  certify  the  same  to  the  township  trustee.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  township  trustees  of  the  several  townships  of  this  State 
to  record  the  facts  set  forth  in  such  certificates  in  proper  registers ;. 
and  annually  on  the  first  day  of  April  to  foot  up  such  registers, 
and  send  duplicate  copies  of  such  footings  to  the  county  clerk,  and 
such  clerk  shall  file  one  copy  thereof  in  his  office,  and  shall  forward 
the  others  to  the  Secretary  of  State ;  and  any  person  who  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  perform  any  duty  enjoined  on  him  by  this  sec- 
tion, shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  justices  of  the 
peace,  mayors  and  criminal  judges,  and  all  other  judicial  officers, 
whose  business  is  not  of  record  in  the  ojffices  of  the  county  clerks, 
to  keep  accurate  registers  of  both  their  civil  and  criminal  business, 
and  on  the  first  day  of  April  of  each  year  to  report  abstracts 
thereof,  setting  forth  the  number  of  cases,  the  amount  of  claims, 
the  number  and  amount  of  judgments,  and  the  amount  of  costs. 
Also,  the  number  of  persons  charged  with  crimes,  arrested, 
discharged,  held  to  bail,  committed,  tried,  convicted,  acquitted,  fined 
and  imprisoned ;  the  number  of  bonds  taken,  forfeited  and  can- 
celled, and  the  amounts  thereof,  which  report  shall  be  transmitted  to 
the  county  clerks  of  the  respective  counties,  and  by  them  filed, 
and  a  copy  of  each  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  And 
a  refusal  or  neglect  to  keep  such  registers,  or  to  make  or  forward 
such  reports,  shall  constitute  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  each  county 
of  this  State,  to  register  in  suitable  books,  the  civil  and  criminal 
business  of  his  office  as  follows  : 

In  a  civil  register,  the  suits  brought,  amount  claimed,  dismissed, 
tried,  judgments  rendered,  amount,  costs  assessed,  executions  issued 
and  sales  thereon. 

In  a  divorce  register,  the  applications  for  a  divorce,  withdrawn, 
tried,  granted,  refused,  cause  assigned  and  amount  of  alimony. 
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In  a  criminal  register^  the  iuformations,  indictments,  crimes, 
arrests,  committals,  trials,  dismissals,  acquittals,  convictions,  fines, 
imprisonments,  recognizances  taken,  forfeited  and  collected.  He 
shall,  annually,  on  the  first  day  of  April,  sum  up,  digest  and 
arrange  his  registers  and  within  thirty  days  thereafter  he  shall 
forward  to  the  Secretary  of  State  a  copy  of  such  summaries,, 
together  with  the  number  of  marriage  licenses  furnished  and  of 
the  certificates  returned.  And  any  cleik  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect 
to  keep  such  registers  or  to  make  such  returns,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor. 

Sec.  7.  That  any  person  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  under  the- 
provisions  of  this  Act,  upon  being  convicted  thereof,  in  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars,  f^r  each  ofiense.  And  every  refusal,  or  neglect 
to  discharge  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  Act,  for  the  space  of  one 
month,  shall  constitute  a  separate  misdemeanor.  And  all  misde- 
meanors arising  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  prosecuted 
by  information  of  the  prosecuting  attorneys,  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  report  and  registry  of  statistics  required  by 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  April,, 
1877.  Such  returns,  registers  and  reports  bein^;  made  for  informa- 
tion only,  shall  not  be  used  for  assessment  for  taxes,  nor  as  evidence 
in  any  suit  for  taxes. 

Sec.  9.  That  in  order  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  State  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  this  Act,  he  shall  be  allowed  to  employ  one 
clerk,  in  addition  to  the  clerks  otherwise  allowed  by  law,  at  a  salary 
not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  year.  He  shall  also  be 
allowed  his  necessary  expenses  on  account  of  blanks,  blank  books,, 
printing,  stationery,  postage,  and  expressages;  such  expenses  to  be 
allowed  by  the  Auditor  of  State  only  on  bills  filed  and  certified  by 
the  Secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  10.  There  being  no  provisions  of  law  for  the  record,  report 
and  publication  of  statistics,  an  emergency  exists,  whereof  this  bill 
shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

A    PROCLAMATION 
by  the  governor. 

The  State  of  Iadiana, 

Executive  Department. 

To  the  People  of  Bartholomew   Couniy  : 

There  has  been  presented  to  me  record  evidence  of  proceedings 
had  before  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Bartolomew  county, 
establishing  the  fact  that  more  than  three  miles  of  the  Burusville 
Turnpike  road  in  said  county  have  been  completed  so  as  to  author- 
ize the  Burnsville  Turnpike  Company  to  charge  and  receive  toll  for 
travel  thereon.  On  divers  occasions  the  property  of  that  company 
has  been  injured  and  the  toll-gates  rbmoved  and  destroyed,  and  the 
claim  of  the  company  to  receive  toll  for  travel  on  the  road  has  been 
defied  and  resisted  by  force  and  violence.  To  destroy  the  claim 
of  the  company  to  the  ownership  of  the  turnpike  road  and  to  defeat 
its  efforts  to  collect  toll,  further  acts  of  violence  are  threatened  and 
intended.  The  parties  engaged  in  these  grave  violations  of  law  are 
organized  in  secret  band  or  society,  known  as  'Modocs.  They  are 
toutually  pledged  to  secrecy  in  respect  to  their  proceedings.  They 
are  mutually  pledged  to  the  resistance  of  the  claims  of  _said  com- 
pany and  to  stand  by  eacii  other  in  the  destruction  of  the  com- 
pany's toll-gates  and  other  property,  and  to  share  equally  with  each 
other  the  reponsibilities  of  law-suits,  both  offensive  and  defensive, 
civil  and  criminal,  growing  out  of  the  opposition  to  the  turnpike 
company.  They  are  supposed  to  have  adopted  signs  and  pass- 
words to  make  the  organ i;?ation  more  efficient  and  its  proceedings 
more  successful >, 

I  have  so  high  a  regard  for  the  people  of  Bartholomew  county,  as 
worthy  and  law  abiding  citizens,  that  I  have  been  slow  to  believe 
the  existence  of  such  a  band  in  their  midst  possible.  It  is  due  to 
themselves  that  they  demand  that  it  be  at  once  disbanded,  that 
they  withdraw  from  it  and  its  members  all  countenance  and  sup- 
port ;  and  that  the  members  be  made  to  feel  that  the  organization, 
as  an  unlawful  thing,  is  detestable. 

The  welfare  and  safety  of  society  require  that  the  organization 
be  at  once  disbanded.  The  authority  and  power  of  the  law  must 
be   restored.     The  existence   of  such  a  band,  pledged   to  mutual 
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support  in  civil  and  criminal  cases,  is  a  danger  and  cause  of  terror 
in  society  not  to  be  endured.  The  people  have  a  right  to  the  enjoy- 
ment of  a  feeling  of  security,  but  that  becomes  impossible  when  such 
unlawful  combinations  exist  in  their  midst.  Neither  mitigation  nor 
justification  is  found  in  the  fact  that  parties  may  have  supposed  the 
claims  of  the  company  unjust  and  against  popular  right.  That  is  a 
question  to  be  decided  by  the  courts,  and  not  by  an  irregular  and 
unauthorized  band  of  men  in  secret  conclave,  in  disregard  of  law. 
That  in  such  a  case  the  right  will  prevail,  without  unlawful  inter- 
position, we  are  assured  by  the  stability  and  strenth  of  our  laws  and 
the  integrity  of  our  courts.  By  violent  and  unlawful  proceedings, 
the  right  can  not  be  maintained  nor  the  law  vindicated.  Unlawful 
and  criminal  proceedings  break  the  law,  and  leave  society  without 
its  protection. 

I  call  upon  all  who  are  connected  with  the  band,  or  bands, 
known  as  the  Ivlodocs,  to  withdraw  from  them  at  once,  and  place 
themselves  on  the  side  of  lawful  authority.  In  breaking  down  the 
authority  of  law,  you  have  done  society  a  great  wrong.  You  can 
not  expect  safety  in  your  pledges  to  stand  by  each  other  in  criminal 
proceedings.  The  law  is  stronger  than  your  pledges.  You  will  be 
overtaken.  The  agencies  and  instrumentalities  of  the  law  will 
reach  you.  As  citizens  you  can  not  afford  to  stand  in  the  attitude 
of  law-breakers. 

I  call  upon  the  sheriff  and  all  other  officers--|)f  the  couuty  to 
exert  all  the  powerSj''witlLwhich^hey  are  endued^ to  break  up  the 
unlawful  combinationtnown  as  Modocs,  and  to  bring  guilty  mem- 
bers thereof  who  may  remain  contumacious  to  punishment.  And 
for  the  maintenance  of  law  and  the  preservation  of  the  public  peace, 
I  invoke  the  sentiment  and  judgment  of  the  people  against  all 
combinations  for  unlawful  purposes,  and  for  the  maintenance  of 
lawful  authority.

A  PROCLAMATION,  BY  THE  GOVEENOE. 

I  have  been  officially  informed  that^  a  large  body  of  persons 
employed  upon  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  railway  have  banded 
together  for  the  purpose  of  obstructing  the  passage  of  trains  upon 
said  road  and  for  several  days  by  force  have  prevented  the  trans- 
action of  freight  and  shipping  business,  and  have  stopped  and 
now  detain  upon  and  along  the  road  many  trains  laden  with  live 
stock  and  products  on  their  way  to  market,  whereby  great  public 
inconvenience  and  loss  are  sustained.  I  have  been  informed,  also^ 
that  in  the  county  of  Knox  the  sheriff  has  been,  and  is,  unable  to 
meet  and  resist  the  large  force  of  persons  so  unlawfully  banded 
together.  He  has,  therefore,  called  upon  me  to  render  him  such 
assistance  as  may  be  necessary,  to  maintain  the  public  peace  and  the 
authority  of  law. 

The  welfare  of  society  and  the  prosperity  of  the  business  through- 
out an  important  section  of  the  country  require  that  the  organiza- 
tion be  at  once  disbanded.  The  authority  and  power  of  the  law 
must  be  restored.  Persons  interested  in  the  shipment  of  the  products 
of  the  country  to  market  have  a  right  to  the  enjoyment  of  a  feeling 
of  security  in  respect  thereto  which  becomes  impossible  when 
such  combinations  for  such  purposes  can  exist  with  impunity.  No 
justification  is  found  in  the  fact  _thajL  the  railway  company  may  have 
failed  in  any  of  its  obligations  towards  its  employes.  For  such 
failure  the  remedy  provided  by  law  is  to  be  found  in  the  courts  and 
not  in  irregular  and  dangerous  proceedings.  By  violent  and 
unlawful  proceeding  the  right  can  not  be  maintained  nor  tlie  law 
vindicated. 

I  call  upon  all  who  are  connected  with  these  bands  to  withdraw 
from  them  at  once,  and  place  themselves  on  the  side  of  lawful 
authority.  In  breaking  down  the  authority  of  law,  you  do  society 
a  great  wrong.  You  can  not  expect  safety  in  mutual  pledges  to 
stand  by  each  other  in  unlawful  proceedings.  The  law  is  stronger 
than  your  pledges.  You  will  be  overtaken.  The  agencies  and 
instrumentalities  of  the  law  will  reach  you.  As  citizens,  you  can 
not  afford  to  stand  in  the  attitude  of  law-breakers.     I  call  upon  you 
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to  disband  at  once  and  return  to  your  employments,  and  by  wiser 
and  safer  means  you  will  be  able  to  maintain  your  rights.  I  call 
upon  the  public  officers  to  exert  all  the  powers  with  which  they  are 
endued  to  break  up  this  combination,  and  to  bring  guilty  members, 
who  may  remain  contumacious,  to  punishment.  And  for  the  main- 
tainance  of  law,  and  the  preservation  of  the  public  peace,  I  invoke 
the  sentiment  and  judgment  of  the  people  against  all  combinations 
for  unlawful  purposes.

INTRODUCTION. 


STATE  OF  INDIANA, 
Office  of  Auditor  of  State, 
Indianapolis,  November  1,  1876* 
To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana  : 

In  submitting  for  the  consideration  of  your  Excellency,  this  my 
second  annual  report,  as  required  by  an  "  Act  approved  February 
3,  1853,"  as  one  of  the  financial  officers  of  the  State,  it  is  highly 
proper  in  the  introductory  remarks,  to  say  to  you,  who  under 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  State,  is  made  the  head  of  the 
State  government,  that  this  department,  the  key,  as  it  were,  to  the 
Treasury  of  the  State,  is  being  operated  economically  and  with 
a  studied  watchfulness  as  to  the  letter  of  the  law,  and  the  interest 
of  the  tax-payers  of  the  State,  and  in  every  instance  of  doubt, 
as  to  the  correctness  or  equity  of  a  claim  presented,  the  proofs  are 
required,  and  if  not  clearly  just,  the  warrant  is  refused.  At  the 
commencement  of  the  past  fiscal  year,  a  new  system,  to  some  extent, 
was  inaugurated  by  the*  Treasurer  of  State  and  myself,  in  the 
management  of  the  general  treasury  and  trust  funds  of  the  State, 
that  has  simplified  and  made,  as  we  hope,  the  rendering  of  annual 
reports  more  comprehensive  and  intelligent  to  those  who  take 
an  interest  in  studying  the  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  State.  I 
have  incorporated  in  this  report  some  suggestions  to  the  Legis- 
lature, that  may  be  regarded  of  sufficient  importance  to  attract 
their  attention,  and  result  in  the  enactment  of  some  amendments  to 


the  laws  that  experience  has"  taught  me  would  be  practicable  and 
beneficial.  I  would  recommend  a  concentration  of  scattered  and 
imperfect  records,  touching  the  entries  and  titles  of  lands  in  the 
State,  and  the  employing  of  a  clerk  to  put  them  in  order,  and 
more  efficiently  discharge  the  duties  of  that  branch  of  this  office. 

My  settlement  with  county  officers  has  been  uniform,  and  in 
strict  compliance  with  instructions  and  forms,  furnished  from  this 
office  as  required  by  law,  and  ray  official  relations  with  the  officers 
of  the  various  counties  of  the  State,  has  been  exceedingly  pleasant 
and  I  flutter  myself  that  I  command  their  respect  as  the  head 
official  of  the  auditing  department  of  the  State. 

There  is  no  State  in  the  union,  with  the  population  and  wealth  of 
Indiana,  in  which  the  Auditor's  office  is  operated  with  so  small 
a  force  and  low  compensation,  as  in  this  State.  No  public  servant 
of  the  people  should  receive  such  a  salary  as  would  enrich  him^ 
or  make  him  forget  his  trust,  but  his  compensation  should  be 
commensurate  with  the  responsibilities,  and  actual  labor  performed 
in  the  discharge  of  his  public  duties. 

The  large  and  exhorbitant  salary  and  fees  of  my  predecessors,  led 
the  Legislature  of  1875  to  the  opposite  extreme,  yet  I  would  have 
your  Excellency  believe,  that  pride  of  official  reputation  has  per- 
mitted no  branch  of  the  auditing  department  of  this  State  to  suffer  or 
drag  under  my  management,  for  want  of  compensation.  At  the 
close  of  my  official  trust,  I  shall  point  out  definitely  to  the  Legis- 
lature the  increasing  magnitude  of  this  department,  and  its  intimate 
relations  with  the  property  owners  of  the  State. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  there  has  been  no  defalcations  on  the 
part  of  local  officers  in  the  several  counties  that  has  lost,  or  delayed 
for  a  moment,  revenues  belonging  to  the  public  Treasury  of  the 
State,  but  on  the  contrary,  those  officials  through  whom  our  reve- 
nues are  collected,  have  been  prompt,  courteous  and  honest. 

Any  instructions  I  have  given,  or  information  asked  for',  has  been 
promptly  attended  to,  and  it  affords  me  pleasure,  in  this  public  man- 
ner, to  return  these  gentlemen  my  thanks.  My  official  and  social 
relations  with  the  several  departments  of  the  State  Government, 
have  been  pleasant,  and,  as  this  will  be  the  last  official  report 
addressed  to  your  Excellency,  as  Governor  of  the  State,  allow  me  to 
express  my  gratefulness  for  your  kind  instructions,  and  many  pleas- 
ant interviews,  as  to  the  management  of  the  present  administration. 


You  retire  from  office  knowing  that  the  credit  of  the  State  in 
the  monied  circles  of  the  East  stands  so  high  that  she  has  been 
enabled  recently  to  renew  her  obligations  at  a  reduced  rate  of 
interest.  No  changes  have  occurred  during  the  year  in  my  office. 
With  my  efficient  deputies,  Mr.  John  H.  Piercy  and  Thomas  B, 
Messick,  Esq.,  and  an  occasional  assistant  for  a  particular  emer- 
gency, and  a  personal  application  to  the  general  management  of  the 
office,  I  have  been  enabled  to  discharge  the  manifold  duties  of  this 
department,  and  place  before  your  Excellency  this  report.

Nd  Receipts  and  Disbursements. 

The  process  of  transferring  amounts  from  one  fund  to  another,  by 
drawing  warrants  on  the  Treasury,  fictitiously  increases  equally  the 
gross  amount  of  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Treasury.  This 
is  necessary,  however,  in  order  to  conform  to  the  law,  and  keep  the 
accounts  correctly  between  this  office  and  the  office  of  Treasurer  of 
State.  It  is  clearly  evident  that  the  action  of  transferring  or  pay- 
ing one  fund  with  what  is  due  it  from  another,  does  not  take  any 
money  out  of  the  Treasury  or  place  any  in  it.  This  matter  is  clearly 
exemplified  in  my  Annual  Report  of  1875,  page  7.

OP     THE 


FUNDS  OF  THE  TREASURY. 


As  the  law  requires  me  not  only  to  give  an  exhibit  of  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  the  treasury  for  the  past  fiscal  year,  but 
also  to  give  complete  statements  of  the  funds  belonging  to  the  State 
and  those  held  m  trust,  it  is  proper  in  this  connection  to  treat  of 
them  briefly ;  exhibit  in  detail  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  each, 
and  give  balances  at  the  close  of  the  year.  That  your  Excellency 
may  be  reminded  of  the  condition  which  I  found  the  funds  of 
the  treasury  in,  on  assuming  the  duties  of  this  office,  I  will  briefly 
quote  from  an  article  on  the  '^  Treasury  System,"  in  my  annual 
report  of  1875 : 

"'An  Act  to  provide  a  Treasury  System  for  the  State  of  Indiana, 
for  the  manner  of  receiving,  holding  and  disbursing  the  public 
monies  of  the  State,  and  for  the  safe  keeping  of  public  monies,' 
which  took  effect  August  6,  1859,  seems  to  contemplate  that  the 
money  received  into  the  State  Treasury,  and  disbursed  therefrom, 
shall  be  received  into  and  paid  out  of  the  funds  thereof,  and  not 
otherwise.  This  is  evident  from  the  language  of  sections  six  and 
seven.  Heretofore  the  transactions  of  the  trust  and  other  funds 
of  a  special  character  have  been  reported  in  this  manner,  but  the 
general  fund  has  not  been  so  treated  and  much  confusion  has  arisen 
from  its  condition.  Receipts  have  been  carried  into  accounts,  but 
the  accounts  have  not  in  turn  been  carried  into  a  statement  of  the 
fund.  Although  at  the  close  of  each  year  a  statement  has  been 
^  made  showing  the  condition  of  the  various  trust  funds,  and  the 
deficit  or  excess  of  cash  in  the  Treasury  necessary  to  make  good 
their  balances,  no  such  statement  has  been  made  of  the  general  fund. 
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The  fact  seems  to  have  been  overlooked  that  the  cash  in  the 
Treasury  at  any  date  is^  in  theory,  separated  into  the  balances 
belonging  to  the  several  fiinds  recognized  by  law;  that  monies 
received  are  to  be  carried  into  the  fund  to  which  they  belong,  and 
that  so  long  as  there  is  money  in  that  fund,  and  no  longer,  may 
payments  be  made  from  it  by  virtue  of  appropriations  and  upon 
accounts  pertaining  thereto.  As  the  exhibits  of  this  report  are 
designed  to  conform  strictly  to  the  requirements  of  existing  laws,  I 
consider  it  my  duty  to  make  explanation  of  the  change  of  system 
introduced,  although  feeling  that  the  forms  adopted  are  of  easy 
comprehension  by  even  the  general  reader,  and  will  commend 
themselves  by  their  simplicity.  In  conjunction  with  the  Treasurer 
of  State,  I  have  endeavored  to  make  the  accounts  of  the  Treasury 
subordinate  to  their  respective  funds,  and  to  place  each  fund  upon 
its  proper  basis.  The  funds  of  the  Treasury  embracing  that 
belonging  to  the  State  and  those  held  in  trust,  arc  now  as  follows; 

1.  General  fund. 

2.  Common  School  Fund. 

3.  College  Fund. 

4.  Swamp  Land  Fund. 

5.  Surplus  Revenue  Fund. 

6.  Three  Per  Cent.  Fund. 

7.  Fund  of  Unclaimed  Estates. 

8.  Sinking  Fund  (excess  of  sales)."- 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  1875,  the  Treasurer  of  State 
and  myself,  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  interests  of  the  funds 
could  be  better  protected  and  confusion  averted  by  reclassifying 
them  upon  the  records  of  the  two  offices.  This  was  done  on  open- 
ing out  the  books,  November  1,  1876,  and  they  now  stand  in 
the  following  order  : 

1.  General  Fund. 

2.  Common  School  Fund. 

3.  School  Revenue  for  Tuition. 

4.  College  Fund. 

5.  College  Fund  Interest. 

6.  Swamp  Land  Fund. 

7.  Fund  of  Unclaimed  Estate. 
'   8.  Surplus  Revenue  Fund. 

9.  Three  Per  Cent.  Fund. 

10.  Sinking  Fund  (excess  of  bids). 
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In  the  above  changes,  School  Revenue  for  Tuition  is  separated 
from  Common  School  Fund,  and  College  Fund  Interest  from 
College  Fund ;  the  reasons  are  specifically  given  for  such  changes 
under  the  heading  of  the  named  funds,  in  tliis  report. 

GENERAL   FUND. 

This  is  the  principal  fund  of  the  treasury  and  the  only  one 
which  belongs  directly  to  the  State.  It  is  the  medium  for  the 
transaction  of  the  fiscal  business  of  the  State  government.  Its 
incomes  are  derived  mostly  by  taxation,  and  its  expenditures  are  for 
the  conducting  of  her  government.

COMMON  SCHOOL  FUND. 


This  fund  consists  of  several  funds  set  apart  by  Section  2  of 
the  8th  Article  of  the  consiitution,  for  the  benefit  of  the  common 
schools  of  the  State.  Section  3,  of  the  same  Article,  declares  that^ 
"  The  principal  of  the  Common  School  Fund  shall  remain  a 
perpetual  fund,  which  may  be  increased,  but  shall  never  be  dimin- 
ished ;  and  the  income  thereof  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated 
to  the  support  of  common  schools,  and  to  no  other  purpose 
whatever." 

The  incomes  of  this  fund  are  treated  in  an  article  under  the 
head  of  School  Revenue  for  Tuition,  in  this  report. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  in  his  forthcoming 
report  furnishes  the  following  summary  of  the  present  condition  of 
this  fund  :

There  is  in  the  State  treasury  $1,523.28  belonging  to  this  fund;, 
$5,000.00  of  the  balance  belonging  to  the  fund  of  Unclaimed 
Estate  should  also  be  added  to  it.  These  last  two  named  amounts 
are  non-productive  and  should  be  placed  in  a  condition  by  the 
Legislature  that  would  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  fund.  The  item  of" 
$2,523,988.33,  was  made  up  from  the  Sinking  Fund,  Surplus  Rev- 
enue Funds,  Fines  and  Forfeitures.  This  amount  is  held  in  trust  by 
the  counties  and  loaned  out  at  7  and  8  per  cent.  The  constitution  of 
the  State  holds  each  county  liable  for  the  full  amount  of  interest  dua 
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each  year.  From  bad  management  of  this  trust  fund  in  many  of  the 
counties,  the  tax -payers  are  compelled  to  reimburse  the  fund  for 
losses  sustained  by  delinquent  borrowers  and  in  many  instances,  the 
principal  has  suffered  an  absolute  loss. 

The  item  of  $3,904,783.21  is  represented  by  the  following  Non- 
negotiable  Bonds  of  the  State  to  the  School  Fund :

These  bonds  draw  6  per  cent,  interest,  payable  semi-annually  from 
the  State  Treasury,  out  of  the  General  Fund.  This  debt  of  the  State 
had  its  origin,  in  the  State  from  time  to  time  using  the  moneys 
belonging  to  the  School  Fund,  and  by  way  of  securing  the  debt 
and  giving  a  tangible  form  to  the  manner  of  collecting  the  interest^ 
these  Non-negotiable  Bonds  were  issued.  The  interest  amounts  to 
$234,286.99  per  annum,  which  is  raised  by  direct  taxation.

SCHOOL  REVENUE  FOR  TUITION. 


By  the  above  title  is  meant  moneys  collected  annually  and 
applied  to  the  payment  of  tuition.  That  part  of  the  school  moneys 
which  the  law  makes  a  permanent  principal,  is  properly  called 
the  School  Fund,  and  the  interest  on  this  fund,  together  with 
the  State  taxes  for  school  purposes,  unclaimed  fees,  etc.,  etc.,  is  cor- 
rectly denominated  School  Revenue  for  Tuition,  and  is  expended 
annually  for  the  payment  of  teachers'  salaries.  In  failing  to 
observe  this  necessary  line  of  distinction,  between  this  fund  and 
revenue  on  the  State  records  of  this  office  and  that  of  the  Treasurer 
of  State,  errors  have  arisen  ;  moneys  belonging  to  the  permanent 
fund  have  been  distributed  as  revenues,  and  revenues  have  found 
their  way  to  the  permanent  fund.  At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year, 
1875,  the  Treasurer  of  State  and  myself  gave  this  matter  a  careful 
investigation,  and  found  it  would  be  necessary  in  order  to  avert 
■errors,  by  the  confusion  of  these  terms,  to  separate  upon  the  records 
•of  the  two  offices,  School  Revenue  for  Tuition  from  School  Fund 
;and  constitute  it  a  separate  fund  or  disbursing  revenue.  One  year's 
experience  has  taught  us  that  the  system  works  with  perfect 
<;orrectness  and  satisfaction. 

On  balancing  the  account  of  this  fund  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
^ear,  1875,  I  found  there  existed  a  deficit  amounting  to  $17,572.43. 
The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  claimed  that  this  render- 
ing of  the  account  was  certainly  erroneous,  that  according  to 
the  receipts  of  the  school  revenue,  and  amount  distributed,  there 
should  be  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  fund,  in  place  of  a  deficit 
against  it.  Upon  this  claim,  the  Treasurer  of  State  and  myself  in 
last  December  entered  into  an  investigation  of  the  records,  to 
ascertain,  if  possible,  where  the  trouble  existed.  The  result  of  our 
labors  I  can  no  better  explain  than  by  quoting  from  an  article  upon 
itihis  subject  in  my  annual  report  of  1875 : 
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"At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  October  31,  1860,  there  was  an 
unexpended  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Common  School  Fund 
amounting  to  $303,921.68.  This  balance  was  the  result  of  the 
receipts  from  the  various  revenues  of  the  fund  exceeding  the  expend- 
itures for  tuition  purposes  during  the  year  1860,  and  former  years. 
At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  1861,  in  the  balance  account  of  the 
Common  School  Fund,  it  receives  credit  for  the  balance  in  the  fund 
nt  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1859,  which  balance 
was  $255,073.51,  instead  of  $303,921.68,  the  balance  at  the  close 
of  the  year  1860,  which  was  the  proper  balance  to  have  been 
brO'Ught  forward. 

It  is  clearly  to  be  seen  that  this  erroneous  entry  caused  a  loss  to 
the  fund  of  $48,848.17,  as  the  amount  brought  forward  was,  as 
stated  above,  the  balance  in  the  fund  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
1859,  which  is  $48,848.17  less  than  the  balance  in  the  fund  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1860.  The  figures  used 
in  this  explanation,  I  find  in  the  Auditor's  published  report  for  the 
year  1861,  as  there  appears  to  have  been  no  balance  account  of  the 
Common  School  Fund  entered  upon  the  records  of  this  office  during 
the  years  1861  and  1862. 

The  next  serious  loss  that  the  fund  sustained  was  during  the 
years  extending  from  1868  to  1870.  This  loss  was  the  result, 
as  before  stated,  of  an  erroneous  system  of  keeping  the  account  of 
the  fund,  when  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  State  attempted  to 
pay  off  the  State's  indebtedness  to  the  School  Fund,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1861.  This 
law  directed  the  ''Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  at  each 
apportionment  of  school  revenue,  to  add  to  the  total  of  said  rev- 
enue in  readiness  for  distribution,  the  sum  of  $25,000.00  of  the 
State's  indebtedness  to  the  schools,  which  additions  were  to  con- 
tinue to  be  made  at  each  apportionment  until  the  whole  amount  of 
said  indebtedness,  together  with  six  per  cent,  interest  thereon  from 
the  time  it  accrued,  was  paid,  the  amount  of  which  debt  and  interest 
to  be  settled  and  adjusted  by  and  between  the  Auditor  of  State  and 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction."  The  law  does  not  state 
the  amount  of  this  debt,  but  leaves  that  question  to  be  settled  by 
the  Auditor  and  Superintendent,  but  I  have  not  been  able  to  dis- 
cover any  record  to  show  what  amount  they  agreed  upon.  It  is  a 
fair  conclusion  that  the  amount  of  $303,921,68,  as  shown  by  the 
Auditor's  report  for  1860,  was  the  correct  amount,  and  that  the 
entire  amount  of  principal  agreed  upon  was  paid,  as  the  reports  of 
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the  Superintendent  show  that  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  law,  he  commenced  adding  the  $25,000.00  when  he  apportioned 
the  revenue  for  distribution  in  the  spring  of  1861.  He  omitted  it 
at  the  next  fall  distribution,  but  again  added  it  in  the  spring  of  1862^ 
and  continued  to  do  so,  at  each  semi-annual  apportionment  there- 
after, until  the  October  apportionment  of  1867.  At  that  timey 
after  enumeratine'  the  various  amounts  ready  for  distribution,  he 
makes  this  character  of  an  entry  :  "  Add  from  State's  indebtedness,^ 
(balance  of  principal  due)  $15,573.56." 

This  entry  indicates  that  this  amount  completed  the  payment  of 
the  principal  of  the  State's  debt  to  the  fund.  In  the  year  1868,  the 
Superintendent  again  commences  to  add  $25,000.00  at  his  semi- 
annual distribution,  and  so  continued  until  $150,000.00  had  been 
added  and  distributed,  which  must  have  been  the  interest  on  the 
principal,  but  the  records  do  not  so  state.  This  amount  was 
apparently  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund,  when,  in  fact,  it  came 
directly  out  of  the  legal  revenues  of  the  School  Fund  from  the  fact 
the  Auditor  of  State  failed  to  issue  a  warrant  on  the  General  Fund 
payable  to  the  Common  School  Fund,  for  amount  of  interest  due  it 
from  the  State.  This  omission  having  occurred  the  School  Fund 
never  received  any  credit  on  the  records  of  this  office  for  the 
amount  of  said  interest.  The  natural  result  was,  the  School  Fund 
liquidated  the  entire  amount  of  the  State's  debt  for  interest,. 
$150,000.00  out  of  its  own  revenues.  It  is  evident  that  it  was  not 
necessary  to  issue  a  Avarrant  for  the  amount  of  principal,  from  the 
fact  that  it  was  already  credited  with  this  amount,  by  carrying 
forward  each  year  to  its  credit,  the  amount  of  balance  due  it  at  the 
close  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  non-negotiable  bonds,  which  are  held  in  trust  by  the  State 
for  the  benefit  of  this  fund,  as  before  stated,  draw  six  per  cent' 
interest,  payable  semi-annually,  in  April  and  October.  The  law 
directs  specifically,  the  time  and  manner  of  paying  this  interest  that 
it  may  be  applied  for  the  benefit  of  this  fund.  It  directs  the 
Auditor  of  State  to  draw  a  warrant  in  the  months  of  April  and 
October  of  each  year,  on  the  General  Fund,  in  favor  of  the 
Common  School  Fund  for  the  amount  of  interest  due  on  said  bonds, 
I  have  ascertained  by  examining  the  records  that  in  the  mouth  of 
October,  1873,  no  such  w^arrant  was  drawn,  which  resulted  in  the 
fund  not  receiving  its  proper  credit  that  year  for  the  amount  of 
interest  due  it  at  that  time,  viz  :  $117,143.50. 

It  is  true  the  Superintendent  of   Public    Instruction    had    this 
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amount  distributed  regardless  of  the  warrant,  but  the  fund  being 
deprived  of  this  credit,  caused  the  Superintendent  to  curtail  the 
amount  of  each  county's  apportionment  at  the  following  distribu- 
tion sufficient  to  make  his  former  overdraft  good.  So  it  is  clearly 
to  be  seen  that  this  procedure  deprives  the  schools  of  $117,143.50. 
Other  clerical  errors  have  occurred,  some  of  which  were  in  favor  of 
the  fund,  but  I  feel  safe  in  saying  that  from  the  examination  I  have 
been  able  to  make  that  the  State  at  the  present  time  justly  owes  the 
schools  of  Indiana  $288,299.91,  together  with  a.  fair  rate  of  interest 
on  these  pretended  payments,  estimated  to  be  $56,250.00,  to  October 
31,  1875,  making  a  total  due  the  School  Fund  from  the  General 
Fund  of  $344,594.91." 

In  last  December  the  Treasurer  of  State  and  myself  feeling  fully 
authorized  by  law,  made  correction  of  the  above  to  the  amount 
of  $155,872.35,  by  issuing  transfer  warrants;  transferring  from 
the  General  Fund  to  School  Revenue  for  Tuition,  the  above 
amount.  This  paid  the  interest  on  the  Non-negotiable  School  Fund 
Bonds,  which  should  have  been  paid  in  the  year  1873,  amounting 
to  $117,143.50.  Also,  correct  the  erroneous  balance  of  $38,728.85 
in  the  year  1861.  This  still  leaves  a  balance  of  $188,722.56  justly 
due  the  School  Revenue  for  Tuition  from  the  State,  and  I  earnestly 
recommend  the  Legislature  to  authorize  payment  of  same. 

The  following  statement  gives  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  the  School  Revenue  for  Tuition  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
October  31st,  1876,  also  balance  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the 
year :

College  Fund  Principal  is  the  ledger  title  of  that  part  of  the 
State  University  endowment  which  is  managed  by  the  Auditor  of 
State.  It  consists  of  moneys  arising  from  the  sales  of  lands  in 
Monroe  and  Gibson  counties  granted  for  the  use  of  the  University, 
and  the  "  proceeds  of  all  other  grants^  gifts  and  donations  made  for 
the  same  purpose."

COLLEGE  FUND  INTEREST. 


The  law  directs  that  the  interest  collected  on  loans  of  the  College 
Fund  Principal,  shall  be  paid  to  the  officers  of  the  State  University, 
to  be  applied  by  them  to  the  payment  of  the  current  expenses  of 
the  same;  and  in  case  any  of  the  interest  should  remain  on 
hand  not  required  by  the  University,  it  shall  be  loaned  as  other 
funds. 

It  has  been  the  custom  in  this  office,  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal 
year,  to  close  the  account  of  College  Fund  Interest,  with  all  other 
subordinate  accounts  of  the  fund,  into  the  account  of  College  Fund 
Principal.  This  system  has  doubtless  in  the  past  deprived  the 
University  of  money  that  legally  belonged  to  it,  as  in  many  instan- 
ces at  the  close  of  the  year  there  would  be  a  balance  on  hand  not 
taken  up,  and  by  this  method  was  merged  into  the  permanent  fund. 

In  order  to  avert  this  trouble,  and  give  the  University  the  benefit 
of  all  the  net  interest  collected,  I  have  caused  the  account  of  College 
Fund  Interest  to  be  separated  from  College  Fund  Principal,  and 
constituted  a  separate  and  distinct  fund,  having  a  statement  of  it 
so  rendered  each  month  that  the  officers  of  the  State  Universitv  can 
see  the  exact  amount  of  balance  subject  to  their  order,  at  the  close 
of  each  month. 

The  amount  of  College  Fund  Principle  loaned  out,  November  1, 
1875,  was  $109,252.32.  The  amount  of  interst  collected  on  this 
amount  during  the  fiscal  year  closing  November  1,  1876,  was 
$7,669.96,  which  shows  the  fund  to  be  in  a  good  condition.  The 
following  statement  shows  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  this 
fund  during  the  year :

SWAMP  LAND  FUND. 


The  Legislature,  in  1865,  passed  a  joint  resolution  authorizing 
and  requesting  the  Governor  to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  revise 
and  correct  the  tract  and  sale  books  of  the  Swamp  Lands  in  the  office 
of  Auditor  of  State.  The  provision  of  this  resolution  has  been  carried 
into  effect,  and  I  presume  the  records  are  as  near  perfected  as  can 
be  at  present.  Below  will  be  found  a  statement  showing  condition 
of  the  fund :

FUND   FROM   UNCLAIMED   ESTATES. 


The  law  governing  this  fund  directs,  that,  "  If  after  the  expir- 
ation of  two  years  from  the  final  settlement  of  an  estate  no  heirs 
appear  to  claim  the  surplus,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  court  shall 
direct  it  to  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  State,  who  shall  credit 
it  upon  his  books  to  the  unknown  heirs  of  the  deceased.  And,  at 
any  time  after  the  receipt  of  the  proceeds  of  such  estate,  b'y  the 
Treasurer  of  State,  should  the  heirs  of  the  decedent  appear  before 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  prove  their  heirship,  such 
Treasurer  on  a  certified  copy  of  the  records  of  such  proceedings 
signed  by  the  clerk  of  such  court,  and  attested  by  his  official  seal, 
and  present  to  him  the  same,  he  shall  pay  to  such  heirs  the  amount 
of  such  estate  in  the  treasury  to  their  credit." 

In  the  year  1873,  the  Legislature  transmitted  from  this  fund 
$17,066.55  to  the  Common  School  Fund,  which  left  a  balance 
remaining  in  the  fund  of  $4,512.85.  Since  that  time  this  balance 
has  increased,  as  shown  by  the  statement  below,  to  |6,652.11,  of 
this  amount  I  would  recommend  that  the  Legislature  transmit 
to  the  credit  of  the  Common  School  Fund,  $5,000.00;  this  will 
leave  a  balance  of  §1,652.11  in  the  fund.  This  amount,  in  con- 
nection with  the  receipts,  will,  in  my  opinion,  be  sufficient  to  meet 
all  demands  of  claimants  in  the  future.

The  account  of  this  fund  should  have  been  closed  long  since.  A 
balance  of  |32.13  belonging  to  it  has  been  carried  forward  upon 
the  books  in  this  office  since  the  year  1854.  I  recommend  that  the 
Legislature  authorize  the  Treasurer  of  State  to  turn  the  above 
amount  into  the  General  Fund  and  close  the  account  of  this  fund 
upon  the  State  records.  That  the  history  of  this  fund  may  be 
understood,  I  copy  the  following  article  from  my  Annual  Report  of 
last  year : 

"  The  origin  of  this  fund  will  be  found  in  the  Acts  of  Congress 
for  the  year  1816,  which  act  'enabled  the  people  of  the  Indiana 
Territory  to  form  a  Constitution  and  State  Government,  and  for  the 
admission  of  such  State  into  the  Union'  on  an  equal  footing  with 
the  original  States.  Embodied  in  said  act  are  five  propositions 
which  Congress  submitted  to  the  Convention  of  the  Territory  of 
Indiana,  when  formed,  for  their  free  acceptance  or  rejection,  which, 
if  accepted  by  the  Convention,  would  be  obligatory  upon  the  United 
States.  Of  the  five  propositions  submitted,  the  third  reads  as 
follows : 

"That  five  per  cent,  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  lands  lying  within 
said  Territory,  and  which  shall  be  sold  by  Congress,  from  and  after 
the  first  day  of  December  next,  after  deducting  all  expenses  incident 
thereto,  shall  be  reserved  for  making  public  roads  and  canals,  of 
which  three-fifths  shall  be  applied  to  those  within  said  State,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Legislature  thereof,  and  two-fifths  to  the  making 
of  a  road  or  roads  leading  to  said  State,  under  the  direction  of 
Congress. 

"At  Cory  don,  on  Monday,  the  tenth  day  of  June,  1816,  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Territory  of  Indiana,  in  convention  assembled, 
accepted  the  above  proposition,  with  the  other  four,  and  ratified  the 
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act  of  Congress,  whicli  enabled  them  to  form  a  State  government. 
From  that  time  the  law  became  operative,  and  large  amounts  of 
money,  as  shown  by  the  records,  have  been  collected  and  distributed 
to  the  several  counties  in  the  State  by  direction  of  the  Legislature. 
From  the  evidence  I  have  gleaned  from  the  records  and  other 
sources,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  fund  has  undergone  heavy  losses  in 
years  past  from  a  failure  on  the  part  of  the  State  to  give  it  the 
credits  to  which  it  was  justly  entitled.  But  to  trace  the  history  of 
the  transactions,  and  point  out  specifically  the  losses,  with  the 
cause  of  each,  would  require  a  chapter  more  at  length  than  would 
be  desirable  in  this  connection.  It  is  to  be  much  regretted  that  this 
fund  has  had  no  better  protection,  as  no  system  of  improvements  is 
in  more  need  of  public  support  than  the  roads  throughout  the  State. 
The  balance  in  the  fund  is  $32.13,  which  has  been  carried  forward 
as  a  balance  since  the  year  1854,  at  which  time  the  last  distribution 
of  the  fund  to  the  several  counties  was  made. " 


SINKING  FUND-EXCESS  OF  SALES. 


There  is  a  balance  of  $2,284.62  to  the  credit  of  this  fund,  which 
belongs  to  different  parties  whose  lands  were  mortgaged  to  the  fund, 
and  sold  by  the  State  for  amounts  in  excess  of  what  it  took  to 
satisfy  the  amount  of  their  loan.  Who  these  parties  are  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  tell.  The  Legislature  in  1873,  by  an  act 
transferred  many  of  the  Sinking  Fund  records  to  the  custody  of  the 
Treasurer  of  State,  and  the  remainder  were  stored  in  the  basement 
of  the  State  building. 


SURPLUS  REYENUE  FUND. 


The  balance  of  $2,007.52  belonging  to  this  fund  which  has  been 
ijarried  upon  the  books  in  this  office  since  the  year  1872,  upon 
investigation  of  the  records,  and  former  reports  of  this  office,  I  found 
belonging  to  the  counties  of  Lake,  DeKalb  and  Wells.  In  the 
last  year  I  have  caused  the  balance  to  be  distributed  to  those  counties, 
in  equal  proportion,  to  be  loaned  out,  for  the  benefit  of  their  Com- 
mon Schools.  In  my  annual  report  of  last  year  will  be  found  a 
brief  history   of  this  fund,  which    I  deem    unnecessary  to  repeat. 

The  account  of  this  fund,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  following  state- 
ment, is  closed,  and  will  appear  no  more  on  the  records  in  this 
office.

THE  ASSESSMENT  LAW. 


The  Legislature  of  1875  passed  an  amendatory  act  to  the  assess- 
aient  law  of  1872,  providing  "for  the  appraisement  of  all  real 
property  in  the  State  subject  to  taxation  for  the  year  1875,  and 
every  five  years  thereafter,  with  reference  to  the  amount  owned*  on 
the  first  day  of  April  of  the  current  year,  including  all  property 
purchased  on  that  day."  The  assessment  law  of  1872  provided  for 
this  appraisement  every  two  years.  The  Legislature,  as  a  matter  of 
economy,  (as  the  assessment  of  all  the  realty  in  the  State,  is  fraught 
with  considerable  expense),  believed  that  the  burdens  of  taxation 
would  be  as  equally  borne  by  incurring  this  expenditure  only  once 
in  five  years.  Ordinarily,  when  values  are  settled  and  the  realty  of 
the  State  is  enhancing  in  value,  and  as  the  country  advances  in  age, 
and  is  being  developed  by  public  enterprise,  the  equality  in  all 
classes  of  property  would  not  become  so  much  disturbed  in  a  period 
of  five  years. 

Personal  property,  railroads,  and  private  corporations,  including 
banks,  are  assessed  on  the  first  day  of  April  of  each  year,  and  there- 
fore they  receive,  in  times  like  the  present,  the  benefit  of  the 
depreciation. 

For  illustration,  a  horse  valued  at  $100  in  April,  1875,  may  be 
valued  at  $75  in  April  1876,  and  both  assessments  be  for  his  actual 
cash  value,  the  basis  upon  which  all  property  should  be  assessed. 

While  the  acre  of  land  appraised  at  $100  in  April,  1875,  has 
depreciated  twenty -five  per  cent,  and  only  worth  in  actual  cash  $75, 
remains  on  the  tax  duplicate  valued  at  $100,  making  the  burdens  of 
taxation  unequal. 

Again,  bank  stock  may  increase  in  value,  while  real  estate  may 
depreciate,  thereby  separating  the  two  classes  of  property  still 
farther.  The  object  of  our  constitution  and  laws  is  to  make  tlie 
burdens  of  government  bear  equally  on  all  the  property  of  its  peo- 
ple, and  in  my  judgment  it  can  not  be  done  when  one-third  of  the

property  is  assessed  annually,  and  the  other  two-thirds  once  in  five 
years.  The  fluctuation  in  the  value  of  the  property  in  the  State 
from  year  to  year,  during  the  last  twenty  years,  has  been  large  at 
each  annual  assessment,  as  shown  by  the  tabulated  statement  placed 
in  another  part  of  this  report,  of  the  total  valuation  of  real  and  per- 
sonal property  in  the  State.  The  increase  in  1873  over  1872,  was 
$280,213,616,  and  the  decrease  in  1875  from  that  of  1874,  was  $57- 
117,692. 

It  will  not  do  to  reason  that  the  assessment  of  property  has 
but  little  to  do  with  taxes ;  that  when  there  is  a  high  assessment 
the  rate  is  correspondingly  low,  and  a  low  assessment  and  high 
rate  unless  all  property  in  the  State  is  valued  on  the  same  day,  and 
equalized  by  county  and  State  boards  of  equalization.  It  is, 
therefore,  conclusive  to  my  mind,  and  but  justice  to  the  land  owners 
of  the  State,  that  equal  taxation  should  rest  on  all  classes  of 
property,  that  an  appraisement  at  least  every  two  years  should 
be  provided  for  by  the  Legislature,  The  present  assessment  law 
provides  for  a  State  Board  of  Equalization,  composed  of  the 
Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary,  Auditor  and  Treasurer 
of  State,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  equalize  the  assessment  of 
real  estate  between  the  counties,  assess  the  railroad  property,  and 
the  capital  stock  of  each  company  or  association  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  this  State.  The  Board  have  discharged  this  duty 
to  the  best  of  their  ability,  and  its  proceedings  in  full  will  be 
found  incorporated  in  this  report.  The  Board  found  it  very 
difficult  to  arrive  at  any  satisfactory  or  just  assessment  of  the 
capital  stock  of  incorporated  companies,  on  account  of  various 
obstacles,  the  principle  of  which  was  the  failure  of  officers  of 
corporations  to  make  correct  returns  of  the  intangible  property, 
known  as  capital  stock,  to  the  local  officers  of  the  counties ;  further 
the  reports  in  many  instances  do  not  exhibit  any  market  or  actual 
value  of  the  shares  of  capital  stock,  and  many  other  imperfections 
too  numerous  to  mention. 

With  this  character  of  statements,  it  is  simply  an  impossibility  for 
the  Board  to  make  a  correct  and  just  assessment  in  every  instance. 
The  result  of  this  method  of  assessment  is  the  dissatisfaction  of  the 
tax-payers,  who  are  continually  seeking  relief  at  the  hands  of 
county  auditors  or  this  office.  There  is  another  important  feature 
connected  with  this  matter,  many  local  corporations  throughout  the 
State  which  should  be  assessed  on  their  intangible  property,  are 
enabled  to  escape  taxation. 
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The  State  Board  of  Equalization,  at  the  close  of  its  session  for  the 
year  1875,  fully  realizing  the  importance  of  a  change  in  this  partic- 
ular feature  of  the  law,  adopted  the  following  resolution : 

"  Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  the  law  providing 
for  the  assessment  of  capital  stock  of  local  corporations,  should  be 
so  amended  as  to  transfer  the  assessment  of  such  corporations  from 
the  State  Board  to  the  County  Boards  of  Equalization." 

This  amendment  to  the  law  would  certainly  supply  a  remedy  for 
the  deficit — County  Boards  being  so  located  as  to  readily  obtain  all 
information  necessary  to  make  just  and  equitable  assessments,  and 
no  property  could  escape  its  just  proportion  of  taxation,  as  the 
members  of  such  Boards  would,  by  their  own  possessed  knowledge, 
know  whether  all  the  corporations  in  their  respective  counties  had 
filed  the  required  reports  or  not.  The  duty  of  equalizing  the  assess- 
ment of  the  real  estate  of  the  counties,  assessing  the  capital  stock 
of  railroads  and  other  similar  organizations,  as  provided  for  by  law, 
should  remain  unchanged,  as  I  am  satisfied  this  difficult  duty  can  be 
no  better  provided  for.  But  as  to  the  assessment  of  capital  stock  of 
local  corporations,  I  would  earnestly  recommend  the  Legislature, 
through  your  Excellency,  to  make  the  change  in  the  law  recom- 
mended in  the  resolution  of  the  State  Board  of  1875. 


TWO   INSTALLMENTS   OF   TAXES. 

In  order  to  receive  the  benefit  of  the  experience  of  County 
Auditors,  who  are  direectly  interested,  and  familiar  with  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Assessment  law,  and  the  collection  of  taxes,  I  prepared 
the  following  letter,  and  addressed  it  to  those  officials  of  the  ninety- 
two  counties : 

State  of  Indiana, 

Office  of  Auditor  of  State, 

Indianapolis,  November  1876. 

Auditor County : 

Dear  Sir  : — As  the  Legislature  meets  January,  1877,  it  is  prop- 
erly my  duty  to  recommend  in  my  Annual  Report  to  the  Governor, 
which  is  placed  before  that  body,  such  legislation  or  amendments  ta 
the  Assessment  Law  and  for  the  collection  of  taxes  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient  for  the  public  good. 
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Your  familiarity  with  the  operation  of  the  law  will  enable  you  to 
make  to  me  such  suggestions  thereto  as  may  greatly  benefit  the 
public  and  simplify  the  labors  of  your  official  duties.  Any  suges- 
tions  will  be  thankfully  received  and  due  consideration  given  them. 
I  hope  to  have  my  report  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  by  the  15th 
of  December.

In  response  to  this  communication,  I  received  promptly  many 
very  valuable  suggestions,  and  in  almost  every  instance  an  urgent 
appealj  coupled  with  many  strong  reasons  for  the  repeal  of  the  pro- 
vision of  the  law  that  divides  the  taxes  into  two  installments. 

It  is  a  question  in  my  mind  whether  the  accommodation  to  the 
great  body  of  taxpayers,  is  sufficient  to  compensate  for  the  extra 
expense  to  the  counties  of  dividing  the  taxes  into  two  installments. 
The  time,  under  the  two  installment  system,  for  the  collection  of 
delinquent  taxes  is  too  short.  On  the  second  installment,  the  Treas- 
urer is  required  to  make  his  return  of  collections  of  the  April 
installment  on  the  first  Monday  in  November,  at  which  time  the 
second  installment  becomes  delinquent,  and  on  the  fifteenth  of 
December  following,  the  Auditor  is  required  to  deliver  to  the  Treas- 
urer the  current  duplicate,  with  the  uncollected  taxes  of  both  install- 
ments transferred  and  footed  in  same,  which,  under  a  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  becomes  current  taxes.  Under  this  system,  it  is 
impossible  for  the  County  Treasurer  to  make  a  legal  sale  of  real 
estate  for  delinquencies  on  the  second  installment,  for  want  of  time 
to  exhaust  personal  property,  as  required  by  law,  before  offering 
real  estate.  If  the  Legislature  should  deem  it  expedient  to  repeal 
the  double  installment  system,  then  the  old  law,  of  all  taxes  becom- 
ing due  on  the  first  Monday  of  April,  and  providing  for  the 
December  settlement  of  delinquent  taxes,  is  as  near  correct  as  can  be 
reached.  In  my  judgment,  the  penalty  of  fifty  per  cent,  that  attaches 
on  sales  of  real  estate,  for  delinquent  taxes,  is  exhorbitant,  and  to 
my  knowledge  has  caused  corporations  or  companies  of  the  Shyloch 
order  to  be  organized,  whose  agents  traverse  the  State  for  the  pur- 
pose of  speculating  off"  of  the  unfortunate,  who  are  unable  to  meet 
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their  taxes  these  hard  times.  I  lay  it  down  as  a  proposition,  that 
no  owner  of  real  estate  permits  it  to  become  delinquent  from  choice, 
but  through  necessity,  and  the  State,  by  an  exhorbitant  penalty, 
adds  to  their  distress.  A  penalty  of  ten  per  cent.,  together  with 
interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  will  be  sufficient  inducement  to 
make  real  estate  sell  for  taxes,  and  better  enable  the  owner  to 
redeem. 


FEES  AND  SALARIES. 


The  Fee  and  Salary  law  of  1875  in  many  particulars,  is  not 
explicit  enough  in  its  wording,  and  therefore  is  subject  to  more  than 
one  construction  by  the  county  and  township  officers,  who  fre- 
quently address  communications  to  this  office  for  an  opinion,  or 
construction,  upon  different  sections  of  the  law  touching  their 
salaries  and  fees.  There  is  no  subject  upon  which  legislation  is  so 
difficult  as  fees  and  salaries,  and  at  the  same  time  do  justice  alike 
to  officials  and  tax-payers.  The  legislative  committee  on  Fees  and 
Salaries,  should  be  selected  as  far  as  is  practicable,  from  members 
who  are  experienced  as  ex- officials,  in  order  that  such  amendments  to 
the  present   law  as  will   insure  justice   to    all,   will  be   enacted.

ESTIMATED  EXPENDITURES. 


The  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  of  State,  at  each  bieo- 
nial  session  of  the  Legislature,  to  lay  before  that  body  an  estimate, 
in  detail,  of  the  expenditures  of  the  State  government  for  the  ensu- 
ing two  years,  distinguishing  between  each  object  of  expenditure 
provided  for  by  temporary  or  permanent  appropriation.  To  be 
governed  by  the  expenditures  of  previous  years  of  the  different 
sources  of  expense  which  come  under  the  head  of  ordinary  expenses 
of  the  State,  estimates  can  very  readily  be  given,  and  by  such  prece- 
dents I  shall  be  governed  in  the  figure  estimates  I  shall  make.  Yet 
it  is  but  reasonable  to  expect  that  the  expenses  of  some  of  the 
benevolent  institutions  will  meet  with  a  considerable  reduction  the 
coming  year.  This  conclusion  is  based  upon  the  fact  that  provis- 
ions, wearing  apparel,  fuel,  and  almost  every  material  which  are 
necessary  in  properly  conducting  these  institutions,  can  be  procured 
for  less  than  during  former  years,  and  while  every  branch  of  busi- 
ness is  being  transacted  with  less  expense,  I  can  conceive  of  no  rea- 
son why  the  same  changes  cannot  be  effected  in  these  institutions, 
and  work  out  a  like  result.  I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as 
advocating  a  policy  toward  the  benevolent  institutions,  of  which  the 
citizens  are  so  justly  proud,  that  would  in  the  least  deprive  the  un- 
fortunate inmates  of  the  tender  care  and  attention  that  they  now 
receive  at  the  hands  of  their  managers,  for  in  my  opinion  this  object 
should  be  paramount  to  every  consideration. 

Yet,  viewing  this  matter  in  the  interests  of  the  tax-payers  of  the 
State,  I  hope  my  sympathy  toward  these  institutions  will  not  be 
questioned  when  I  give  expression  to  a  reasonable  hope  that  the  State 
will  meet  with  some  relief  by  a  reduction  of  these  expenses  in  the 
coming  year.  Under  the  present  law  the  expenditures  of  these 
institutions  are  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners,  or  Trustees,  which  is  proper  and  right.  The  pres- 
ent method  of  drawing  money  from  the  treasury,  and  in  use  by 
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most  of  the  benevolent  institutions,  is  for  the  Board  to  allow  bills 
and  issue  a  requisition  upon  this  office  for  warrants  upon  the  State 
treasury  for  the  amount  of  such  bills,  the  Secretary  filing  the  origi- 
nal bill  in  the  office  of  the  institution. 

In  my  opinion,  a  report  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  such 
institutions  should  be  filed  in  this  office  by  the  10th  of  each  month 
for  the  preceding  month,  accompanying  such  report  with  all  the 
original  bills  allowed  and  receipted  and  a  statement  of  the  receipts, 
paying  such  receipts  into  the  State  treasury,  to  be  credited  to  the 
general  fund,  and  the  correctness  of  all  such  reports  to  be  certified 
to  by  the  Superintendent  and  Secretary  of  each  institution.  This 
system  has  been  adopted  by  the  Northern  and  Southern  Prisons,  and 
works  with  correctness  and  satisfaction,  and  meets  the  full  require- 
ments of  the  law  governing  them.  I  deem  it  proper  to  state  that 
in  making  the  foregoing  recommendations  that  it  is  not  for  want  of 
confidence  in  the  trustees  and  officers  of  these  institutions,  but  for 
the  purpose  of  placing  the  records  of  disbursements  from  the  treas- 
ury on  account  of  the  same  in  this  office,  where  they  properly 
belong,  and  also  for  the  convenience  of  the  legislature.

The  valuation  of  property  on  the  first  day  of  April,  1876,  in  the 
State,  for  taxable  purposes,  was  $864,720,440,  and  the  number 
of  polls  was  295,856.  Thirteen  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  of 
the  above  amount,  and  fifty  cents  on  each  poll,  gives  a  revenue 
of  $1,272,064.00.  Add  to  this  amount  of  probable  revenue, 
Circuit  Court  docket  fees,  and  tax  from  foreign  insurance  compan- 
ies, and  other  sources,  and  the  receipts  of  the  fiscal  year  from 
November  1,  1876  to  October  31,  1877,  in  round  numbers  will 
probably  be  $1,325,000.  The  balance  now  in  the  treasury^ 
$441,970.97,  will  meet  probable  expenses  until  the  first  of  March, 
not  including  extraordinary  appropriations  of  the  Legislature.  In 
this  estimate  I  have  presumed  that  the  delinquency  will  not 
increase.  Owing  to  the  depreciation  of  personal  property,  the 
aggregate  of  taxable  property  in  the  State,  has  decreased  from  1875 
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to  1876  $33,019,343,  and  it  is  likely  to  decrease  in  a  greater  ratio  > 
for  1877 ;  hence,  it  will  be  impossible  for  the  State  to  permanently 
discharge  any  of  its  indebtedness  on  a  levy  of  thirteen  cents 
on  the  one  hundred  dollars.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  total  esti- 
mated expenses  I  have  recommended  for  1877,  is  |1,459,826.99.  This 
amount  includes  a  temporary  loan  of  $200,000,  that  becomes  due 
December  1,  1876.  Arrangements  are  being  made  by  the  executive 
officers  of  the  State  to  renew  it  for  three  years,  at  a  less  rate 
of  interest,  leaving  the  ordinary  expenses  for  the  fiscal  year,  1877, 
11,259,826.99. 

The  Legislature  will  find  it  necessary,  in  the  interest  of  the  State, 
to  make  appropriations  for  extraordinary  expenditures  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Insane  Hospital,  Cell  House  of  the  Northern  Prison, 
indebtedness  of  the  Southern  Prison,  and  other  legitimate  allow- 
ances that  will  find  their  way  in  the  specific  appropriation,  amount- 
ing to  not  less  than  $500,000,  which  will  make  the  expenditures 
cover  the  balance  in  the  treasury,  and  the  receipts  derived  from  the 
levy  of  thirteen  cents.  If  your  Excellency  should  recommend  the 
reduction  of  the  State's  indebtedness,  then  the  Legislature  will  nec- 
essarily have  to  increase  the  levy  made  for  1875  and  1876.  The 
foreign  debt  of  the  State  principally  falls  due  in  1878  and  1879, 
therefore  the  levy  for  1878  will  have  to  be  larger  than  for  1877, 
if  the  Legislature  contemplates  its  liquidation,  otherwise,  the  State 
Financial  Board  should  be  authorized  to  continue  the  State  tempo- 
rary loans.

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LAND  DEPAETMENT. 


The  Legislature  should  make  provision  for  the  concentration  and 
putting  in  perfect  order,  all  the  records  pertaining  to  lands  of  the 
State,  that  are  now  in  the  different  departments  of  the  State  gov- 
ernment. The  field  notes,  original  entries,  plats,  &c.,  in  this  office 
are  invaluable  to  the  real  estate  owners  of  the  State,  and  are  fre- 
quently used  in  litigation  land  suits  in  different  counties.  Every 
county  should  have  on  file  in  the  County  Auditor's  office  the 
original  field  notes  of  the  lands  lying  in  the  county.  By  a  recent 
act  of  Congress  as  shown  by  the  following  correspondence,  it  will 
be  seen  the  Office  of  Register  and  Receiver  of  Indiana  has  been 
abolished,  and  the  records  belonging  to  the  State  turned  over  to 
the  Auditor  of  State  : 


Department  of  the  Interior, 

General  Land  Office, 

Washington,  D.  C,  August  30,  1876. 

Hegister  and  Receiver, 

Indianapolis,  Ind.: 

Gentlemen  : — The  Act  of  Congress  approved  July  31,  1876, 
abolishes  your  office  after  the  30th  prox.,  and  requires  that  such 
records,  etc.,  as  are  not  required  for  the  use  of  the  United  States  be 
turned  over  to  the  proper  authorities  of  the  State. 

To  enable  this  office  to  determine  what  records,  etc.,  are  required, 
it  will  be  necessary  that  some  person  be  sent  from  this  office  who  is 
properly  qualified  to  make  the  necessary  selections.  There  will 
also  be  additional  expense  incurred  in  packing  and  transporting  the 
records  to  this  office  or  such  other  depository  as  may  be  desigated. 
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Congress,  however,  failed  to  make  any  appropriation  to  defray 
the  expenses  incident  to  carrying  into  effect  the  requirements  of  the 
law,  and  it  is  thought  best  that  the  records  should  be  left  in  the 
cases  where  they  now  are,  if  the  rooms  are  suitable  and  safe,  or,  i^ 
not,  that  such  storage  be  procured  as  will  render  them  perfectly 
secure  until  the  next  session  of  Congress,  when  steps  will  be  taken 
to  secure  an  appropriation  for  their  removal,  etc. 

It  is,  of  course,  to  be  understood  in  arranging  for  storage,  that 
no  rent  can  be  paid  until  an  appropriation  is  made. 

I  have,  therefore,  to  request  that  you  will  inform  this  office,  at 
the  earliest  moment,  as  to  the  condition  of  your  records,  the  prob- 
able expense  for  boxing  and  packing  them  for  storage,  the  suitabil- 
ity of  your  present  cases  and  rooms  for  their  safe  keeping,  the  rent 
of  the  same,  or  other  rooms  if  necessary,  for  a  period  of  three 
months  from  Octol  er  1st,  next.

Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter,  dated  August,  9th  ultimo.,  from 
the  Governor  of  Indiana,  designating  you  as  the  proper  officer  to 
make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  transfer  to  the  State  of 
such  records,  etc.,  belonging  to  the  Land  Office  of  Indianapolis,  as 
will  not  be  required  for  the  use  of  the  United  States,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  July  31, 
1876,  abolishing  said  office. 

It  is  found,  however,  upon  examination  of  the  laws  passed  at  the 
last  session  of  Congress  that  no  appropriation  was  made  to  defray 
the  expenses  necessarily  incident  to  carrying  into  effect  the  require- 
ments of  this  law,  consequently  nothing  can  be  done  by  this  office 
until  the  next  session  of  Congress. 
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I  enclose,  herewith,  for  your  information,  a  copy  of  a  letter  from 
this  office,  dated  30th  ult.,  to  the  Register  and  Receiver  at  Indian- 
apolis, indicating  the  course  intended  to  be  pursued  in  the  matter.

The  Citizens'  Bank,  of  Union  City,  Indiana,  also  deserves  special 
mention.  With  a  corps  of  directors  and  officers,  whose  financial 
ability  and  integrity  is  unquestioned,  its  management  has  proven 
successful  beyond  the  most  sanguine  expectations. 

The  Madison  County  Bank,  at  Anderson,  Indiana,  though  com- 
paratively a  new  bank,  commencing  business  under  the  most

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EEMARKS. 


At  the  date  of  my  last  official  report,  the  "  School  Revenue  for 
Tuition  Fund  "  was  overdrawn  $17,572.43,  and  the  Swamp  Land 
Fund,  $815.55.  Deficits,  more  or  less,  have  appeared  in  several  of 
the  various  funds  of  the  Treasury  in  the  official  reports  of  this 
department,  from  time  to  time,  for  many  years,  oftentimes  in  quite 
large  sums,  and  great  confusion. 

The  cause  and  remedy  for  this  confusion  was  fully  discussed  in 
my  official  report  of  1875,  with,  I  trust,  a  full  and  satisfactory 
explanation  of  the  confusion  then  apparent,  in  several  of  the  funds 
of  the  Treasury.  The  errors  have  been  corrected  so  far  as  the 
Treasury  department  were  authorized  to  make  them,  and,  since  the 
January  statement  of  this  year,  each  monthly  statement  made  and 
published  has  shown  a  correct  balance  account  of  the  various  funds 
of  the  Treasury.  Should  this  monthly  balancing  of  the  funds  be 
strictly  adhered  to,  as  the  law  directs,  I  trust  the  confusion  of  the 
funds  of  the  State  will  not  again  occur  in  official  reports  of  this 
department. 

Errors  and  omissions  of  credit  to  the  School  Revenue  for 
Tuition  to  the  amount  of  $155,872.34  have  been  paid  out  of  the 
general  revenues  of  the  State  to  the  credit  of  that  fund,  and  was 
distributed  to  the  schools  in  the  January  distribution  of  this  year. 
The  amount  yet  due  the  School  Revenue  for  Tuition  on  account  of 
the  pretended  payments  to  that  fund,  as  interest,  on  the  State's 
indebtedness  during  the  years  1868,  1869  and  1870,  which  is  fully 
described  in  my  last  official  report,  is  a  matter  requiring  further 
legislation. 

On  page  34  of  my  report  of  1875,  I  think  I  clearly  show  that 
there  is  due  the  "  Three  Per  Cent.  Fund"  $113,432.40  on  account 
of  the  transactions  therein  described,  and  is  necessarily  a  matter 
of  legislation  if  any  change  is  desired  in  the  assets  of  that  Fund. 

There  was  paid  into  the  State  treasury,  on  account  of  the  May 
settlements  of  the  county  treasurers,  in  1875,  of  general  revenues, 
$837,793.65.  On  the  May  settlements  of  1876,  there  was  paid  in 
from  the  same  source,  $691,710.62 — a  decline  in  receipts  of  $146,- 
083.03,  principally  caused  by  the  lower  valuation  and  the  two  cent, 
reduction  of  the  State  tax  but  a  considerable  amount  of  the  reduc- 
tion is  caused  by  a  greater  delinquency,  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  and  there  can  be  but  little  doubt  that  the  delinquency 
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of    the    December   settlements,  will   show   as   much,    or    greater 
delinquency  than  the  preceding  settlements  have  disclosed. 

STATE   DEBT. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  but  one  of  the  Internal  Improve- 
ment bonds  presented,  and  ordered  paid  by  the  Financial  Board. 

There  has  been  considerable  correspondence  with  this  department 
by  a  party  in  New  York,  as  agent  for  a  gentleman  in  London, 
England,  who  claims  to  hold  twenty- five  of  these  one  thousand  dollar 
bonds.  He  alsOj  in  his  correspondence,  claims  that  the  State  should 
pay  the  bonds  and  coupons  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  (as 
agreed  in  the  bond)  to  maturity,  and  at  the  rate  of  7  per  cent,  after 
maturity  until  date  of  payment.  By  direction  of  the  State  Board  I 
have  repeatedly  answered  on  behalf  of  the  State,  that  all  the  bonds 
authorized  to  be  paid  would  be  promptly  taken  up,  with  interest  at 
the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  to  the  13th  day  of  February,  1873,  from  and 
after  which  date  the  State  refused  to  pay  interest,  on  account  of  the 
State  having  duly  notified  the  holders  to  present  the  bonds  for  pay- 
ment. However,  the  bonds  have  not  been  presented  for  payment  as 
directed  by  the  Act  of  1872,  under  which  the  State  Financial  Board 
were  directed  to  make  payments. 

TEMPOEAHY   LOAN   DEBT. 

During  the  fiscal  year  $510,000  of  this  debt,  bearing  7  per  cent, 
matured,  which,  by  direction  of  the  Financial  Board  was  paid  oft 
by  an  exchange,  or  sale,  of  a  like  amount  of  6  per  cent,  bonds  at  i3ar. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  make  a  like  exchange  of  6  per 
cent,  bonds  at  par  for  $200,000  of  8  per  cent,  bonds  maturing 
December  1,  1876,  which  will  leave  that  debt  standing  $200,000  at 
7  per  cent,  and  $710,000  at  6  per  cent,  interest.  The  ability  to 
make  such  exchanges  shows  that  the  credit  of  the  State  is  excellent, 
making  a  reduction  in  the  interest  of  this  debt  of  $11,100  per 
annum. 

SINKING    FUND. 

By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1873,  the  Treasurer  of 
State  became  the  custodian  of  the  Sinking  Fund  records.  Investi- 
gation as  well  as  applications  for  releases  show  that  a  great  number 
of  mortgages  recorded  iu  the  various  county  records,  have  not  been 
satisfied,  although  paid  ofi"  many  years  ago. 
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The  report  of  my  predecessor,  dated  November  1,  1874,  shows 
that  all  the  Sinking  Fund  mortgages  have  been  paid,  lands  sold,  or 
otherwise  settled,  except  No.  1783,  Jefferson  county,  and  Hiram 
Prather  in  Jennings  county.  The  current  loans  of  Sarah  A.  Vail, 
of  Marshall  county,  and  George  W.  McConnell,  of  Steuben  county, 
are  still  outstanding.  There  are  also  of  the  Saline  Fund,  No.  183 
loan,  Martin  R,  Green,  and  No.  364,  William  Magee,  unsettled. 

In  view  of  the  great  importance  of  these  land  titles,  and  the 
unnecessary  expense  often  incurred  to  secure  a  release,  I  would  rec- 
ommend the  enactment  of  a  law  authorizing  County  Recorders  to 
enter  satisfaction  of  all  mortgages  of  the  kind  described  above, 
except  the  ones  referred  to  by  number  or  name,  as  recited.

To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana : 

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for  my 
official  term  of  two  years,  ending  November  7,  1876. 

The  law  now  requires  the  Attorney  General  to  reside  at  the  State 
Capitol,  and  the  duties  of  the  office  are  extensive  and  laborious,  as 
will  readily  be  seen  upon  an  examination  of  this  report. 

collections. 

The  collection  of  monies  owing  to  the  State  and  her  various  trust- 
funds  constitutes  an  important  branch  of  the  duties  of  the  the  office 
of  Attorney  General  of  this  State.  It  is,  in  many  instances,  an 
exceedingly  arduous  as  well  as  unpleasant  duty.  But  the  amounts 
collected,  as  shown  hereafter,  demonstrates  the  necessity  of  the 
"work.  Sums  varying  from  a  very  few  dollars  to  several  hundred 
have  been  collected  from  individuals,  ex-justices,  county  officers, 
etc.,  and  which  aggregate  many  thousands  of  dollars.  In  the  work 
of  collecting  I  have  been  ably  assisted  by  W.  H.  Donahey,  Esq., 
and  John  S.  Pettit,  Esq.,  who  have  spent  weeks  in  single  counties, 
often  in  the  work  of  examining  records,  etc.  We  have  endeavored 
to  make  the  work  as  complete  and  exhaustive  as  possible,  and 
strictly  impartial.  Some  of  the  monies  have  been  collected  by  pro- 
cess of  law,  where  suits  were  the  only  remedy.  I  hold  some  notes, 
secured  by  mortgages  and  personal  securities,  executed  to  the  State 


by  parties  owing  sums  of  money  to  the  State,  and  admitting  their 
indebtedness  after  examination  of  their  books,  but  unable  to  pay,, 
but  have  taken  as  few  such  notes  as  possible.  They  are  not  included 
in  the  list  of  collections.  My  next  report  will  show  collections 
upon  them  which  may  be  made  hereafter,  and  list  of  remainder- 
unpaid. 

I  keep  at  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General  complete  records  of 
all  collections,  and  of  payments  into  treasuries  of  the  State  and 
counties.  The  work  is  finished  nearly,  I  think,  unless  the  Statute 
of  Limitations  should  be  repealed  or  amended,  so  far  as  it  applies  to 
monies  due  the  State  from  officers.  In  many  cases  monies  are  found 
owing  to  the  State  which  have  been  due  for  many  years,  and  my 
assistants  and  myself  are  met  with  defiance  when  we  demand  pay- 
ment because  of  the  Statute  of  Limitations.  I  am  happy  to  state, 
however,  that,  as  a  general  rule,  persons  over  the  State  have  not 
availed  themselves  of  such  an  unjust  defense,  and  several  thousands- 
of  dollars  have  been  collected  in  such  cases. 

In  Schedule  "A"  I  give  a  list  of  collections  in  various  counties. 
In  Schedule  "B"  I  give  a  list  of  miscellaneous  collections.     Then 
follows  a  summary  of  all  the  collections.     The  collections  are,  of 
course,  for  the  period  of  two  years,  ending  November  7,  1876,  aa 
I  have  received  information  of  them  to  that  date.

CIVIL  ACTIONS  ON  BEHALF  OF  THE  STATE. 

I  have  had  occasion  during  the  last  two  years  to  institute  and 
prosecute  a  number  of  actions  on  the  official  bonds  of  ex-county 
officers.  A  portion  of  such  cases  are  still  pending  and  a  portion 
have  resulted  in  judgments  in  favor  of  the  State.  The  largest 
judgment  so  far  obtained  in  this  class  of  cases  is  about  $3,400.00, 
against  an  ex-circuit  clerk  and  his  bondsmen. 

Besides  the  suits  above  mentioned,  I  have  instituted  several 
others  of  various  kinds,  all  of  which  are  still  pending.  One  of  the 
more  important  is  the  case  on  behalf  of  the  State  against  L.  Shuler, 
Esq.,  ex- Warden  of  the  State  Prison  South  and  his  bondsmen.  A 
proposition  made  by  some  of  his  bondsmen  for  a  compromise  is 
under  advisement  and  will  soon  be  submitted  to  your  Excellency. 

An  action  has  also   been  brought  against  the   Southwestern  Car 
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Company  for  breach  of  contract  with  the  Warden  of  State's  Prison 
South.  The  company  has  gone  into  a  bankruptcy  and  claims  have 
also  been  filed  on  behalf  of  the  State  with  the  Receiver.  The 
whole  matter  remains  undecided  as  yet,  the  company  contesting  the 
right  of  the  State  to  recover  a  part  of  what  is  claimed,  on  the 
ground  mainly,  that  the  services  of  the  prisoners  were  not  rendered 
on  behalf  of  the  State  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract. 

An  action  also  was  brought  against  Mr.  F.  B,  Ainsworth,  late 
Superintendent  of  the  House  of  Refuge  for  Juvenile  OflFenders.. 
An  agreement  has  been  entered  into  showing  his  indebtedness  to  be 
about  $9,000,  and  receiving  certain  lands  adjoining  the  institution 
in  part  payment  therefor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Legislature 
at  its  next  ensuing  session.  If  the  defendants  carry  out  their  part 
of  the  articles  of  adjustment,  I  will  make  a  special  report  fully 
detailing  the  whole  matter. 

The  most  important  case,  perhaps,  now  pending  on  behalf  of  the 
the  State  is  against 

The  Terre  Haute  and  Indianapolis  Railroad  Company. 

My  immediate  predecessor  in  office,  Hon.  J.  C  Denny,  in  his 
report  of  November  6,  1874,  gives  the  history  of  this  case  to  that 
date.  Since  then  a  civil  action  was  brought  on  behalf  of  the  State, 
on  relation  of  the  Attorney  General,  against  the  company  in  the 
Superior  Court  of  Marion  County,  demanding  judgment  in  round 
numbers  for  a  million  and  a  half  dollars.  After  full  argument 
befose  the  full  bench  of  three  judges  of  said  Court,  and  presentation 
of  printed  briefs,  the  Court  decided  against  the  State,  mainly  upon 
the  ground  that,  under  the  provisions  of  the  special  charter  to  the 
company,  legislation  regulating  the  tolls  and  freights  of  the  com- 
pany was  a  pre-requisite  to  any  recovery  for  the  State.  No  such 
legislation  has  ever  been  had,  and  an  appeal  was  taken  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  where  it  is  now  pending.

The  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  General  to  look  after 
the  interests  of  the  State  in  all  criminal  causes  appealed  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  preparing  arguments,  etc.

LAWS  NOW  IN  FORCE, 


BEGULATING 


The  Election  and  Duties  of  the  Librarian  of  State. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Indiana,  That  there  shall  be  elected  at  the  session  of  1853,  by  a 
joint  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  State  Librarian, 
who  shall  go  into  office  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  service  of 
the  present  incumbent. 

Sec.  2.  An  election  shall  be  held  for  the  same  purpose  every  two 
years  thereafter. 

Sec.  3.  The  Librarian  shall,  before  entering  on  his  duties,  give 
bond  and  security  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Treasurer  of  State,  in  the 
penal  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars ;  which  bond  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  4.  Such  Librarian  shall  be  keeper  of  the  State  Library, 
,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  take  proper  care  of  the  State  House  with 
all  its  furniture  and  appendages,  and  also,  at  all  times,  of  the 
grounds,  fences,  trees,  and  all  appurtenances  belonging  to  the  State 
House  square;  and  to  cause  the  trees  and  shrubs  on  said  square  to 
be  pruned  and  the  grass  to  be  mowed  and  kept  free  from  weeds. 

Sec.  5.  The  carpets  throughout  the  State  House  shall  be  taken 
up  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  and  cleaned 
and  replaced  prior  to  its  next  meeting. 


Sec.  6.  The  State  House  shall  be  kept  open  to  visitors  every- 
day, (Sundays  excepted)  during  the  recess  of  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  7.  The  State  Librarian  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Audi- 
tor, Treasurer  and  Secretary  of  State,  cause  to  be  made  all  neces- 
sary repairs  to  the  said  State  House,  furniture,  grounds,  fences  and 
appurtenances.  And  upon  a  statement  of  the  items  of  such  repairs, 
and  their  value,  approved  and  certified  by  the  State  Librarian,  the 
Auditor  may  issue  a  warrant  for  the  amount  on  the  Treasury  in 
favor  of  the  person  who  shall  have  performed  the  services. 

Sec.  8.  The  Librarian  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  the  legislative 
halls  for  the  meetings  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  have  fires  kept 
in  the  same  for  four  days  immediately  preceding  the  commencement 
of  each  session. 

Sec.  9.  The  Librarian  shall  keep  the  books  arranged  in  a  proper 
and  convenient  order,  and  shall  preserve  the  same  from  moulding, 
and  from  moths. 

Sec.  10.  The  library  shall  be  kept  open  every  day  (Sundays  and 
Fourth  of  July  excepted)  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature, 
from  nine  o'clock  till  six,  and  during  the  recess  from  nine  o'clock 
till  four. 

[Section  11,  as  amended,  is  repealed  by  the  following  act,  approved 
March  9,  1863:] 

Section  1.  The  State  Librarian  shall  not  permit  any  book,  mag- 
azine, or  work  of  any  kind  to  be  taken  from  the  library  rooms, 
except  temporarily  by  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
State  of  Indiana,  of  the  United  States  Court,  officers  of  State, 
members  and  officers  of  the  General  Assembly,  when  required  in 
the  discharge  of  their  official  duties.  But  in  no  case  shall  any  such 
book,  magazine  or  work,  be  taken  outside  of  the  capitol  buildings. 

(The  act  of  March  9,  1867,  places  the  law  library  of  the  State 
under  the  control  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court.) 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  guilty  of  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

[Section  12  is  also  set  aside  by  the  act  of  March  9,  1863.J 


Sec.  13.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  one  having  the  use  of 
the  library  to  cause  or  permit  another  not  having  such  use  to  draw 
books,  except  for  the  use  of  the  persons  first  mentioned.  And  any 
person  so  offending  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for 
each  offense. 

Sec.  14.  Any  person  injuring  a  book  shall  be  liable  to  three- 
fold damage;  and  if  the  book  injured  or  lost  be  one  volume  of  a  set 
he  shall  be  liable  for  the  whole  set ;  but  on  paying  for  the  same,  he 
may  take  the  broken  set. 

Sec.  15.  The  Librarian  shall  keep  proper  books,  in  which  he^ 
shall  make  entry  of  all  books  taken  out,  designating  the  name  of 
the  individual  taking  the  same ;  also,  of  books  returned,  and  of  alii 
fines  and  penalties  assessed  and  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this- 
act.  He  shall  also  keep  a  complete  catalogue  of  the  library,  shall 
from  time  to  time  add  thereto  all  books  purchased,  and  erase  there- 
from all  books  lost  or  destroyed. 

Sec.  16.  The  Librarian  shall  report  at  each  session  of  the 
Legislature  the  condition  of  the  Library,  and  a  statement,  by  items,,^ 
of  expenditures  made  under  this  act. 

Sec.  17.  The  Librarian  shall  collect  all  fines  and  forfeitures 
accruing  to  the  State  library,  by  suit  or  otherwise,  and  pay  the  same 
to  the  Treasurer  of  State,  taking  his  receipt,  and  filing  the  same  in 
the  office  of  the  Auditor  of  State,  who  shall  charge  the  same  ta 
account  of  the  Treasurer  of  State  for  the  use  of  the  library. 

Sec.  18.  There  shall  be  expended  annually,  by  the  Librarian^, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Secretary,  Auditor  and  Treas- 
urer of  State,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars,  for  the  increase- 
of  the  State  library ;  and  he  shall  procure  the  binding  of  copies  of 
laws  exchanged  with  States  and  Territories,  not  exceeding  three- 
copies  of  each ;  also,  the  binding  of  at  least  six  copies  of  the  laws 
and  joint  resolutions  passed  at  each  session  of  the  Legislature,  and. 
of  six  copies  of  each  of  the  journals  of  the  Senate  and  of  the 
House  of  Representatives;  the  laws  to  be  bound  in  full  binding,  and 
the  journals  in  half  binding,  with  leather  backs  ;  and  he  shall  also 
cause  to  be  bound  in  half  binding  all  newspapers  published  ia 
this  State,  that  have  been  or  may  be  regularly  forwarded  tO'  the' 
State  Library. 

Sec.  19.  All  laws  and  law  books,  and  all  legislative  journals 
and  documents  shall  be  kept  separate  from  the  rest  of  the  library. 
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'Sec.  20.  The  Librarian  shall  collect,  annually,  and  preserve 
•duplicate  copies  of  the  messages  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  of  the  Governor  of  States ;  reports  of  heads  of  depart- 
ments of  the  general  and  State  governments,  of  the  Committee  of 
Ways  and  Means  of  the  several  States,  of  the  committees  of  Cong- 
iress  on  general  subjects ;  also  copies  and  the  reports  and  proceedings 
•of  public  societies  for  the  promotion  of  agriculture,  the 
anechanic  arts,  history,  and  literature;  all  of  which  may  be  bound. 

Sec.  21.  The  Librarian  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Auditor, 
Treasurer  and  Secretary  of  State,  make  necessary  alterations  and 
repairs  in  the  library  rooms,  and  may,  if  necessary,  appropriate  one 
adjoining  committee  room,  and  cut  a  door  from  the  library  thereto. 

Sec.  22.  The  Librarian  shall  select  from  the  journals  and  laws 
Ijelonging  to  the  State  twenty  copies  of  the  journals  of  the  House 
ifor  each  year,  ten  copies  of  the  journal  of  the  Senate,  ten  copies  of 
ithe  documentary  journals,  thirty  copies  of  the  general  laws,  and 
fifteen  copies  of  the  local  laws,  for  pach  year ;  and  keep  the  same  for 
use  in  the  library ;  and  shall  carefully  preserve,  in  boxes  or  other- 
wise, all  remaining  copies  of  the  same. 

Sec.  23.  The  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of  the  Legislative 
f>apers,  which  shall  be  delivered  to  him  at  the  close  of  each  session 
hj  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  and 
shall  keep,  in  good  order,  all  bills  introduced  in  either  branch  of 
the  General  Assembly  ;  all  petitions,  memorials  and  remonstrances 
each  in  its  appropriate  file,  keeping  the  files  of  each  house  sepa- 
rately. 

Sec.  24.  That  for  all  articles  of  stationery,  lights,  or  other  nec- 
'essaries,  procured  under  his  direction  for  the  use  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and  for  all  other  expenses  necessarially  incurred  by  said 
Librarian  in  discharge  of  his  duties,  his  certificates  shall  be  suffi- 
cient authority  for  the  Auditor  of  State  to  issue  a  warrant  thereon, 
chargeable  to  the  appropriate  account. 

[By  an  act  entitled  'Fees  of  Officers,'  approved  March  8,  1873, 
the  stationery  for  the  General  Assembly  is  now  "purchased  by  the 
Secretary,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  State.] 

[By  section  2  of  aa  act  approved  December  19,  1872,  "The  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly  shall  furnish  their  own  stationery 
swithout  any  cost  to  the  State  therefor." 


Sec.  25.  The  Librarian  may  deliver  to  the  agent  for  Indiana  of 
the  American  Colonization  Society,  a  single  copy  of  any  surplus 
public  document  not  needed  for  the  present  or  future  wants  of  the 
State,  to  be  sent  to  Liberia.  And  he  may  also  exchange  such  sur- 
plus documents  with  any  State  or  foreign  government. 

[Section  26  is  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :j 

Approved  June  4,  1861.) 

[Sec.  26.]  Sec.  2.  The  Librarian  may  exchange  for  the  benefit 
of  the  State  Library  any  duplicate,  imperfect,  damaged,  or  other 
work  not  wanted  for  the  use  of  the  library.  The  Librarian  may 
also,  with  the  consent  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  sell  such  works  for 
the  benefit  of  the  State  Library.  The  Librarian  shall  keep  an 
accurate  account  of  all  exchanges  and  sales,  stating  what  books 
have  been  parted  with  and  what  received,  what  sold  and  for  what 
price,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Legislature  at  each  session.  He 
shall  be  charged  with  and  account  for  all  books  received  in  exchange 
and  all  moneys  received  for  sales. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  Librarian  shall  appropriate  to  his  own  use,  or  dis- 
pose of  any  of  the  books  in  the  law  or  any  other  department  of  the 
State  Library,  or  the  proceeds  of  any  exchanges  or  sales  of  books, 
or  knowingly  make  any  false  report  thereof,  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  or  the  act  to  which  it  is  an  amendment,  he  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  fined  not  less  than  five,  nor 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  forfeit  and  be  deprived  of 
■his  office. 

Sec.  27.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian,  in  his  annual 
report,  to  report  the  names  of  those  who  have  obtained  books  from 
the  library  during  the  current  year,  and  have  not  returned  them, 
and  also  the  titles  of  the  works  not  returned. 

(Act  approved  December  19,  1872.) 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  of  State,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  duties  now  devolved  upon  him  by  law,  to  prepare  in 
a  suitable  manner  the  Senate  chamber  and  the  hall  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  for  the  meeting  of  any  regular  or  special  session  of 
tha  General  Assembly,  and  to  be  present  in  person  or  by  deputy  at 
the  time  designated  by  the  law  or  otherwise,  for  the  meeting  of  any 
regular  or  special  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  perform  in 
person  and  by  one  deputy  for  the  House  of  Representatives,  all  and 
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singular  the  duties  which  have  heretofore  been  done  and  performed 
by  the  respective  doorkeepers  of  the  respective  houses  at  the  pre- 
ceding session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

SALARY   OF   STATE   LIBEARIAN   ETC., 

[Approved  Dec,  20,  ]865.] 

Section  1.  The  salary  of  the  State  Librarian  shall  be  twelve 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  out  of  the  State  treasury ;  and 
there  shall  not  be  any  extra  amount  for  an  assistant  Librarian  or 
clerk. 

[Approved  February  19,  1867.] 

Sec.  2  The  term  of  office  of  the  State  Librarian  elected  at  the 
present  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  be  extended  to  the 
first  day  of  April,  1869,  and  that  the  commencement  of  the  term  of 
office  of  the  State  Librarian  shall  be  the  first  day  of  April  in  each 
alternate  year  thereafter. 

Sec.  3.  The  Librarian  shall  employ  the  fireman  in  charge  of  the 
furnace  and  wood-yard  at  rates  paid  those  employed  in  similar  occu- 
pations, and  that  the  said  Librarian  shall  make  all  purchases  of  fueli 
and  other  articles  prior  to,  and  during  the  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  same,  and  that 
the  Auditor  of  State  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  war- 
rant upon  the  Treasurer  of  State  for  the  payment  of  employes, 
and  all  such  purchases  of  fuel  and  other  articles,  on  the  order  of 
said  Labrarian. 

[By  an  act,  entitled  'Fees  of  Officers,'  approved  March  8,  1873,, 
the  fuel  for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly  is  now  purchased  by 
the  Secretary,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  State.] 

EEMARKS. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  the  compiled  laws,  published  in  this  report,  now  in 
force,  regulating  the  election  and  duties  of  the  Librarian  of  State,. 
and  to  humbly  suggest  the  need  of  legislation  on  some  points. 

Section  4  requires  the  Librarian  to  be  keeper  of  the  library,  and 
custodian  of  the  State  House  and  grounds.     To  do  all  this  properly,. 
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the  personal  presence  of  the  Librarian  is  needed  outside  of  the 
library  oftentimes,  and  for  considerable  length  of  time,  and  yet  the 
act  approved,  Dscember  20th,  1865,  allows  the  employment  of  no 
deputy. 

No  library  of  importance  should  be  endangered  by  the  absence 
of  the  Librarian  without  a  deputy. 

Section  18  requires  the  small  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  to  be 
annually  expended  for  the  increase  of  the  State  Library.  The 
great  State  of  Indiana  calls  loudly  for  a  well  filled  reference  library, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  demand  may  be  met  by  a  generous 
annual  appropriation. 

Section  25 — The  colonization  agency  having  been  repealed  by  an 
act  approved  March  6,  1865,  section  25  would  seem  to  stand,  for  the 
most  part,  a  dead  letter  in  the  law.

ST.4TE   HOUSE. 

The  dilipidatcd  condition  of  the  State  House  renders  it  difficult 
and  expensive  to  be  kept  in  proper  order  for  the  various  depart- 
ments, and  the  many  strangers  who  annually  visit  it. 

The  sky-lights,  which  give  light  to  the  House  and  Senate  cham- 
bers, will  soon  give  way,  and  they  will  have  to  be  repaired  at 
•considerable  expense  to  the  State.  The  wooden  frames  which  sup- 
port the  glass  are  rotten,  and  can  not  last  much  longer.  The  rafters 
in  the  dome,  which  support  the  flag-staff,  are  also  rotten,  and  dur- 
ing the  past  year  I  have  been  compelled  to  take  three  of  them  out 
and  put  new  ones  in  their  places. 

The  roof  on  the  entire  building  is  giving  way.  I  have  had  it 
repaired  in  several  places  during  the  last  year.  It  can  not  last  a 
great  while  longer. 

With  the  consent  of  the  State  officers  the  Assembly  halls  have 
been  thoroughly  cleaned,  re-papered  and  painted,  making  them  as 
comfortable  and  healthy  as  possible  without  going  to  a  great 
expense. 

STATE   LIBRARY. 

I  found  the  State  Library  in  good  condition ;  the  books  well 
arranged  and  in  good  order.  The  rooms  were  all  neat  and  clean, 
and  I  have  endeavored  to  keep  them  in  the  same  manner. 

The  pictures  of  the  Governors  which  are  hung  in  the  north  room 
of  the  Library  are  chief  features  of  attraction    to  visitors. 

The  relics  the  same  as  per  last  report,  with  a  few  additions. 

The  State  flags,  of  which  the  soldiers  and  all  their  friends  are 
justly  proud,  have  been  as  well  preserved  as  possible,  in  the  circum- 
stances.    I  have   not  allowed   them  to  be   taken    from    the   State 
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House,  except  on  three  occasions,  viz :  the  Sohliers'  Reunion,  Sep- 
tember, 1875,  and  the  reunions  of  September  and  October,  1876. 
Each  time  they  were  returned,  folded  and  replaced  in  the  glass  cases, 
where  all  who  desire  can  see  them. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty-seven  volumes  belonging  to  the 
Indiana  Historical  Society,  and  held  in  trust  by  the  State  Librarian, 
are  on  deposit,  held  subject  to  their  order. 

ADJUTANT   general's    REPORTS. 

There  are  six  hundred  and  ninety-three  complete  sets  of  the 
Adjutant  General's  Report  of  the  war,  on  deposit  in  State  Library. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  Legislature  should  make  some  disposition 
of  these  books,  for,  as  it  is,  they  are  doing  no  one  any  good. 

REVISED   STATUTES    OF    INDIANA. 

Fifty-seven  sets  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Indiana  were  left  on 
deposit  by  members  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  and  are  held 
subject  to  order. 

In  the  purchase  of  books,  a  careful  eye  has  been  had  to  the 
selection  of  none  but  standard  authority. 

In  this  connection,  I  desire  lo  return  thanks  to  all  with  whom  I 
have  been  associated  in  the  Library,  in  its  various  departments,  and 
•jespecially  to  the  Geological  and  Agricultural  departments.  I  have 
found  the  officers  in  those  departments  honorable,  pleasant  and 
agreeable  gentlemen. 

The  assistants  at  the  State  House  I  found  all  of  them  honest, 
capable  and  very  agreeable,  and  at  ail  times  ready  and  willing  to 
discharge  any  duty  required  of  them.

REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana: 

SiE  : — In  submitting  a  report  of  the  work  'performed  by  me  as 
Clerk  of  the  Swamp  Laud  Records  during  the  present  year,  I  have 
to  express  a  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  make  my  exhibit  of  the 
operations  to  cover  a  period  of  two  years,  or  from  the  date  of  the 
last  report  submitted  to  your  Excellency  by  the  late  Owen  M. 
Eddy  on  the  18th  day  of  December,  1874.  For  a  period  of  nearly 
one  year  subsequent  to  that  date  Mr.  Eddy  continued  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  office,  but  on  the  14th  day  of  December,  1875,  he 
departed  life,  and  there  was  no  clerk  in  charge  of  the  records  until 
the  date  of  my  appointment,  on  the  10th  day  of  January  of  the 
current  year.  In  the  month  of  September,  1875,  by  your  direction, 
Mr.  Eddy  made  a  visit  to  several  counties  in  the  northwestern  part 
of  the  State,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  the  residue  of  lands  that 
might  be  selected  as  swamp  or  wet  lands  on  the  part  of  this  State, 
by  virtue  of  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  "  An  act  to  enable  the 
State  of  Arkansas,  and  other  States,  to  reclaim  the  Swamp  Lands 
within  their  limits,  approved  September  28,  1850,"  and  several 
acts  supplementary  thereto.  That  there  remains-a  large  territory 
subject  to  selection  there  seems  to  be  no  doubt,  and  this  territory 
embraces  valuable  lands  lying  along  the  Calumet  and  Kankakee 
rivers,  and  perhaps  at  the  southern  extremity  of  Lake  Michigan, 
as  well  as  adjacent  to  a  number  of  the  smaller  lakes  or  ponds  in  the 
portion  of  the  State  indicated. 

With  the  assistance  of  local  surveyors,  Mr.  Eddy  succeeded  in 
determining  the  descriptions  of  many  tracts  of  these  lands,  and,  as 
I  understand,  was  in  correspondence  with  parties  who  claim  the 


same  in  consequence  of  owning  the  adjacent  lands — their  claim 
being  that  this  territory  inured  to  them  in  the  right  of  their  ripa- 
rian interest — at  the  time  of  his  death.  I  have  not  been  able  to 
find  any  memoranda  left  by  Mr.  Eddy,  which  will  aiford  me  any 
clue  to  the  extent  or  value  of  his  services.  All  I  have  learned  is 
the  fact  that  he  repaired  to  the  counties  you  instructed  him  to  visit, 
and  made  examination,  assisted  by  surveyors  in  some  localities.  It 
is  to  be  regretted  that  Mr.  Eddy  did  not  live  to  complete  the  work 
80  auspiciously  and  rightly  begun.  The  interest  of  the  State 
seem  to  require  that  this  labor  shall  be  repeated,  and  the  lands  in 
question  duly  selected  by  the  State,  and  put  upon  the  market  in 
pursuance  of  the  State  laws  now  in  force,  or  such  future  legislation 
as  the  wisdom  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  enact. 

The  total  amount  of  selections  of  swamp  lands  made  under  the 
several  acts  of  Congress,  aggregate  1,256,288  96-100  acres.  The 
selections  were  made  in  the  districts  of  lands  originally  having 
offices  at  Vincennes,  Jeflfersonville,  Crawfordsville,  Indianapolis, 
Fort  Wayne  and  Winamac.  All  these  offices  have  been  closed 
except  that  at  Indianapolis  and  the  books  transferred  to  this  city. 
By  this  means  the  facilities  for  determining  the  status  of  titles 
when  conflicting  entries  have  been  made  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  and  of  the  United  States  have  been  greatly  enhanced.  But 
there  are  numerous  cases  where  lands  were  originally  sold  by  the 
General  Government,  and  the  same  tracts  being  subsequently 
selected  by  the  State  as  swamp  or  wet  lands  and  again  sold  by  the 
State,  give  rise  to  a  conflict  of  title  at  once  perplexing  and  mis- 
chievous. The  number  of  such  cases  have  not  been  annotated,  and 
I  only  learn  of  them  as  they  are  presented  to  my  attention  from 
time  to  time. 

Of  the  1,256,288  96-100  acres  of  land  selected  by  the  State,  as 
above  stated,  there  were  selections  east  of  the  second  principal 
meridian,  (running  north  from  the  mouth  of  the  Blue  River,  in  the 
county  of  Craw/ord,)  253,319  56-100  acres;  west  of  that  meridian 
1,002,999  40-100  acres. 

Of  the  patents  issued  by  the  State  for  the  sale  of  these  lands, 
which  fill  seventy-one  volumes  and  parts  of  volumes,  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  I  find  by  examination  and  comparison  of 
the  index  records,  that  there  have  been  useless  or  erroneous  issues, 
as  follows ;

In  some  instances  the  issuance  of  patents  for  same  tract  to  differ- 
ent parties,  has  given  rise  to  litigation  that  may  be  productive  of 
grave  consequences  in  the  future.  At  least,  one  action  at  law  has 
been  carried  to  the  Supreme  Court  on  appeal,  where  it  is  now  pend- 
ing. Other  actions  of  a  like  character  may  arise.  This  class  of 
litigation  arises  out  of  the  fact,  that,  in  the  early  history  of  swamp 
land  sales,  many  pretended  sales  were  left  incomplete  and  the 
patents  issued  therefor  were  subsequently  canceled.  There  is  no 
record  of  these  cancellations.  A  large  number  of  the  patents  were 
returned  and  are  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  but 
the  whole  number  so  returned  is  very  far  below  the  aggregate  of 
the  actual  cancellations.  In  some  cases  where  the  evidence  indi- 
cated, with  clearness,  that  cancellations  should  have  been  made  the 
tracts  have  been  again  sold,  which  accounts  for  patents  appearing  of 
record,  for  the  same  tract,  in  the  name  of  different  parties. 

Since  I  have  had  charge  of  the  index  records  there  have  been 
sold  and  patented,  together  with  tracts  sold  and  patented  since  the 
date  of  Mr.  Eddy's  report  in  December,  1874,  in  all,  one  hundred 
and  two  tracts  of  swamp  lands,  embracing  in  the  aggregate,  four 
thousand  and  eleven  acres  and  three-huudredths  of  au  acre.  This 
aggregate  includes  four  small  tracts  of  4  30-100  acres,  1  90-100 
acres,  1  acre  and  1  50-100  acres  respectively,  lying  in  Lake  county, 
for  which  the  Treasurer  of  that  county  accepted  payment  from 
John  Griesel,  but  which  have  never  been  selected  by  the  State  as 
swamp  or  wet  lands,  and  no  patents  therefor  have  ever  been  issued 
to  the  State  of  Indiana  by  the  United  States.  I  have  reason  to 
believe  that  these  small  fractions  represent  in  reality  large  tracts  of 
laud  that  have  accumulated  adjacent  to  the  lake  shore  by  natural 
accretion,  and  which  should  be  surveyed  and  claimed  bj  the  State 
in  manner  provided  by  law. 

In  this  connection  I  may  say,  generally,  that  many  applications 
have  been  made  for  information  as  to  the  title  to  drained  or 
reclaimed  lands  upon  the  margins  of  small  lakes  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  State  and  along  the  Kankakee  and  Calumet  rivers.     All 
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the  lands  bordering  upon  the  rivers  indicated  were  meandered  and 
laid  off  in  lots,  varying  in  size,  from  the  fraction  of  an  acre  to 
seventy  acres  in  quantity.  The  meanders  of  both  rivers  are  fully 
set  forth  upon  certified  plats  of  surveys  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor 
of  State.  From  drainage  or  natural  causes  the  beds  of  these 
streams  have  receded  to  such  an  extent  that  the  margins  now  show 
a  difference  between  the  water  line  and  the  original  surveys,  vary- 
ing from  four  to  forty  or  more  chains.  Of  this  fact  I  am  well 
assured.  It  has  been  represented  to  me  that  tracts  of  land  sold  by 
the  State  for  about  fifty-seven  acres,  have,  by  accretion  beyond  the 
meandered  lines  of  the  government  surveys,  increased  in  quantity 
to  more  than  one  hundred  acres.  A  glance  at  the  map  shows  the 
tortuous  course  of  both  rivers,  and  the  width  of  them  in  many 
places  spreads  out  into  rather  extensive  but  shallow  lakes,  which  by 
the  drainage  or  drying  up  of  the  streams  have  become  reclaimable  as 
wet  lands.  The  amount  of  the  acreage  of  such  lands  can  not  even 
be  approximated  except  by  actual  survey.  There  are,  however, 
many  parties  who  are  anxious  to  enter  upon  and  possess  themselves 
of  these  tracts,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  steps  should  be  taken  to 
determine  their  status,  and  if  necessary,  to  put  them  upon  the 
market. 

At  the  present  time,  as  shown  by  the  records,  there  appear  to  be 
ten  thousand  three  hundred  and  eleven  acres  and  fifty- one 
hundredths  of  an  acre  of  the  lands  heretofore  selected  by  and 
patented  to  the  State  as  swamp  or  wet  lands  remaining  unsold. 
This  amount  may,  however,  be  subject  to  some  deductions  on 
account  of  errors,  which  are  not  liable  to  be  discovered  until  appli- 
cation is  maele  for  the  entry  of  the  particular  tracts  where  such 
errors  may  exist. 

There  is  one  tract  of  forty  acres,  lying  in  the  county  of  Howard, 
said  to  be  quite  valuable,  for  which  sundry  applications  have  been 
made,  but  which  the  local  officers  (Treasurer  and  Auditor)  of  that 
county  refuse  to  sell.  When  referred  to  their  duty  under  the 
statute,  they  made  answer  that  they  were  informed  that  the  particu- 
lar tract  in  question  was  not  subject  to  entry,  the  same  never  having 
been  offered  at  public  sale.  This  statement  is  manifestly  a  subter- 
fuge, as  I  have  not  been  able  to  learn  of  any  swamp  land  selections 
within  the  State  that  have  been  withheld  from  public  sale. 
Recently,  a  gentleman  of  my  acquaintance  applied  in  person  to  the 
Treasurer  of  Howard  county  and  tendered  the  money  for  the  pur- 
chase of  this  identical  tract,  but  was  informed  that  it  had  recently 


been  claimed  by  another  person,  who  held  a  patent  issued  therefor 
some  fifteen  or  twenty  years  ago.  After  an  exhaustive  search  I  am 
not  able  to  find  that  any  such  a  patent  was  ever  issued,  and  if  one 
exists  I  am  persuaded  that  it  is  a  forgery.  It  is  not  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

By  the  terms  of  Section  29  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
this  State,  entitled  "  An  act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  swamp  lands 
donated  by  the  United  States  to  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  draining  and  reclaiming  thereof,  in  accordance  with  the 
conditions  of  said  grant,"  approved  May  29,  1852,  it  is  provided 
that  after  the  payment  of  certain  incidental  and  necessary  expenses, 
the  fund  remaining  in  the  Treasury,  arising  from  the  sales  of 
swamp  lands,  "  shall  constitute  a  portion  of  and  belong  to  the  Com- 
mon School  Fund  of  the  State,  as  in  the  Constitution  provided, 
and  shall  be  disposed  of  by  law  for  the  use  of  the  common  schools, 
in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  of  the  State."  The  books  i*n  the 
office  of  the  Auditor  of  State  show  that  on  the  31st  day  of  Octo- 
ber, 1865,  there  was  due  the  Swamp  Land  Fund  a  balance  of 
$70,391.87,  which  large  sum  was  subsequently,  with  other  balances, 
transferred  to  the  General  Fund.  It  appears  to  me  that  this  use  of 
the  monies  arising  from  the  sales  of  swamp  lands  is  not  warranted, 
and  that  after  paying  for  the  administration  of  the  affairs  connected 
with  the  trust,  the  residue  should  be  credited  to  the  School  Fund. 
I  make  this  suggestion  simply  as  something  worthy  of  your  consid- 
eration. 

In  connection  with  my  duties  in  the  Swamp  Land  Department, 
the  custom  has  grown  up  of  giving  incidental  attention  to  all  ques- 
tions that  arise  touching  the  titles  to  lands  derived,  in  any  manner 
whatever,  from  the  State.  I  have  found  that  many  of  the  early 
records  are  exceedingly  imperfect.  There  should  be  a  complete 
revision  of  the  records  ©f  the  University,  Saline,  Michigan  Road 
and  Canal  Lands.  As  was  well  remarked  by  my  predecessor  in 
closing  his  report  to  your  Excellency  in  1874,  "when  it  is  taken 
into  consideration  that  the  title  to  nearly  one-fifth  of  all  the  lands 
in  Indiana  is  derived  from  the  State  by  virtue  of  grants  made  by 
the  General  Government,  and  that  in  the' majority  of  cases  the  only 
evidence  of  sale  that  appears  on  record  are  in  the  offices  of  the  Aud- 
itor and  Secretary  of  State,  that  copies  of  surveys  and  field  notes  in 
many  of  the  counties  are  erroneous  and  incomplete,  and  that  the 
first  holders  are  passing  away,  and  property  becomes  more  valuable 
^s  it  is  improved,  greater  care  is  exercised  in  proving  of  title  as 
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well  as  perpetuating  boundary  lines  it  will  be  seen  that  this  branch 
of  the  land  business  of  the  State  is  daily  increasing,  a  labor  tedious 
and  requiring  especial  attention."  The  files  of  certificates^  reports 
of  sales,  and  other  documentary  evidence  of  title  have  been  very 
badly  kept  in  the  past,  and  need  a  thorough  overhauling.  This 
applies  alike  to  all  the  grants  of  lands  that  have  been  made  by  the 
General  Government  to  the  State.  Many  important  papers  have 
already  been  lost,  misplaced,  or  removed  by  designing  persons 
having  ends  of  their  own  to  subserve.  All  that  remain  should  be 
carefully  collected,  arranged  and  permanently  secured.  This 
service,  at  once  important  and  necessary,  will  require  patient  toil 
and  earnest  application,  but  should  be  undertaken  without  further 
delay. 

In  this  connection  I  will  recall  the  attention  of  your  Excellency 
to  the  recommendation  made  by  the  late  Secretary  of  State,  Hon. 
W.  W.  Curry,  in  his  annual  report  submitted  on  the  first  day  of 
November,  1874.  Mr.  Curry  said :  "  When  it  is  remembered 
that  the  titles  to  over  8,000,000  acres  of  lands  in  this  State  are 
involved,  that  the  books  and  papers  relating  thereto  are  in  four 
different  places,  the  Secretary's  office,  the  Auditor's  office,  the 
United  States  Land  Office,  and  the  office  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Wabash  and  Erie  Canal,  and  that  the  terms  of  the  administrative  offi- 
cers of  the  State  are  so  short  that  no  one  can  inaugurate  and  carry 
out  the  necessary  system  of  improvement,  there  must  be  impressed 
on  the  mind  the  propriety  of  my  recommendation  for  a  Bureau  of 
Public  Lands  in  this  office,  with  a  commissioner  or  clerk  specially 
devoted  to  this  business.  Undoubtedly  there  are  thousands  of 
acres  of  land  in  the  State  unpatented,  held  on  certificates,  or  simply 
by  squatter  title,  for  which  there  should  be  some  remedy." 

All  reflecting  men  will  agree  with  Mr.  Curry  as  to  the  importance 
of  this  subject,  and  coincide  with  the  general  tenor  of  his  recom- 
mendation. And  in  conclusion,  I  will  express  the  hope  that  your 
Excellency  will  be  pleased  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  the  General 
Assembly  engaging  in  the  necessary  legislation  preparatory  to  the 
inauguration  of  this  important  work.

His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana  ; 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  ray  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1876. 

The  present  Quarter-Master  General  having  taken  charge  of  the 
ordnance  department,  his  report  must  be  looked  to  for  information 
in  reference  to  thie  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  belonging  to  the 
State. 

Tlie  unorganized  condition  of  the  militia  of  the  State,  renders  it 
impossible  to  form  any  adequate  idea  of  the  number  of  independent 
compauies,  who  are  maintaining  their  organizations.  These  com- 
panies are  organized  as  library  and  other  similar  associations  are 
formed,  and  arms  are  furnished  them  on  their  filing  with  the 
Quarter- Master  General  the  bond  of  tlie  town  or  city,  conditioned 
for  the  safe  keeping  and  return  of  such  arms,  and  here  all  official 
intercourse  with  the  company  ends.  They  elect  and  commission 
their  own  officers,  are  entirely  independent  of  any  superior  authority 
in  the  State,  and  may,  or  may  not  as  suits  their  convenience,  assist 
the  civil  authorities  in  preserving  the  peace.  Daring  the  excitement 
of  a  political  campaign,  companies  are  frequently  formed,  and  under 
the  excitement  of  the  occasion,  are  able  for  a  time  to  maintain  their 
organization  with  some  degree  of  re^^pectability.  As  these  com- 
panies are,  for  the  most  part,  composed  of  men  in  moderate  circum- 
stances, mechanics,   and  others  who  are  dependent  on   their  own 
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labor  for  a  living,  they  soon  tire  of  the  expenses  incident  to  their 
organization,  and  one  by  one  they  fail  to  answer  at  roll  call  until 
their  company  organization  is  abandoned. 

Their  arms  are  sometimes  returned  to  the  State  Arsenal  in  a 
damaged  condition,  sometimes  they  are  stored  in  some  out  of  the 
way  place,  and  sometimes  distributed  among  the  members  of  the 
company;  and  thus  the  arms,  drawn  on  the  State's  requisition  from 
the  General  Government,  are  parted  with  and  cease  to  be  of  any 
service  to  the  State  This  does  not  apply  to  all  independent  com- 
jpanies,  for  it  is  true  that  a  few  are  maintaining  respectable  organi- 
zations in  sj)ite  of  the  want  of  suitable  legislation.  It  is  true,  the 
■State  holds  the  bonds  of  the  towns  and  cities  for  the  arms  thus  dis- 
tributed, but  I  have  yet  to  learn  of  a  singte  instance  where  suit  has 
been  brought  to  recover  either  the  arms  or  damages  resulting  from 
their  loss.  I  would,  therefore,  most  earnestly  renew  my  recom- 
■mendation  of  two  years  ago,  that  the  Legislature  should  provide  by 
law  for  the  organization  of  such  a  military  force  as  will  enable  the 
Executive  to  comply  with  his  constitutional  obligation,  which 
requires  that  he  '^shall  take  care  that  the  laws  are  faithfully  exe- 
-cuted." 

During  last  summer  the  employes  of  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi 
Railroad  Company,  for  some  cause,  undertook,  and  for  a  time  did, 
obstruct  the  commerce  of  that  part  of  the  State  by  .preventing  all 
freight  trains  from  running  on  said  road.  Their  organization  was 
formidable  in  numbers  and  determined  in  their  purposes.  They 
defied  the  civil  authorities,  and  for  a  time  held  control  of  the  entire 
•commerce  of  that  road,  in  defiance  of  law.  Under  these  circum- 
stances the  sheriif  of  Knox  county  called  upon  the  Governor  for  a 
■sufficient  force  to  enable  him  to  enforce  the  law  and  protect  the 
property  of  the  road  and  others  having  large  interests  therein  as 
freighters  on  the  road.  Under  what  was  deemed  a  pressing  neces- 
sity, a  call  was  made  upon  Capt.  Chase  of  Logansport,  Capt.  Jack 
■of  Peru,  and  Capt.  Walter  of  this  city,  to  report  at  once  with  their 
companies  to  the  Governor  in  this  city.  Under  this  call  Capt. 
Chase  reported  with  twenty-five  .men,  Lieut.  Daily  (Capt.  Jack 
being  absent)  with  twenty-five  and  Capt.  Walter  with  fifty,  in  all 
one  hundred  men,  who  were  quartered  in  the  State  House  and  held 
in   readiness  for  an  emergency.     Happily,  however,  their  services 


were  no  further  needed,  and  they  were  dischai'ged.     The  expenses 
attending  this  movement  were  as  follows  :

Under  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  March  11,  1867,  it  is  made 
the  duty  of  the  Adjutant  General  to  certify  for  payment  claims  for 
services  rendered  the  State  in  the  Indiana  Legion  and  other  military 
organizations  in  the  service  of  the  State  during  the  war.  Certifi- 
cates of  this  description  have  been  issued,  within  the  last  two  years^ 
numbered  from  1,136  to  1,155  inclusive,  amounting  in  the  aggre- 
gate to  $133.25.  ' 

The  routine  of  office  business  remains  about  the  same  as  in 
former  years.  Applications  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States, 
where  Indiana  soldiers  have  emigrated,  are  daily  received  for  certi- 
fied copies  of  their  records  to  supply  the  place  of  lost  discharges. 

Many  of  the  counties  in  this  State  are  still  paying  local  bounties 
to  volunteers,  and  certificates  of  enlistments  and  credits  are  almost 
daily  demanded  by  the  applicants  or  by  county  authorities. 

In  closing  our  official  intercourse  allow  me  to  express  the  grati- 
tude I  feel  for  the  assistance  you  have  rendered  in  the  discharge  of 
my  official  duties  and  the  many  favors  I  have  received  at  your 
hands.

As  was  stated  in  my  last  report,  the  building  now  used  as  a  State 
arsenal  is  not  at  all  suitable  for  the  purpose.  It  is  impossible  to 
keep  the  arms  and  other  stores  in  good  or  even  passable  condition, 
unless  better  facilities  are  provided  for  storage.  ]S[ew  arms,  with 
bright  finish,  soon  become  rusted,  while  many  of  the  older  ones 
have  been  rendered  wholly  worthless  because  of  the  dampness  and 
other  defects  of  the  building.  In  addition  to  this,  the  building  is 
very  insecure,  and  it  is  an  easy  matter  for  burglars  to  break  it  open 
and  carry  off  arms  without  detection.  This  has  been  done  in  the 
past  and  is  very  likely  to  occur  again  in  the  future. 

There  are  now  five  military  companies  drilling  in  the  arsenal, 
which  is  another  impediment  in  the  way  of  keeping  these  stores 
safely  and  in  good  condition.  It  has  several  times  occurred  that 
the  doors  and  windows  of  the  building  have  been  left  unsecured  by 
some  of  these  parties,  and  goods  carried  off. 


Ii!'desire''*here  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  of  tte  Commandant  of 
the  United^  States  Arsenal  at  this  point.  Through  his  kindness  a 
large  portion  of  the  military  stores  have  been  kept  at  the  United 
States  Arsenal,  where  the  facilities  for  storeage  are  far  superior  to 
those  provided  by  the  State. 

Congress  has,  by  law,  provided  that  the  different  States  may  ex- 
change the  old  arms  held  by  them,  drawn  during  the  late  war,  for 
new  arms  of  recent  and  improved  patterns.  This  State  should 
make  that  exchange,  provided  that  means  are  supplied  for  the  safe 
keeping  of  the  new  arms  when  received. 

There  ought  to  be  various  amendments  made  to  the  militia  laws  of 
the  State,  or  perhaps  it  would  be  more  advisable  to  frame  an  entirely 
new  law  upon  the  subject.  A  law  similar  to  that  of  the  State  of 
New  York  would  be  a  decided  improvement  over  our  present  ineffi- 
cient one.  The  militia  of  the  State  should  be  compelled,  under  pen- 
alty of  forfeiture  of  their  privileges,  to  hold  regular  stated  drills; 
and  encampments,  and  there  should  be  a  general  annual  or  semi- 
annual drill.  The  provision  for  the  care  and  keeping  of  arms  and 
their  return  to  the  Quarter-Master  should  be  made  more  efficient, 
and  such  other  provisions  made  as  will  give  some  dignity  and  force 
to  the  militia  organization,  instead  of  continuing  it  as  the  disjointed, 
shapeless  affair  that  it  now  is. 

With  some  thorough,  systematic  law  upon  the  subject,  and  the 
supply  of  first  class  arms,  which  the  State  could  obtain  with  very 
small  expense,  there  would  be  a  large  number  of  new  organizations 
formed,  and  the  object  of  the  militia  organization  would  be  more 
nearly  realized.  But  under  the  present  circumstances  it  would 
seem  to  be  almost  absolute  waste  to  draw  from  the  General  Gov- 
ernment our  lawful  quota  of  arms  and  equipments. 

There  are  several  militia  companies  already  formed,  but  not  yet 
supplied  with  arms.  All  of  these  desire  the  new  model  Springfield 
breech  loading  rifles,  of  .45  calibre.  These  are  the  most  desirable 
arms  for  this  purpose  now  manufactured.  The  State  is  now  enti- 
tled to  draw  arms  and  equipments  from  the  General  Government  to 
the  value  of  $11,483.61,  and  I  recommend  that  a  requisition  be 
made  at  once  for  five  hundred  of  the  above  named  arms  with  the 
proper  equipments.

Governor  of  Indiana : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  on  the  disposition 
of  the  funds  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  and  placed  in  charge 
of  your  Excellency  and  the  State  Geologist  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing an  exhibit  of  the  natural  resources  of  the  State  of  Indiana  at 
the  Centennial  Exhibition,  held  in  Fairraount  Park,  at  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  commencing  May  10  and  closing  November  10, 
1876. 

Under  the  authority  of  Congress,  the  Governors  of  the  respective 
States  appointed  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  five  persons, 
whose  duty  it  was  to  devise  ways  and  means  to  enlist  the  attention 
of  the  people  to  the  objects  and  uses  of  the  International  Centennial 
Exhibition,  and  the  benefits  to  be  derived  by  the  States  from  a  dis- 
play of  the  products  of  the  mines,  soil,  forests,  and  art  and  me- 
chanical industries. 

To  fill  this  provision  of  Congress,  your  Excellency  commissioned 
the  following  gentlemen  :

The  duties  of  this  committee  were  to  devise  a  system  for  organ- 
izing local  committees  in  each  county,  and  provide  for  a  thorough 
canvass  of  the'  State,  to  raise  funds  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  educational  exhibit,  under  direction  of  Prof.  J.  H.  Smart; 
the  mineral,  agricultural,  and  other  natural  products,  under  direc- 
tion of  the  State  Geologist,  and  for  the  erection  of  a  State  building, 
.under  direction  of  a  building  committee,  composed  of: 

Dr.  J.  F.  Hibbard,  Richmond. 
Dr.  H.  R.  Allen,  Indianapolis. 
J.  M.  Ridenour,  Indianapolis. 

Under  advisement  with  your  Excellency  and  the  State  Board  of 
Managers,  I  employed  Mr.  Charles  W.  Greene,  at  a  salary  of  $5  per 
diem  for  a  specified  time;  to  canvass  the  State  and  personally  see 
interested  parties  in  the  mining  districts,  and  request  their  co-oper- 
ation in  sending  as  large  an  exhibit  of  minerals  as  possible ;  also,  to 
urge  upon  the  county  agricultural  societies,  as  well  as  prominent 
citizens  of  the  State,  to  encourage  the  farmers  to  send  farm  products 
and  specimens  of  forestry. 

The  gentlemen  comprising  the  State  committee  were  the  custo- 
dians of  all  money  raised  from  the  people  and  had  exclusive  control 
of  its  disbursement.  They  went  earnestly  to  work,  and  through 
their  labors  a  considerable  sum  of  money  was  raised  and  expended 
under  their  direction,  for  the  purposes  above  specified,  as  will  be 
seen  by  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  M. 
Ridenour. 

Too  much  praise  can  not  be  awarded  to  this  committee  for  the 
attention  which  they  gave  to  the  work  and  their  earnest  efforts  to 
promote  the  general  interest  of  the  State,  by  securing  for  it  a  cred- 
itable position  beside  the  other  great  commonwealths  of  the  Union 
and  governments  from  other  parts  of  the  world.  From  time  to 
time,  in  addition  to  the  labor  performed  at  home,  they  came  to 
attend  general  meetings  of  the  committee  at  Indianapolis,  at  great 
personal  sacrifice  to  their  own  business,  and  at  much  cost  fjr  rail- 
read  fares  and  hotel  accommodations. 

But,  in  addition  to  all  this,  many  of  them  put  their  hands  into 
their  pockets  for   liberal  contribations  of   money.     Mr.  Ridenour, 


Dr.  Hibbard,  Judge  Garvin  and  Judge  Roache,  each,  made  special 
trips  to  Philadelphia  at  their  own  expense,  in  looking  after  matters 
pertaining  to  the  success  of  the  State  display.  The  only  reward  for 
the  sacrifice  so  e^enerously  made,  by  all  the  gentlemen  composing 
this  committee,  is  the  consciousness  that  they  did  their  whole  duty 
through  the  noble  incentive  of  State  pride. 

Of  the  educational  exhibit,  I  need  only  add  here,  that  it  elicited 
the  marked  attention  of  educators  from  all  parts  of  the  world. 
While  it  stood  second  only  to  Massachusetts  in  some  of  the  higher 
departments  of  art;  it  was,  in  fact,  first  in  merit  as  an  exhibition 
of  what  constitutes  school-work  and  in  showing  what  children  are 
taught  to  do  in  the  free  schools  of  America.  For  the  details  in 
regard  to  their  exhibit  I  must  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction.

A  great  many  of  the  specimens  of  coal  were  in  large  blocks, 
which  represented  the  thickness  of  the  seams,  and  would  weigh 
from  one  to  three  tons  each ;  they  comprised  all  the  varieties  found 
in  the  State,  i.  e.,  caking  coai,  block  coal  and  cannel  coal. 

Specimens  of  building  stone  from  Monroe,  Lawrence  and  Wash- 
ington counties  were  of  very  great  dimensions.  Some,  indeed,  con- 
tained over  one  hundred  cubic  feet.  This  exhibit  of  building  stone 
was  well  calculated  to  show  the  character  of  the  quarries  for  fur- 
nishing blocks  of  large  dimensions,  uniform  in  quality  and  free 
from  imperfections.  These  stones  are  grayish  white,  oolitic  struct- 
ure, soft  when  first  quarried,  but  harden  with  age.  For  dura- 
bility they  are  unsurpassed  by  any  stone  in  the  West,  are  easy  to 
work  under  the  hammer  and  chisel,  and  susceptible  of  a  fine  finish 
and  high  order  of  decoration.  These  qualities,  together  with  the 
admirable  soft  white  tint  which  they  exhibit  in  buildings,  justly  re- 
commend them  to  the  architect  and  mason.  They  were  arranged  on 
one  sids  of  the  walk  leading  from  State  Avenue  up  to  the  Indiana 
State  Building,  and  the  large  blocks  of  coal  were  placed  along  the 
other  side.  This  was  the  only  location  available  for  them,  and 
with  the  exception  that  they  were  exposed  to  the  weather,  no  better 
could  have  been  found.  The  remainder  of  the  exhibit,  with  the 
exception  of  agricultural  products,  were  arranged  in  the  space  al- 
loted  for  the  purpose  by  the  Centennial  Commissioners,  in  the  Min- 
eral Annex  to  the  Main  Building.  This  was  an  unfortunate  loca- 
tion, since  the  Annex  was  so  much  out  of  the  principal  range  of 
sight  seers,  very  few  people  passed  through-  it,  notwithstanding  it 
contained  the  exhibits  from  many  of  the  States,  and  some  of  the 
best  displays  of  minerals  to  be  seen  at  the  Centennial. 

In  order  to  point  out  to  the  public  the  interest  manifested  in  the 
Indiana  building  stone  at  the  Centennial,  I  have  been  informed  by 
Perry  Brothers  and  Matthews  &  Sons,  of  Ellettsville,  that  they 
have  been  in  receipt  of  numerous  letters  from  the  Atlantic  States 
making  inquiries,  with  a  view  to  purchasing  stone  for  that  market. 
While  it  is  true  that,  in  the  Eastern  States,  there  is  an  abundance 
of  granite,  marble  and  sandstone  for  building  purposes,  it  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that  granite  and  marble  are  difficult  to  quarry  and 
dress,  which  renders  it  expensive  and  limits  their  use  to  buildings 
where  the  price  is  not  an  objection. 

The  red  sandstone  which  has  been  in  such  general  use  for  some 
years,  is  not  only  an  expensive  stone,  but  has  likewise  proved  to  be 
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wanting  in  durability.  A  demand  has  therefore  sprung  up  for  stone 
of  large  dimensions,  such  as  may  be  cheaply  worked  into  shapes  and 
decorated,  and  that  are,  at  the  same  time,  durable,  handsome  in 
color  and  moderate  in  cost.  These  requirements  are  fully  met  by  the 
Oolitic  stone  of  Indiana,  as  may  be  seen,  so  far  as  strength  is  con- 
concerned,  from  the  following  table  of  tests  made  by  Mr.  R.  G. 
Hatfield,  architect,  31  Pine  street,  New  York  City,  and  kindly  fur- 
nished to  me  by  Perry  Brothers,  of  Ellettsville,  Indiana : 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  comparative  strength  of  certain 
building  stones  in  common  use,  and  shows  the  superiority  of  the 
Oolitic  limestone,  from  Salem,  Washington  County,  Indiana,  over 
all  other  stones  tested.  The  table  gives  the  weight  in  pounds  re- 
quired to  break  a  bar  of  stone  one  inch  square  and  one  foot  long,  in 
the  clear,  between  the  bearings  :

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Indiana  stone  sur- 
passed all  others  tested,  in  strength.  In  regard  to  its  durability, 
we  can  only  point  to  the  many  elegant  public  and  private  edifices 
which  are  constructed  of  it  that  show  no  evidences  of  decay.     The 
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oldest  structures  made  of  this  oolitic  stone,  of  which  I  have  any 
knowledge,  in  this  State,  are  chimneys,  some  of  which  in,  Monroe 
county,  have  been  standing  for  upwards  of  thirty  years,  and  the 
stone  shows  no  traces  of  decay. 

The  Jennings  and  Decatur  county  stones,  of  Devonian  and  Upper 
Silurian  age,  are  hard,  fine  grained  and  compact.  The  strata  are 
seldom  over  two  and  a  half  feet  thick,  but  it  is  remarkably  durable. 
It  is  extensively  used  for  foundations  to  houses  and  bridge  piers. 
The  piers  in  the  railroad  bridges  across  the  Ohio  river  at  Cincinnati 
are  built  of  blue  stone  from  Jennings  county,  Indiana.  The 
Greensburg  Stone  Company,  at  Greensburg,  Decatur  county,  have 
exposed  in  their  quarry  eight  layers  that  are  quarried  for  archi- 
tectural purposes  and  for  flagging.  Descending  from  the  top  the 
layers  are  respectively  :  11  inches,  4  inches,  6  inches,  7  inches,  5 
inches,  21  inches,  6  inches  and  14  inches  thick.  The  color  is  light 
bluish  gray.  The  flags  may  be  got  out  in  as  large  sizes  as  it  is  pos- 
sible to  move  from  the  quarry,  or  transport  on  the  cars.  The  spec- 
imen sent  to  the  Exhibition  by  this  company  is  11x23  feet  area  and 
6  inches  thick.  Could  it  have  been  transported  a  specimen  might 
just  as  readily  been  furnished  from  the  same  stratum  50  feet  square 
without  a  seam  and  so  evenly  bedded  as  not  to  vary  an  inch  in 
thickness  from  one  end  to  the  other.  The  durability  of  this  stone 
has  been  tested  in  Indianapolis,  where  pavements  have  been  laid 
with  it  that  have  been  in  use  for  many  years  without  showing  any 
traces  of  decay.  Indeed,  I  know  of  no  stone  in  the  United  States 
so  admirably  adapted  for  broad  pavements  as  the  Greensburg 
flagging,  since  they  may  be  had  in  sizes  that  will  reach  from  side  to 
side  of  the  walk,  however  wide,  without  the  necessity  of  splicing. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  state  has  not  furnished  the  Geological 
Department  with  the  necessary  apparatus  to  test  the  strength  of 
stone,  since  the  quarrying  of  building  stone  is  only  second  in  com- 
mercial importance  to  that  of  mining  coal. 

In  my  next  geological  report  I  hope  to  be  able  to  give  a  concise 
account  of  every  important  quarry  of  stone  in  the  State,  accom- 
panied by  an  analysis  of  each  kind,  and  all  other  possible  informa- 
tion that  will  lead  to  a  prope''  understanding  and  accurate  estimate 
of  the  value  for  building  purposes. 

The  exhibition,  in  the  Annex,  from  Indiana,  contained  several 
tons  of  Indianaite,  a  white  porcebJn  clay  from  Lawrence  county, 
taken  from  mines  worked  by  Dr.  C.  D.  Pearson  and  Dr.  Joseph 
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Gardner.  This  clay,  as  shown  by  the  following  analysis,  is  one  of 
the  very  best  materials  in  the  known  world  for  the  manufacture  of 
white  ironstone,  granite  and  porcelain  ware :

In  connection  with  this  clay  there  was  exhibited  in  the  American 
Potters'  Association  Department  of  the  Main  Building,  specimens 
of  ware  made  from  it,  that  in  color,  strength  and  fine  texture,  and 
homogeneous  character  of  the  body,  was  unsurpassed  by  any  ware 
on  exhibition.  It  is  remarkable  for  plasticity  and  infusability. 
When  compared  by  the  side  of  porcelain  clays  from  Cornwall,  Eng- 
land ;  Limoges,  France ;  China  and  Japan,  or  the  clays  from  New 
Jersey,  Delaware,  Pennsylvania  (Chester  county,)  and  other  Ameri- 
can clays,  its  superior  whiteness  is  at  once  recognized.  The  above 
analysis  is  made  of  the  white  clay  just  as  it  comes  from  the  mine, 
without  being  previously  washed  or  otherwise  prepared,  while  the 
best  quality  of  Keolin  from  Woodbridge,  New  Jersey,  after  being 
ground  and  washed,  to  free  it  from  impurities,  contains :

English  clay,  after  being  cleaned  by  washing,  gives  about  the 
same  amount  of  silica  and  alumina,  but  has  from  one  to  two  per 
cent,  of  sesqui-oxide  of  iron. 

The  Indianaite,  so  far  as  tests  have  been  .made,  will  sustain  any 
amount  of  heat  that  can  be  given  to  it  in  a  furnace  without  fusing, 
and  I  have  seen  cups  made  of  it  not  much  thicker  than  an  egg  shell, 
which  under  the  greatest  furnace  heat  have  remained  perfect  in 
shape,  and,  although  the  body  and  glaze  were  of  the  composition 
of  ordinary  ironstone  china,  they  are  semi-translucent. 
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The  Indianaite  is  not  confined  to  Lawrence  county,  though  here  it 
is,  at  present,  found  in  greatest  force  and  the  quality  has  been  fairly 
proved.  It  has  been  traced  by  the  survey,  from  surface  crops, 
over  portions  of  Martin,  Owen  and  Montgomery  counties. 

Besides  the  porcelain  clay  we  have  a  most  excellent  quality  of 
fire  clay,  suitable  for  the  manufacture  of  terra  cotta  ware,  floor  and 
mural  tiles  and  earthen  stoneware.  The  most  noted  localities  for 
this  clay  are  Martz  and  Clay  Coal  Co.'s  mines  in  Clay  county.  The 
clay  from  the  latter  locality  is  used  by  the  Terra  Cotta  Works  of 
Chicago  for  the  manufacture  of  all  kinds  of  terra  cotta  goods.  The 
manufactory  of  this  company  was  visited  by  Mr.  Doulton,  of  the 
firm  of  Doulton  &  Co.,  Lambeth,  London,  who  is  connected  with 
one  of  the  largest  terra  cotta  works  in  England,  and  whose 
immense  display  at  the  Centennial  was  much  admired  for  artistic 
"designs,  color  and  sharp  finish,  informs  me  that,  having  examined 
the  ware  made  of  it,  he  considers  the  Indiana  clay  admirably  suited 
for  this  class  of  pottery. 

When  we  consider  the  favorable  reports  received  on  all  hands 
from  potters  who  have  used  the  Indiana  clays,  and  the  demands  for 
ceramic  goods,  which  are  far  in  excess  of  the  powers  of  the  present 
American  potteries  to  meet,  and  the  large  amount  annually  imported, 
it  is  strange  indeed  if  capital  can  not  be  induced  to  look  to  the 
many  advantages  which  our  State  aifords  for  the  establishment  of 
potteries  for  china  ware  of  all  grades,  from  C.  C.  or  cream  colored 
ware  to  the  very  finest  quality  of  porcelain.  I  have  not  at  hand 
the  figures  (o  show  the  value  of  crockery  imported  during  the  past 
year,  though  it  was  in  excess  of  that  given  for  1873,  which 
amounted  to  near  five  million  dollars. 

The  American  exhibit  of  pottery  and  clays  at  the  Centennial  fully 
demonstrates  this  important  fact,  that  in  raw  materials — clay,  quartz 
and  feldspar — no  country  in  the  world  can  excel  us ;  and  in  the  kind 
of  goods  which  our  manufacturers  have  aspired  to  make,  viz :  iron- 
stone, granite  and  C.  C.  ware,  the  American  exhibit  was  not 
excelled,  if  equaled,  by  any  of  the  foreign  exhibits.  Its  excellence 
consists  in  purity  of  color,  homogeneous  fine  grained  body,  and 
strength. 

Foreign  manufacturers  of  well  known  celebrity  assured  me  that 
they  were  astonished  at  the  progress  made  by  the  American  potters, 
and  that,  judging  from  the  excellence  and  abundance  of  porcelain 
clays,  which  may  be  had  at  less  cost  than  that  which  is  supplied  to 
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European  potteries,  America  must  surely  in  a  few  more  years  be 
able  to  declare  itself  independent  of  the  rest  of  the  world  for  its 
supply  of  ceramics. 

Another  very  important  matter  brought  to  the  notice  of  visitors 
from  abroad,  was  the  quantity  and  excellent  quality  of  our  sand  for 
the  manufacture  of  plate  glass.  This  branch  of  industry  is  a  new 
one  for  us,  and  we  may  justly  look  upon  Mr.  VV.  C.  DePauw  as  the 
first  person  to  persevere  and  place  the  manufacture  of  plate-glass 
upon  a  permanent  basis  in  America.  The  "Star  Glass  Works"  of 
New  Albany,  Ind.,  of  which  he  is  president,  are  now  manufacturing 
about  1,000  square  feet  a  day  of  polished  plate-glass.  These  works 
had  prepared,  for  the  State  exhibit  at  the  Centennial,  two  plates, 
8  by  18  feet,  which  were  unfortunately  broken  while  placing  them 
•  in  the  cars  for  shipment. 

Plate-glass  works  have  subsequently  been  established  at  Louis- 
ville, Kentucky,  and  near  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  August  Gobert 
Fils,  Hon.  Engineer  of  Mines  of  Belgium,  and  member  of  the 
Board  of  Judges  of  Centennial  Exhibition,  made  a  careful  examin- 
ation of  the  condition  of  the  plate-glass  manufactories  in  this 
country  and  came  to  this  conclusion :  that  we  have  an  abundance 
of  excellent  sand  and  can  make  plate  glass  equal  in  every  respect  to 
that  made  in  Europe.  The  only  additional  cost  is  that  which  may 
arise  from  a  difference  in  the  cost  of  labor  between  this  country  and 
Europe.  The  sand  and  soda  will  be  about  the  same  in  either 
country  while  the  cost  of  living  will  be  less  in  America. 

The  United  States  are  among  the  largest  consumers  of  plate 
glass  in  the  world.  The  average  annual  importation  for  the  past 
three  years,  is  5,105,391  square  feet.  The  utmost  capacity  of  the 
present  manufactories,  now  in  operation  in  America,  Mr.  Gobert 
says,  can  not  exceed  600,000  square  feet  per  annum,  leaving  more 
than  4,000,000  square  feet  to  be  obtained  from  European  manufac- 
tories. I  mention  these  facts  obtained  from  Mr.  Gobert,  who  is 
eminently  qualified  to  judge,  in  order  to  disabuse  the  minds  of  those 
who  fancy  that  the  only  good  glass  is  that  made  in  Europe. 

Ieon  Ore  : — While  Indiana  is  not  so  rich  in  grand  deposits  of 
iron  ore  as  some  of  her  sister  States,  yet  her  resources  in  this 
respect  are  better  than  one  might  suppose  who  had  not  fully  looked 
into  the  matter,  but  simply  made  up  his  mind,  from  the  fact,  that 
our  furnaces,  with  one  exception,  are,  when  in  blast,  using  Iron 
Mountain  or  Lake  Superior  ores.  The  hydrated  brown  oxide  ores 
of  Lawrence  and  Martin  counties,  are  not  only  rich  in  iron,  but 
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they  contain  from  three  to  four  per  cent,  of  manganese,  a  mere  trace 
of  sulphur  and  only  .019  per  cent,  of  phosphorus. 

Mr.  Julian  Deby,  a  distinguished  mining  engineer  and  Com- 
missioner to  the  Centennial  from  Belgium,  assured  me  that  in 
Belgium  they  were  making  Bessemer  steel  from  ores  that  con- 
tain as  little  as  three  per  cent,  of  manganese,  by  running  the  melted 
metal  direct  from  the  blast  furnace  into  the  converters  and  without 
the  use  of  additional  manganese  in  the  form  of  spiegeleisen.  He  was 
much  pleased  with  the  appearance  of  the  Indiana  ore  and  was  con- 
fident that  it  might  be  converted  into  Bessemer  steel  in  the  above 
manner.  The  advantage  gained  by  having  an  ore  sufficiently 
charged  with  manganese  to  dispense  with  spiegeleisen,  or  ferro- 
manganese,  is  readily  understood  by  iron  masters,  since  it  will  mate- 
rially lessen  the  cost  of  producing  steel. 

The  Clarke,  Scott  and  Floyd  counties  earthy  carbonate  or  banded 
ironstone  does  not  contain  nearly  so  large  a  per  cent,  of  iron  as  the 
ores  mentioned  above,  but  they  are  richer  in  manganese  and  will,. 
I  am  sure,  at  some  time  in  the  near  future  fill  an  important  place  in 
the  metallurgical  industries  of  the  State.  The  pig  iron  on  exhibi- 
tion was  from  the  Brazil  furnace  of  Yandes,  Root  &  Garlic.  It 
comprised  No.  1  gray  foundry  and  No.  1  mill  iron.  The  former  is 
a  soft  crystaline  iron,  rich  in  carbon  and  comparatively  free  from 
sulphur  and  phosphorus ;  by  analysis  it  gave  : 

Carbon 3.000 

Graphitic  carbon 0.900 

Silicon 2.670 

Sulphur 0.043 

Phosphorus 0.041 

Iron,  by  difference 93.346 

From  the  above  analysis  it  is  evident  that  this  iron  is  well  suited 
to  make  steel  by  the  Bessemer  or  Martin-Siemens  processes.  In 
fact,  the  Brazil  Furnace  Company  is  supplying  the  Joliet  (Illinois), 
Bessemer  Works  with  pig  iron. 

The  Indianapolis  RolliagMill  Company,  The  Capital  City  Rolling 
Mill  Company,  Indianapolis,  and  The  Ohio  Falls  Rolling  Mill 
Company  of  New  Albany,  all  sent  excellent  specimens  of  railroad 
rails  and  merchant  bar  iron. 

The  Indianapolis  Malleable  Iron  Works  furnished  a  complete 
suite  of  the  various  articles  which  they  manufacture  of  malleable 
iron,  so  excellent  in  quality  as  to  receive  a  premium  from  the  judges^ 
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It  will  not  do  to  omit  mentioning  the  large  exhibit  of  Orange 
county  oil  stones  made  by  T.  N.  Braxton,  of  Paoli.  It  contained 
large  blocks  of  crude  stone,  just  as  it  came  from  the  quarry,  large 
and  small  blocks  that  were  dressed  on  one  or  more  sides,  and  a 
large  polished  slab,  three  feet  wide  and  eight  feet  long,  lettered  and 
designed  as  a  county  advertising  panel  for  the  State  building.  The 
grits  ranged  from  the  coarsest  grindstone  and  whetstone  to  the  finest 
oilstone  grit.  The  Orange  county  grits  are  generally  known  in  the 
market  as  "  Hindostan  stone,"  and  under  this  name  have  a  world- 
wide reputation. 

The  exhibit  of  caustic  lime  from  Huntington  was  put  up  by 
Hawley  Brothers. 

The  hydraulic  cemrnt  was  from  the  geological  collection,  and  had 
been  on  hand  too  long  to  give  the  best  results  when  subjected  to  a 
test  for  strength,  but  nevertheless  in  the  latter  respeut  it  stands 
equal  to  any  of  the  American  cements  made  from  stone.  For 
it  must  be  remembered  that  the  best  cements,  such  as  Portland, 
Roman  and  Bologna,  are  artificial  compositions  and  belong  to 
a  class  distinct  from  those  cements  made  wholly  of  one  kind 
of  stone,  as  the  New  York,  Ohio  and  Indiana  cements. 

In  the  display  of  grains,  our  exhibit  fell  far  short  of  doing  jus- 
tice to  the  excellence  of  our  soil  and  admirable  adaptation  of  this 
temperate  climate  for  the  growing  of  cereals,  grass  and  leguminous 
and  root  plants.  This  was  in  a  measure  due  to  the  damage  which  a 
large  portion  of  the  crop  of  1875  sustained  from  successive  rain- 
falls, which  commenced  at  wheat  harvest  and  continued  through  the 
season  when  dry  weather  was  required  for  its  proper  preservation- 
The  grain,  therefore,  not  being  equal  in  quality  to  the  average  crop 
of  the  State,  farmers  were  reluctant  to  place  it  by  the  side  of  grains 
from  other  states  which  had  been  exempt  from  similar  casualties. 
However,  such  as  it  was,  we  managed  to  fill  three  hundred  and 
forty-five  half-gallon  globes  with  wheat,  corn,  oats,  barley  and  rye, 
and  a  few  quart  globes  with  clover  seed,  grass  seed,  peas,  beans,  etc. 
Besides  this  there  were  about  thirty-five  lots  of  corn  on  the  ear,  a 
few  sheafs  of  corn,  wheat,  barley,  rye  and  oats,  and  a  bale  of  excel- 
enthay  from  Mr.  W".  H.  Smith,  of  Switzerland  county. 

Forestry  was  well  represented  by  sections  of  all  the  timber  trees 
common  to  the  northern,  middle,  and  southern  parts  of  the  State,  as 
well  as  other  varieties  which  served  to  complete  its  silva.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  natural  wood,  there  were  samples  fashioned  into  hubs, 
Cen.  Com.— 2 
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spokes,  ax  and  hammer  handles,  cradle  fingers,  scythe  handles,  plow 
handles,  and  a  variety  of  other  useful  articles. 

Nor  must  I  forget,  in  this  place,  to  mention  the  obligations  due 
to  the  Wooten  Desk  Company,  of  Indianapolis,  for  the  loan  of  one 
of  their  admirable  desks,  which  was  placed  in  the  office  at  the  State 
Building ;  also,  to  Benham  &  Co.,  of  Indianapolis,  for  a  beautiful 
and  exquisitely  toned  parlor  organ  of  their  own  make,  which  was 
placed  in  the  ladies'  parlor  at  the  State  Building. 

To  Jacob  Cox,  of  Indianapolis,  for  the  loan  of  one  of  his  exquis- 
ite landscape  paintings,  a  "  Scene  in  Nevada,"  which,  as  a  specimen 
of  art,  speaks  well  for  his  taste  and  skill.  It  was  not  sent  for  com- 
petition, or,  I  am  sure,  it  would  have  held  a  place  in  public  favor 
not  inferior  to  many  of  the  landscapes  from  notable  foreign  artists. 

We  were  also  under  obligations  to  Lancaster,  Thompson  &  Co., 
Richmond,  Indiana,  for  a  pulpit,  pew,  and  settee  of  their  make, 
which  was  placed  in  the  reception  room  at  the  State  Building.  The 
pulpit  was  used  as  a  support  for  the  register. 

We  were  also  under  obligations  to  the  Indianapolis  Journal  Co. 
for  the  gift  of  a  large  register  of  many  hundred  pages  and  bound 
with  calf  in  the  highest  style  of  art. 

There  was  a  large  and  creditable  pomological  display  in  Septem- 
ber, made  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Horticultural  Society,  and 
under  the  immediate  management  of  Allen  Furnas,  M.  D.,  of 
Danville,  and  Sylvester  Johnson,  of  Irvington,  gentlemen  well 
known  for  the  active  part  which  they  have  always  taken  in  every 
enterprise,  calculated  to  advance  the  pomological  interests  of  the 
State.  An  account  of  the  exhibit  will  be  published  in  the  forth- 
coming Indiana  Horticultural  Report.  I  may  add,  however,  that 
Mr.  Johnson  received  an  award  on  his  Bartlett  pears. 

It  will  not  be  possible  at  this  time  to  mention  the  names  of  every 
individual  who  contributed  in  one  way  or  another  to  promote  the 
success  of  the  State  exhibit  at  the  Centennial,  but  this  omission  will 
in  part  be  compensated  for  in  the  report  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Ridenour,  the 
treasurer  of  the  Centennial  Finance  Committee,  which  shows  the 
amount  of  money  contributed  and  the  disposition  made  of  it  by 
the  Committee. 

In  carrying  out  the  implied  object  of  the  Legislature  by  the 
expenditure  of  the  five  thousand  dollars  which  they  placed  under 
the  control  of  the  Governor  and  State  Geologist,  I  have  been 
materially  aided  by  the  counsel  and  advice  of  his  Excellency, 
T.  A.  Hendricks,  who  has  from  the  start  taken  a  warm  interest  in 
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the  Centennial  celebration  of  the  nation's  birth-day,  and  manifested 
a  deep  desire  that  Indiana  shouhl  make  a  creditable  showing  with 
her  sister  States,  in  all  that  pertains  to  her  natural  resources. 

I  am  also  under  obligations  to  my  colleagues  of  the  State  Board 
of  Managers  for  their  valuable  counsel  and  advice  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  State  business,  which  became  unavoidably  complicated 
by  the  patriotic  and  praiseworthy  eiForts  of  the  people  to  supply  a 
special  fund  to  build  a  State  building  for  the  Indiana  head-quarters  ; 
in  supplying  means  in  aid  of  the  educational  exhibit ;  and  giving  aid 
to  the  women  who  had  in  charge  the  exhibit  of  women's  work. 

The  admirable  success  which  attended  the  educational  exhibit 
may  justly  be  looked  upon  as  one  of  the  grandest  triumphs  of  the 
State.  I  wish  to  have  it  understood  that  the  credit  due  for  this 
praiseworthy  exhibit  of  the  school  work  of  Indiana  is  solely  due  to 
Prof.  Smart  and  his  able  assistants  in  the  cause  of  education. 

The  women's  work  was  displayed  under  the  direction  and  man- 
agement of  Mrs.  W.  O.  Rockwood,  of  Indianapolis.  All  was  done 
that  could  be  done  in  this  department,  and,  though  limited  in  ob- 
jects, it  was  not  for  want  of  efforts  on  the  part  of  Mrs.  Rockwood 
and  other  ladies  of  the  Committed,  who  gave  to  the  enterprise  a 
great  amount  of  valuable  time. 

The  erection  of  the  State  Building  was  placed  in  charge  of  a 
committee  appointed  by  the  Centennial  Finance  Committee,  com- 
posed of  the  following  gentlemen  : 

J.  M.  Ridenour,  Indianapolis. 
Dr.  H.  R.  Allen,  Inianapolis. 
D.  J.  F.  Hibbard,  Richmond. 

These  gentlemen  had  an  arduous  task  to  perform.  One  that  not 
only  demanded  a  large  amount  of  personal  attention,  but  involved 
them  in  the  expenditure  of  no  inconsiderable  sums  of  money  from 
their  personal  funds. 

After  the  completion  of  the  building,  and  the  needs  of  the  Edu- 
cational Department  had  been  satisfied,  it  was  ascertained  that  the 
Committee  would  fall  short  of  paying  off  the  indebtedness  accrued 
on  the  State  building  fifteen  hundred  and  sixty-four  dollars  and 
twenty-five  cents.  In  order  to  meet  this  debt,  after  due  delibera- 
tion, it  was  thought  best  to  ask  a  few  individuals  to  advance  the 
necessary  sum  and  call  upon  the  Legislature  to  reimburse  them, 
should  there  be  a  deficit  after  selling  the  State  building  and  other

available  property  at  the  close  of  the  exhibition.  With  the  consent 
of  the  Governor,  and  the  sanction  of  the  State  Board  of  Managers, 
I  gave  a  warrant  on  the  State  Auditor  for  five  hundred  dollars,  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  State  appropriation.  H.  R.  Allen,  M.  D.,  paid 
one  hundred  dollars ;  J.  F.  Hihbard,  M.  D.,  Judge  A.  L.  Roache, 
Judge  Thomas  E.  Garvin,  E.  T.  Cox,  J.  M.  Ridenour,  B.  C.  Shaw 
and  Judge  J.  C.  Denny,  collectively,  paid  one  thousand  dollars. 

In  this  way  the  necessary  fund  was  raised  to  liquidate  the  indebt- 
ness  and  shifted  it  upon  the  above  citizens  of  the  State ;  so  that  the 
account  now  stands:

Which  leaves  a  balance  of  $500.00  due  on  the  settlement  of  the 
building  debt.  Besides  this  sum  the  committee  had  to  expend 
$130."78  for  sundry  purposes,  as  shown  by  the  Treasurer's  report, 
that  will  make  a  total  of  $630.78  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  refunded 
by  the  Legislature. 

There  is  in  this  connection,  another  matter  which  I  should 
mention,  that  is,  the  management  of  the  State  building.  There 
being  no  money  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  for  defraying  the 
expenses  of  any  one  to  take  care  of  the  State  building,  attend  to 
mail  matters,  and  various  other  duties,  essential  to  make  the  build- 
ing a  home  and  comfortable  resting  place  for  visitors,  an  arrange- 
ment was  effected  with  Mr.  Charles  W.  Greene,  of  Indianapolis, 
who,  for  the  privilege  granted  him  to  open  an  office  in  the 
building  for  a  boarding  .house  agency,  agreed  to  perform  these 
duties  without  charge.  The  object  of  his  agency  being  to 
furnish  information  to  all  who  might  require  to  know  of 
places  where  board  and  lodging  might  be  had  in  Philadel- 
phia, charging  a  fee  of  one  dollar  for  each  person  supplied. 
Mr.  Greene  being  generally  known  over  the  State,  he  thought  that 
he  would  be  able  to  render  an  important  service  to  the  public,  by 
his  agency,  and  at  the  same  time  relieve  the  Committee  from  any 
futher  necessity  to  furnish  money  from  their  own  private  funds  to 
have  the  building  taken  care  of. 
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The  following  extract  is  taken  from  a  report  made  by  Mr.  Greene 
to  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Finance  Committee,  on  the  27th  of 
November,  ult.,  and  explains  the  results  of  his  labors : 

"  The  deficiency  in  money  which  existed  at  the  opening,  and  has  continued,  has 
very  greatly  limited  my  capacity  to  perform  the  duties  incident  to  my  position  as 
Superintendent  of  the  building  in  such  manner  as  my  better  judgment  prompted. 
At  the  beginning  I  was  quite  sanguine  of  such  moderate  success  in  the  busineps 
upon  which  I  was  relying  for  an  income  as  would  enable  me  to  give  a  share  of  my 
time  to  the  State  without  compensation.  And  when  the  inadequacy  of  the  State 
fund  became  apparent  I  volunteered  to  do  all  in  my  power  to  promote  the  interests 
of  the  State,  and  to  incidentally  use  such  labor  as  I  had  employed  in  the  care  and 
attendance  upon  the  building.  Experience  soon  proved  that  the  State  service 
monopolized  nearly  all  of  my  time  as  well  as  that  of  my  employes;  and,  further, 
that  the  location  of  the  building  was  too  remote  from  the  entrance  to  permit  success 
in  the  business  I  was  engaged  in.  Relief  appeared  impracticable,  and  though 
under  constant  pressure  of  financial  embarrassments,  by  the  preparation  of  a  State 
memorial  and  diligent  effort  in  selling  it,  and  by  availing  of  such  accommodations 
as  were  extended  by  creditors,  I  have  succeeded  in  caring  for  and  keeping  the  build- 
ing open  to  the  closing  day.  As  per  the  accompanying  detailed  exhibit  it  will  be 
seen  that  my  cash  expenditures  for  labor,  which  was  wholly  employed  in  the  State 
service,  although  nominally  engaged  for  another  purpose,  amounted  to  $805  ;  inci- 
dental expenses  to  $106.25;  total,  $911.30.  Another  exhibit  shows  the  receipts  from 
contributions  sent  in  with  photographs  to  be  $183,  and  the  expenditure  for  mounting 
the  same  and  for  furniture,  etc,  amounted  to  $202.15,  or  a  deficiency  in  receipts  of 
$19  15.  Add  to  previous  amount,  and  it  gives  a  total  cash  expenditure  of  $930.45. 
I  have  received  from  Professor  Cox,  $50  ;  net  from  the  sales  of  memorials,  $230; 
from  Professor  Smart,  $100 ;  total,  $380.  There  has  been  therefore,  an  excess  of 
expenditure  amounting  to  $550.45.  The  above  statement  includes  no  compensation 
for  my  individual  service,  which  has  been  continuous  and  exacting,  nor  for  my 
children,  both  of  whom  have  been  in  constant  attendance  at  the  building  during  the 
past  three  months.  My  individual  and  family  expenses  have  exceeded  $1,000, 
while  the  gross  receipts  from  my  business  exceed  the  expenditure  for  advertising 
and  postage  alone  less  than  a  $150.  The  season's  work  has,  then,  actually  cost  me 
over  $1,400  beyond  my  receipts,  and  the  misfortune  is  augmented,  as  it  involves  me 
in  a  debt  of  nearly  $1,000,  of  which  about  $700  is  owing  at  Philadelphia  to  parties 
who  kindly  extended  accommodation  to  me.  Of  this  debt  over  $250  is  past  due ; 
$200  will  be  due  at  bank  on  Saturday  next,  and  the  balance  on  February  1.  My 
service  has  been  rendered  conscientiously  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  State. 
While  I  may  have  no  claim  that  can  be  considered  strictly  legal,  it  is  yet  a  very 
serious  matter  to  me  that  I  should  be  so  embarrassed  in  such  behalf.  I  am  aware 
that  your  committee  have  expended  all  funds  at  your  command,  but  I  trust  that 
some  method  may  be  devised  to  assist  me  in  meeting  my  obligations.  The  people 
of  the  State  will  certainly  not  permit  me  to  sustain  so  great  a  loss  when  I  was  earn- 
estly engaged  in  promoting  their  interests  and  contributing  to  the  convenience  of  all 
who  visited  the  building,  both  from  this  and  from  other  States.

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While  the  Committee  feel  themselves  under  no  legal  obligations 
to  Mr.  Greene,  I  am  satisfied  that  his  services  were  of  great  value 
to  the  State,  and  that  the  statement  of  loss  set  forth  in  his  report  is 
substantially  correct,  and  believe  that  it  would  be  doing  but  simple 
justice  for  the  Legislature  to  reimburse  him. 

The  subjoined  statement,  accompanied  by  abstracts  and  vouchers, 
shows  the  amount  of  money  appropriated  by  the  State,  and  how  it 
was  expended :

REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana ; 

In  obedience  to  your  appointment  as  Special  Commissioner 
of  Insurance,  September,  1875,  and  again  in  September,  1876,  I 
attended  the  National  Convention  of  Insurance  Commissioners  in 
September  of  each  year.  The  Convention  of  1875  was  held  in  New 
York  City ;  that  of  1876  was  held  in  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania. 
About  one-half  of  the  States  were  represented  in  each  convention. 

In  every  State  there  has  been  more  or  less  special  legislation  as  to 
the  subject  of  insurance,  and  every  State  has  an  officer  charged  with 
certain  duties  touching  this  interest.  In  sixteen  of  the  States  there 
is  an  especial  bureau  with  an  officer  whose  sole  duty  it  is  to  see  that 
the  requirements  of  this  law  are  met.  A  National  Convention  of 
the  heads  of  these  departments  was  originated  four  years  ago.  The 
principal  purpose  of  the  convention  was  for  consultation,  in  the 
hope  of  something  like  uniformity  in  the  insurance  laws,  and  that 
the  Commissioners  might  themselves  unite  in  one  line  of  action — so 
far  as  that  might  be  desirable.  They  have,  from  the  first  year  of 
their  meeting,  had  under  consideration  an  insurance  statute,  which, 
when  completed,  should  be  submitted,  with  their  recommendation, 
to  the  Legislature  of  each  State.  This  law  was  never  completed, 
though  it  was  so  nearly  completed  that  the  Committee  on  Legisla- 
tion at  the  session  of  1875,  submitted  it.  I  was  assigned  to  that 
committee,  and  have  carefully  considered  the  proposed  law.  I 
•append  this  proposed  law  to  my  report  without  printing  it,  and 
without  making  any  recommendation  concerning  it.  It  will  be 
valuable  for  the  use  of  the  Legislative  Committee  charged  with  this 
subject.     It  is  better  than  any  proposed  law  that  has  been  submitted 


•to  me.  The  law,  as  proposed,  is  very  largely  the  work  of  Gen. 
Gustavus  W.  Smith,  at  the  time  Commissioner  of  Insurance  for 
Kentucky,  a  capable,  careful,  studious  man.  If  any  law  of  this  kind 
be  considered  necessary  this  will  be  found  to  be  a  careful  presenta- 
tion of  the  points  to  be  determined.  It  is  manifestly  desirable  that 
legislation  of  all  the  States  should  have  as  nearly  uniform  laws  on  this 
subject  as  may  be.  If  each  State  has  a  department  of  Insurance  with 
different  requirements  upon  insurance  companies,  it  would  be  to 
these  companies  a  great  and  almost  intolerable  annoyance,  and  an 
unnecessary  and  profitless  burden  on  them.  If  the  head  of  each 
department  must  personally  inspect  and  verify  the  account  of  each 
company,  and  each  officer  has  different  requirements  and  a  different 
method,  the  companies  will  have  almost  as  much  labor  in  responding 
to  them  as  in  managing  their  regular  business.  It  would  impose 
unnecessary  expense,  which,  in  the  end,  falls  upon  the  policy-hold- 
ers. Unequal  imposition  of  taxes  and  fees  is  unjust  and  impolitic^ 
and  this  can  only  be  prevented  by  concerted  legislation.  Of  the 
desirability  of  uniformity  there  has  been  but  one  opinion  among 
those  who  have  given  attention  to  the  subject. 

Indiana  has  legislation  upon  insurance  unlike  that  of  any  other 
State.  I  could  not,  therefore,  be  of  such  service  in  minute  detail 
to  the  interests  of  this  State  as  other  members  were  to  their  States. 
For  this,  I  determined  to  preseat  some  of  the  features  of  life  insur- 
ance, which  a  study  of  the  subject  for  years  (especially  as  it  has  ap- 
peared in  our  courts,)  has  impressed  upon  me.  I  transmit,  without 
printing,  a  copy  of  the  address  I  made  on  this  subject.  The  press 
of  the  country  very  generally  took  notice  of  the  Convention,  and 
particularly  of  this  address,  and  with  very  few  exceptions  entirely 
agreed  wnth  me.  The  insurance  press — representing  the  companies 
■^responded  with  heat  and  acerbity ;  but  no  one  of  them  ever  at- 
tempted any  systematic  answer  to  what  was  said.  The  unwillingness 
of  the  Executive  Committee  to  permit  a  discussion  of  the  topics  sug- 
gested, in  the  face  of  a  powerful  lobby  of  insurance  officials,  after- 
having  given  the  floor  to  one  not  a  member,  who  made  an  irrele- 
vant answer,  offensively "  perversive  and  personal,  did  not  impress 
"with  the  fairness  or  independence  of  the  Commissioners.  A  reply 
to  the  answer  was  not  permitted.  The  curious  anomalies  of  the  life 
insurance  contract,  from  first  to  last,  as  it  was  practiced  for  many 
years,  is  a  theme  of  growing  proportions.  The  policy  was  worded 
with  uncertainty  as  to  the  rights  of  the  holder  of  it,  without  a  par- 
allel ;  it  was  presented  and  urged  with  an  irresponsibie  recklessness  of 


promise,  without  similar  instance.  The  course  of  the  policy,  from 
first  mention  of  it  by  the  solicitor  to  the  day  it  matures— if  it  has 
not  previously  lapsed — is,  to  the  policy-holder,  a  sealed  mystery. 
The  enormous  number  of  lapsed  policies  is  only  too  convincing 
proof  that  there  has  been,  for  years,  a  deep  and  increasing  dissatis- 
faction with  life  insurance. 

The  intention  of  the  effort  I  made  was  to  put  in  strong  light 
some  of  these  errors  in  life  insurance,  in  the  hope  that  such  attention 
would  be  attracted  to  them  that  they  would  be  corrected.  I  have 
reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  result  in  this  regard. 

The  meeting  at  Harrisburg  this  year  was  attended  by  about  the 
same  number  of  officials  as  met  in  New  York.  This  Convention  more 
clearly  demonstrated  the  value  of  such  conferences.  An  interchange 
of  views  upon  the  duties  -of  the  office,  as  experience  taught  them, 
could  not  but  be  valuable.  The  Convention  had  the  pleasure  of 
meeting  and  hearing  the  Hon.  Cornelius  Walford,  of  England,  who 
is  recognized  as  the  best  informed  man  on  the  science  and  practices 
of  insurance  now  living. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  no  provision  was  made  to  preserve 
a  report  of  the  doings  of  these  Conventions.  As,  under  the  Amer- 
ican system  of  rotation  in  office,  new  men  will,  in  a  short  time,  be 
in  charge  of  all  the  departments;  and  as  they  will,  as  a  rule,  have 
to  be  educated  to  their  duties  after  being  in  office,  a  report  of  what 
those  who  are  now  fairly  informed  do,  would  give  information 
which  can  otherwise  only  be  learned  at  the  expensive  school  of  ex- 
perience— the  policy  holders  having,  in  one  way  or  another,  to  pay 
the  tuition  bills. 

At  this  session  I  presented  my  view  of  State  supervision  of  insur- 
rance  companies.  The  State  has  a  certain  care  over  its  citizens,  and 
a  certain  supervision  of  all  business ;  but  the  theory  of  this  govern- 
ment, as  I  understand  it,  is  nearest  made  practical  when  the  State 
does  no  act  for  the  citizen  which  he  can  do  for  himself,  and  shall 
especially  do  for  the  citizen  no  act  which  he  could  do  for  himself, 
the  doing  of  which  by  the  State  would  tend  to  make  the  citizen  less 
vigilant,  less  self-helpful,  or  more  blindly  dependent  on  the  State. 

The  recent  failure  of  two  large  life  insurance  companies  while 
holding  the  certificates  of  all  the  Commissioners  and  Superintend- 
ents of  Insurance  of  States  where  they  chose  to  do  business,  has 
very  greatly  shaken  confidence  in  all  life  companies.  It  has  equally 
affected  the  estimation  the  public  had  of  State  supervision.  Before 
any  such  effort  is  attempted  in  Indiana,  it  would  be  well  to  carefully 


examine  the  laws  of  other  States,  with  a  view  to  determine  whether 
the  officers  had  not  sufficient  power,  or,  if  having  power,  they  failed 
to  exercise  it.  The  fact  that  failure  of  these  companies  has  been  a 
common  prediction  among  the  experts  for  more  than  a  year  would 
seem  to  prove  that  somewhere — in  the  law  or  its  enforcement — there 
is  necessity  for  a  change  or  reform. 

If  a  Department  of  Insurance  should  be  created  the  officer  in 
charge  should  be  appointed  by  the  Governor.  Such  an  officer  can 
only  serve  the  State  well  when  skilled  in  the  science  of  insurances. 
A  man  fitted  by  character  and  capacity  for  such  a  responsible  place 
would  not  be  likely  to  desire  to  enter  upon  a  scramble  for  it,  as  is 
the  rule  when  an  elective  office  is  to  be  filled.  Such  an  office  should 
be  as  non-partisan  and  non-political  as  a  judicial  office.  The  State, 
as  a  State,  and  the  people  especially  interested  can  not  afford  to 
educate  a  Superintendent  or  Commissioner  of  Insurance.  Some  of 
the  States  have  been  doing  that,  and  as  soon  as  the  experience  was 
had  sufficient  to  make  an -officer  proficient  and  eff'ective,  another 
would  be  put  in  his  place. 

The  work  done  by  the  Commissioners  of  Insurance  in  the  various 
States,  has  been,  as  a  whole,  done  with  singular  faithfulness.  Though 
nearly  all  have  the  same  field  to  work  in — for  the  large  companies 
do  business  in  nearly  all  of  the  States — there  is  a  curious  irregularity 
in  the  value  of  the  reports  for  any  purpose.  There  has  been  an  ef- 
fort with  some  very  competent  commissioners  to  show  a  technical 
knowledge  with  the  mathematics  of  insurance.  This  has  rendered 
them  of  less  value  than  if  directed  more  to  the  average  mind  of 
average  information.  In  fact,  the  reports  are  chiefly  valuable  to 
insurance  men.  They  are  nowhere,  as  a  rule,  consulted  before  in- 
suring, and  they  are  of  small  direct  value  to  the  public  at  large. 
The  chief  service  they  can  do  is  to  show  a  sort  of  moral  force  which 
is  held  to  use  against  a  company  not  meeting  the  requirements. 
The  fear  of  supervision  has  done  more  than  supervision  itself.  The  re- 
ports are  such  laborious  productions  that  they  can  not  be  completed 
until  the  year  for  which  they  are  printed  is  well  advanced.  A  com- 
missioner's report  to  be  valuable  to  the  public,  should  be  free  from 
technical  expression,  should  be  promptly  issued,  and  in  such  shape  that 
the  public  would  readily  comprehend  it  and  rely  upon  it.  For  the 
truth  of  what  is  given,  there  should  be  somewhere  a  responsibility. 

I  transmit,  without  printing,  a  copy  of  the  address  I  made  on 
this  subject.  I  hoped  it  would  bring  out  some  discussion  of  the 
questions,  which  might  be  valuable  in  bringing  to  view  the  best  in- 


surance  law.  But  the  press  at  large  are  so  accustomed  to  regard  in- 
surance, and  especially  life  insurance,  as  "  a  profound  mystery,"  that 
they  will  not  attempt  discussion.  The  insurance  press  on  this  sub- 
ject is  able,  and  has  it  always  under  discussion.  Unfortunately  the 
insurance  press  is  never  seen  by  the  public  most  needing  informa- 
tion ;  and  even  if  seen  and  read,  which  it  has  never  been,  the  fact  that 
this  press  is  entirely  supported  by  insurance  companies,  and  the  fur- 
ther fact  that  insurance  men  themselves  are  constant  in  charges  against 
these  journals,  of  a  blackmailing  habit,  would  render  what  might 
be  said  of  little  moment.  Such  a  jDress  is  greatly  needed,  and  it  is- 
unfortunate  that  it  is  not  in  nearer  relations  with  the  general  public. 
A  suggestion  as  to  this  constant  charge  of  blackmail  may  nat  be 
impertinent.  There  are  two  enemies  of  society — two  guilty  parties 
— in  every  blackmailing  transaction.  The  man  who  pays  is  equally 
culpable  with  the  man  who  exacts  hush  money.  It  is  not  to  the 
credit  of  any  company  that  it  pays  for  praise  or  silence.  It  is  a 
proof  of  incompetency  o.r  guilt  in  some  direction  that  this  should 
be  done.  It  is  little  less  than  proclamation  of  incompetency  or 
guilt  to  pay  and  then  denounce  the  receiver  as  a  blackmailer.  No 
safely  and  honestly  managed  company  can  be  injured  by  anything 
any  paper  can  say  that  precedes  what  it  says  by  any  sort  of  demand. 
If  the  companies  would  meet  and  defy  such  traducers  and  make  a 
manly  fight,  the  evil  would  be  at  an  end,  and  the  honest  and  valua- 
ble members  of  this  greatly  needed  press  would  be  relieved  of  the 
general  suspicion  cast  upon  it.  The  principle  of  the  survival  of 
the  fittest,  the  honestest,  would  leave  insurance  papers  enough  for 
the  demand. 

The  following  prominent  insurance  journals  will  be  left  in  the 
State  Library.  They  were  sent  to  me  during  the  year  1876  for  that 
purpose  :  The  Insurayice  Monitor,  The  Weekly  Mail,  of  New  York  ; 
The  Herald,  The  Investigator,  of  Chicago;  The  Index,  of  Boston; 
The  Insurance  Journal,  of  Hartford ;  The  Enquirer,  of  Baltimore ; 
The  Insurance  World,  of  Pittsburg.  They  will  be  found  valuable 
books  of  reference  on  all  subjects  touching  insurance,  and  especially 
on  this  important  question  of  State  supervision. 

This  might,  perhaps,  properly  close  this  informal  report,  but  it 
may  not  be  amiss  to  add  some  general  suggestions. 

Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  are  recognized  as  necessities  of  civili- 
zation. Without  such  protection  from  fire  and  storm,  business  and 
commerce  would  have  such  hazards  that  there  could  be  no  security 
to  the  business  man  in  his  ventures.     All  property  that  fire  can  de- 
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stroj  or  tlie  sea  swallow  up,  would  be  held  subject  to  the  casnalty  of 
instant  and  remediless  destruction.  Such  uncertainty  would  so  far 
weaken  his  incentive  to  effort,  that  the  progress  of  civilization 
would  be  hindered.  This  proof  of  the  necessity  of  fire  and  marine 
insurance  is  patent,  and  is  an  accepted  result. 

In  a  different  way,  but  for  largely  the  same  reason,  is  life  insur- 
ance necessary  to  the  conditions  of  civilized  life.  The  productive 
period  of  the  life  of  every  honest  man  is  needed — needed  by  the 
community  in  which  he  may  labor,  and  is  especially  needed  by  those 
dependent  on  his  exertion.  If  that  life  is  suddenly  taken  community 
loses,  and  the  dependent  ones  especially  lose.  The  one  has  lost  an 
active  force — the  others  have  lost  an  assistance,  oftentimes  the  sole 
sustenance  in  the  struggle  of  life.  Many  helpless  persons  become  a 
cliarge  upon  the  community  because  of  the  taking  away  of  the  life 
hj  which  they  were  supported.  In  popular  estimation  life  insurance 
is  not  so  necessary  as  fire  and  marine  insurance.  Indeed  it  does  not, 
ill  the  public  mind,  compare  with  such  insurance.  Every  year,  as 
it  Is  better  understood,  and  in  variety  is  more  suited  to  the  wants  of 
every  case,  the  difference  is  lessened.  The  incidents  of  the  life 
insurance  contract  are  so  entirely  peculiar  to  itself  that  the  public 
will  never  esteem  it  rightly  until  it  is  better  understood  and  more 
definite  in  its  terms  than  it  has  been  and  is  at  present.  Men 
instinctively  dislike  contemplation  of  a  contract  in  which  death 
is  a  necessary  incident  to  give  it  value  to  their  estate.  This 
feeling,  which  is  from  thoughtlessness,  ignorance,  and  a  sort  of  self- 
ishness, will  yield  as  better  information  prevails.  It  has  been  the 
rale  that  even  a  large  majority  of  policy  holders  have  the  feeblest 
perception  of  the  life  insurance  contract.  Toward  no  other  contract 
is  the  public  mind  in  such  a  fatuous  maze.  The  mutuality  of  the 
company — the  way  the  company  is  organized  and  managed  and  how 
'fee  officers  are  paid,  the  fact  that  every  policy-holder  is  a  member  of 
tiae  company,  a  sharer  in  every  loss,  benefitted  by  every  evidence  of 
^|ood  management  as  is  a  member  of  a  partnership — none  of  these 
tMngs  are  understood  by  the  policy-holders.  These  things  never 
were  explained  to  them.  Life  insurance  is  to  the  majority  a  specu- 
lation-— it  was  so  presented  to  them — and  having  taken  it  when  over- 
persuaded,  or  over  sanguine  as  to  its  character,  they  grow 
ittdifferent  to  it  and  let  it  lapse.  The  method  and  manner — the  whole 
matter,  indeed — of  dividends  is  confusing.  It  was  one  of  the  induce- 
ments presented — and  this  is  the  bait  to  the  speculative  idea — that 
large  dividends  should  be  paid,  and  from  the  profits  of  the  business. 


They  are  paid  or  not,  as  it  may  happen,  but  they  are  never  paid  out 
of  any  "  profits/'  as  is  supposed.  If  a  man  believes  he  will  get  forty 
or  fifty  per  cent,  profit  from  his  premiums  in  the  hands  of  the  com- 
pany, it  appears  an  excellent  investment.  If  he  was  to  know  that 
the  dividend  is  in  theory,  simply  a  return  to  him  of  so  much  of  his 
premiums  as  the  company  had  not  needed  to  pay  the  death  rate  and 
expense  account, the  "profits"  would  not  be  so  distinct.  This  is  the 
theory  upon  which,  dividends  are  paid.  The  sum  to  be  divided  is  in 
fact  largely  increased  by  forfeitures,  but  this  is  a  confessed  injustice 
which,  in  every  year,  is  being  more,  nearly  righted — either  by  cus- 
tom of  the  companies,  or  by  provision  in  the  policy,  or  by  statutory 
enactment.  This  injustice  of  forfeitures,  giving  one  set  of  policy- 
holders the  unearned  money  of  another  was  one  of  the  chief 
topics  of  discussion  at  the  Harrisburg  Convention  of  Commissioners. 
An  equitable,  non-forfeiture  law  is  the  one  great  requirement  in  life 
insurance  legislation.  A  life  company  should  not  be  permitted  to 
retain  premiums  of  a  policy-holder  without  giving  value  for  it. 

Upon  this  subject  I  take  the  liberty  to  quote  from  a  letter  I 
recently  received  from  one  of  the  most  thoughtful  men  devoted  to 
the  interests  of  life  insurance.  He  holds  such  a  position  as  to  have 
the  fullest  opportunity  to  know  accurately  of  this  matter : 

"As  to  the  amount  paid  for  each  surrender,  every  company  has 
its  own  distinct  rules  and  methods,  and  no  statement  can  be  made 
that  will  apply  to  all.  The  most  prevalent  rules  of  adjustment  in 
case  of  lapse  are  the  following: 

"1.  The  Massachusetts  non-forfeiture  law; — term  insurance  for 
such  term  as  80  per  cent,  of  the  reserve  at  lapse  will  purchase  for  the 
whole  amount  of  the  policy.  This,  on  the  whole,  works  well,  ex- 
cept in  two  points:  1.  It  is  not  adapted  to  endowments,  in  which 
the  reserve  often  pays  insurance  for  many  years  longer  than  the 
possible  life  of  the  insured,  and  is  not  paid  at  the  time  the  original 
contract  matures.  2.  It  tempts  every  man  who  is  growing  old,  or 
is  nearing  death,  to  stop  paying  premiums,  his  policy  being  secure 
without  it. 

"  2.  The  Michigan  non-forfeiture  law,  which  gives  paid-up  insur- 
ance for  80  per  cent,  of  the  reserve  at  the  time  of  lapse.  This  is 
free  from  the  objections  specified,  and  is  as  harmless  a  form  as  such 
a  law  can  take.  Its  chief  difficulty  being  that  incident  to  all  such 
legislation — that  it  lays  down  a  fixed  invariable  rule  for  that  which 
is,  in  its  nature,  incapable  of  being  properly  regulated  in  this  way. 
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"  3.  The  practice  of  several  principal  companies  originated  by  the 
Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  of  this  city,  to  grant  at  surrender 
a -paid- up  policy  for  the  whole  amount  which  the  present  value  (re- 
serve) will  purchase.  If  a  cash  surrender  value  is  insisted  on,  to 
buy  this  paid-up  policy  by  the  following  rule :  The  amount  which 
this  paid-up  policy  would  contribute  to  other  death  claims  than  its 
own,  if  kept  in  force  throughout  the  tabular  life  of  the  insured,  is 
calculated  at  its  present  value  and  deducted  from  the  reserve — 80 
per  cent,  of  the  balance  is  paid.  This  company,  and  some  others, 
did  for  a  year  make  the  experiment  of  paying  out  the  entire  balance, 
but  found  it  worked  injustice  to  the  remaining  policy-holders,  since 
strong  lives  were  steadily  taken  out,  while  all  the  feeble  ones  re- 
mained. You  will  see,  however,  that  the  terms  of  settlement  now 
in  practice  by  these  companies  are  far  more  liberal  to  the  insured 
than  those  of  any  law  that  has  been  enacted  anywhere,  or  than  any 
which  could  be  enacted  without  serious  injustice  to  those  who  keep 
their  contracts.  Other  companies  refuse  to  make  any  rule  for  a  sur- 
render value  in  cash,  holding  that  they  have  sold  insurance  and  do 
not  buy  it,  and  they  regularly  give  paid-up  insurance  in  exchange 
for  any  policy  surrendered.  This  is  the  case  with  all,  or  nearly  all, 
the  Hartford  companies.  When  the  companies  are  pressed  for  cash 
surrender  values  they  sometimes  make  private  and  special  contracts 
for  surrender,  which  are  more  or  less  liberal,  according  to  the  char- 
%  acter  and  standing  of  the  company,  and  the  disposition  of  all  the 
parties.  Your  theory  that  '  the  companies  have  nothing  to  lose  or 
fear  by  the  fullest  showing  up,'  etc.,  is  curiously  illustrated  by  the 
fact  that  while  hitherto  the  leading  companies  have  regarded  the 
threat  of  a  department  investigation  as  a  bugbear  of  pretentious  di- 
mensions, inasmuch  as  it  disturbed  business,  frightened  agents,  an- 
noyed officers,  and  excited  suspicion.  Yet,  since  the  recent  failures, 
the  only  anxiety  is  as  to  which  shall  be  the  first  to  have  a  thorough  ex- 
amination and  be  displayed  before  the  world.  There  is  a  general 
eagerness  to  be  turned  inside  out.  State  supervision  has  indirectly 
caused  much  of  the  evil ;  it  now  has  a  chance  directly  to  remedy 
some  of  it." 

It  may  well  be  doubted  if  a  non-forfeiture  law  should  attempt  to 
secure  anything  but  an  extended  term  of  insurance,  for  the  money 
left  in  the  treasury  of  a  company  when  a  policy-holder  is  unable  or 
unwilling  to  continue  payment  of  premiums.  California  undertook 
to  secure  to  policy-holders  a  return  of  a  share  of  the  reserve  cred- 
ited to  the  policy,  payable  on  demand  in  money.     The  companies 
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left  the  State  in  a  body,  and  do  not  now  do  business  there.  The 
principle,  on  first  statement,  seems  fair  enough  that  a  man  should 
be  allowed  to  cease  paying  when  he  will,  and  receive  a  share  of 
the  reserve  to  his  policy  which  he  has  himself  provided,  and  this 
could  safely  be  done  in  ordinary  times  when  public  confidence 
is  strong  in  life  companies,  and  money  is  not  in  demand.  The 
California  law  gave  80  per  cent,  of  the  reserve.  Many  of  the  com- 
panies voluntarily  give  more  than  this  on  surrender,  but 
they  could  not  feel  safe  if  the  law  required  them  to  do  this.  A 
company  is  required  to  keep  the  premiums  it  receives  well  invested, 
so  as  to  produce  as  much  income  from  interest  as  possible.  The 
funds  are  thus  most  frequently  loaned  on  long  time  and  on  real 
estate  security,  and  it  would  be  impossible  to  meet  a  large  demand 
for  a  return  of  the  unearned  premium.  Such  a  demand  would 
inevitably  be  made  after  any  financial  reverse  like  that  in  which 
the  country  has  been  struggling  for  three  years.  At  such  time  it  is 
most  difficult  to  call  in  or  realize  on  loans,  and  the  eiFort  to  do  this 
would  produce  a  wide  and  irreparable  embarrassment.  At  such 
times  as  this  it  is  easy  to  shake  public  confidence  in  the  stability 
of  the  companies,  and  this  would  add  to  the  desire  to  withdraw  the 
money  value  of  the  policy.  If  it  be  within  the  purview  of  the 
State  to  say  what  is  best  for  the  citizen  at  such  time,  a  continuance 
of  a  life  policy  or  its  value  in  money,  it  will  be  found  to  be  a  dif- 
ficult thing  to  determine.  The  time  a  man  most  needs  the  money  he 
could  get  by  surrendering  his  policy,  and  the  time  his  faith  is  so 
shaken  in  all  companies  that  he  most  eagerly  wishes  to  withdraw 
whatever  he  can,  is  the  very  time  he  most  needs  insurance  and  the 
company  is  least  able  to    meet  such  a  demand  at  that  time. 

The  Massachusetts  non-forfeiture  law  gives  the  policy-holder  80 
per  cent,  of  the  reserve  of  the  policy  in  insurance,  requiring  the 
company  to  keep  alive  a  policy  in  that  way.  As  an  illustration  of 
the  law  this  instance  may  be  given  from  the  rate-book  of  the  John 
Hancock  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company.  If  a  man,  aged  40, 
has  paid  five  annual  premiums  and  is  unable  or  unwilling  to  pay 
longer,  this  law  will  keep  his  policy  alive  5  years  and  85  days 
thereafter  without  any  further  payments  being  made.  The  same  illus- 
tration will  apply  to  any  Massachusetts  life  insurance  company.  A 
recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts  extends  the 
law  to  all  policies  issued  in  the  State,  no  matter  where  the  company 
may  be  located.  This  will  cause  a  violent  effort  to  repeal  or  modify 
the  law,  the  result  of  which  will  be  watched  with  interest  by  all 
interested  in  the  insurance  question. 
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Life  insurance  has  been  regarded  by  the  large  majority  of  policy- 
holders and  by  a  considerable  proportion  of  agents  and  solicitors,  as 
•something  too  abstruse  to  be  understood  by  any  but  an  expert. 
Based,  as  it  is,  upon  very  definite  and  simple  propositions,  it  is  in 
fact  safer,  surer  and  simpler  than  fire  and  marine  insurance.  If  a 
company  has  once  enough  policy-holders  to  give  it  the  adjusting 
security  of  the  law  of  average  applied  to  mortality,  it  needs  only 
good  management  thereafter  to  succeed.  No  company,  well  organized 
and  well  managed,  has  ever  failed,  or  can  honestly  fail;  failure  has 
been  the  result  of  incompetent  management  and  something  worse. 
A  fire  like  that  of  Chicago,  or  Boston,  will  severely  try,  if  it  does 
not  destroy,  many  fire  companies.  The  risks  of  a  life  company  are 
so  widely  scattered  that  it  would  hardly  be  possible  even  for  an 
epidemic  to  destroy  enough  lives  to  make  the  law  of  average  in 
mortality,  protected  as  it  is  by  increased  premium,  an  unsafe 
reliance.  The  liability  of  an  epidemic  is  every  year  lessened  as 
sanitary  and  police  regulations  are  improved.  A  life  insurance 
company  needs  only  an  opportunity — a  field — to  be  able  to  safely 
work.  It  requires  as  wide  a  field  as  possible.  Six  companies 
all  operating  in  six  States  give  better  security  than  would 
six  companies  each  operating  in  but  one  State.  This  makes  it 
the  more  desirable  —  the  more  absolutely  necessary,  indeed  —  that 
there  be  a  uniformity  of  laws.  With  thirty-seven  different  require- 
ments as  to  taxation,  as  to  forfeiture  of  policies,  as  to  a  secured  sur- 
render value,  as  to  what  may  be  required  of  companies,  and  as  to 
the  condition  of  policies,  there  could  be  no  absolutely  fair  treat- 
ment of  policy-holders  by  the  companies.  The  companies  can  not 
give  the  policy-holders  of  one  State  a  preference.  All  charges  and 
taxes  upon  the  companies  fall  upon  the  policies.  There  is  no  con- 
flicting interest  between  the  company  and  the  policy-holders,  for  the 
policy-holders  constitute  the  company.  If  a  State  tax  the  premium 
receipts  of  a  life  company  in  that  State,  the  company  must  in  some 
way  charge  the  tax  to  the  policy-holders  of  that  State.  If,  for 
instance,  a  safe  and  carefully  managed  life  company,  like  the  Massa- 
chusetts Mutual,  should  have  in  Indiana  10,000  policy-holders,  con- 
tributing 1250,000  annually,  and  the  State  should  impose  a  tax  of 
ten  per  cent,  on  the  gross  receipts,  the  company  could  not  deal  hon- 
estly with  the  policy-holders  of  other  States  without  charging  the 
tax  direct  to  the  policy  holders  of  this  State.  The  tax  would  be 
deducted  from  the  dividend.  The  company  could  not  do  otherwise. 
What  must  be  done  for  a  ten  per  cent,  tax  must  be  done  for  one

per  cent,  as  well.  It  needs  only  that  there  be  a  full  information  on 
the  part  of  those  seeking  to  insure  their  lives,  as  to  the  relation  the 
policy-holders  sustain  towards  each  other  and  the  company,  to  have 
satisfactory  forms  of  policies  adopted  and  equitable  legislation. 
Taxing  men  who  insure  to  support  those  who  do  not  insure  will  not 
be  so  popular  with  the  insuring  public  when  it  is  once  fairly  com- 
prehended. 

In  order  that  I  might  speak  more  positively  as  to  forms  of  poli- 
cies now  issued  by  life  companies,  I  requested  of  all  the  companies 
doing  business  in  New  York  the  favor  of  copies  of  their  policies  as 
now  issued.  These  were  promptly  and  courteously  furnished,  and 
together  present  a  valuable  history  of  what  life  insurance  of  to-day 
is.  If  the  policies  each  contained  a  brief  explanation  of  the  method 
of  the  company,  what  the  premiums  received  are  applied  to,  and 
how  dividends  are  declared,  with  such  other  primary  information  as 
might  briefly  be  given,  it  would  tend  to  make  the  policy  a  better 
paper.  This  is  not  demanded  by  any  particular  principle  of  law  or 
equity,  but  it  would  still  "  be  a  comfort "  to  many  a  muddled  though 
honest  man.  A  few  companies  wisely  print  on  the  policy  the  appli- 
cation as  made  out  before  the  policy  is  issued,  upon  the  absolute 
truth  of  which  the  validity  of  the  policy  depends.  Equitable  con- 
siderations demand  that  nothing  in  any  paper  not  a  part  of  the 
policy  should  be  permitted  to  forfeit  it.  It  would  be  an  improve- 
ment if  all  companies  made  the  policy  contain  the  application,  and 
any  other  paper  which  contains  anything  affecting  the  policy.  A 
statutory  enactment  requiring  this  would  have  saved  several  case» 
of  outrageous  hardship  found  in  the  law  reports. 

There  are  now  nearly  forty  varieties  of  policies  issued.  A  single 
company  issues  thirty-three  varieties.  If  it  would  not  require  too 
much  space  I  would  give  the  name  of  each  variety  and  its  peculiar- 
ity as  expressed  in  the  documents  of  the  company.  This  was  my 
first  intention,  but  I  was  compelled  to  abandon  it. 

There  have  been  certain  changes  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  all 
kinds  of  insurance.  It  is  not  practically  an  exact  science,  as  there  is 
a  wide  difference  among  actuaries  and  underwriters  as  to  which  is 
the  correct  system. 

Two  of  the  ablest  actuaries  in  the  country  have  staked  their  pro- 
fessional reputations  on  a  scheme  or  plan  of  life  insurance  radically 
different  from  the  practice  of  other  companies.  Mr.  Sheppard 
Homans  has  organized  the  Provident  Life  Savings  Association,  of 
New  York.     His  specialty  is  yearly  renewable  assurance,  such  as  fire 
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companies  give.  His  motto  is  "  Pay  as  you  go — Get  what  you  buy 
— Stop  when  you  choose."  Mr.  Elizur  Wright,  the  veteran  actuary, 
the  father  of  life  insurance  in  America,  has  organized  the  Massa- 
chusetts Family  Bank.  The  principle  of  each  is  that  a  life  insur- 
ance policy  should  be  exactly  like  a  fire  insurance  policy,  renewable 
or  not  every  year,  as  may  be  desired.  A  premium  in  ordinary  life 
insurance  to  the  actuary  represents  three  sums  :  1.  A  sum  for  ex- 
penses. 2.  A  sum  to  pay  the  losses  which,  according  to  the  tables 
of  mortality,  may  be  expected  at  the  age  of  the  policy-holder.  As 
but  one  amount  is  charged  for  annual  premium,  during  the  contin- 
uance of  the  policy,  though  the  death-rate  increases  every  year  of  the 
policy,  and  the  number  of  policy-holders  of  advancing  years  is 
■constantly  diminished — these  must  at  the  first  be  increased  by : 
3.  A  sum  to  be  funded  and  held  reserved,  free  from  all 
other  demands,  to  pay  the  policy  when  it  becomes  a  loss;  or,  to 
express  it  differently,  to  be  drawn  upon  to  make  up  the  deficit 
when  the  premium  is  no  longer  large  enough  to  meet  the  demand 
of  the  death  losses  of  advancing  years.  This  sum  is  to  be  the 
reserve  of  the  policy,  and  by  the  theory  of  Messrs.  Wright  and 
Homans,  it  is  as  much  the  individual  property  of  the  policy-holder 
furnishing  it  as  are  the  deposits  of  a  customer  of  a  bank  his  own 
property.  The  aggregate  of  the  reserves  constitute  the  sum  of 
over  four  hundred  millions  at  this  time. 

The  plan  of  Homans  and  Wright  is  to  charge  only  the  first  two 
sums,  the  second  being  increased  a  little  each  year  as  the  death-rate 
increases.  By  this  plan  the  policy-holder  can  cease  paying  at  the 
end  of  any  year  and  lose  nothing  ;  exactly  as  a  man  may  fail  to 
renew  his  fire  insurance  and  lose  nothing.  For  the  premiums  paid 
in,  in  each  case  there  has  been  full  value  given  in  insurance.  Each 
new  company  has  the  usual  life  policy,  upon  which  the  surrender 
value  is  printed,  for  each  year,  which  will  be  paid  on  demand  at  any 
time.  Each  company  has  other  special  features  which  need  not  be 
set  out.  One  of  the  pressing  questions  in  life  insurance  at  this  day 
arises  from  discussion  of  these  plans.  Some  able  insurance  journals 
favor  these  plans,  but  the  other  companies  are  in  united  opposition. 

The  American  Popular  Life  Insurance  Co.,  of  New  York,  is  based 
on  the  science  of  biology,  of  which  Dr.  Lambert,  its  president,  is  the 
principal  exponent  in  the  world.  The  application  seeks  certain 
minute  information  as  to  the  longevity  of  the  ancestors  of  the  appli- 
cant and  his  habits,  and  his  general  physical  condition  and  physique 
are  inquired  into  with  minute  particularity.     Upon  this  information 
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his  life  is  rated  according  to  its  individual  probabilities,  and  the 
applicant  gets  the  benefit  of  a  long-lived  ancestry,  good  habits 
and  physique  promising  long  life  to  him.  No  other  company 
attempts  this  plan  though  it  seems  in  theory  manifestly  true  and 
€quitable.  The  death  rate  of  this  company  has  been  surprisingly 
small — careful  selection  of  good  risks  being  the  cause.  It  is  popu- 
lar with  good  risks. 

Another  company — the  Homeopathic,  of  New  York — gives  spe- 
cial rates  to  policy-holders  who  adopt  homeopathic  treatment  when 
in  ill-health.  Discussion  of,  or  even  suggestion  concerning  this 
company  might  precipitate  a  war  between  the  schools  of  medicine, 
and  I  will  add  nothing  further  than  to  say  that  the  company  appears 
to  be  justified  in  its  theories.  Towards  these  variations  from  the 
usual  old  style  insurance,  the  old  companies  show  a  dignified  indif- 
ference. 

I  mention  these  differences  to  show  that  life  insurance  is  not  yet 
an  exact  or  an  agreed  science.  It  has  come  to  its  present  perfect- 
ness  by  a  series  of  reforms,  and  may  possibly  yet  have  many 
changes  to  make.  A  single  instance  of  long-continued  and  gross 
injustice  to  the  cash  paying  policy-holders  may  be  given  to  show  how 
a  sort  of  thoughtlessness,  or  want  of  strict  equity  was  prevalent.  If  a 
policy-holder,  paying  premiums  all  in  cash,  should  be  unwilling  or 
unable  to  continue  his  payments,  all  his  payments  were  forfeited, 
and  he  got  nothing  at  quitting  the  company.  If  a  policy-holder, 
paying  his  premiums  half  in  cash  and  half  in  notes,  should  be  un- 
willing or  unable  to  continue  the  payments,  the  accumulated  notes 
would  be  cancelled.  Thus  the  best  patrons  of  the  company  were 
worst  treated.  Such  injustice  is  unknown  now,  for  few  compa- 
nies accept  any  part  of  the  premiums  in  notes;  and  all,  as  I  believe, 
give  something  to  the  policy-bolder  on  quitting  the  company.  Very 
few  policies  attempt  to  say  what  will  be  given  as  a  surrender  value, 
and  that  they  do  not  is  a  serious  fault.  The  policy,  in  explicit 
terms,  should  fix,  beyond  a  doubt,  every  right  of  the  policy-holder 
under  it.  This  will  be  done  sooner  or  later,  for  sooner  or  later  men 
about  to  insure  will  become  wise  enough  to  inspect  the  policy  in  the 
hands  of  the  solicitor,  and  will  refuse  any  policy  that  leaves  his 
rights  to  be  determined  by  a  discretionary  power.  Companies 
will,  in  that  time,  arm  their  solicitors  with  pamphlets  minutely  de- 
tailing the  history  of  a  policy  of  life  insurance,  telling  just  exactly 
what  it  is,  and  what  may  be  expected  by  the  policy-holders,  and  the 
present  homilies  as  to  the  beauties  and  benevolence^  the  profits  and 
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vast  returns  from  life  insurance,  as  well  as  all  the  loose  talk  of  ill- 
informed  or  reckless  solicitors  will  be  heard  no  more.  Life  insur- 
ance has  nothing  to  fear  from  a  fair  showing  of  the  theories  upon 
which  the  calculations  are  made  and  the  practical  results  of  the  the- 
ories, and  the  better  these  things  are  understood  the  better  satisfied 
will  policy-holders  be. 

The  enormous  sums  now  involved  in  insurance  are  almost  beyond 
comprehension.  The  life  companies  of  the  United  States  will  pay 
during  the  year  1876  more  than  $30,000,000  of  death  losses.  This 
is  the  largest  sum  ever  paid  in  one  year,  and  this  will  increase  as 
policies  mature.  If  the  money  life  companies  have  paid  could  be 
followed,  and  the  amount  of  good  it  has  done — the  number  of 
widows  it  has  relieved,  the  number  of  children  it  has  educated,  the 
suffering  it  has  prevented — could  be  estimated,  it  would  readily 
appear  that  a  life  company  is  a  vast  conservative  force,  valuable 
and  beneficent. 

This  interest  is  now  so  vast  that  over  $400,000,000  are  now  held 
by  the  life  insurance  companies  of  the  couniry.  If  the  policies 
now  in  force  should  mature,  over  $2,000,000,000  would  be  required 
to  make  payment.  A  few  figures  from  the  report  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Insurance  of  New  York,  may  be  studied  with  unsatisfac- 
tory conclusions.  During  the  year  1874,  144,783  policies  were 
issued,  152,555  were  terminated.  Of  those  terminated,  8,555  were 
by  death  or  maturity,  1,895  by  expiry,  33,396  by  surrender,  76,734 
by  lapse,  8,541  by  change,  and  23,434  were  not  taken.  In  1875, 
133,095  policies  were  issued.  129,454  were  terminated.  Of  these 
9,002  were  by  death,  5,772  by  expiry,  29,174  by  surrender,  61,055  by 
lapse,  5,937  by  change,  and  18,464  were  not  taken.  The  summary 
of  any  consideration  of  these  figures  is  that  the  business  is  not  in 
very  compact  condition.  The  exodus  has  been  singularly  large,  and 
the  number  who  have  applied  and  then  refused  to  take  the  policies 
tendered,  is  larger  than  would  be  supposed. 

The  amount  of  money  paid  to  life  companies  of  other  States,  by  cit- 
izens of  Indiana,  is  much  larger  than  may  be  supposed.  From 
July  1,  1874,  to  July  1,  1875,  $1,382,509.51  were  paid  to  foreign 
life  companies,  by  citizens  of  Indiana.  During  that  time  the 
foreign  life  companies  paid  to  citizens  of  Indiana  $770,732.16. 
From  July  1,  1875,  to  July  1,  1876,  $1,212,473.24  were  paid  to 
foreign  life  companies  by  citizens  of  Indiana.  During  that  time, 
these  companies  paid  to  citizens  of  Indiana,  $713,704.97.  From 
July  1,  1874,  to  July  1,  1875,  $1,710,076.65  were  paid  to  foreign 
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fire  insurance  companies  by  citizens  of  Indiana.  During  that  time, 
$932,355.28  were  paid  by  them  to  citizens  of  Indiana.  From  July  1, 
1875,  to  July  1,  1876,  $1,705,897.49  were  paid  to  foreign  fire  insur- 
ance companies  by  citizens  of  Indiana.  During  that  time,  $663,128.27 
were  paid  by  these  companies  to  citizens  of  Indiana.  It  thus 
appears  that  during  these  two  years  $6,010,956.89  were  sent  out  of 
the  State,  and  $3,079,917.68  were  returned.  The  economy  of  this 
is  not  apparent.  A  very  great  part  of  this  money  might  as  well — 
as  safely — have  remained  in  Indiana,  and  built  up  Indiana  compa- 
nies. It  is  a  poor  policy  to  send  money  from  home  for  that  which 
can  be  famished  at  home,  and  especially  when  much  of  the  same 
money  is  borrowed  back  at  high  rates  of  interest.  Not  much  more 
than  a  start  has  been  made  toward  making  strong  companies  at 
home,  but  a  good  start  has  been  made.  The  life  and  fire  companies 
of  Indianapolis  are  as  safe  as  any  companies  in  the  country  for  the 
business  they  attempt  to  do.  The  fact  that  they  do  not  report  to 
the  Auditor  of  Slate,  as  do  foreign  companies,  prevents  a  statement 
of  what  these  and  the  other  companies  of  the  State  are  doing. 

The  Franklin  Life  Insurance  Company  of  this  city  is  in  such 
condition  as  to  deserve  an  especial  word,  considering  the  fact  that 
it  was  very  near  to  shipwreck.  The  effort  of  a  courageous  paper, 
The  Indianapolis  News,  to  show  to  its  Directors  the  danger  of  the 
Company  made  a  sensation  in  insurance  circles.  The  controversy 
resulted  in  a  minute  and  complete  inspection  of  the  assets  and  lia- 
bilities of  the  Company,  and  after  that  a  course  was  adopted  which 
has  made  the  Company  stand  as  safe  as  any  company  in  the  United 
States.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  commend  it,  for  it  now  only 
needs  a  wise  and  liberal  management  to  make  it  what  has  long- 
been  needed  in  Indiana — a  large,  healthful  life  company.  It  can 
realize  a  larger  per  cent,  on  its  loans  with  less  hazard  than  any 
company  in  the  United  States,  for  there  is  abundant  demand  right 
here  for  all  it  will  very  soon  have,  and  our  rate  of  interest  is  as 
high  as  is  given  anywhere  by  men  intending  to  remain  solvent. 
The  Franklin  has  in  its  new  policy  a  non-forfeiting  clause  which 
is  claimed  to  be  superior  to  that  of  any  other  policy  issued,  and 
more  equitable  than  any  law  could  be.  It  was  presented  to  the 
Commissioners'  Convention  at  Harrisburg,  and  was  generally 
approved. 

The  insurance  societies  organized  by  the  Masonic  and  Odd  Fel- 
lows' fraternities  have  done  a  large  and  increasing  per  cent,  of  the 
insurance  business.     The  Masonic  Mutual  Benefit  Society  has  paid 
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to  members  in  the  eight  years  of  its  existence,  ending  August  10, 
1876,  $1,214,244.50.  The  cost  of  the  insurance  furnished  has  been 
less  than  half  the  usual  cest  This  form  of  insurance  is  not  ap- 
proved by  leading  underwriters.  Whatever  the  merits  of  that  plan 
may  be,  it  is  but  fair  to  say  that  this  particular  society  is  stronger 
to-day  than  when  it  was  organized,  and  shows  no  evidence  of  weak- 
ness. The  same  is  equally  true  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  Mutual  Asso- 
ciation, which  is  not  so  large.  These  societies  for  mutual  assistance 
are  organized  within  the  powerful  orders  named,  and  are  thus  given 
a  stability  which  otherwise  they  might  not  have. 

In  the  investigation  as  to  what  insurance  companies  are  doing  in 
Indiana,  I  have  had  an  estimate  made,  from  reliable  sources,  of  the 
amount  of  money  loaned  in  this  State.  As  the  New  York  com- 
panies are  forbidden  by  law  to  loan  so  far  from  the  home  offices  as 
Indiana  they  have  no  direct  loans  here,  but  have  a  vast  amount  loaned 
indirectly,  and  at  a  profit  which  legally  belongs  to  the  insurance 
companies,  but  M'^hich  they  do  not  receive.  These  loans  of  insur- 
ance funds  are  made  indirectly  through  loan  companies.  The 
amount  of  loans  of  all  sorts  of  foreign  capital  is  amazing — over 
$50,000,000  have  been  borrowed  on  real  estate  security,  and  is  now 
owing  from  citizens  of  Indiana  in  this  way.  A  large  part  of  this 
is  the  money  of  insurance  companies,  and  almost  all  bears  ten  per 
cent,  interest.  In  the  universal  stagnation  aifecting  all  industries, 
all  prices  and  all  means  of  earnirg  money,  it  has  been  very  difficult 
for  many  borrowers  to  pay  their  interest.  They  have  not  all  paid 
it,  and  a  large  per  cent,  will  never  pay  either  interest  or  principal, 
and  will  therefore,  lose  their  property,  under  the  present  law.  This 
property  a  little  while  ago  was  worth  largely  more  than  the 
mortgage  debt  upon  it,  and  will  soon  again  be  equally  as  valuable 
and  will  be  salable.  The  lenders  do  not  want  the  property,  they 
want  simply  the  interest  and  the  principal  when  it  is  due.  It 
would  be  unwise  to  permit  corporations  to  hold  such  vast  proper- 
ties in  fee  as  they  now  hold  under  mortgage.  Even  a  small  per  cent, 
of  the  vast  aggregate  would  be  too  much  to  be  held  by  corporations. 
This  leads  to  the  inquiry  if  the  time  of  redemption  of  real  estate 
from  foreclosure  by  foreign  corporations  shall  not  be  extended. 
Some  such  law  is  operative  in  a  majority  of  the  States,  and  is  sat- 
isfactory. An  extension  could  be  provided  for  in  such  terms  as  to 
save  many  unfortunate  debtors,  and  equally  protect  the  lenders. 

I  am  aware  that  a  number  of  bills  with  very  stringent  regulations 
will  be  presented  at  the  coming  ses§ion  of  the  Legislature.     As  to, 
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these,  or  any  general  law  establishing  an  Insurance  iDeparttaent,  I 
can  make  no  recommendations.  The  more  carefully  I  study  the 
legislation  of  the  various  States  of  the  Union  upon  this  important 
subject,  the  more  firmly  do  I  become  convinced  that  there  has  been 
a  great  amount  of  unwise  legislation  concerning  insurance  matters^ 
It  could  hardly  be  otherwise  when  it  is  considered  how  ill-informed 
of  the  intricacies  of  the  subject  the  public  in  every  State  is.  Close 
study  has  materially  changed  several  positive  conclusions  I  have  had  as 
to  the  extent  to  which  legislation  in  this  direction  should  go.  Indiana 
is  now  the  sixth  State  in  the  Union,  and  is  advancing  in  wealthy 
power  and  position  among  the  States.  The  legislation  of  the  State 
has  in  the  main  been  well  considered.  The  public  institutions  have 
been  provided  for  wisely  and  liberally.  It  is  claimed  that  Indiana 
has  the  best  school  system  in  the  Union,  the  largest  per  capita,  and 
the  most  flexible,  according  to  the  wants  of  each  locality.  It  has 
the  model  Female  Prison  and  Eeformatory  for  Giris  in  the  world. 
Can  Indiana  not  equally  well  excel  in  the  wisdom  of  the  legislation 
on  the  important  question  of  insurance?  I  do  not  make  any  gen- 
eral recommendation,  because  I  have  not  sufficiently  matured  my 
views.     I  want  more  light — more  study  and  observation. 

In  my  opinion,  certain  legislation  is  imperatively  necessary,  and  I 
make  these  recommendations  : 

1.  The  law  should  require  a  company  organized  in  another  State 
to  lile  with  its  first  statement  of  assets  and  liabilities,  an  agreement 
that  the  Auditor  of  State,  Attorney-General,  or  some  State  officer, 
should  be  authorized  to  accept  service  of  process  issued  upon  any 
complaint  on  account  of  any  business  transacted  by  the  company  in 
the  State,  whether  the  agents  continue  in  the  State  or  not. 

2.  If  any  certificate  is  required  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  County,  as  now,  the  Clerk  should  be  required  to  keep 
a  record  of  such  filing.  As  filed  now  the  certificates  are  frequently 
lost  or  carried  away  and  unnecessary  trouble  is  caused  to  companies. 

3.  Some  equitable  and  adequate  protection  should  be  secured 
against  total  loss  when  a  policy-holder  in  a  life  insurance  company 
is  unable  or  unwilling  to  continue  his  payments. 

4.  A  statute  of  limitations,  fixing  a  time  after  which  a  defense 
would  not  be  permitted  for  misstatement  in  the  application,  should 
be  enacted. 

5.  An  adequate  statute  should  be  provided,  making  it  a  penal 
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offense  to  attempt  to  defraud  an  insurance  company,  whether  by  an 
alleged  death  of  the  insured  or  for  an  attempt  to  burn,  or  to  connive 
at  the  burning  of  insured  property.  A  standing  reward  should  be 
offered  for  conviction  of  such  offense,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  tax  or 
fees  charged  to  insurance  comjDanies.  The  present  statute  is  ineffec- 
tive. 

Whatever  else  may  be  considered,  these  changes  should  certainly 
be  made. 

I  believe  the  English  method  of  legislation  on  special  questions 
like  this  is  eminently  wise  and  should  be  everywhere  adopted. 
When  it  appears  that  special  legislation  is  probably  necessary,  a  Par- 
liamentary Committee  is  appointed,  consisting  of  members  and  ex- 
perts in  the  specialty  to  be  affected.  No  law  is  passed  until  this 
Committee  fully  reports  what  its  conclusions  are.  Before  any- 
thing is  done  looking  toward  a  general  law,  I  would  urgently  sug- 
gest that  similar  action  be  taken.  Let  the  officers  of  the  companies 
have  full  opportunity  to  explain  the  probable  effect  on  their  busi- 
ness of  any  proposed  law,  and  let  prominent  experts,  not  connected 
with  any  company,  be  also  consulted.  If  the  short  session  of  the 
Legislature  will  not  permit  this  to  be  done  fully  by  consultation,  it 
may  be  done  in  another  way  with  partial  satisfaction.  Let  a  series 
of  questions  be  submitted  to  the  officers  of  companies  and  disinter- 
ested experts,  covering  the  vital  points  likely  to  be  affected.  To  fa- 
cilitate this,I  submit  herewith  a  series  of  questions,  which,  though  they 
are  somewhat  crude  and  lacking  in  completeness,  will  serve  as  a  basis 
from  which  to  start.  The  information  that  would  be  gathered  in 
this  way  would  be  of  the  greatest  service  to  a  legislative  committee 
on  insurance.  If  action  should  be  deferred  until  another  session,  a 
committee  might  be  appointed  as  at  first  suggested.  The  free  cir- 
culation of  these  questions,  and  such  others  as  may  be  deemed  per- 
tinent, would  bring  valuable  information  in  a  few.  weeks,  and  action 
could  be  had  at  this  session,  if  action  could  not  be  delayed.  The 
State  can  not  afford  a  blunder,  and  there  must  not  be  a  blunder  if  it 
can  be  avoided.  I  know  that  all  legislation  is,  in  a  sense,  experi- 
mental ;  but  the  experiment  is  less  hazardous,  if  the  benefit  is  sedu- 
lously sought  of  every  experience  and  all  observation  in  the  direc- 
tion to  be  effected.  Submission  of  such  questions,  or  consultations 
with  officers  of  companies  and  experts,  would  take  from  the  Legis- 
lature the  excuse  of  having  sinned  without  light,  if  a  law,  impracti- 
^ble,  unnecessary,  or  oppressive   should  be  enacted.     Legislation 
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may  be  so  stringent  as  to  be  subversive  of  the  principle  warrant- 
ing it. 

Greatly  impressed  with  the  magnitude  of  the  insurance  interest, 
and  heartily  wishing  that  only  the  wisest  legislation  should  be  ef- 
fected, I  submit  these  suggestions,  trusting  they  may  meet  with 
such  attention  as  they  may  merit.  Thanking  you  for  the  confidence 
in  me,  shown  by  the  appointment  to  the  duties  of  Special  Commis- 
sioner of  Insurance,  this  report  is

28.  Should  there  not  be  a  statute  of  limitations,  fixing  a  time 
after  which  a  policy  may  not  be  defeated  by  reason  of  any  misstate- 
ment in  the  application,  which  could  not  be  corrected  in  the  judg- 
ment?    What  period  would  you  fix? 

29.  Should  not  this  statute  also  include  suicide,  so  that  suicide, 
and  especially  suicide  when  under  mental  disorder,  shall  not  avoid 
a  policy  that  has  been  in  force  a  given  number  of  years? 

30.  What  objection  is  there  to  requiring  a  company,  when  it 
comes  to  the  State,  to  file  with  some  State  officer  an  agreement  con- 
senting to  service  upon  their  agent  any  complaint  on  account  of  any 
business  to  be  transacted  by  the  company  in  the  State?

We  have  again  been  blessed  "with  an  abundant  season,  and  have 
cause  for  thankfulness.  While  the  business  matters  of  the  country 
are  much  depressed,  and  financial  troubles  seem  to  increase,  the 
agricultural  community  is  favored  with  good  average  crops  and 
fair  prices  for  farm  products. 

The  past  season  has  been  an  eventful  and  remarkable  one,  with  a 
seeming  fatality,  financially,  to  State  and  County  agricultural 
exhibitions,  to  which  Indiana  is  no  exception. 

However,  it  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  report  that  the  exhibi- 
tion of  1876  was  equal,  and  in  some  respects  superior  to  former 
State  fairs.  The  interest  in  live  stock  continues  to  increase,  and  is 
equally  divided  among  all  kinds  of  domestic  animals,  all  of  which 
will  be  carefully  reported  by  the  several  department  superintendents. 

The  exhibition  of  agricultural  products  gave  evidence  of  the 
prolific  season,  and  great  abundance  thereof.  A  finer  display  of 
the  kind  was  never  seen  in  the  State,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of 
the  horticultural  department,  wath  the  splendid  display  of  fruits 
and  flowers. 

The  exhibition  of  agricultural  machinery  was  very  extensive, 
and  made  one  of  the  most  important  features  of  the  fair.  The 
awarding  of  premiums  in  the  mechanical  department  being  aban- 
doned by  the  board,  except  in  case  of  thorough  tests,  led  to  arrange- 
ments for  a  test  of  harvesting  machines  and  implements  for  culti- 
vating  crops,  on    the   farm  of  the  Purdue  University,  during  the 


month  of  June,  which  was  a  success  in  every  particular,  and  quite 
a  feature  of  the  season's  operations.  A  full  and  extended  report 
will  be  furnished  for  publication  and  embodied  in  the  published 
annual  report  from  this  office. 

The  failure  in  attendance  at  the  last  State  Fair  and  consequent 
financial  disaster,  may  be  attributed  to  the  superior  attraction  of  the 
grand  Centennial  exhibition,  the  intense  excitement  of  the  politi- 
cal campaign,  and  the  mass  meetings  of  the  parties  in  close  proxim- 
ity to  the  Fair  Vv^eek,  which  were  each  a  decided  success  as  immense 
gatherings,  the  natural  consequence,  as  affecting  the  attendance  at 
the  State  Fair,  being  inevitable. 

The  reports  of  the  County  and  District  Agricultural  Societies,  as 
handed  in  at  the  annual  meeting  in  January,  will  be  embodied  in 
the  annual  report,  as  required  by  law,  together,  with  the  reports 
from  the  Department  Superintendents,  the  condensed  proceedings  of 
the  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  such  other  matter  as  may  be  useful 
and  interesting. 

The  want  of  facilities  for  collecting  information  of  a  statistical 
nature  is  much  felt  in  this  office,  and  retards  the  diffiision  of  such 
information  as  is  important  and  ot  practical  use.  I  would  respect- 
fully recommend  that  a  State  Bureau  of  Statistics  be  created  with 
this  department  in  charge  of  the  statistics  of  products.

MEMORIAL. 


Ageicultural  Rooms,  State  House, 

Indianapolis,  December,  1876. 

To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

The  Indiana  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  a  State  institution,  cre- 
ated by  special  law,  and  maintained  for  the  general  good,  after  an 
existence  of  twenty-five  years,  during  which  it  has  accumulated 
property  valued  at  $280,(^00,  besides  paying  more  than  ^150,000  in 
premiums,  for  the  encouragement  of  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts, 
with  incalculable  benefit  to  these  interests,  has,  by  reason  of  the 
financial  disaster  which,  during  the  past  three  years  has  affected  the 
entire  country,  paralyzing  business  generally,  become  embarrassed 
by  a  debt,  and  now  respectfully  appeals  to  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  for  aid,  by  the  loan  of  |100,000  six  per  cent,  ten  year 
State  bonds.  The  State  Board  of  Agriculture  assuming  to  pay  the 
principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  to  give  the  State  a  deed  of 
trust  to  the  thirty-six  acres  known  as  the  State  fair  grounds,  valued 
at  f  150,000  before  the  erection  of  the  exposition  buildings  and 
improvements  which  have  cost  1 130,000. 

We  are  compelled  to  make  this  appeal  from  the  pressing  necessity 
of  meeting  the  debts  incurred  the  past  season,  together  with  the 
bonded  debt,  which  has  accumulated  since  the  inception  of  the  Expo- 
sition enterprise  in  connection  with  the  State  F'air,  and  the  impossi- 
bility of  realizing  on  the  property  at  this  time. 

This  unfortunate  condition  of  affairs  has  been  brought  upon   the 

Board  by  the  Exposition  enterprise,  which  was  induced  by  the  very 

liberal  offer  of  guarantee  bonds  from  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis  to 

secure  the  Board  against  loss.     A  seeming  fatality  has  attended   the 
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exhibitions  since  the  enterprise  was  inaugurated.  The  first  Exposi- 
tion, of  1873,  was  but  fairly  opened  when  the  financial  panic  burst 
upon  the  country,  causing  a  loss  in  receipts  of  many  thousands  of 
dollars,  making  it  necessary  to  assess  the  guarantee  fund  very 
heavily,  resulting  in  embarrassment  to  many  of  the  guarantors. 

The  Exhibition  of  1874  was  a  grand  success  as  such,  but  owing 
to  the  continued  influence  of  the  financial  pressure  in  the  country, 
the  receipts  were  greatly  diminished,  and  wholly  absorbed  in  pay- 
ing for  necessary  improvements  and  running  expenses. 

The  remarkably  wet  season  of  1875  was  almost  fatal  to  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Fair  and  Exposition  of  that  year,  and  again  heavy 
expenses  were  incurred  by  buildings  being  blown  down  and  bridges 
washed  out,  which  added  to  the  already  heavy  debt.  While  the 
last  Exposition,  although  equal,  and  in  some  respects  superior  to 
former  State  fairs,  was  overshadowed  by  the  attractions  of  the 
grand  Centennial  Exhibition  and  the  intense  excitement  incident 
to  the  late  political  campaign,  which  culminated  in  two  immense 
mass  meetings  immediately  preceding  and  following  the  State  Fair 
week,  thus  almost  effectually  cutting  off  the  usual  large  attendance 
during  that  week,  and  leaving  the  Board  without  resources  to  pay 
off  premiums. 

Thus  it  may  be  shown,  that  to  the  panic  of  1873,  followed  by  a 
succession  of  reverses  entirely  beyond  the  control  of  the  Board, 
may  be  attributed  the  present  embarrassed  condition  of  the  Board.
